Instead,  I  would  encourage  elections  to  be 
held  in  2018  for  a  3-year  term  to  end  in  2021. 

Our  concern  is  that  the  current  members  on  the  board  (most  of  whom  are  not  students)  are  acting  in  a  self- 
serving  manner  to  avoid  electoral  accountability,  not  only  in  this  recommendation  but  also  in  their  repeated 
refusal  to  allow  online  voting. 

Their  last  election  on  just  one  day  on  June  5th,  which  was  at  the  beginning  of  UCLA's  Final  Exams  period,  was 
located  at  1350  S.  Sepulveda,  which  is  about  as  far  as  a  polling  place  could  possibly  be  from  where  most  of 
UCLA's  students  (most  of  whom  do  not  have  cars)  reside  on  and  around  campus.  When  the  polling  place  would 
require  most  of  its  electorate,  in  the  middle  of  their  most  stressful  time  of  the  year,  to  walk  about  40  minutes 
each  way  or  else  take  an  Uber  (which  is  expensive  for  students),  this  presents  a  serious  barrier  to 
participation,  which  resulted  in  just  496  votes  cast  in  an  electorate  of  over  50,000. 

The  current  board  lacks  democratic  legitimacy,  and  our  students  are  being  disenfranchised.  I  hope  you  will 
work  with  us  to  have  elections  in  2018  that  are  accessible  both  in  person  and  online.

And  most  importantly, 
allowed  by  the  Brown  Act?  Thanks.

etc.)" 


An  alternative  could  be  to  use  the  same  skeleton  and  just  add _ (conditions,  amendments, 

etc.) 


The  committee  can  always  make  a  recommendation  to  the  board.  "Per  the _ Committee,  motion 

to _ by  the  regular  BOD." 


I  always  suggest  saying  "discussion  and  possible  action"  so  that  you  give  yourselves  room  to  do  so, 
because  if  you  don't  have  that  on  there  and  something  comes  up  then  you'd  have  to  table  it  for  the  next 
meeting. 


In  general,  the  more  details  the  merrier. 


We  are  asking  what  can  be  posted  on  the  agenda  about  the  item  ,  the  agenda  that  comes  out 
BEFORE  the  item  is  discussed.  Does  the  motion  need  to  have  a  complete  spelled-out  motion, 
or  is  it  OK  to  say  what  will  be  discussed,  and  "possible  motion  based  on  board  discussion"? 
That  is  for  our  general  board  meetings. 


No,  it  does  not  need  to  have  a  completely  spelled-out  motion  but  context  is  always  good.  Yes,  it  is  OK 
to  say  "discussion  and  possible  motion"  or  "possible  motion  based  on  board  discussion." 


The  subcommittee  question  came  up  to  find  out  if  an  item  can  be  placed  on  an  agenda  (that 
has  not  been  heard  yet)  with  a  motion  to  recommend  voting  one  way  or  another  based  on 
information  sent  to  the  committee  as  to  the  details. 


This  is  up  to  you  however  it  does  not  need  to  be  all  or  nothing.  You  can  fulfill  the  request  and  you  can 
state  that  such-and-such  party  has  requested  the  following:  (and  then  insert  the  motion)  and  say  it  is 
subject  to  possible  discussion  and  motion.

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Ad  Hoc  Committees. 

Ad  hoc  or  “temporary"  committees  are  treated  differently  under  the  Act.  Ad  hoc 
committees  are  not  subject  to  the  notice  and  posting  requirements  of  the  Act  so  long  as 
the  committee 

■  is  comprised  solely  of  members  of  the  governing  body,  i.e.,  the  committee 
may  not  contain  individuals  other  than  the  members  of  the  governing 
body; 

■  consists  of  less  than  the  number  of  board  members  who,  if  present  at  a 
meeting,  would  be  able  to  make  a  decision,  (e.g.,  if  a  Neighborhood 
Council  has  21  board  members,  a  quorum  of  1 1  and  makes  decisions  by 
a  majority  of  those  board  members  present  at  a  meeting,  then  as  few  as  6 
board  members  would  have  the  ability  to  make  a  decision;  therefore,  the 
ad  hoc  committee  should  be  comprised  of  less  than  the  majority  or,  as 
stated  in  this  example,  less  than  6  board  members); 

■  has  a  defined  purpose  and  a  time  frame  to  accomplish  that  purpose;  and 

■  is  advisory,  i.e.,  the  committee  has  not  been  delegated  any  decision¬ 
making  power  and  will  be  returning  to  the  full  board  on  its 
recommendation.  See,  Joiner  v.  City  of  Sepastopol  (1981)  125  Cal  App. 
3d  799.

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ARTICLE  I  NAME 

The  name  of  this  Neighborhood  Council  shall  be  the  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council 
(“WWNC”  or  “Council”). 


ARTICLE  II  PURPOSE 

Principles  of  Governance  -  The  purpose  of  the  Council  is  to  participate  as  a  body  on  issues 
concerning  our  neighborhood  and  regarding  the  governance  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles 
(“City”)  in  a  transparent,  inclusive,  collaborative,  accountable  and  viable  manner. 

A.  The  MISSION  of  the  Council  is: 

1.  To  preserve  and  enhance  the  value  of  business  and  homeowner  properties  in 

Westwood  and  to  preserve  Westwood’s  status  as  a  highly  desirable  and 
important  residential,  business,  educational,  cultural,  and  entertainment  center. 

2.  To  provide  an  inclusive  and  open  forum  for  public  discussion  of  issues  of  interest 
to  the  Council,  including  City  governance,  the  needs  of  the  Council,  the  delivery 
of  City  services  to  the  Council  area,  and  other  matters  of  a  City  wide  nature; 

3.  To  advise  the  City  on  issues  of  interest  to  the  Council,  including  City  governance, 
the  needs  of  the  Council,  the  delivery  of  City  services  to  the  Council  area,  and 
other  matters  of  a  City  wide  nature; 

4.  To  initiate,  execute  and  support  projects  for  the  physical,  social  and  cultural 
improvement  of  the  Council  area;  and 

5.  To  facilitate  communication  between  the  City  and  Community  Stakeholders  on 
issues  of  concern  to  the  community  and/or  the  Stakeholders. 

B.  The  POLICY  of  the  Council  is: 

1 .  To  respect  the  diversity,  dignity,  and  expression  of  views  of  all  individuals, 
groups,  and  organizations  within  the  community  and/or  involved  in  the  Council; 

2.  To  remain  non-partisan  with  respect  to  political  party  affiliation  and  inclusive  in 
our  operations  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  process  of  electing  or  selecting 
the  Board  of  Directors,  Officers,  and  committee  members,  as  hereinafter  set 
forth; 

3.  To  utilize  the  Early  Notification  System  (ENS)  to  inform  the  Council  and 
Community  Stakeholders  of  matters  involving  the  City  and  our  community  in  a 
way  that  is  tailored  to  provide  opportunities  for  involvement  in  the  decision¬ 
making  process; 

4.  To  encourage  all  Community  Stakeholders  to  participate  in  activities  of  the 
Council; 
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5.  To  prohibit  discrimination  against  any  individual  or  group  in  our  operations  on  the 
basis  of  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual 
orientation,  age,  disability,  marital  status,  income,  homeowner/renter  status,  or 
political  affiliation;  and 

6.  To  have  fair,  open,  and  transparent  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  all  Council 
business. 


ARTICLE  III  BOUNDARIES 

The  Council  covers  the  geographic  area  described  below. 

Section  1:  Boundary  Description  -  The  boundaries  abut  the  boundaries  of  adjacent 
Neighborhood  Councils  and  include  those  areas  of  the  City  within  the  following  lines  of 
demarcation: 

A.  North  -  the  south  side  of  Sunset  Boulevard  from  the  border  of  Beverly  Hills 
on  the  east  to  the  1-405  Freeway  on  the  west. 

B.  South  -  the  north  side  of  Santa  Monica  Boulevard  extending  from  the  western 
boundary  of  the  city  of  Beverly  Hills  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Country  Club  to  the  1-405  Freeway  (inclusive  of  Cotner  Avenue.) 

C.  East  -  the  western  boundary  of  the  city  of  Beverly  Hills  from  Sunset 
Boulevard  (south  side)  to  Santa  Monica  Boulevard  (north  side). 

D.  West  -  the  eastern  side  of  the  1-405  Freeway  between  Santa  Monica 
Boulevard  (north  side)  and  Sunset  Boulevard  (south  side)  excluding  the 
Veteran’s  Administration  property. 

The  boundaries  of  the  Council  are  set  forth  in  Attachment  A  -  Map  of  Westwood 
Neighborhood  Council. 

Section  2:  Internal  Boundaries  -  Not  applicable. 


ARTICLE  IV  STAKEHOLDER 

Neighborhood  Council  membership  is  open  to  all  Stakeholders.  “Stakeholders”  shall  be 
defined  as  those  who  live,  work  or  own  real  property  in  the  neighborhood  and  also  those 
who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a  community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a 
person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and  ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood 
Council’s  boundaries  and  who  may  be  in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited 
to,  educational,  non-profit  and/or  religious  organizations.  Members  of  the  Council  shall  be 
referred  to  as  “Community  Stakeholders.” 


ARTICLE  V  GOVERNING  BOARD 

The  governing  body  of  the  WWNC  shall  be  the  Board  of  Directors  (“Board”)  within  the 
meaning  of  that  term  as  set  forth  in  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood 
Councils  (“Plan”). 
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Section  1:  Composition  -  The  Board  shall  be  composed  of  nineteen  (19)  Directors  aged 
seventeen  (17)  years  or  older  who  are  selected,  elected  or  appointed  for  Seats  or  Groups  with 
specific  constituencies  as  enumerated: 


A.  Owner  Residential  Group  -  Directors  who  reside  in  single  owner-occupied 
dwellings  or  own  residential  property  within  the  WWNC  boundaries.  There  will  be 
four  (4)  Directors  from  this  Group  filling  Seats  1-4. 

B.  Rental  Residential  Group  -  Directors  who  rent  their  residence  within  the  WWNC 
boundaries.  There  will  be  four  (4)  Directors  from  this  Group  filling  Seats  5-8. 

C.  Business  Group  -  Directors  who  own,  operate  or  work  for  businesses  within  the 
WWNC  boundaries.  There  will  be  four  (4)  Directors  from  this  Group  filling  Seats  9- 
12. 

D.  Seat  13:  Student  -  Director  must  be  currently  enrolled  full-time  as  an  undergraduate 
or  graduate  student  in  a  university  or  college 

E.  Seat  14:  Faculty  or  Staff  -  Director  must  work  full  time  as  a  faculty  or  staff  member 
of  a  university  or  college. 

F.  Seat  15:  Educational  Community  -  Director  must  be  a  Stakeholder  who  may 
currently  be  a  parent,  teacher  or  administrator  in  the  K-12  school  community,  public 
or  private,  within  the  WWNC  boundaries. 

G.  Seat  16:  Non-Profit/Arts/Culture/Recreational  Community  -  Director  must  be  a 
Stakeholder  who  may  be  a  member  of,  or  works  with  a  non-profit,  arts  or  cultural 
organization  located  within  the  WWNC  boundaries 

H.  Seat  17:  Faith  Based  Community  -  Director  must  be  a  Stakeholder  who  may  be 
currently  a  leader  such  as  clergy,  laity,  staff,  or  volunteer  in  a  faith  based  institution 
located  within  the  WWNC  boundaries. 

I.  Seat  18:  At  Large  -  Director  must  be  a  Stakeholder  who  lives,  works  or  owns  real 
property  in  the  neighborhood  or  those  who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a 
community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a  person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and 
ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood  Council’s  boundaries  and  who  may  be 
in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  educational,  non-profit 
and/or  religious  organizations. 

J.  Seat  19:  At  Large  -  Director  must  be  a  Stakeholder  who  lives,  works  or  owns  real 
property  in  the  neighborhood  or  those  who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a 
community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a  person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and 
ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood  Council’s  boundaries  and  who  may  be 
in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  educational,  non-profit 
and/or  religious  organizations. 
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The  WWNC’s  Board  must,  to  the  extent  possible,  reflect  the  diversity  of  the  Neighborhood 
Council’s  Community  Stakeholders.  Accordingly,  no  single  community  stakeholder  group 
shall  comprise  a  majority  of  a  certified  Neighborhood  Council’s  governing  body,  unless 
extenuating  circumstances  are  warranted  and  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Empowerment  (“Department”). 

Section  2:  Quorum  -  The  quorum  shall  be  eleven  (11)  members  of  the  Board.  No  floating 
quorums  are  allowed. 

Section  3:  Official  Actions  -  A  simple  majority  vote  by  the  board  members  present  and 
voting,  not  including  abstentions,  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum  shall  be  required 
to  take  official  action,  unless  specified  otherwise  in  these  Bylaws. 

Any  Director  less  than  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  shall  be  disqualified  from  voting  on  the 
expenditure  of  Council  funds,  the  entering  of  the  Council  into  a  contract,  or  the 
recommendation  to  any  City  agency  to  enter  into  or  expend  funds  on  a  specific  contract. 

Section  4:  Terms  and  Term  Limits  -  Elected  Directors  will  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  (2) 
years.  Terms  of  office  shall  begin  when  and  extend  until  each  election  is  certified  by  the 
City.  All  Board  terms,  which  end  prior  to  a  City  administered  election  shall  be  extended  until 
after  the  certification  of  election  results  or  the  resolution  of  all  official  election  challenges  for 
that  particular  election  cycle,  whichever  date  is  later.  There  are  no  term  limits. 

Section  5:  Duties  and  Powers  -  A  Director  represents  the  interest  of  the  whole  community 
not  the  constituency  or  interest  that  defined  his/her  Seat  or  Group. 

Board  members  must  maintain  their  Stakeholder  status  and  continue  to  meet  the  criteria  on 
which  their  seat  eligibility  is  based.  Upon  change  of  status  a  Board  member  shall  forfeit 
their  seat  but  may  remain  seated  for  sixty  (60)  days  until  a  replacement  can  be  found  and 
appointed  to  the  seat.  If  no  replacement  is  available,  the  Board  member  may  remain  for 
one  hundred  and  twenty  days  (120)  only. 

Section  6:  Vacancies  -  A  vacancy  in  the  Board  shall  be  deemed  to  exist  in  case  of  a  Director’s 
death,  resignation,  removal  for  cause,  or  absence  of  a  candidate  for  a  particular  Seat  or  Group. 
The  Board  shall  request  applications  from  interested  Stakeholders  who  meet  the  Seat  or 
Group  eligibility  requirements.  These  should  be  in  writing  and  submitted  within  sixty  (60) 
days  after  the  vacancy  occurs.  The  replacing  Director  must  fulfill  the  requirements  for  the 
vacated  Seat  or  Group  as  enumerated  in  Attachment  B.  The  Board  shall  fill  the  seat  by  a 
majority  vote. 

Directors  appointed  to  fill  a  vacant  seat  will  hold  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  the 
vacated  seat  or  until  the  next  City  supervised  election. 

Section  7:  Absences  -  Unexcused  absences  from  three  (3)  meetings  during  the  previous 
six  (6)  months  shall  be  deemed  a  failure  to  consistently  attend  and  subject  the  Director  to 
removal  from  the  Board. 

Section  8:  Censure  -  Intentionally  left  blank. 
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Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members  -  A  Director  may  be  removed  by  the  Board 
for  the  following  causes: 


A.  Inability  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  Board  Director. 

B.  Serious,  repeated,  or  uncorrected  violation  of  WWNC  Bylaws,  WWNC  Standing  Rules  and 
Regulations,  WWNC  Code  of  Civility,  the  Brown  Act,  or  the  Plan. 

C.  Non-Attendance  by  a  Board  Director. 

D.  Failure  to  take  the  mandatory  ethics  training  in  the  required  time. 

E.  Any  two  (2)  Board  members  may  make  a  motion  to  the  Board  for  a  Director’s  removal.  It 
must  be  seconded  by  a  third  member  and  approved  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  Board. 

Removal  of  a  Director  for  cause  shall  require  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Board  and  should 
occur  at  the  next  scheduled  Board  meeting.  The  Board  member  subject  to  removal  action 
shall  be  notified  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  action.  He/she  shall  not  take  part  in  the  vote,  but 
will  be  allowed  to  speak  to  the  Board  regarding  the  removal  action  at  a  publicly  noticed 
meeting  prior  to  the  vote. 

Prior  to  and  during  the  removal  process,  the  Board  shall  consult  with  the  City  Attorney. 

Section  10:  Resignation  -  A  Director  shall  indicate  his/her  resignation  by  submitting  written 
notice  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  who  will  inform  the  Board.  Such  resignation  will  be 
effective  when  received  unless  the  Director’s  notice  specifies  a  later  time  for  the 
effectiveness  of  such  resignation,  or  until  the  Board  has  made  efforts  to  determine  whether 
the  Director  has  vacated  the  seat  and,  being  unable  to  so  ascertain,  thereby  deems  the  seat 
vacant. 

Section  11:  Community  Outreach  -  The  Council  shall  direct  that  a  system  of  outreach  be 
instituted  to  inform  Stakeholders  as  to  the  existence  and  activities  of  the  Council,  including 
its  Board  elections,  to  find  future  leaders  of  the  Council,  and  to  encourage  all  Stakeholders 
to  seek  leadership  positions  within  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  VI  OFFICERS 

Section  1:  Officers  of  the  Board  -  The  officers  of  the  Board  (“Officers”)  shall  include  the 
following  positions  which  together  comprise  the  Executive  Committee:  President,  Vice 
President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

Section  2:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  duties  of  the  Officers  are  as  follows  and  also  include 
such  additional  duties  as  may  be  adopted  by  official  action  of  the  Board: 

A.  The  President  shall: 

1 .  Preside  at  all  Board  meetings  and  Executive  Committee  meetings. 

2.  Serve  as  spokesperson  and  representative  of  the  Board’s  majority  position. 

3.  Appoint,  with  Board  approval,  chairs  to  the  standing  committees,  and 
representatives  to  organizations  outside  of  the  WWNC. 

4.  Act  as  chief  liaison  to  all  outside  organizations  and  Neighborhood  Councils. 

5.  Sign  all  correspondence  coming  from  the  WWNC. 

6.  Call  special  meetings  when  urgent  matters  arise. 
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7.  With  a  majority  of  voting  Board  members,  the  President  may  appoint  a 
parliamentarian  with  Board  approval. 

8.  Act  as  liaison  with  the  Department. 

9.  Co-sign  all  demand  warrants  or  other  financial  documents  that  require  two  (2) 
signatures  with  the  Treasurer. 

B.  The  Vice-President  shall: 

1 .  Perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  the  absence  of  the  President. 

2.  Perform  other  duties  as  delegated  by  the  President. 

3.  Assist  the  President  in  deciding  what  issues  may  deserve  a  special  meeting. 

4.  Serve  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  Act,  with  President’s  approval,  as  chief  liaison  with  other  Neighborhood  Councils. 

6.  Maintain  oversight  of  all  committees  to  ensure  their  well  working,  and  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  about  their  committee  activities  for  the  purpose  of  setting  the 
Board’s  agenda. 

C.  The  Secretary  shall: 

1 .  Take  and  keep  all  minutes  and  public  records  of  the  Council,  Board,  and  Executive 
Committee  meetings  and  submit  the  approved  minutes  of  the  Board  for  public 
display  no  later  than  seven  (7)  days  after  the  meeting  at  which  they  were  approved. 

2.  See  that  all  general  notices  are  duly  given  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  these 
Bylaws  and  as  required  by  law. 

3.  Serve  on  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  its  meetings. 

4.  Receive  and  log  all  submissions  and  correspondence  to  the  WWNC  and  refer  them 
to  appropriate  Officer  or  Committee  within  seven  (7)  days  of  receiving  them. 

5.  Should  the  WWNC  cease  to  exist,  all  of  its  property  and  records  shall  be  handed 
over  to  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  as  Council  property  and  records  are  ultimately  City  of 
Los  Angeles  property. 

D.  The  Treasurer  shall: 

1 .  Be  accountable  for  all  funds  belonging  to  WWNC. 

2.  Chair  the  Budget  Committee. 

3.  Receive  and  disburse  all  WWNC  funds  to  assure  total  compliance  with  all 
Department  and  LA  City  requirements. 

4.  Comply  with  the  financial  controls  and  reporting  specified  by  the  Standing  Rules  and 
Regulations. 

5.  Prescribe  a  method  for  keeping  a  book  of  accounts  which  includes  any  or  all 
provisions  of  Generally  Accepted  accounting  procedures. 

6.  Submit  semi-annual  and  annual  financial  reports  to  the  Department. 

7.  Co-sign  checks  with  the  President  of  the  Board. 

8.  Act  as  President  in  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-President. 

9.  Serve  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

10.  Prepare  the  year-end  financial  report  for  each  fiscal  year  to  be  delivered  to  the  Board 
at  least  thirty-five  (35)  days  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

1 1 .  Present  a  current  financial  report  to  the  Board  at  every  regular  meeting. 

12.  Oversee  the  financial  side  of  any  out-sourced  work. 
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Section  3:  Selection  of  Officers  -  Officer  positions  shall  be  filled  annually  at  the  first 
official  Board  meeting  following  their  election  in  Board  election  years  and  at  the  subsequent 
one  (1)  year  anniversary  mark  of  the  Officers’  election  in  Board  non-election  years. 

Section  4:  Officer  Terms  -  The  Officers  shall  serve  one  (1)  year  terms  and  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board.  They  may  stand  for  reelection  annually. 


ARTICLE  VII  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

All  Standing  and  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  established  by  the  Board.  Suggestions  for 
committees  may  come  from  Stakeholders  or  from  members  of  the  Board,  and  all  such 
suggestions  shall  be  voted  upon  by  the  Board. 

Section  1:  Standing  Committees  -  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Council  are:  The 
Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  The  Outreach  and  Communications  Committee,  and  The 
Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee, 

Section  2:  Ad  Hoc  Committees  -  The  Board  may  create  Ad  Hoc  Committees  as  needed 
to  deal  with  temporary  issues. 

Section  3:  Committee  Creation  and  Authorization 

A.  Committee  Authority  -  All  committee  recommendations  shall  be  brought  back  to 
the  full  Board  for  discussion  and  action. 

B.  Committee  Structure  -  With  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Committee 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and  ratified  by  the  Board.  Standing 
Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  at  least  two  (2)  Board  members  and  may  include 
any  interested  Stakeholders.  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  four  (4)  or 
fewer  Board  members. 

C.  Committee  Appointment  -  All  Committee  Chairs  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  and  confirmed  by  the  Board.  Only  those  Committee  members  who  are 
Board  members  are  eligible  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  a  Committee.  The  Chairs  shall 
keep  a  written  record  of  Committee  meetings  and  shall  provide  regular  reports  on 
Committee  matters  to  the  Board. 

D.  Committee  Meetings  -  Standing  Committee  meetings  are  subject  to  and  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  the  Brown  Act.  Minutes  shall  be  taken 
at  every  Standing  Committee  meeting. 

E.  Changes  to  Committees  -  The  Board  may  establish,  disband  or  make  changes  as 
needed  to  any  Standing  or  Ad  Hoc  committee.  Any  such  action  by  the  Board  shall  be 
noted  in  the  Council  meeting  minutes. 

F.  Removal  of  Committee  Members  -  Committee  members  may  be  removed  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  they  were  appointed. 
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ARTICLE  VIII  MEETINGS 

All  meetings,  as  defined  by  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  (California  Government  Code  Section 
54950.5  et  seq.),  shall  be  noticed  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  Act  and  all  other 
applicable  laws  and  governmental  policy. 

Section  1:  Meeting  Time  and  Place  -  All  meetings  shall  be  held  within  the  Council 
boundaries  at  a  location,  date  and  time  set  by  the  Board.  A  calendar  of  regular  meetings 
may  be  established  by  the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  of  each  calendar  year. 

A.  Regular  Meetings  -  Regular  Council  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  per 
quarter  and  may  be  held  more  frequently  as  determined  by  the  Board.  Prior  to  any 
action  by  the  Board,  there  shall  be  a  period  of  public  comment.  The  Board  shall 
determine  the  length  and  format  of  the  period  as  appropriate. 

B.  Special  Meetings  -  The  President  or  a  majority  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to  call 
a  special  Council  meeting  as  needed. 

Section  2:  Agenda  Setting  -  The  President  shall  set  the  agenda  for  each  Council  meeting 
utilizing  input  suggested  by  any  Board  member,  or  by  a  non-Board  member  Stakeholder, 
who  shall  submit  his  suggestion  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  at  least  one  (1)  week  prior  to  the 
scheduled  Board  meeting 

Any  Stakeholder  may  make  a  proposal  for  action  by  the  Council  during  the  public  comment 
period  of  a  regular  Council  meeting.  The  Board  shall  decide  by  vote  whether  the  proposal  is 
to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  meeting,  and  may,  by  vote,  refer  the  proposal  to  an 
appropriate  committee  of  the  Board. 

Section  3:  Notifications/Postings  -  Notice  of  a  regular  meeting  shall  be  a  minimum  of 
three  (3)  days  (72  hours)  in  advance  of  the  meeting  and  at  least  one  (1)  day  (24  hours)  in 
advance  of  a  special  meeting.  At  a  minimum,  meeting  notices  shall  be  posted  in 
compliance  with  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  and  in  compliance  with  City  of  Los  Angeles 
Neighborhood  Council  posting  policy.  An  updated  listing  of  the  Neighborhood  Council’s 
physical  posting  location/s  shall  be  kept  on  file  with  the  Neighborhood  Council. 

Section  4:  Reconsideration  -  The  Board  may  reconsider  or  amend  its  actions  at  any  time. 


ARTICLE  IX  FINANCES 

A.  The  Board  shall  review  its  fiscal  budget  and  make  adjustments  as  needed  to  comply 
with  City  laws  and  City  administrative  rules,  and  to  keep  in  compliance  with  Generally 
Accepted  Accounting  Principles  and  the  City’s  mandate  for  the  use  of  standardized  budget 
and  minimum  funding  allocation  requirements. 

B.  The  Board  shall  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  appropriate  City 
officials  regarding  the  Council’s  finances,  where  the  term  “appropriate  City  officials”  means 
those  officials  and/or  agencies  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  who  have  authority  over 
Neighborhood  Councils. 
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C.  All  financial  accounts  and  records  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  and  posted  on 
the  Council  website,  if  available. 


D.  Each  month,  the  Treasurer  shall  provide  to  the  Board  detailed  reports  of  the  Council’s 
accounts. 

E.  At  least  once  each  quarter,  the  President  and  at  least  one  Board  member  other  than  the 
Treasurer,  who  is  designated  by  the  Board,  shall  examine  the  Council’s  accounts  and  attest 
to  their  accuracy  before  submitting  the  documentation  to  the  Department  for  further  review. 

F.  The  Council  will  not  enter  into  any  contracts  or  agreements  except  through  the 
Department. 


ARTICLE  X  ELECTIONS 

Section  1:  Administration  of  Election  -  The  Council's  election  will  be  conducted  pursuant 
to  any  and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council 
elections. 

Section  2:  Governing  Board  Structure  and  Voting  -  The  number  of  Board  seats,  the 
eligibility  requirements  for  holding  any  specific  Board  seats,  and  which  Stakeholders  may 
vote  for  the  Board  seats  are  noted  in  Attachment  B. 

A.  Each  Stakeholder  may  cast  eight  (8)  votes. 

1 .  A  vote  may  be  cast  for  only  one  (1 )  Director  among  the  three  (3)  groups 
representing  Seats  1-12 

2.  One  (1 )  vote  may  be  cast  for  each  of  the  seven  (7)  Seats  1 3-1 9. 

B.  All  Stakeholders  are  eligible  to  vote  for  any  seat. 

Section  3:  Minimum  Voting  Age  -  All  Community  Stakeholders  aged  seventeen  (17)  and 
above  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Council  elections. 

Section  4:  Method  of  Verifying  Stakeholder  Status  -  Voters  will  verify  their  Stakeholder 
status  through  written  self-affirmation. 

Section  5:  Restrictions  on  Candidates  Running  for  Multiple  Seats  -  A  candidate  shall 
declare  candidacy  for  no  more  than  one  (1)  position  on  the  Council  Board  during  a  single 
election  cycle. 

Section  6:  Other  Election  Related  Language  -  In  the  event  that  no  Stakeholder  is  a 
candidate  for  a  Seat,  the  Board  can  select  a  Director  for  the  Seat  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
Board  after  the  Board  convenes.  Candidates  shall  indicate  in  writing  to  the  Board  that  they 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Board  seat. 
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ARTICLE  XI  GRIEVANCE  PROCESS 


A.  Any  grievance  by  a  Stakeholder  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  Secretary  who 
shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular  Council  meeting  for 
which  posting  of  the  item  on  the  agenda  per  Brown  Act  requirements  can  be  accomplished. 

B.  At  that  meeting,  the  Board  shall  refer  the  matter  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Grievance  Panel 
comprised  of  two  (2)  volunteer  non-  Board  member  stakeholders  randomly  selected  by  the 
Board  from  a  list  of  Stakeholders  who  have  expressed  an  interest  in  serving  from  time-to- 
time  on  such  a  panel  and  two  (2)  Board  member  Stakeholders.  The  list  of  volunteers  will  be 
constituted  by  requesting  volunteers  at  regular  meetings  of  the  WWNC  Board.  If  there  is  an 
insufficient  number  of  non-Board  member  volunteers  to  compose  the  panel  of  four  (4),  the 
balance  of  the  panel  shall  be  selected  from  WWNC  Board  members. 

C.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  of  the  panel’s  selection,  the  Board  Vice  President  shall  coordinate 
a  time  and  place  for  the  panel  to  meet  with  the  person(s)  submitting  a  grievance  to  discuss 
ways  in  which  the  dispute  may  be  resolved. 

D.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  following  such  meeting,  a  member  of  the  panel  shall  prepare  a 
written  report  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Vice  President  of  the  Board  outlining  the  panel's 
collective  recommendations  for  resolving  the  grievance.  The  Board  may  receive  a  copy  of 
the  panel's  report  and  recommendations  prior  to  a  Board  meeting,  but,  in  accordance  with 
the  Brown  Act,  the  matter  shall  not  be  discussed  among  the  Board  members  until  it  is  heard 
publicly  at  the  next  regular  Council  meeting. 

E.  This  grievance  process  is  intended  to  address  matters  involving  procedural  disputes, 
such  as  the  Board's  failure  to  comply  with  Board  Rules  or  these  Bylaws.  It  is  not  intended  to 
apply  to  Stakeholders  who  merely  disagree  with  a  position  or  action  taken  by  the  Board  at 
one  of  its  meetings,  which  grievances  may  be  aired  publicly  at  Council  meetings. 

F.  Board  members  are  not  permitted  to  file  a  grievance  against  another  Board  member  or 
against  the  Council,  except  as  permitted  under  the  City’s  grievance  policy.  The 
Neighborhood  Council  will  follow  the  City’s  policy  and/or  rules  regarding  the  handling  of 
grievances. 


ARTICLE  XII  PARLIAMENTARY  AUTHORITY 

The  Council  shall  use  the  Rosenberg’s  Rules  of  Order  when  conducting  Council  meetings. 

If  Rosenberg’s  Rules  are  silent  on  an  issue,  the  Council  shall  refer  to  Robert’s  rules  of 
order.  Additional  rules  and/or  policies  and  procedures  regarding  the  conduct  of  the  Board 
and/or  Council  meetings  may  be  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII  AMENDMENTS  TO  BYLAWS 

Any  Board  member  or  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  formalized 
in  writing.  The  Board  shall  forward  all  proposals  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Bylaws  Committee  to  review 
and  to  provide  recommendations  to  the  Board,  and  the  proposal  placed  on  the  next 
meeting’s  agenda.  An  amendment  to  these  bylaws  requires  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board 
members  present  at  a  duly  noticed  general  or  special  meeting.  All  changes  shall  then  be 
forwarded  to  the  Department  for  review  and  approval.  Amendments  shall  not  be  valid,  final 
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or  effective  until  approved  by  the  Department.  Once  approved,  any  changes  in  the  Bylaws 
shall  become  effective  immediately. 

ARTICLE  XIV  COMPLIANCE 

The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders  shall  comply  with  these 
Bylaws  and  with  any  additional  Standing  Rules  or  Procedures  as  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Board  as  well  as  all  local,  county,  state  and  federal  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  the 
Plan,  the  City  Code  of  Conduct,  the  City  Governmental  Ethics  Ordinance  {Los  Angeles 
Municipal  Code  Section  49.5.1),  the  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section 
54950.5  et  seq.),  the  Public  Records  Act,  the  American  Disabilities  Act,  and  all  laws  and 
governmental  policies  pertaining  to  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

Section  1:  Code  of  Conduct  -  The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community 
Stakeholders  shall  conduct  all  Council  business  in  a  civil,  professional  and  respectful 
manner.  Board  members  will  abide  by  the  Commission’s  Neighborhood  Council  Board 
Member  Code  of  Conduct  Policy. 

Section  2:  Training  -  All  Board  members  shall  take  training  in  the  fundamentals  of 
Neighborhood  Council,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  ethics,  funding,  workplace  violence  and 
sexual  harassment  trainings  provided  by  the  City  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  being  seated, 
or  they  will  lose  their  Council  voting  rights.  All  board  members  must  take  ethics  and  funding 
training  prior  to  making  motions  and  voting  on  funding  related  matters. 

Section  3:  Self-Assessment  -  Every  year,  the  Council  shall  conduct  a  self-assessment 
pursuant  to  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  the  Plan.

Under  the  Brown  Act

Standing  Committees. 

Standing  committees  of  Neighborhood  Councils  are  subject  to  the  Brown  Act  (also, 
“Act”).  The  Act  describes  a  standing  committee  as  one  which  has  “continuing  subject 
matter  jurisdiction.”  This  means  that  a  permanent  committee  that  is  designed  to 
handle  an  issue  or  issues  on  a  continual  basis  will  be  a  standing  committee  and  is 
subject  to  the  Act’s  notice  and  posting  requirements.  For  example,  many  Neighborhood 
Councils  have  established  various  committees  through  their  bylaws,  such  as  Land  Use 
and  Planning  Committees,  Public  Safety  Committees,  Election  Committees,  etc. 1 
These  committees,  because  of  their  subject  matter,  generally  are  of  an  ongoing  nature 
and  regardless  of  their  configuration,  (whether  comprising  solely  less  than  a  majority  of 
board  members,  or  of  a  combination  of  board  members  and  stakeholders)  are  subject 
to  the  notice  and  posting  requirements  of  the  Act.2 

Standing  committees  need  not  establish  a  “regular  meeting  time  and  place”  in  any 
operating  rules  but  they  must  meet  in  public  and  post  notices  of  their  meetings.  The 
Act  presumes  that  whenever  a  standing  committee  holds  a  meeting  that  is  posted  at 
least  72  hours  in  advance,  that  noticed  meeting  is  considered  the  “regular  meeting”  of 
the  standing  committee.  See  Gov’t  Code  §  54954. 

Establishing  Standing  Committees. 

Standing  committees,  as  noted  above,  are  generally  established  in  the  operating 
bylaws  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  by  simply  listing  their  titles  and  functions. 

However,  a  Neighborhood  Council  may  also  create  additional  committees  by  formal 
board  action  (/. e.,  a  vote  or  resolution  of  the  board  to  establish  a  committee).  In 
situations  where  the  board  creates  a  new  standing  committee  that  has  not  been  listed 
in  the  bylaws,  the  best  practice  is  for  the  Neighborhood  Council  to  amend  its  bylaws  to 
identify  this  new  standing  committee. 


1  Many  Neighborhood  Councils  also  have  Executive  Committees,  comprised  of  the  Governing 
Body’s  officers.  The  functions  depending  upon  the  Neighborhood  Council  may  vary,  but  generally  since 
this  Committee  is  set  up  by  the  bylaws,  it  too  is  a  standing  committee,  subject  to  the  Act. 

2  A  standing  committee  can  also  be  created  if  it  has  a  meeting  schedule  that  is  fixed  by  charter, 
ordinance,  or  resolution,  or  formal  action  of  a  legislative  body.

Ad  Hoc  Committees. 


Ad  hoc  or  “temporary”  committees  are  treated  differently  under  the  Act.  Ad  hoc 
committees  are  not  subject  to  the  notice  and  posting  requirements  of  the  Act  so  long  as 
the  committee 

■  is  comprised  solely  of  members  of  the  governing  body,  i.e.,  the  committee 
may  not  contain  individuals  other  than  the  members  of  the  governing 
body; 

■  consists  of  less  than  the  number  of  board  members  who,  if  present  at  a 
meeting,  would  be  able  to  make  a  decision,  (e.g.,  if  a  Neighborhood 
Council  has  21  board  members,  a  quorum  of  1 1  and  makes  decisions  by 
a  majority  of  those  board  members  present  at  a  meeting,  then  as  few  as  6 
board  members  would  have  the  ability  to  make  a  decision;  therefore,  the 
ad  hoc  committee  should  be  comprised  of  less  than  the  majority  or,  as 
stated  in  this  example,  less  than  6  board  members); 

■  has  a  defined  purpose  and  a  time  frame  to  accomplish  that  purpose;  and 

■  is  advisory,  i.e.,  the  committee  has  not  been  delegated  any  decision¬ 
making  power  and  will  be  returning  to  the  full  board  on  its 
recommendation.  See,  Joiner  v.  City  of  Sepastopol  ( 1981)  125  Cal  App. 
3d  799.

However,  should  any 
person  other  than  an  existing  Neighborhood  Council  board  member  be  appointed  to  the 
ad  hoc  committee,  then  the  committee  must  operate  under  the  notice  and  posting 
requirements  of  the  Brown  Act. 

Establishing  Ad  Hoc  Committees. 

Members  of  ad  hoc  committees  designed  to  be  advisory  to  the  Neighborhood  Council 
may  be  appointed  by  the  President,  on  behalf  of  the  entire  board,  or  by  action  of  the 
entire  board,  depending  upon  the  rules  under  which  the  Neighborhood  Council 
operates.  Although,  as  noted  above,  the  ad  hoc  committee  itself  is  not  subject  to  the 
Act,  if  the  board  desires  to  create  an  ad  hoc  committee,  then  the  action  to  create  the 
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committee  should  be  done  at  a  publicly  noticed  meeting  under  the  Act  and  the  item 
should  be  placed  on  an  agenda  for  that  purpose. 3 

Establishing  Committees  That  Are  Not  Subject  to  the  Brown  Act. 

Advisory  committees  composed  of  non-Neighborhood  Council  board  members  may  be 
created  that  are  not  subject  to  the  Brown  Act  but  only  if  they  are  advisory  to  a  single¬ 
decision  maker,  rather  than  to  the  entire  Neighborhood  Council  board.  The  Attorney 
General  has  concluded  that  advisory  bodies  that  report  to  a  single  member  of  a 
legislative  body  or  a  single  officer  are  not  subject  to  the  Act  since  they  are  not  “created” 
by  any  formal  action  of  the  entire  legislative  body.  See,  56  Ops.  Cal  Atty  Gen  14 
(1973). 

Thus,  an  individual  board  member  could  create  an  advisory  committee  that  reports 
directly  to  him  or  her.  For  example,  a  board  member  could  ask  a  group  of  stakeholders 
(not  during  a  public  meeting  to  avoid  the  appearance  that  the  entire  board  has  created 
the  advisory  body  by  “consent")  to  investigate  a  particular  item,  report  to  the  appointing 
board  member,  after  which  the  board  member  could  then  make  a  recommendation  or 
initiate  discussion  on  the  item  that  the  committee  investigated.  As  long  as  it  is  clear 
that  the  advisory  committee  is  not  created  by  the  Neighborhood  Council  itself,  these 
types  of  committees  are  not  subject  to  the  Brown  Act.4 

Implementing  Projects  ■  Not  a  Committee. 

One  point  that  may  need  clarification:  Groups  that  are  formed  to  implement  a  project 
are  not  treated  as  a  standing  or  ad  hoc  committee  under  the  Act;  thus,  gatherings  to 
implement  a  project  would  not  be  considered  a  “meeting”  subject  to  the  Brown  Act.  For 
example,  if  a  Neighborhood  Council  approves  an  action  to  conduct  a  tree-planting 
project  along  a  street,  the  gathering  of  those  people  at  a  certain  place  and  time  to  plant 
the  trees  would  not  be  treated  as  a  “meeting”  under  the  Act.  That  would  be  true  of 
other  activities  such  as,  purchasing  goods  and  supplies  for  the  Neighborhood  Council 
or  implementing  other  projects  approved  by  the  board,  such  as  a  graffiti  abatement 
projects,  etc.,  or  activities  designed  to  outreach  to  stakeholders.

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Standing  and  Ad  Hoc  Committees  of  Neighborhood  Councils 

Under  the  Brown  Act

Standing  Committees. 

Standing  committees  of  Neighborhood  Councils  are  subject  to  the  Brown  Act  (also, 
“Act”).  The  Act  describes  a  standing  committee  as  one  which  has  “continuing  subject 
matter  jurisdiction.”  This  means  that  a  permanent  committee  that  is  designed  to 
handle  an  issue  or  issues  on  a  continual  basis  will  be  a  standing  committee  and  is 
subject  to  the  Act’s  notice  and  posting  requirements.  For  example,  many  Neighborhood 
Councils  have  established  various  committees  through  their  bylaws,  such  as  Land  Use 
and  Planning  Committees,  Public  Safety  Committees,  Election  Committees,  etc. 1 
These  committees,  because  of  their  subject  matter,  generally  are  of  an  ongoing  nature 
and  regardless  of  their  configuration,  (whether  comprising  solely  less  than  a  majority  of 
board  members,  or  of  a  combination  of  board  members  and  stakeholders)  are  subject 
to  the  notice  and  posting  requirements  of  the  Act.2 

Standing  committees  need  not  establish  a  “regular  meeting  time  and  place”  in  any 
operating  rules  but  they  must  meet  in  public  and  post  notices  of  their  meetings.  The 
Act  presumes  that  whenever  a  standing  committee  holds  a  meeting  that  is  posted  at 
least  72  hours  in  advance,  that  noticed  meeting  is  considered  the  “regular  meeting”  of 
the  standing  committee.  See  Gov’t  Code  §  54954. 

Establishing  Standing  Committees. 

Standing  committees,  as  noted  above,  are  generally  established  in  the  operating 
bylaws  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  by  simply  listing  their  titles  and  functions. 

However,  a  Neighborhood  Council  may  also  create  additional  committees  by  formal 
board  action  (/. e.,  a  vote  or  resolution  of  the  board  to  establish  a  committee).  In 
situations  where  the  board  creates  a  new  standing  committee  that  has  not  been  listed 
in  the  bylaws,  the  best  practice  is  for  the  Neighborhood  Council  to  amend  its  bylaws  to 
identify  this  new  standing  committee. 


1  Many  Neighborhood  Councils  also  have  Executive  Committees,  comprised  of  the  Governing 
Body’s  officers.  The  functions  depending  upon  the  Neighborhood  Council  may  vary,  but  generally  since 
this  Committee  is  set  up  by  the  bylaws,  it  too  is  a  standing  committee,  subject  to  the  Act. 

2  A  standing  committee  can  also  be  created  if  it  has  a  meeting  schedule  that  is  fixed  by  charter, 
ordinance,  or  resolution,  or  formal  action  of  a  legislative  body. 
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Ad  Hoc  Committees. 


Ad  hoc  or  “temporary”  committees  are  treated  differently  under  the  Act.  Ad  hoc 
committees  are  not  subject  to  the  notice  and  posting  requirements  of  the  Act  so  long  as 
the  committee 

■  is  comprised  solely  of  members  of  the  governing  body,  i.e.,  the  committee 
may  not  contain  individuals  other  than  the  members  of  the  governing 
body; 

■  consists  of  less  than  the  number  of  board  members  who,  if  present  at  a 
meeting,  would  be  able  to  make  a  decision,  (e.g.,  if  a  Neighborhood 
Council  has  21  board  members,  a  quorum  of  1 1  and  makes  decisions  by 
a  majority  of  those  board  members  present  at  a  meeting,  then  as  few  as  6 
board  members  would  have  the  ability  to  make  a  decision;  therefore,  the 
ad  hoc  committee  should  be  comprised  of  less  than  the  majority  or,  as 
stated  in  this  example,  less  than  6  board  members); 

■  has  a  defined  purpose  and  a  time  frame  to  accomplish  that  purpose;  and 

■  is  advisory,  i.e.,  the  committee  has  not  been  delegated  any  decision¬ 
making  power  and  will  be  returning  to  the  full  board  on  its 
recommendation.  See,  Joiner  v.  City  of  Sepastopol  ( 1981)  125  Cal  App. 
3d  799.

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Neighborhood  Councils  and  Ballot  Measures 


There  are  various  laws  including  the  First  and  Fourteenth  Amendments  of  the 
Constitution,  California  Penal  Code  §§  424,  524  and  court  decisions  that  limit  or 
otherwise  restrict  the  use  of  public  resources  in  relation  to  election  matters.  The 
California  Supreme  Court  in  Stanson  v.  Mott  (1976)  17  Cal. 3d  206  at  217  provided  the 
general  guiding  principle  prohibiting  the  use  of  public  funds  and  resources  in  election 
matters:  "A  fundamental  precept  of  this  nation's  democratic  electoral  process  is  that  the 
government  may  not  'take  sides'  in  election  contests  or  bestow  an  unfair  advantage  on 
one  of  several  competing  factions.  A  principal  danger  feared  by  our  country's  founders 
lay  in  the  possibility  that  the  holders  of  governmental  authority  would  use  official  power 
improperly  to  perpetuate  themselves,  or  their  allies,  in  office  [citations];  the  selective  use 
of  public  funds  in  election  campaigns,  of  course,  raises  the  specter  of  just  such  an 
improper  distortion  of  the  democratic  electoral  process."  The  court  also  stated  that 
“judicial  reluctance  to  sanction  the  use  of  public  funds  for  election  campaigns  rests  on 
an  implicit  recognition  that  such  expenditures  raise  potentially  serious  constitutional 
questions.”  Id.  at  216.  Consequently,  a  neighborhood  council  may  not  use  public  funds 
or  resources  to  support  or  oppose  ballot  measures. 

The  courts  have  generally  distinguished  between  actions  taken  before  and  those 
taken  after  a  measure  is  on  the  ballot.  Prior  to  being  placed  on  the  ballot 
communications  regarding  the  drafting  of  a  proposed  measure  are  generally  not 
considered  as  actions  to  influence  the  voters  in  a  partisan  matter,  but  more  closely 
aligned  with  the  exercise  of  proper  legislative  authority,  and  therefore  more  likely  to 
withstand  challenge.  However,  even  expenditures  made  prior  to  a  ballot  measure  being 
placed  on  the  ballot  may  be  prohibited  if  they  are  aimed  at  influencing  the  voters  or  only 
present  one  side  of  the  matter. 

Expenditures  after  a  ballot  measure  is  placed  on  a  ballot  are  no  longer  within  the 
legislative  realm  and  therefore  generally  prohibited.  However,  funds  can  be  spent  for 
the  limited  purposes  of  providing  neutral  and  objective  factual  material  about  a  measure 
upon  request.  Any  other  expenditures  would  be  prohibited  under  the  Penal  Code  and 
existing  case  law.  See  Penal  Code  §§  424,  524;  League  of  Women  Voters  v. 
Countywide  Crim.  Justice  Coordination  Com.  (1988)  203  Cal.App.3d  529,  550-551; 
Attorney  General  Opinion  2004-21 1  (April  7,  2005). 

However,  although  not  without  risk  to  the  neighborhood  council  and  potential 
individual  liability  on  behalf  of  its  boardmembers,  under  certain  circumstances,1  it  may 
be  permissible  for  a  neighborhood  council  to  agendize  a  discussion  and  potentially  take 
a  position  on  a  pending  ballot  measure  even  after  it  is  placed  before  the  voters.  The 
Court  of  Appeal  has  previously  rejected  a  preliminary  injunction  against  the  school 


1  Less  risk  would  be  associated  with  an  item  appearing  on  a  regular  meeting  agenda  than  an  item 
appearing  on  a  special  meeting  agenda  unless  the  item  is  incidental  to  the  holding  of  the  special 
meeting;  i.e.  the  special  meeting  agenda  also  includes  other  neighborhood  council  items. 


district  charging  misuse  of  funds  where  the  district  had  taken  a  position  at  a  public  and 
televised  meeting  of  the  district  in  relation  to  a  school-related  ballot  initiative  that  had  not 
yet  qualified  for  the  ballot.  Choice-in-Education  League  v.  Los  Angeles  Unified  School 
District  (2d  Dist.  1993)  17  Cal.  App.  4th  415.  The  court  concluded  that  the  district's 
expenditure  of  funds  regarding  the  televised  airing  of  its  meeting  was  unrelated  to  its 
advocacy  of  a  partisan  position  particularly  given  the  nature  and  timing  of  the  broadcast. 
In  making  its  findings  the  court  appeared  to  also  rely  upon  the  district's  responsibilities 
and  the  public  forum  nature  of  the  meeting.  See  also  League  of  Women  Voters  v. 
Countywide  Crim.  Justice  Coordination  Com.,  203  Cal.App.3d  529,  550-551  (board  of 
supervisors  did  not  improperly  spend  public  funds  when  it  held  a  public  meeting  to 
endorse  an  initiative  that  had  not  yet  qualified  for  the  ballot);  Ballot  Measure  Advocacy 
and  the  Law:  Legal  Issues  Associated  with  City  Participation  in  Ballot  Measure 
Campaigns,  League  of  California  Cities  (September  2003).  Because  the  only  cases  to 
date  have  concerned  taking  a  position  before  a  measure  is  placed  on  the  ballot,  it  is  not 
entirely  clear  whether  a  neighborhood  council  can  take  a  position  on  a  ballot  measure 
once  it  has  been  placed  before  the  voters. 

A  neighborhood  council  might  also  face  less  risk  in  holding  a  public  meeting 
using  a  neutral  framework  on  a  ballot  measure  provided  no  other  funds  are  expended 
because  of  neighborhood  councils'  unique  nature  and  role.  However,  the  Attorney 
General  has  opined  that  certain  community  college  auxiliary  organizations  are  subject  to 
the  same  restrictions  on  partisan  political  activities  as  the  college  with  regard  to  facilities 
and  resources  provided  by  the  college.  Attorney  General  Opinion  2004-21 1 ,  n.  10  (April 
7,  2005). 

Consequently,  the  safest  course  of  action  for  a  neighborhood  council  is  to  refrain 
from  taking  a  position  on  a  ballot  measure  once  it  has  been  placed  on  a  ballot. 
However,  if  a  neighborhood  council  decides  to  take  a  position  on  a  ballot  measure  it 
should  ensure  that  it  is  contained  on  a  regular  meeting  agenda  and  both  supporting  and 
opposing  views  are  treated  equally.  Moreover,  given  that  a  court  may  consider  the 
proximity  to  the  election  to  be  a  factor  in  whether  unlawful  use  of  public  resources  have 
been  spent,  a  neighborhood  council  should  consider  the  timing  of  such  a  meeting  in 
relation  to  the  election.  Even  in  the  event  that  a  neighborhood  council  was  to  take  a 
position  in  opposition  or  support  of  a  ballot  measure  at  a  regular  meeting  after  the 
measure  has  been  placed  on  the  ballot  by  the  legislative  body,  no  public  funds  may  be 
used  to  publicize  that  position. 

Because  of  these  restrictions  on  the  use  of  public  funds  in  relation  to  elections, 
we  caution  neighborhood  councils  to  be  particularly  mindful  of  the  legal  risks  associated 
with  such  activity.

PROCESS  FOR  RECONSIDERATION:  [ Meeting  attendees  should  be  made  aware  of  the  process  in  your  bylaws, 
which  a  vote  by  the  Board  can  be  reconsidered.  The  following  is  an  example  of  language  that  you  may  use  to  describe 
the  reconsideration  process,  however,  you  must  ensure  that,  if  you  use  this  example,  it  is  consistent  with  your  bylaws.} 

The  Board  may  reconsider  or  amend  its  actions  through  the  following  Motion  for  Reconsideration  process: 

1 .  The  Board's  approval  of  a  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  occur  within  the  following  specific 
periods  of  time:  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  approved  either: 

(a)  during  the  same  meeting  where  the  Board  initially  acted;  or 

(b)  during  the  Board's  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  that  followed  the  meeting  where  the 
action  subject  to  reconsideration  occurred. 

These  specified  time  frames  do  not  prevent  the  Neighborhood  Council  from  convening  any 
, .  ■;  special  .meetings  within  the  specified  time'  frames  .to  address  a  ,Mo.tion  for  Reconsideration,.  " 

2.  Before  the  Board  reconsiders  any  matter,  the  Board  must  approve  a  Motion  for  Reconsideration. 
The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  approved  by  official  action  of  the  Board  [OR  INSERT  HOW 
the  Board  takes  official  action,  e.g.,  a  majority  of  the  Board  Members  present...}  After  determining  in 
the  affirmative  that  an  action  should  be  reconsidered,  the  Board  then  has  the  authority  to  re-hear, 
continue,  or  take  action  on  the  item  that  is  the  subject  of  reconsideration  within  any  limitations  that 
are  stated  in  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration. 

3.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  shall  only  be  proposed  by  a  member  of  the  Board  that  previously 
voted  on  the  prevailing  side  of  the  original  action  that  was  taken  by  the  Board  (the  "Moving  Board 
Member").  The  Moving  Board  Member  may  make  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  by  either: 

(a)  an  oral  motion  that  is  made  during  the  same  meeting  where  the  action  that  is  the  subject  of 
reconsideration  occurred,  or 

(b)  by  properly  placing  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  a  meeting  that  occurs 
within  the  allowed  specified  periods  of  time  as  stated  above. 

4.  If  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is  made  subsequent  to  the  meeting  where  the  action  that  is  the 
subject  of  reconsideration  occurred,  then  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  on  that  subsequent 
meeting’s  agenda.  The  Moving  Board  Member  places  a  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  by 
submitting  a  memorandum  to  the  ...  [whoever  creates  the  agenda  ...e.g.,  Secretary...}  at  least ... 
[Specify  a  Time  line,  e.g.,  two  days  in  advance  of  the  deadline  for  posting  notices  for  the  meeting. . ..] 
The  Moving  Board  Member's  memorandum  must  briefly  state  the  reason(s)  for  requesting  the 
reconsideration,  and  provide  the  [...Secretaty...}  with  the  language  necessary  to  complete  the 
information  that  must  be  stated  in  the  agenda.  The  language  that  must  be  stated  in  the  agenda  is  an 
adequate  description  of  the: 

(a)  Motion  for  Reconsideration  and  its  description  of  the  item  that  is  to  be  re-heard;  and 
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(b)  A  proposed  action  that  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  if  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is 
approved. 

5.  When  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is  brought  before  the  board  for  consideration,  then  that 
motion  may  be  seconded  during  the  public  hearing  by  any  member  of  the  Board. 

6.  This  reconsideration  process  shall  be  conducted  at  all  times  in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act, 
including  that:  any  discussion  on  the  issue  remain  within  permissible  discussion  parameters,  that  any 
decision  is  made  during  the  public  hearing;  and  that,  if  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is  considered 
at  a  subsequent  meeting  to  the  meeting  where  the  act  that  is  the  subject  of  reconsideration  occurred, 
then  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is  properly  listed  on  that  meeting's  agenda. 


PROCESS  FOR  FILING  A  GRIEVANCE:  [Meeting  attendees  should  be  made  aware  of  the  process  in  your 
bylaws  to  fde  a  grievance  against  the  neighborhood  council  and  notified  of  the  ability  to  file  a  complaint  with  the 
Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment.  The  following  is  an  example  that  may  be  used  as  long  as  it  is  consistent 

with  your  bylaws] 

Any  member  of  the  public  may  file  a  grievance  by  submitting  a  writing  containing  the  nature  of  the  person’s 
complaint  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Neighborhood  Council.  The  written  grievance  will  then  be  referred  to  a 
grievance  committee  comprised  of  five  (5)  Stakeholders  who  are  randomly  selected  by  the  Secretary  from  a 
list  of  Stakeholders  who  have  previously  expressed  an  interest  in  serving  from  time-to-time  on  such  a 
grievance  committee.  Within  fifteen  (15)  days  of  referral,  the  Secretary  will  coordinate  a  time  and  a  place  for 
fire  committee  to  conduct  its  public  meeting  with  the  person(s)  submitting  a  grievance  and  to  discuss  ways  m 
which  the  dispute  may  be  resolved.  The  grievance  committee  will  prepare  a  report  and  recommendation  to 
the  Board  to  be  heard  within  fifteen  (1 5)  days  from  the  date  of  the  grievance  committee’s  meeting.  The 
Board  may  receive  a  copy  of  the  panel’s  report  and  recommendations  prior  to  the  meeting  by  the  Board,  but 
the  matter  shall  not  be  discussed  among  the  Board  members  until  the  matter  is  heard  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  pursuant  to  the  Brown  Act. 

This  formal  grievance  process  is  not  intended  to  apply  to  persons  who  disagree  with  a  position  or  action 
taken  by  the  Board  at  one  of  its  meetings.  Those  grievances  can  be  aired  at  Board  meetings.  This  grievance 
process  is  intended  to  address  matters  involving  procedural  disputes,  e.g.,  the  Board’s  failure  to  comply  with 
Board  Rules  or  these  Bylaws,  or  its  failure  to  comply  with  the  City’s  Charter,  the  Plan,  local  ordinances, 

and/or  State  and  federal  law. 

In  the  event  that  a  grievance  cannot  be  resolved  thr  ough  this  grievance  process,  then  the  matter  may  be 
referred  to  DONE  for  consideration  or  dispute  resolution  in  accordance  with  the  Plan. 
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THE  BROWN  ACT  AND  NEIGHBORHOOD  COUNCILS 


What  is  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act? 

The  Brown  Act  is  a  California  state  law  governing  open  meetings  for  local 
governmental  bodies.  The  Brown  Act  (also  “Act”)  is  contained  in  the  Government 
Code  at  §  54950  et  seq.,  and  establishes  rules  designed  to  ensure  that  actions 
and  deliberations  of  commissions,  boards,  councils  and  other  public  bodies  of  local 
agencies  are  taken  openly  and  with  public  access  and  input. 

Why  are  Neighborhood  Councils  subject  to  the  Brown  Act? 

The  Brown  Act  governs  the  meetings  of  all  local  “legislative  bodies,”  that  is,  all 
multi-member  councils,  boards,  commissions,  committees  and  the  like,  of  a  local 
governmental  agency.  Bodies  created  by  charter,  ordinance,  or  the  formal  action 
of  another  legislative  body  are  covered  by  the  Act.  Neighborhood  Councils  are 
covered  by  the  Brown  Act  because  the  City  Charter  created  the  system  of 
Neighborhood  Councils,  which  required  the  approval  of  a  plan  to  implement  the 
system,  and  an  ordinance  to  implement  that  plan.  The  ordinance  provides  for  the 
City  to  certify  and  otherwise  recognize  Neighborhood  Council  as  an  official 
component  of  the  City.  This  combination  of  features,  i.e.,  the  Charter-created 
system  and  adoption  of  the  plan  and  ordinance,  satisfies  the  “creation  by  charter, 
ordinance  or  formal  action”  test  of  the  Act.  Thus,  meetings  of  Neighborhood 
Councils  are  covered  by  the  Act. 

What  constitutes  a  meeting  of  a  Neighborhood  Council? 

A  meeting  of  your  Neighborhood  Council  will  occur  when  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  your  board,  or  whatever  term  your  bylaws  use  to  define  its  “governing 
body,”  meets  at  the  same  time  and  place  to  hear,  discuss,  or  deliberate  upon  any 
matter  under  the  subject  matter  jurisdiction  of  your  Neighborhood  Council.  The 
jurisdiction  of  your  Neighborhood  Council  will  be  broad  since  Neighborhood 
Councils  are  advisory  bodies  to  all  of  the  City  decision-makers.  Some 
Neighborhood  Councils  may  have  defined  particular  areas  of  importance  to  them 
in  their  bylaws,  so  those  areas  will  also  provide  guidance  as  to  the  Neighborhood 
Council’s  jurisdiction. 

Many  Neighborhood  Councils’  bylaws  state  that  decisions  of  their  governing  body 
are  made  by  a  majority  of  the  total  number  of  board  members.  Others  state  that 
decisions  are  made  by  a  majority  of  the  number  of  board  members  present  at  the 
meeting.  Still  others  state  that  decisions  are  made  by  action  of  a  majority  of  the 
board’s  quorum.  If  your  bylaws  provide  that  some  number  less  than  a  simple 
majority  of  the  board  can  make  a  decision  on  behalf  of  the  Neighborhood  Council, 
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the  gathering  of  that  group  of  people  is  an  official  meeting  under  the  Act.1  The 
least  number  of  persons  under  your  bylaws  who  can  take  an  official  action  for  your 
Neighborhood  Council  is  the  number  to  be  aware  of  for  purposes  of  complying  with 
the  Act.  Meetings  subject  to  the  Act  may  lawfully  be  held  only  if  the  notice  and 
agenda  requirements  discussed  in  this  paper  are  followed.2 

One  might  think  that  the  Brown  Act  applies  only  when  a  board  is  making  decisions 
at  a  public  meeting.  In  fact,  the  Act  also  applies  when  a  majority  of  your 
Neighborhood  Council  board  meets  to  simply  discuss,  deliberate  or  acquire 
information  about  a  matter  within  your  Neighborhood  Council’s  subject  matter 
jurisdiction. 

A  meeting  may  also  include  a  conference  or  retreat  attended  by  a  majority  of 
Neighborhood  Council  board  members.  If  a  conference  (or  similar  gathering)  is 
open  to  the  public,  involves  issues  of  general  interest  to  the  public  or  to  a  number 
of  public  agencies,  it  is  not  a  meeting  subject  to  the  Act.  Thus,  Neighborhood 
Council  board  members  are  free  to  attend  so  long  as  the  majority  of  board 
members  do  not  discuss  among  themselves,  other  than  as  part  of  the  scheduled 
program,  specific  issues  within  the  Neighborhood  Council’s  jurisdiction.  However, 
Neighborhood  Council  retreats  are  subject  to  the  Act  because,  by  definition,  they 
do  not  involve  a  number  of  different  public  agencies  but  rather,  would  likely  involve 
issues  relating  solely  to  the  Neighborhood  Council.  Thus,  the  public  must  be 
allowed  to  attend,  and  the  retreat  would  be  subject  to  the  Act’s  notice 
requirements,  as  described  below. 

If  your  Neighborhood  Council  decides  to  hold  a  lunch  or  dinner  meeting,  where 
Neighborhood  Council  matters  will  be  discussed,  the  lunch  or  dinner  meeting  must 
be  noticed  as  a  meeting  of  the  Neighborhood  Council,  and  the  public  must  be 
allowed  to  attend,  without  having  to  pay  for  the  lunch  or  dinner  although  they  need 
not  receive  the  meal. 

Committee  meetings.  Neighborhood  Council  committee  meetings  may  also  be 
subject  to  the  Act’s  notice  and  agenda  requirements.  Standing  committees,  which 
are  committees  having  a  continuing  jurisdiction  over  a  particular  subject  matter, 
are  subject  to  the  Act,  even  if  the  committee  comprises  less  than  a  majority  of 
board  members  or  includes  or  is  comprised  of  only  stakeholders  from  your 
Neighborhood  Council.  If  your  bylaws  have  created  several  standing  committees, 
these  will  be  subject  to  the  Act’s  provisions. 


1  Accordingly,  whenever  this  paper  uses  the  term  "majority"  to  define  a  meeting,  we  include  the 
term  "quorum”  as  well. 

2  Less  than  a  majority  of  board  members  may  meet  together  or  over  the  phone  or  by  e-mail  to 
discuss  a  subject  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  without  having  to  comply  with 
the  Act. 
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In  addition,  interim  boards  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  after 
certification  but  prior  to  the  initial  election  or  selection  of  the  board  are  subject  to 
the  Act.  3 

Ad  hoc  or  temporary  committees  created  by  the  board  from  among  its  members 
and  numbering  less  than  a  majority  are  normally  not  subject  to  the  Act’s  posting 
and  notice  requirement.  Generally,  a  temporary  committee  is  designed  to  address 
a  specific  issue  for  a  limited  time  and  report  back  to  the  full  board.  As  long  as  the 
committee  is  made  up  of  only  less  than  a  majority  of  your  Neighborhood  Council 
board  members  and  the  committee  is  of  a  temporary  nature,  the  committee  will  not 
be  required  to  notice  and  post  its  meetings.  However,  if  you  include  any  non-board 
member  on  a  temporary  committee,  the  meetings  must  be  noticed  and  posted. 
Unlike  the  Neighborhood  Council’s  governing  board,  standing  committees  and 
temporary  committees  that  are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  do  not  need  to 
establish  a  regular  time  and  place  for  their  meetings. 

In  addition,  there  are  Brown  Act  concerns  involving  informal  gatherings,  serial 
meetings  and  Neighborhood  Council  special  elections,  initiatives  or.  referenda,  see 
discussion  below. 

Informal  gatherings.  Since  Neighborhood  Council  board  members  are  also 
stakeholders  within  the  community,  it  is  likely  that  they  will  have  occasion  to  gather 
informally  at  picnics,  block  parties,  fund-raisers,  and  a  variety  of  other  community 
events.  Not  every  gathering  of  a  majority  of  Neighborhood  Council  board 
members  will  necessarily  constitute  a  meeting  under  the  Act.  Informal  social 
gatherings  of  board  members  are  not  meetings  and  Neighborhood  Council  board 
members  do  not  need  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  However,  even  at 
these  purely  social  occasions,  a  majority  of  the  board  may  not  gather  together  to 
discuss  matters  within  the  Neighborhood  Council’s  jurisdiction  and  must  guard 
against  discussing  matters  that  are  likely  to  come  before  your  Neighborhood 
Council. 

Serial  meetings.  The  Act  also  prevents,  what  courts  have  called,  “serial 
meetings,”  conducted  by  a  majority  of  your  board  members  to  develop  a 
consensus  on  a  matter  coming  before  your  Neighborhood  Council.  This  prohibition 
exists  because  the  Act’s  main  goal  is  to  ensure  that  the  public’s  business  is  in  fact 
conducted  in  public.  A  serial  meeting  is  a  series  of  separate  communications  that 
ultimately  involves  a  majority  of  a  legislative  body.  The  Act  prohibits  this  type  of 
communication  if  it  contributes  to  the  development  of  an  agreement  among  the 
majority  on  any  particular  item. 


3  Many  Neighborhood  Councils  did  not  create  an  interim  board,  but  allowed  the  people  who  are 
listed  on  the  original  certification  as  "contact  people”  to  be  the  liaisons  with  the  Department,  until  a 
board  is  elected  or  officially  selected.  The  gathering  of  those  individuals  would  not  constitute  a 
meeting  of  a  legislative  body  unless  they  engage  in  making  decisions  on  behalf  of  their 
Neighborhood  Council. 
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For  example,  assume  you  have  an  11-person  board,  your  board’s  quorum  is  6 
people  and  your  board  takes  action  by  a  majority  of  the  entire  board,  a  chain  of 
communications  between  six  of  those  members  could  result  in  a  serial  meeting  in 
violation  of  the  Act.  This  can  occur  either  if  one  person  contacts  the  other  five 
members  or  if,  for  example,  member  A  contacts  member  B  who  contacts  member 
C,  etc.,  until  six  or  more  of  the  board  members  have  discussed  and  agreed  to  the 
action  they  want  to  take  on  a  particular  item.  These  types  of  communications  are 
prohibited  under  the  Act. 

The  Act  also  prohibits  board  members  from  communicating  via  e-mail  and  through 
other  technological  devices  to  assist  a  majority  of  the  board  in  arriving  at  any 
decision.  Therefore,  as  noted  earlier,  you  must  always  be  aware  of  the  least 
number  of  board  members  under  your  bylaws  who  can  take  official  action  on  behalf 
of  your  Neighborhood  Council  and  be  particularly  cautious  of  communicating  by 
telephone,  fax,  or  e-mails  with  a  majority  of  your  members  on  matters  of  substance 
coming  before  your  Neighborhood  Council.  However,  communications  between 
board  members  and  an  executive  officer,  such  as  a  Secretary,  to  discuss  times  or 
dates  for  a  future  meeting,  and  placement  of  matters  on  the  agenda,  and  the 
availability  of  board  members  to  assess  whether  an  upcoming  meeting  will  have  a 
quorum,  may  occur  without  violating  the  Act.  Similarly,  merely  sending  or  receiving 
a  written  communication  to  or  by  a  majority  of  the  board  members  (including  an  e- 
mail),  does  not  result  in  a  serial  meeting  in  violation  of  the  Act  if  the  communication 
becomes  a  public  record  and  there  is  no  exchange  of  these  communications 
among  board  members  on  a  substantive  issue  coming  before  your  Neighborhood 
Council.  A  majority  of  board  members  should  also  refrain  from  circulating  motions, 
proposals  and  similar  documents  among  themselves  for  review  and  signature 
other  than  at  a  noticed  public  meeting. 

In  addition,  a  serial  meeting  may  occur  through  the  use  of  an  intermediary.  Thus, 
you  cannot  use  any  person  to  poll  a  majority  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  board 
members  to  gain  a  consensus  on  an  item  coming  before  the  council,  ask  a  third 
party  to  communicate  among  the  board  to  obtain  a  consensus,  or  use 
intermediaries  to  accomplish  the  actions  that  you  are  directly  prohibited  from 
undertaking. 4 


4  The  Act  does  allow  City  staff  members  to  engage  in  "separate  conversations  or  communications 
outside  of  a  meeting  with  members  of  a  legislative  body  in  order  to  answer  questions  or  provide 
information  regarding  a  matter  that  is  within  the  subject  matter  jurisdiction  of  the  local  agency,  if 
that  staff  member  does  not  communicate  to  members  of  the  legislative  body  the  comments  or 
position  of  any  other  member  or  members  of  the  legislative  body.”  Section  54952.2  (b)  (2),  as 
amended  2008. 
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Special  Elections,  Initiatives,  Referenda,  Officer  Elections.  Some 
Neighborhood  Councils  hold  special  elections  on  an  “election  day”  to  fill  vacancies, 
or  conduct  elections  for  initiatives  or  referenda  where  a  Neighborhood  Council 
when  stakeholders,  including  board  members,  cast  votes  for  the  matter  before 
them.  These  types  of  elections  which  envision  using  a  ballot  to  cast  votes 
anonymously,  i.e.,  “secret  ballots”,  would  not  constitute  a  “meeting”  under  the  Act 
as  long  as  no  other  Neighborhood  Council  business  is  conducted.  However,  if  any 
type  of  Neighborhood  Council  business  is  to  be  conducted  at  the  venue  for  the 
special  election,  the  entire  election  would  be  subject  to  the  Act,  unless  there  is  a 
clear  and  absolute  demarcation  between  the  election  and  the  business  meeting. 
Otherwise,  traditional  secret  balloting  is  not  allowed  since  the  Brown  Act  prohibits 
voting  by  secret  ballot  and  all  voting  would  have  to  occur  openly  where  the  person’s 
voting  choices  are  readily  ascertainable. 

Some  Neighborhood  Councils  provide  for  their  officers  to  be  elected  by  the 
Neighborhood  Council  board  members,  rather  than  by  a  general  vote  of  the 
stakeholders.  This  election  does  not  occur  at  an  election  day,  but  instead  at  a 
public  meeting,  which  must  be  held  in  compliance  with  the  Act.  At  that  meeting 
where  the  officers  are  to  be  elected,  an  item  should  appear  on  the  agenda  for  the 
election  of  officers  and  the  election  may  not  be  conducted  by  secret  ballot.  The 
votes  must  be  recorded  openly,  either  by  voice,  hand  vote  or  by  a  written  ballot 
that  can  be  identified  to  the  voter  and  the  results  must  be  publicly  tallied. 5 

What  type  of  rules  will  govern  the  conduct  of  Neighborhood  Council 
meetings  under  the  Act? 

Regular  meetings.  The  Act  requires  that  Neighborhood  Councils  hold  their 
meetings  at  a  regular  time  and  place.  The  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of 
Neighborhood  Councils  (“Plan”)  provides  that  every  Neighborhood  Council  must 
meet  at  least  quarterly.  Your  council  may,  of  course,  choose  to  meet  more  often 
than  the  minimum  time  set  forth  in  the  Plan.  Your  council  should  already  have 
included  the  minimum  meeting  requirement  in  your  bylaws  and  you  must  establish, 
either  in  your  bylaws,  or  subsequently  adopted  Rules  of  Order,  a  rule  establishing 
the  time  and  place  of  your  board’s  regular  meetings. 

Open  meetings.  The  Brown  Act  specifically  requires  that  your  meetings  must  be 
open  to  the  public.  6  This  means  open  not  only  to  your  Neighborhood  Council 
stakeholders,  but  to  any  member  of  the  public.  Your  Neighborhood  Council  may 
not  charge  a  fee  for  admittance,  nor  can  you  require  members  to  sign  in  or  identify 


s  The  Attorney  General  has  opined  that  “members  of  a  [legislative]  body  may  cast  their  ballots  either 
orally  or  in  writing  so  long  as  the  written  ballots  are  marked  and  tallied  in  open  session  in  a  way 
that  identifies  the  voter  and  how  s/he  voted  and  the  ballots  are  disclosabie  public  records.

themselves  as  a  condition  of  attending  a  meeting.  7  Use  of  speaker  cards  to 
organize  the  order  of  people  who  wish  to  speak  is  allowed  without  violating  the 
prohibition  of  requiring  people  to  register  to  attend  a  meeting.  However,  a 
Neighborhood  Council  may  not  prohibit  a  member  of  the  public  from  speaking  if 
s/he  refused  to  fill  out  a  speaker  card.  Discussion  and  deliberation  of  agenda  items 
by  your  council’s  board  must  be  done  openly  -  no  secret  ballots  or  secret 
deliberations  are  allowed.  Again,  the  purpose  of  these  requirements  is  to  allow 
members  of  the  public  to  hear  and  observe  the  proceedings.  Finally,  meetings 
may  not  be  held  in  facilities  that  are  inaccessible  to  disabled  persons  or  in  facilities 
that  prohibit  the  admittance  of  any  persons  on  the  basis  of  race,  religious  creed, 
color,  national  origin,  ancestry  or  sex. 

Location  of  meetings.  The  Brown  Act  provides  that  regular  and  special  meetings 
must  be  held  within  the  boundaries  of  the  territory  over  which  the  legislative  body 
has  jurisdiction.  This  means  that  your  Neighborhood  Council  meetings  must  be 
conducted  within  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  and  must  be  held  within  the  boundaries 
of  your  Neighborhood  Council  area.  However,  there  are  provisions  allowing  for  the 
occasional  “field  trip”  outside  your  boundaries  and  other  limited  exceptions.  The 
Act  also  allows  Neighborhood  Council  meetings  to  be  held  by  teleconference.  A 
teleconference  is  a  meeting  where  your  council  members  are  not  all  at  the  same 
location  and  are  connected  by  electronic  means,  through  either  audio  or  video  or 
both.  During  a  teleconferenced  meeting,  board  members  may  discuss  and  vote 
on  agenda  items.  However,  the  Act  has  strict  requirements  governing  how 
teleconferenced  meetings  may  occur: 

►  Agendas  must  be  posted  at  all  teleconferencing  locations,  all  of  which 
must  be  listed  on  the  agenda; 

►  Members  of  the  public  must  be  allowed  to  attend  any  of  the 
teleconferencing  locations  and  to  address  the  Neighborhood  Council  board  directly 
at  any  of  the  locations; 

►  At  least  a  quorum  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  board  shall  participate 
from  teleconferencing  locations  within  the  Neighborhood  Council  area; 

►  The  Neighborhood  Council  must  comply  with  all  other  provisions  of  the 
Brown  Act. 


7  For  voting  or  membership  identification  purposes,  although  we  recommend  against  any  process 
that  discourages  stakeholder  participation,  it  is  appropriate  for  your  group  to  create  a  registration 
form  to  identify  your  stakeholders  as  members  of  the  Neighborhood  Council,  if  you  choose. 
However,  if  a  registration  form  is  posted  or  circulated  at  a  meeting,  it  must  clearly  state  that 
completion  of  the  document  is  voluntary  and  not  a  precondition  for  attendance. 
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Notice  and  agenda  requirements. 


Regular  meetings.  The  agenda  for  a  regular  meeting  must  set  forth  the  time  and 
place  of  your  meeting  and  must  be  posted  at  least  72  hours  before  the  meeting.8 
The  agenda  must  list  all  items  that  will  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  by  your 
Neighborhood  Council.  That  listing  should  be  described  in  an  informative  way  so 
that  board  members  and  the  public  understand  the  general  nature  of  the  agenda 
item  and  can  make  an  informed  decision  whether  to  attend  the  meeting  or  not. 
The  Brown  Act  provides  that  this  description  need  not  exceed  20  words,  but  you 
are  certainly  free  to  use  more  words  if  necessary.  The  goal  of  the  description  is  to 
provide  a  reasonably  clear  understanding  of  what  is  to  be  considered  by  the  board 
at  its  meeting. 

You  may  include  general  categories  on  your  Neighborhood  Council  agendas,  such 
as  “General  Announcements”  or  “Correspondence”  or  “Committee  Reports.” 
However,  if  a  committee  of  your  Neighborhood  Council  plans  on  making  a 
particular  recommendation  to  the  board,  that  report  should  be  listed  specifically 
with  a  reference  to  the  committee’s  recommendation.  The  same  would  be  true  if 
your  Neighborhood  Council  is  making  a  recommendation  about  a  particular  project 
or  issue  that  it  wants  to  formally  communicate  to  the  City  decision-makers.  Those 
matters  should  be  separately  listed  on  the  agenda  with  enough  information  to 
identify  the  project,  such  as  the  address,  type  of  project,  etc.  Neighborhood 
Councils  are  limited  to  acting  on  (as  well  as  discussing)  only  those  matters  which 
have  been  listed  on  the  agenda,  with  limited  exceptions  which  are  described 
below. 

Special  meetings.  The  agenda  for  a  special  meeting  (and  the  call  and  notice  for 
it)  must  be  posted,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting,  at  least  24  hours  prior 
to  the  special  meeting  and  provided  to  each  local  newspaper,  radio,  or  television 
stations  that  has  requested  in  writing  to  be  provided  with  these  notices.  Only 
matters  that  are  on  the  agenda  for  that  meeting  may  be  discussed  at  that  meeting. 
Your  bylaws  should  specify  whether  your  Neighborhood  Council  may  hold  special 
meetings.  The  Brown  Act  provides  that  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
presiding  officer  of  your  Neighborhood  Council  or  by  a  majority  of  the  board 
members  by  delivering  written  notice  to  each  board  member  of  the  council. 

Emergency  meetings.  The  Act  allows  emergency  meetings  to  be  called  under 
specified  circumstances  without  having  to  comply  with  either  the  24-hour  notice, 
one-hour  notice,  or  posting  requirements.9  However,  Neighborhood  councils  will 


8  The  72  hours  may  be  calculated  to  include  Saturdays  and  Sundays  but  the  location  you  choose 
must  be  accessible  during  these  weekend  hours  so  that  the  agenda  may  be  viewed. 

9  Those  circumstances  include  a  dire  emergency  or  crippling  disaster  justifying  a  legislative  body 
to  take  action  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  the  community  and  are  designed  to  apply  to  bodies 
of  the  City  such  as  the  City  Council  to  take  immediate  action  to  avoid  “the  disruption  of  public 
facilities.” 
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never  have  the  need  to  call  an  emergency  meeting  within  the  definition  of  the  Act 
and  should  not  invoke  this  section. 

Exceptions  to  the  agenda  requirement  The  general  rule  is  that  a  matter  may 
not  be  discussed  or  decided  unless  it  is  listed  on  the  agenda.  This  is  very 
important,  but  there  are  exceptions  to  this  broad  rule: 

a)  Board  Member  Comments 

►  board  members  may  make  very  limited  comments  and  briefly  respond 
to  statements  made  or  questions  posed  by  persons  exercising  their  general  public 
comment  rights  (no  action  may  be  taken  on  matters  brought  up  during  general 
public  comment );  board  members  may  make  a  brief  announcement  or  a  brief 
report  on  his  or  her  own  activities;  and  board  members  may  take  action  to  direct 
their  secretary  (or  whoever  is  in  charge  of  placing  items  on  the  agenda)  to  place  a 
specific  matter  on  the  agenda  for  a  future  meeting;  Note:  It  is  preferable,  if  your 
Neighborhood  Council  wants  to  take  board  member  comments,  to  have  an  item 
on  your  agenda  called  “Board  Member  Comments”  as  part  of  the  agenda,  even 
though  the  specific  discussion  under  these  parameters  will  not  be  known  in 
advance  of  the  meeting. 

b)  Continuances 

►  if  an  item  was  posted  pursuant  to  the  Act  for  a  prior  meeting  of  the 
Neighborhood  Council  occurring  not  more  than  five  calendar  days  prior  to  the  date 
action  is  taken  on  the  item  and  the  prior  action  had  been  continued  to  the  meeting 
at  which  action  is  being  taken,  your  Neighborhood  Council  may  act  on  the  matter 
even  if  it  is  not  on  the  agenda.  Note:  This  situation  is  not  likely  to  occur  unless 
your  council  plans  to  hold  weekly  meetings] 

c)  Immediate  Action 

►  board  members  may  take  immediate  action  on  an  item  if,  by  two-thirds 
votes  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  board,  there  is  a  need  to  act  immediately,  the 
Neighborhood  Council’s  consideration  of  the  matter  cannot  await  the  next  meeting 
of  the  council  and  that  the  need  for  immediate  action  arose  after  the  posting  of  the 
agenda.  This  should  only  occur  in  very  rare  occasions,  and  you  should  consult 
with  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment  or  the  City  Attorney’s 
Neighborhood  Council  Advice  Division  before  relying  on  this  exception.  (Note:  If 
an  item  does  come  up  after  the  posting  of  the  72-hour  agenda,  but  before  the 
meeting,  you  should  consider  whether  you  have  time  to  notice  a  24-hour  special 
meeting  that  could  follow  your  regular  meeting  and  allow  discussion  only  of  that 
item.) 
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What  rights  do  members  of  the  public  have  at  Neighborhood  Council 
meetings? 

Except  when  dosed  sessions  are  permitted  (see  below),  all  Neighborhood  Council 
meetings  must  be  held  in  public.  Members  of  the  public,  not  just  the  stakeholders 
in  your  particular  Neighborhood  Council,  are  allowed  to  attend  and  participate  by 
speaking  about  specific  items  on  the  agenda.  Indeed,  before  your  board  takes 
action  on  any  particular  item  on  the  agenda,  members  of  the  public  have  a  right  to 
testify  or  otherwise  address  the  Neighborhood  Council  board  members  about  each 
item. 

Your  agendas  should  also  provide  for  an  item  designated  “Public  Comment” 
because  the  Act  allows  members  of  the  public  to  comment  on  any  item  within  the 
subject  matter  jurisdiction  of  your  Neighborhood  Council  even  if  the  matter  is  not 
specifically  listed  on  the  agenda.  It  is  up  to  your  Neighborhood  Council  where  you 
want  to  put  this  item  on  the  agenda.  Some  agencies  put  general  public  comment 
at  the  front  of  the  agenda,  while  some  place  it  at  the  end.  It  does  not  matter  where 
you  put  it  as  long  as  you  provide  for  that  opportunity  at  every  regular  meeting. 
(Special  meetings  do  not  require  a  general  public  comment  item;  however,  the 
public  must  still  be  provided  an  opportunity  to  speak  on  the  agendized  items  for 
the  special  meeting.)  Your  Neighborhood  Council  is  allowed  to  adopt  reasonable 
rules  to  govern  the  length  of  time  for  public  comment  on  agenda  and  non-agenda 
items. 

Members  of  the  public  also  have  a  right  to  criticize  the  policies  or  practices  of  your 
Neighborhood  Council  during  public  comment  and  have  a  right  to  videotape  and 
audiotape  the  proceedings.  The  Act  does  allow  your  Neighborhood  Council  to 
control  disruptions  and  ask  disruptive  members  to  leave  the  meeting  room. 
However,  this  power  must  be  exercised  with  caution  and  the  City  Attorney  should 
be  consulted  to  discuss  how  and  when  this  provision  of  the  Act  may  be  invoked. 
At  no  time  should  you  engage  in  physical  confrontations  or  force  or  attempt  to 
physically  remove  a  disruptive  person. 

Members  of  the  public  also  have  a  right  to  see  materials  that  are  distributed  to  your 
Neighborhood  Council  at  its  meetings.  The  Act  provides  that  materials  distributed 
during  a  public  meeting  be  made  available  for  public  inspection  at  the  meeting  if 
prepared  by  the  local  agency  or  member  of  the  legislative  body.  This  means  that 
if  your  Neighborhood  Council  or,  if  applicable,  staff  at  the  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Empowerment,  prepare  materials  for  distribution  at  your  meetings, 
copies  must  be  made  available  for  the  public.  Otherwise,  if  materials  are 
distributed  by  other  individuals,  such  as  other  stakeholders  or  members  of  the 
public,  these  must  be  retained  and  be  made  available  after  the  meeting.  Writings 
that  are  public  records,  related  to  a  matter  on  your  agenda,  and  are  distributed  less 
than  72  hours  to  a  majority  of  your  board  must  be  made  available  for  public 
inspection  at  the  time  of  their  distribution  and  your  agenda  should  state  where 
(address/location)  such  materials  may  be  viewed. 
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Members  of  the  public  have  a  right  to  monitor  meetings  and  discern  individual 
board  members'  votes.  Neighborhood  Council  boards  and  committees  must 
publicly  report  any  action  taken  at  a  meeting  and  publicly  record  the  vote  or 
abstention  on  each  action  taken  by  each  member  present  for  the  action  at  a 
meeting.  Government  Code  Section  54953(c)(2)  This  should  be  done  orally  at 
the  time  the  action  is  taken  as  well  as  be  recorded  in  the  minutes. 

This  new  requirement  may  be  addressed  when  a  roll-call  vote  is  taken  at  a  meeting 
and  recorded  in  the  minutes.  It  may  also  be  addressed  by  reflecting  orally  that  the 
vote  u/as  unanimous;  or  by  stating  the  names  of  each  individual  who  dissented  or 
abstained  so  that  there  is  a  clear  record  of  how  the  entire  body  voted.  This 
information  should  also  be  included  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting. 


Are  there  any  circumstances  when  a  Neighborhood  Council  can  hold  a 
meeting  that  is  closed  to  the  public? 

The  Act  provides  for  specific  and  limited  circumstances  under  which  a  closed 
session  may  be  held  by  a  legislative  body.  The  only  circumstance,  if  at  all,  that 
would  apply  to  a  Neighborhood  Council  would  be  to  discuss  pending  litigation.10 
Depending  upon  the  circumstance,  a  Neighborhood  Council  might  be  allowed  to 
meet  in  closed  session  with  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney  to  discuss  pending 
litigation  to  which  the  Neighborhood  Council  is  or  may  be  a  party  when  litigation 
has  been  formally  initiated  or  when  there  is  significant  exposure  or  threat  of 
litigation. 

What  you  cannot  do  is  use  a  closed  session  to  discuss  items  because  you  might 
be  uncomfortable  discussing  the  item  in  public  or  because  you  want  to  confer  with 
legal  counsel  for  non-litigation  purposes.  As  such,  the  need  for  a  closed  session 
is  unlikely  to  arise  for  a  Neighborhood  Council. 

May  a  majority  of  Neighborhood  Council  board  members  attend  other 
Neighborhood  Council  meetings  or  other  public  meetings  without  having  to 
notice  that  attendance  as  a  meeting? 

A  majority  of  Neighborhood  Council  board  members  may  attend  meetings  held  by 
a  person  or  organization  as  long  as  the  board  members  do  not  discuss  among 
themselves  Neighborhood  Council  business.  Similarly,  a  majority  of  a  council’s 
board  may  attend  a  meeting  of  another  public  body,  including  another 
Neighborhood  Council  meeting,  City  commission  or  City  Council  meeting  without 


10  The  personnel  exception  in  the  Act  which  allows  a  body  to  discuss  the  "appointment, 
employment,  evaluation  of  performance,  discipline  or  dismissal  of  a  public  employee  does  not  apply 
to  Neighborhood  Councils  because  the  term  “public  employee”  in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  context 
would  mean  a  City  employee.  Neighborhood  Councils  have  no  authority  over  personnel  matters  of 
City  employees.  The  other  exceptions  listed  in  the  Act  are  not  applicable  to  Neighborhood  Councils. 
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having  to  notice  their  attendance  as  a  meeting,  again,  as  long  as  the  board 
members  do  not  discuss  among  themselves  Neighborhood  Council  business. 

However,  if  a  Neighborhood  Council  and  another  body  or  agency  wishes  to 
conduct  a  joint  meeting,  both  the  Neighborhood  Council  board  and  the  other  body 
or  agency  with  which  it  wants  to  meet,  will  need  to  notice  the  meeting  as  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  two  bodies. 

A  majority  of  Neighborhood  Council  board  members  may  attend  meetings  of  its 
own  committees  without  having  to  comply  with  the  notice  requirements  for  the 
board,  as  long  as  the  board  members  attend  only  as  observers.  For  example,  if  a 
majority  of  the  board  wanted  to  attend  one  of  its  standing  committee’s  meetings,  it 
may  do  so  without  having  to  comply  with  the  Act.  However,  if  any  of  the  board 
members  wish  to  participate  by  addressing  the  committee  members,  then  the 
meeting  would  have  to  be  noticed  as  both  a  meeting  of  the  committee  and  the 
Neighborhood  Council. 

What  can  happen  if  a  Neighborhood  Council  board  member  violates  the 
Brown  Act? 

Criminal  penalty.  Violations  of  the  Act  can  carry  misdemeanor  penalties  for 
certain  actions  if  a  member  of  a  Neighborhood  Council  board  merely  attends  a 
meeting  where  action  is  taken  in  violation  of  the  Act.  However,  a  showing  must  be 
made  that  the  member  intended  to  deprive  the  public  of  information  to  which  the 
member  knows  (or  has  reason  to  know)  the  public  is  entitled. 

Civil  remedy.  Violations  of  the  Act  may  also  result  in  a  civil  lawsuit  being  filed  to 
seek  judicial  (injunctive  or  writ)  relief  to  prevent  or  correct  violations.  Under  certain 
circumstances,  the  court  can  declare  a  decision  made  in  violation  of  the  Act  void. 
Before  filing  a  civil  action,  a  complaining  party  would  have  to  first  demand  that  your 
Neighborhood  Council  correct  the  violation.  That  demand  must  be  made  in  writing 
within  90  days  after  the  alleged  violation  occurs.  In  cases  involving  an  alleged 
violation  of  the  rules  governing  agendas,  the  written  demand  must  be  made  within 
30  days  after  the  occurrence.

WINDWARD  SCHOOL 

Windward  School  (“School”)  and _ ,  Inc.  (“Permittee”)  (collectively  “Parties”)  enter  into 

this  Facilities  Use  Agreement  (“Agreement”)  on _ 2017,  for  the  Permittee’s  use  of  the 

School’s _ located  at  11350  Palms  Boulevard,  Los  Angeles,  California  (“Premises”) 

under  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  Agreement. 

1.  Event.  The  Parties  agree  that  Permittee  may  use  the  Premises _ ,  2017,  from _ 

solely  for  purposes  of _ (“Event”).  Permittee  acknowledges  that  is  cannot  be 

on  the  premise  after  9:00  p.m.  out  of  courtesy  to  the  School’s  neighbors.  Permittee 
acknowledges  and  shall  ensure  that  it  and  any  of  its  employees,  contractors,  agents,  or  personnel 
shall  remain  only  on  the  Premises  and  will  not  enter  any  School  building  or  area  of  the  School 
other  than  the  Premises.  Permittee  must  supervise  all  of  its  employees,  contractors,  agents,  and 
personnel  to  ensure  no  individual  enters  an  area  other  than  the  Premises. 

2.  Condition  of  Premises.  Permittee  accepts  the  Premises  as  being  clean  and  in  good  and  safe 
condition  and  agrees  to  return  the  Premises  to  the  School  in  the  same  condition  as  when 
received,  reasonable  wear  and  tear  excepted,  upon  completion  of  the  Event.  Permittee  further 
agrees  to  be  personally  responsible  for  any  damages  or  harm  sustained  to  the  Premises,  including 
but  not  limited  to  all  furniture  and  equipment,  in  connection  with  the  Event  or  Permittee’s  use  of 
the  Premises  including,  without  limitation,  damages  caused  by  Permittee,  its  members,  partners, 
owners,  officers,  directors,  employees,  contractors,  agents,  volunteers,  patrons,  guests,  invitees, 
participants,  and  students  appearing  at  the  Event.  Repairs  or  replacements  made  shall  be  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  School. 

3.  Hold  Harmless/Indemnification.  All  activity  conducted  on  the  Premises  by  Permittee  shall  be 
at  the  risk  of  Permittee  exclusively  and  Permittee  shall  indemnify,  defend,  and  hold  the  School, 
its  officers,  agents,  employees,  volunteers,  and  students,  harmless  against  any  and  all  losses, 
damages,  injuries,  liability,  claims,  demands  and  causes  of  action  (“Claims”)  arising  out  of  or  in 
any  way  related  to  the  Event  or  Permittee’s  use  of  the  Premises,  including  premises  liability  or 
any  charges  related  to  the  Event,  including  but  not  limited  to  security  or  police  services  and 
permit  requirements,  except  for  Claims  resulting  from  the  School’s  sole  negligence  or  willful, 
misconduct.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  parties  that  Permittee  shall  hold  the  School  harmless, 
defend,  and  indemnify  it  from  any  and  all  claims  to  the  greatest  extent  permitted  by  law. 

4.  Rules  and  Policies  of  School.  Permittee  agrees  to  abide  by  and  enforce  all  rules  and  policies 
of  the  School  governing  the  use  of  the  Premises.  Permittee  further  agrees  to  abide  by  and 
enforce  all  applicable  Federal,  state  and  local  laws,  statutes  and  ordinances. 

5.  Property  Brought  to  School.  Permittee  shall  be  responsible  for  all  property  placed  on  or  in  the 
Premises.

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  creates  the  following 
policy: 


NEIGHBORHOOD  COUNCIL  AGENDA  POSTING  REQUIREMENTS 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  established  Working  Groups 
comprised  of  current  and  past  Neighborhood  Council  members  and  Neighborhood 
Council  stakeholders  to  recommend  changes  to  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of 
Neighborhood  Councils; 

WHEREAS,  the  Working  Groups  recognized  stakeholders  are  increasingly  using  the 
internet  and  that  it  allows  Neighborhood  Councils  to  communicate  with  their  stakeholders 
efficiently  and  inexpensively; 

WHEREAS,  the  Working  Groups  recognized  that  any  change  in  the  physical  posting 
policy  should  be  accompanied  by  increased  use  of  other  media  for  outreach; 

WHEREAS,  the  Working  Groups  recommended  that  the  posting  requirements  for 
Neighborhood  Councils  be  changed  to  require  only  one  physical  Brown  Act  compliant 
posting  while  maintaining  the  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  other  outreach 
requirements; 

WHEREAS,  Section  902  (b)  Article  IX  of  the  new  Charter  provides  that  the  Board  of 
Neighborhood  Commissioners  “shall  be  responsible  for  policy  setting  and  policy 
oversight. ..and  the  promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations  but  not  be  responsible  for  day 
to-day  management”. 

WHEREAS,  this  policy  supersedes  all  other  posting  policies  previously  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners;  including  the  August  3, 2010,  Commission  Policy 
on  “Neighborhood  Council  Agenda  Posting  Requirements”  (Policy  No.  2010-02),  which 
was  aiso  revised  at  the  December  17,  2012,  Commission  meeting,  and  the  May  6,  2014, 
Commission  Policy  on  “Neighborhood  Council  Agenda  Posting  Requirements”  (Policy  No.’ 
2014-01),  which  was  also  revised  at  the  July  21,  2014,  Commission  meeting. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  IT  IS  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners 
establishes  this  policy  regarding  the  posting  of  agendas  for  Neighborhood  Councils. 


POLICY  NUMBER:  2014-01.1 


Neighborhood  Councils  are  required  to  post  meeting  agendas  for  Board  and  Committee 
meetings  as  follows: 


Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners 

Resolution:  Policy  No.  2014-01.1  (Revised  August  18,  2014) 

Neighborhood  Council  Agenda  Posting  Requirements 


1 .  Neighborhood  Councils  shall  physically  post  at  least  one  Brown  Act  compliant 
agenda  for  all  Board  and  Committee  meetings. 

2.  Neighborhood  Councils  shall  post  agendas  of  all  Board  and  Committee 
meetings  on  their  web  site  or,  on  a  page  made  available  to  them  on  the 
EmpowerLA  web  site.  Such  postings  shall  be  Brown  Act  time  compliant. 

3.  Neighborhood  Councils  shall  submit  a  copy  of  all  regular  and  special  Board 
and  Committee  agendas  to  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment 
(Department)  to  be  posted  through  the  Early  Notification  System  (ENS).  The 
agenda  for  regular  meetings  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Department  not  less 
than  72  hours  in  advance  of  the  meeting  and  the  agenda  for  special  meetings 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Department  not  less  than  24  hours  in  advance  of  the 
meeting.  As  soon  as  feasible,  the  Department  will  submit  the  agenda  for 
posting  to  the  ENS  system.  Accordingly,  posting  the  notices  of  meetings  to 
the  ENS  system  will  not  be  required  to  comply  with  the  Brown  Act's  time  limits 
for  posting  agendas. 

4.  Neighborhood  Councils  that  maintain  an  email  list  of  stakeholders  may  email 
either  a  copy  of  the  agenda  for  all  Board  and  Committee  meetings  or  an 
announcement  of  the  meeting  with  a  link  to  the  agenda.  Distribution  to  the 
email  list  shall  occur  at  the  time  meeting  information  is  disseminated  to  the 
board  or  committee  members. 

5.  Neighborhood  Councils  shall  inform  the  Department  of  (a)  the  physical 
location  of  their  posting  site,  (b)  the  address  of  their  web  site,  if  any  and  (c) 
confirm  with  the  Department  whether  they  use  a  stakeholder  database  to 
distribute  their  agendas.  Neighborhood  Councils  shall  be  required  to  submit 
this  information  on  a  form  approved  by  the  Department. 

6.  Neighborhood  Councils  that  do  not  maintain  a  web  site  or,  a  page  on  the 
EmpowerLA  web  site,  if  available,  shall  continue  to  comply  with  the  five  (5)  to 
seven  (7)  physical  locations  posting  requirements  imposed  during  their 
certification  process;  one  (1)  of  the  posting  locations  shall  be  Brown  Act 
compliant;  the  remaining  posting  locations  shall  be  within  the  Neighborhood 
Council  boundaries  and  shall  comply  with  Brown  Act  time  limits  for  posting. 

7.  This  Posting  Policy  does  not  restrict  or  prevent  a  Neighborhood  Council  from 
posting  any  additional  notices  of  its  meetings  beyond  the  notices  required 
under  this  policy  in  any  other  locations  or  within  any  timeframes  determined 
by  the  Neighborhood  Council  in  its  discretion.

Neighborhood  Council  Agenda  Posting  Requirements 


8.  These  posting  requirements  shall  be  appended  to  and  become  a  part  of  the 
bylaws  of  all  current  and  future  Neighborhood  Councils  and  any  violation  of  this 
policy  may  become  the  subject  of  a  grievance. 

9.  If  a  Neighborhood  Council  is  notified  by  the  Department  prior  to  any  Board  or 
Committee  meeting  that  a  confirmed  violation  of  this  policy  has  been  reported 
the  Neighborhood  Council  shall  repost  in  accordance  with  this  Policy.  If  the 
scheduled  meeting  cannot  be  reposted  in  compliance  with  this  Policy,  the 
Neighborhood  Council  shall  cancel  the  meeting  and  make  reasonable  efforts  to 
inform  its  stakeholders,  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  cancel  Board  or  Committee 
meetings  Neighborhood  Councils  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  City  Attorney  for 
further  guidance. 

10  If  a  Neighborhood  Council  is  found  to  be  in  violation  of  this  Policy  three  (3)  times 
within  the  current  fiscal  year  the  Board  and  any  non-Board  member  committee 
chairs  shall  be  required  to  take  additional  training  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
Department.  If  after  receiving  additional  training  the  Neighborhood  Council  is  again 
found  to  be  in  violation  of  this  policy  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  then  exhaustive 
efforts  to  remedy  this  matter,  including  loss  of  funding  may  be  taken  by  the 
Department  pursuant  to  Article  VI  section  4  and  Article  X  section  3  of  the  Plan 
for  a  Citywide  system  of  Neighborhood  Councils.

TEN  TIPS  FOR  SUCCESSFUL 
CYCLING 


Bicycling  in  traffic  is  safe  and  easy.  It  does  not  require  athleticism,  speed  or  bravery.  Successful  bicycling  does 
require  a  basic  understanding  of  traffic  dynamics  and  a  belief  in  one’s  equal  right  to  use  travel  lanes. 

1)  Ride  on  the  road. 


Think  about  where  each  of  these  motorists  is  looking  before  crossing  the 

sidewalk. 

Adult  bicyclists  do  not  belong  on  the  sidewalk.  Sidewalk 
cycling  increases  conflict  for  cyclists,  motorists  and 
pedestrians.  Sidewalk  cycling  is  not  only  inconvenient  and 
slow,  it  actually  increases  your  risk  of  being  hit  by  a  car 
because  it  aggravates  turning  and  crossing  conflicts.  The 
sidewalk  also  presents  many  more  hazards  such  as  poles, 
posts  and  branches. 

2)  Know  and  follow  the  rules. 

The  rules  of  the  road  are  for  everyone.  They  exist  to  make  us 
all  predictable  to  one  another.  Bicyclists  who  violate  the  rules 
are  not  only  far  more  likely  to  be  hit  by  a  car,  they  are 
disruptive  and  breed  animosity  among  fellow  road  users.  The 
basic  rules: 

•  First  come,  first  served. 

•  Always  ride  the  same  direction  as  traffic. 

•  Yield  to  traffic  before  entering  a  road. 

•  Yield  to  overtaking  traffic  when  changing  lanes. 

•  Obey  all  traffic  control  devices. 

3)  Integrate  in  the  intersections. 

•  Always  use  the  lane  that  serves  your  destination. 

•  Turn  left  from  left  turn  lanes. 

•  Never  ride  straight  in  a  right-turn-only  lane. 

•  When  approaching  an  intersection  in  a  wide  lane  or  a 
bike  lane,  merge  left  into  the  main  traffic  flow  or  lane. 

•  The  crosswalk  is  the  WORST  place  to  cross  a  busy 
intersection. 


4)  Ride  Big. 


Most  close  passing  is  a  result  of  the  motorist  thinking  he  can  squeeze  past 
without  changing  lanes.  Make  sure  a  driver  can  clearly  see  that  his  car  won’t 
fit  within  the  same  lane. 


Most  roads  have  lanes  that  are  not  wide  enough  to  be  safely 
shared  by  cars  and  bikes  operated  side-by-side.  You  are 
allowed  the  full  use  of  a  lane  that  is  not  wide  enough  to 


share.  Ride  far  enough  to  the  left  in  the  lane  to  communicate  to  motorists  that  the  lane  is  not  wide  enough  to 
share.  Motorists  may  squeeze  past  you  within  the  lane  if  you  don’t. 

Riding  big  makes  you  visible  and  encourages  motorists  to  give  generous  passing  clearance.  It  also  gives  you 
someplace  to  go  if  a  motorist  does  come  too  close. 

5)  Communicate. 

You  are  part  of  the  system,  you  need  to  be  predictable  to  others.  Communication  makes  you  predictable.  Signal 
turns  and  lane  changes.  When  motorists  know  what  you  want  to  do,  most  of  them  will  try  to  help  you  out! 

6)  Be  mindful  of  your  surroundings. 

The  most  common  reasons  to  leave  a  bike  lane. 

Markings  on  the  roadway  are  static.  Traffic  is 
dynamic.  As  a  result,  bike-specific  markings 
sometimes  put  you  in  the  wrong  place.  You  MUST 
take  your  cues  from  the  whole  environment.  Never  let 
paint  think  for  you. 

•  Make  sure  you  are  visible  to  crossing  and 
turning  traffic.  This  often  means  leaving  a  bike 
lane  and  moving  to  the  left  side  of  the  general  use 
lane. 

•  Never  ride  within  5ft  of  a  parked  car.  This 
area  is  called  the  “door  zone.”  A  suddenly-opened 
car  door  can  be  deadly.  Some  bike  lanes  are 
striped  entirely  within  the  door  zone. 

•  Passing  a  queue  of  stopped  traffic  on  the  right 
can  expose  you  to  many  crash  hazards.  Sometimes 
it’s  better  just  to  wait  in  the  queue. 

•  Never,  ever  pass  a  large  truck  on  the  right! 

7)  Understand  how  traffic  flows. 

If  you  understand  traffic  flow,  you  can  anticipate  and 
place  yourself  in  a  position  which  makes  things  easier 
for  yourself  and  your  fellow  road  users.  In  the 
CyclingSavvy  course,  we  teach  you  in  detail  about 
how  traffic  controls  and  road  features  influence  traffic 
flow,  and  how  you  can  take  advantage  of  this. 

8)  Want  respect?  Act  respectably. 

One  road.  Many  Users.  All  of  us  are  traffic. 

Be  considerate  of  your  fellow  road  users.  But  also 
demonstrate  respect  for  yourself.  Control  your  space  by  default  and  help  motorists  pass  you  when  appropriate. 
Offer  a  friendly  wave  when  others  are  respectful  of  you.  When  motorists  arrive  before  you  at  a  red  light,  stop 
behind  them.  Don’t  pull  to  the  front  of  the  queue  and  make  them  have  to  get  around  you  after  the  intersection. 

9)  Let  it  go:  don’t  escalate  harassment. 

You  will  be  passed  uneventfully  by  thousands  of  considerate  citizens  for  every  one  jerk  who  yells  or  honks.  So, 
when  someone  does  honk  or  yell  at  you,  let  it  go.  Smile  and  wave  (with  all  five  fingers),  or  pretend  you  heard

nothing.  They  will  simply  move  on  with  their  negative  self  and  you  can  remember  the  nice  person  who  smiled 
and  waved  you  through  a  lane  change  a  few  minutes  before. 

10)  Keep  it  fun! 

Bicycling  offers  a  higher  trip  quality  than  most  other  forms  of  transportation.  This  is  true  whether  you  ride  on 
quiet  streets  or  share  the  road  with  motor  traffic.  Interacting  with  other  road  users  is  a  dance  you  lead.  The 
better  you  are  at  communicating  and  operating  predictably,  the  better  your  dance  partners  will  be.  Those  of  us 
who  ride  mindfully,  with  a  friendly  attitude  toward  our  fellow  road  users,  seldom  experience  close  calls  or 
hostility.

Principles  of  Governance  -  The  purpose  of  the  Council  is  to  participate  as  a  body  on  issues 
concerning  our  neighborhood  and  regarding  the  governance  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  (“City”) 
in  a  transparent,  inclusive,  collaborative,  accountable  and  viable  manner. 

A.  The  MISSION  of  the  Council  is: 

1 .  To  act  as  A  forum  for  discussion  and  review  of  community  issues  and  projects 

2.  To  monitor  the  delivery  of  City  services  in  the  North  Hollywood  Northeast 
Neighborhood  Council  geographic  area; 

3.  To  work  with  other  organizations  in  North  Hollywood  and  the  surrounding  areas 
which  want  to  help  accomplish  their  objectives  or  projects,  and  which  the  North 
Hollywood  Northeast  Neighborhood  Council  desires  to  support  that  benefit  the 
Council;  and 

4.  To  engage  in  such  other  activities  for  the  betterment  of  North  Hollywood  Northeast 
Boundaries 


B.  The  POLICY  of  the  Council  is: 

1 .  To  respect  the  diversity,  dignity,  and  expression  of  views  of  all  individuals,  groups, 
and  organizations  within  the  community  and/or  involved  in  the  Council; 

2.  To  remain  non-partisan  with  respect  to  political  party  affiliation  and  inclusive  in  our 
operations  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  process  of  electing  or  selecting  the 
Board  of  Directors,  Officers,  and  committee  members,  as  hereinafter  set  forth; 

3.  To  utilize  the  Early  Notification  System  (ENS)  to  inform  the  Council  and  Community 
Stakeholders  of  matters  involving  the  City  and  our  community  in  a  way  that  is 
tailored  to  provide  opportunities  for  involvement  in  the  decision-making  process; 

4.  To  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  participate  in  activities  of  the  Council; 

5.  To  prohibit  discrimination  against  any  individual  or  group  in  our  operations  on  the 
basis  of  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  orientation, 
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age,  disability,  marital  status,  income,  homeowner/renter  status,  or  political 
affiliation;  and 

6.  To  have  fair,  open,  and  transparent  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  all  Council 
business. 


ARTICLE  III  BOUNDARIES 

The  Council  covers  a  geographic  area  described  below. 

Section  1 :  Boundary  Description  -  The  boundaries  include  the  boundaries  of  adjacent 
Neighborhood  Councils  and  include  those  areas  of  the  City  within  the  following  lines  of 
demarcation: 

A.  North  - 

1.  Roscoe  Boulevard  between  Whitsett  Avenue  and  Lankershim  Boulevard; 

2.  Cantara  Street  between  Lankershim  Boulevard  and  Irvine  Avenue; 

3.  Strathern  Street  between  Irvine  Avenue  and  Tujunga  Avenue; 

4.  Sherman  Way  between  Tujunga  Avenue  and  Vineland  Avenue; 

5.  Along  Burbank  city  lines  between  Vineland  Avenue  and  Clybourn  Avenue. 

B.  East  - 

1.  Lankershim  Boulevard  between  Roscoe  Boulevard  and  Cantara  Street; 

2.  Irvine  Avenue  between  Cantara  Street  and  Strathern  Street; 

3.  Tujunga  Avenue  between  Strathern  Street  and  Sherman  Way; 

4.  Vineland  Avenue  between  Sherman  Way  and  Burbank  city  lines;  and 

5.  Clybourn  Avenue  between  Burbank  city  lines  and  Vanowen  Street. 

C.  South  - 

1.  Vanowen  Street  between  Whitsett  Avenue  and  Burbank  city  lines. 

D.  West  - 

1.  Whitsett  Avenue  between  Vanowen  Street  and  Roscoe  Boulevard. 

The  boundaries  of  the  Council  are  set  forth  in  Attachment  A  -  Map  of  North  Hollywood 
Northeast  Neighborhood  Council. 

Section  2:  Internal  Boundaries  -  Not  applicable. 

ARTICLE  IV  STAKEHOLDER 

Neighborhood  Council  membership  is  open  to  all  Stakeholders.  “Stakeholders”  shall  be 
defined  as  those  who  live,  work  or  own  real  property  in  the  neighborhood  and  also  to  those 
who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a  community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as 
a  person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and  ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood 
Council’s  boundaries  and  who  may  be  in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited 
to,  educational,  non-profit  and/or  religious  organizations. 
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ARTICLE  V  GOVERNING  BOARD 

The  Board  of  Directors  (“the  Board”)  shall  be  the  Governing  Body  of  the  Council  within  the 
meaning  of  that  term  as  set  forth  in  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils 
(“the  Plan”). 

Section  1 :  Composition  -  The  Board  shall  consist  of  fifteen  (15)  Stakeholders  elected, 
selected  or  appointed  by  the  Board  and/or  Community  Stakeholders.  The  composition  of  the 
Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Resident  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (5,)  -includes  residential  property  owners 
and  renters  who  reside  in  this  Council  area.  Open  to  Stakeholders  eighteen  (18)  years 
of  age  or  older  who  own  or  rent  a  residence  and  which  is  located  within  the  NC 
boundaries. 

B.  Business  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  eighteen  (18) 
years  of  age  or  older  who  work  or  own  a  business  or  business  property  within  the  NC 
boundaries,  includes  owners  who  have  City  business  licenses. 

C.  Organizational  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  eighteen 
(18)  years  of  age  or  older  who  participate  in  a  religious  institution,  educational 
institution,  community  organization,  non-profit  organization,  neighborhood  association, 
school/parent  group,  faith  based  group,  senior  group,  youth  group,  arts  association, 
service  organization,  boys  or  girls  club,  cultural  group,  or  environmental  group  within 
the  NC  boundaries. 

D.  At-Large  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (5)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  at  least 
eighteen  (18)  years  of  age. 

1 .  At-Large  Community  Stakeholder  -  four  (4)  seats 

2.  At-Large  Community  Interest  Stakeholder  -  one  (1)  seat 

E.  Youth  Board  Member  (1)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  between  the  ages  of  fourteen 
(14)  and  eighteen  (18).  If  less  than  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age,  the  Youth  Board 
member  shall  be  precluded  from  voting  on  matters  regarding  the  expenditure  of  funds, 
contracts,  or  recommendations  to  enter  into  contracts. 


No  single  Stakeholder  group  shall  hold  a  majority  of  Board  seats  unless  extenuating 
circumstances  exist  and  are  approved  by  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment 
(“Department”). 

Section  2:  Quorum  -  The  quorum  shall  be  seven  (7)  members  of  the  Board.  No  floating 
quorums  are  allowed. 

Section  3:  Official  Actions  -  A  simple  majority  vote  by  the  Board  members  present  not 
including  abstentions  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum  shall  be  required  to  take  official 
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action,  unless  specified  otherwise  in  these  Bylaws. 


Section  4:  Terms  and  Term  Limits  -  Board  members  shall  serve  a:  Four  year  staggered 
term  (with  exception  of  the  youth  seat  which  will  be  on  a  two-year  term  commencing  after 
being  seated.)  Board  members  may  only  serve  eight  (8)  consecutive  years  on  the  Board. 

The  Board  shall  maintain  a  list  of  Board  Members  and  their  corresponding  seats  based  on  the 
following:

Section  5:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  primary  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be  to  govern  the 
Council  and  to  carry  out  its  objectives.  No  individual  member  of  the  Board  shall  speak  for  the 
Board  or  otherwise  publicly  represent  a  Board  position  unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  these 
bylaws  or  by  official  action  of  the  Board.  The  Board  may,  by  official  action,  delegate  to  any 
individual  the  authority  to  present  before  any  public  body  a  standing  Council  position 
previously  adopted  by  the  Board  or  a  statement  that  the  Council  has  had  insufficient  time  to 
develop  a  position  or  recommendation  on  a  matter  before  that  body.  Such  authority  may  be 
revoked  at  any  time  by  the  Board.  In  addition,  all  board  members  are  accountable  and 
responsible  for  the  proper  expenditure  of  public  funds 


Section  6:  Vacancies  -  Vacancies  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  using  the  following  procedure:

Business  Member  Seat  2 

Community-  Based  Organization  Seat  2 

At-Large  Member  Seat  2 

At  Large  Community  Interest  Stakeholder

Board  Fills  Vacancies 


A.  Any  Stakeholder  interested  in  filling  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  submit  a  written 
application  prescribed  by  the  Board  to  the  Secretary. 

B.  The  Board  shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

C.  The  Board  shall  vote  on  the  application  at  the  meeting.  If  multiple  applications  for 
one  seat  have  been  submitted,  the  candidate  with  the  most  votes  wins. 
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D.  The  candidate  who  wins  shall  fill  the  remaining  term  of  the  Board  seat  unless  an 
election  or  selection  occurs  sooner. 

E.  In  no  event  shall  a  vacant  seat  be  filled  where  a  general  election  is  scheduled  to 
occur  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  date  that  a  written  application  is  presented  to  the 
Board. 

F.  All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  within  60-days  of  any  resignation  or  removal. 

Section  7:  Absences  -  Any  Board  Member  who  misses  three  (3)  regularly  scheduled 
consecutive  Neighborhood  Council  Governing  Board  Meetings  or,  four  (4)  total  Governing 
Board  Meetings  during  any  twelve  (12)  month  period  will  be  automatically  removed  from  the 
Board.  Each  Council  Board  Member’s  absence  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Council’s  Meeting 
Minutes  or  other  manner  of  Council  record  keeping.  Upon  missing  the  required  number  of 
Board  Meetings  for  removal,  the  Council  Presiding  Officer  shall  notify  the  Board  Member  of  the 
absences  and  place  on  the  agenda  the  removal  of  the  Board  Member.  At  a  regular  or  special 
Board  meeting  the  Board  shall  determine  the  validity  of  the  absences  before  taking  action  to 
remove  the  Board  Member.  Any  meeting  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  Governing  Board, 
scheduled  and  noticed  as  per  the  Brown  Act,  where  a  quorum  of  the  Board  is  present,  shall 
constitute  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  determining  Board  Member  attendance. 

Section  8:  Censure  -  The  Council  can  take  action  to  publically  reprimand  a  Board  member 
for  actions  conducted  in  the  course  of  Council  business  by  censuring  the  Board  member  at  a 
Council  Board  meeting.  Censures  shall  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  discussion  and  action. 
Any  Action  must  be  discussed  with  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney  prior  to  being  placed  on  the 
agenda  for  discussion  and  action. 

Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members  -  The  Council  shall  consult  with  the 
Office  of  the  City  Attorney  throughout  any  Board  removal  process.  Board  members  may  be 
removed  in  the  following  ways: 

A.  Petition  by  Stakeholders-  A  Board  member  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
submission  of  a  written  petition  to  the  Secretary,  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the 
Board  member  to  be  removed,  ii)  a  description,  in  detail,  of  the  reason  for  removal,  and 
iii)  the  valid  signatures  of  fifty  (50)  Stakeholders. 

1.  Upon  receipt  of  a  written  petition  for  removal,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  the 
matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  the  next  regular 
Council  meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Board  member  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of 
the  attending  Board  Members. 

3.  The  Board  Member  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the 
right  to  deliver  to  Board  Members  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to 
speak  at  the  Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of 
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the  quorum,  nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 


B.  Petition  by  Board  -  A  Board  Member  may  be  removed  from  the  Board  for  good 
cause,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  disruptive  conduct;  interfering  with  Council 
business;  violations  of  the  Bylaws,  Operating  Procedures  or  Code  of  Conduct  following 
a  Board  Member’s  submission  to  the  Board  of  a  petition  which  includes:  i)  the  identity 
of  the  Board  Member  to  be  removed,  ii)  states  the  reason  for  removal  by  identifying  the 
violation  of  the  internal  rules  or  procedures  and  specifies  the  conduct  of  the  person. 

1.  The  petition  shall  be  delivered  simultaneously  to  all  Board  Members  and  the 
matter  placed  on  the  agenda  and  scheduled  for  a  vote  at  the  next  regular  Board 
Meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Board  member  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of 
the  attending  Board  Members. 

3.  The  Board  Member  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the 
right  to  deliver  to  Board  Members  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to 
speak  at  the  Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of 
the  quorum,  nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

4.  The  Board  member  being  removed  must  first  have  been  censured  by  the 
Board  once  for  the  same  action  before  a  Petition  by  the  Board  for  removal  shall 
be  considered  by  the  Council. 

If  the  vote  for  removal  is  affirmative,  the  position  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  filled  via  the 
Council’s  vacancy  clause. 

Section  10:  Resignation  -  Any  Board  Member  or  Board  Officer  may  resign  at  any  time  by 
submitting  a  written  or  electronic  resignation  to  any  Board  Officer  and  one  (1)  other  Board 
member  or  Officer,  and  that  seat  shall  be  filled  in  accordance  with  Section  6  of  this  Article. 

Section  11:  Community  Outreach  - 

The  Council  shall  direct  that  a  system  of  outreach  be  instituted  to  inform  Stakeholders  as  to 
the  existence  and  activities  of  the  Council,  including  its  Board  elections,  to  find  future  leaders 
of  the  Council,  and  to  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  seek  leadership  positions  within  the 
Council. 

In  addition,  the  Board  shall  create,  or  shall  cause  to  be  created,  a  marketing  plan  to  solicit 
participation  from  Stakeholders.  The  plan  may  include,  for  example,  the  creation  of  flyers, 
postcards,  pamphlets  and  other  related  materials.  It  may  also  include  e-mail  blasts  to  various 
organizations  including  a  regularly  scheduled  e-blast  to  local  government  officials  and  to  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Neighborhood  Watch,  Home  Owners’  Association  and  other  local 
organizations  as  determined  by  the  Board. 
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Outreach  also  should  be  undertaken  at  public  events  and  shall  be  coordinated  with  other 
Neighborhood  Councils  when  appropriate. 


ARTICLE  VI  OFFICERS 

Section  1 :  Officers  of  the  Board  -  The  officers  of  the  Board  (“Officers”)  shall  include  the 
following  positions  which  all  together  comprise  the  Executive  Committee:  President,  Vice 
President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

Section  2:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  duties  of  the  Officers  are  as  follows  and  also  include 
such  additional  duties  as  may  be  adopted  by  official  action  of  the  Board: 

A.  The  President  shall  act  as  the  chief  executive  of  the  Council  and  shall  preside  at  all 
Council  meetings. 

The  President  shall: 

1.  Be  the  Chairperson  of  the  Board 

2.  Be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees; 

3.  Be  a  member  of  and  chair  of  the  Executive  committee; 

4.  Appoint,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board,  the  chairpersons  of  all  committees 

5.  Act  as  the  Spokesperson  for  the  Council  as  an  official  representative  to  the  public 
media  unless  otherwise  designated 

6.  Notify  the  Department  of  all  necessary  information  of  all  new  Board  members,  and 
carry  out  whatever  other  duties  may  be  required  by  the  Department. 

B.  The  Vice  President  shall: 

1.  Serve  in  place  of  the  President  if  the  President  is  unable  to  serve. 

The  Vice  President  shall: 

2.  Preside  in  absence  of  the  President 

3.  Shall  be  the  chairperson  of  the  Elections  Committee,  and  a  member  and  a  Vice  Chair 
of  the  Executive  Committee 

4.  Be  the  official  time-keeper  in  all  situations  requiring  time  limitations 

C.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  Board  meetings.  An  Alternate  Secretary  may  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  to  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  as  needed.  Unless  the 
person  serving  as  Alternate  Secretary  is  already  a  Board  member,  he  or  she  shall  not 
have  any  of  the  rights  of  a  Board  member,  including  the  right  to  vote  on  matters  before 
the  Council. 

The  Secretary  Shall: 

1  .Be  responsible  for  the  taking  and  preparation  of  the  minutes  for  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  to  have  the  Minutes  distributed  to  the  Board  in  at  least  two  (2)  weeks  after 
the  Board  meeting; 

2.  Post  a  notice  of  upcoming  Board  Meetings  in  at  least  one  (1)  publications  tailored  to 
reach  the  largest  number  of  identifiable  Stakeholders  in  the  area^

3.  Carry  out  other  secretarial  duties  as  may  be  or  stated  in  these  Bylaws  such  as 
keeping  track  of  Ethics,  Funding  and  Code  of  Conduct  training  compliance; 

4.  Shall  be  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  as  well  as  the  Outreach  and 
Community  Development  Committee 

D.  The  Treasurer  shall  maintain  the  records  of  the  Council's  finances  and  books  of 
accounts  and  perform  other  duties  in  accordance  with  the  Council's  Financial 
Management  Plan  and  the  Department’s  policies  and  procedures. 

The  Treasurer  shall: 

1.  Be  responsible  to  reconcile  all  funds  expended  by  the  North  Hollywood  Northeast 
Neighborhood  Council 

2.  Receive  and  disburse  all  Council  funds  and  give  an  account  of  finances  at  every 
regular  meeting  or  upon  request  of  any  Board  member; 

3.  Act  as  the  President  in  absence  of  the  President,  Vice  President  and  Secretary 

4.  Serve  on  the  Executive  Committee  and  be  a-member  of  the  Budget  and 
Appropriations  Committee 

5.  Provide  accounting  statements  or  other  reconciliation  as  required  by  the  Department 

6.  Have  other  duties  and  responsibilities  that  are  detailed  in  Article  IX  on  Finances 

Section  3:  Selection  of  Officers  - 

Officer  positions  shall  be  filled  every  two  (2)  years  at  the  first  official  Board  meeting  following 
their  election  or  selection  in  Board  election  years,  and  at  the  subsequent  one  (l)-year 
anniversary  mark  of  the  Officers’  election  in  Board  non-election  years. 

Section  4:  Officer  Terms  -  The  Officers  shall  serve  two  (2)  year  terms  and  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board.  They  may  stand  for  reelection  annually. 

ARTICLE  VII  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

All  Standing  and  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  established  by  the  Board.  Suggestions  for 
committees  may  come  from  Stakeholders  or  from  members  of  the  Board,  and  all  such 
suggestions  shall  be  voted  upon  by  the  Board. 

Section  1 :  Standing  Committees  -  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Council  are:  The 
Executive  Committee,  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  The  Outreach  and  Community 
Development  Committee,  The  Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee,  The  Elections  Committee, 
the  Youth  and  Minority  Development  Committee,  the  Bylaws  and  Rules  Committee. 

Section  2:  Ad  Hoc  Committees  -  The  Board  may  create  Ad  Hoc  Committees  as  needed  to 
deal  with  temporary  issues. 

Section  3:  Committee  Creation  and  Authorization 

A.  Committee  Authority  -  All  committee  recommendations  shall  be  brought  back  to 
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the  full  Board  for  discussion  and  action. 


B.  Committee  Structure  -  With  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Committee 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and  ratified  by  the  Board.  Standing 
Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  at  least  three  (3)  Board  members  and  may  include 
any  interested  Stakeholders.  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  three  (3)  or 
less  Board  members  and  may  include  any  interested  Stakeholders. 

C.  Committee  Appointment  -  All  Committee  Chairs  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  and  confirmed  by  the  Board.  Only  those  Committee  members  who  are  Board 
members  are  eligible  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  a  committee.  The  Chairs  shall  keep  a 
written  record  of  Committee  meetings  and  shall  provide  regular  reports  on  Committee 
matters  to  the  Board. 

D.  Committee  Meetings  -  Committee  meetings  are  subject  to  and  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act.  Minutes  should  should  be  taken  at  every  Committee 
meeting. 

E.  Changes  to  Committees  -  The  Board  may  establish,  disband  or  make  changes  as 
needed  to  any  Standing  or  Ad  Hoc  committee.  Any  such  action  by  the  Board  shall  be 
noted  in  the  Council  meeting  minutes. 

F.  Removal  of  Committee  Members  -  Committee  members  may  be  removed  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  they  were  appointed. 

ARTICLE  VIII  MEETINGS 

All  meetings,  as  defined  by  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section 
54950.5  etseq.),  shall  be  noticed  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  Act  and  all  other 
applicable  laws  and  governmental  policy. 

Section  1 :  Meeting  Time  and  Place  -  All  meetings  shall  be  held  within  the  Council 
boundaries  at  a  location,  date  and  time  set  by  the  Board.  A  calendar  of  regular  meetings  shall 
be  established  by  the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  of  each  calendar  year. 

A.  Regular  Meetings  -  Regular  Council  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  per 
quarter  and  may  be  held  more  frequently  as  determined  by  the  Board.  Prior  to  any 
action  by  the  Board,  there  shall  be  a  period  of  public  comment.  The  Board  shall 
determine  the  length  and  format  of  the  period  as  appropriate. 

B.  Special  Meetings  -  The  President  or  a  majority  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to  call 
a  Special  Council  Meeting  as  needed. 

Section  2:  Agenda  Setting  - 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  ratify  the  agenda  for  each  the  General  Board  Meeting  at  an 
executive  committee  meeting. 
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Only  Board  Members  may  request  an  item  be  put  on  the  agenda.  All  agenda  items  shall  have 
a  Board  Member  sponsor. 


Section  3:  Notifications/Postings  -  Notice  of  a  regular  meeting  shall  be  a  minimum  of  three 
(3)  days  (72  hours)  in  advance  of  the  meeting  and  at  least  one  (1)  day  (24  hours)  in  advance 
of  a  special  meeting.  At  a  minimum,  notice  shall  be  posted  at  the  Council’s  five  (5)  Public 
Notice  Locations  specified  on  the  NC’s  agendas,  on  its  website  (if  applicable)  and  emailed  out 
to  Stakeholders  if  the  Council  maintains  such  a  database.  Regular  and  Special  meeting 
agendas  shall  also  be  emailed  to  the  Department. 

Section  4:  Reconsideration 

The  Board  may  reconsider  or  amend  its  actions  through  the  following  Motion  for 
Reconsideration  process: 

a.  Before  the  Board  reconsiders  any  matter,  the  Board  must  approve  a  Motion  for 
Reconsideration.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  approved  by  official  action  of 
the  Board.  After  determining  that  an  action  should  be  reconsidered,  the  Board  has  the 
authority  to  re-hear,  continue,  or  take  action  on  the  item  that  is  the  subject  of 
reconsideration  within  any  limitations  that  are  stated  in  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration. 

b.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  brought,  and  the  Board's  approval  of 

a  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  occur,  either  during  the  same  meeting  where  the 
Board  initially  acted  or  during  the  Board's  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  that  follows 
the  meeting  where  the  action  subject  to  reconsideration  occurred.  The  Council  may 
also  convene  a  special  meeting  within  these  specified  time  frames  to  address  a  Motion 
for  Reconsideration. 

c.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  may  be  proposed  only  by  a  member  of  the 

Board  that  previously  voted  on  the  prevailing  side  of  the  original  action  that  was  taken 
by  the  Board  (the  "Moving  Board  Member"). 

d.  The  Moving  Board  Member  may  make  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  orally 
verbally 

during  the  same  meeting  where  the  action  that  is  the  subject  of  reconsideration 
occurred,  or  by  properly  placing  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  a 
meeting  that  occurs  within  the  allowed  specified  periods  of  time  as  stated  above. 

e.  In  order  to  properly  place  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  the 
subsequent  meeting,  the  Moving  Board  Member  shall  submit  a  memorandum  to  the 
Secretary  at  least  two  (2)  days  in  advance  of  the  deadline  for  posting  notices  for  the 
meeting.  The  memorandum  must  briefly  state  the  reason(s)  for  requesting  the 
reconsideration,  and  provide  the  Secretary  with  an  adequate  description  of  the 
matter(s)  to  be  re-heard  and  the  proposed  action  that  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  if 
the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is  approved. 
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f.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  that  is  properly  brought  before  the  Board  may 
be  seconded  by  any  member  of  the  Board. 


g.  This  reconsideration  process  shall  be  conducted  at  all  times  in  accordance 
with  the  Brown  Act. 


ARTICLE  IX  FINANCES 

A.  The  Board  shall  review  its  fiscal  budget  and  make  adjustments  as  needed  to  comply  with 
City  laws  and  City  administrative  rules,  and  to  keep  in  compliance  with  Generally  Accepted 
Accounting  Principles  and  the  City’s  mandate  for  the  use  of  standardized  budget  and  minimum 
finding  allocation  requirements. 

B.  The  Board  shall  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  appropriate  City 
officials  regarding  the  Council’s  finances,  where  the  term  “appropriate  City  officials”  means 
those  officials  and/or  agencies  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  who  have  authority  over 
Neighborhood  Councils. 

C.  All  financial  accounts  and  records  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  and  posted  on  the 
Council  website,  if  available. 

D.  Each  month,  the  Treasurer  shall  provide  to  the  Board  detailed  reports  of  the  Council’s 
accounts. 

E.  At  least  once  each  quarter,  the  President  and  at  least  one  (1)  other  individual  other  than 
the  Treasurer,  who  is  designated  by  the  Board,  shall  examine  the  Council’s  accounts  and 
attest  to  their  accuracy  before  submitting  the  documentation  to  the  Department  for  further 
review. 

F.  The  Council  will  not  enter  into  any  contracts  or  agreements  except  through  the  Department. 

ARTICLE  X  ELECTIONS 

Section  1 :  Administration  of  Election  -  The  Neighborhood  Council's  election  will  be 
conducted  pursuant  to  any  and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to 
Neighborhood  Council  elections. 

Section  2:  Governing  Board  Structure  and  Voting  -  The  number  of  Board  seats,  the 
eligibility  requirements  for  holding  any  specific  Board  seats,  and  which  Stakeholders  may  vote 
for  the  Board  seats  are  noted  in  Attachment  B. 

Section  3:  Minimum  Voting  Age  -  All  Community  Stakeholders  age  16  and  above  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  in  the  Neighborhood  Council  Elections. 

Section  4:  Method  of  Verifying  Stakeholder  Status 
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Voters  will  verify  their  Stakeholder  status  through  written  self-affirmation. 

Section  5:  Restrictions  on  Candidates  Running  for  Multiple  Seats 

A  candidate  shall  declare  their  candidacy  for  no  more  than  one  (1 )  position  on  the  Council  Board 
during  a  single  election  cycle. 

Section  6:  Other  Election  Related  Language 

Any  person  seeking  an  Election  to  the  Board  must  read  and  sign  a  statement  that  they  have 
read  and  understood  the  Bylaws  of  the  Council  and  shall  submit  to  the  Elections  Committee  a 
statement  of  one  hundred  (100)  words  maximum  indicating  why  they  desire  to  serve  as  a 
member  of  the  Board. 


ARTICLE  XI  GRIEVANCE  PROCESS 

A.  Any  grievance  by  a  Stakeholder  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  who  shall  cause 
the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular  Council  meeting. 

B.  At  that  meeting,  the  Board  shall  refer  the  matter  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Grievance  Panel  comprised 
of  three  (3)  Stakeholders  randomly  selected  by  the  Board  from  a  list  of  Stakeholders  who  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  serving  from  time-to-time  on  such  a  panel. 

C.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  of  the  panel’s  selection,  the  Board  shall  coordinate  a  time  and  place 
for  the  panel  to  meet  with  the  person(s)  submitting  a  grievance. 

D.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  following  such  meeting,  a  member  of  the  panel  shall  prepare  a  written 
report  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  outlining  the  panel's  collective 
recommendations  for  resolving  the  grievance.  The  Board  may  receive  a  copy  of  the  panel's 
report  and  recommendations  prior  to  a  Board  meeting,  but,  in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act, 
the  matter  shall  not  be  discussed  among  the  Board  members  until  it  is  heard  publicly  at  the 
next  regular  Council  meeting. 

E.  This  grievance  process  is  intended  to  address  matters  involving  procedural  disputes,  such 
as  the  Board's  failure  to  comply  with  Board  Rules  or  these  Bylaws.  It  is  not  intended  to  apply  to 
Stakeholders  who  merely  disagree  with  a  position  or  action  taken  by  the  Board  at  one  of  its 
meetings,  which  grievances  may  be  aired  publicly  at  Council  meetings. 

F.  The  North  Hollywood  Northeast  Neighborhood  Council  grievance  review  process  will  be 
conducted  pursuant  to  any  and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to 
Neighborhood  Council  grievances.  In  the  event  that  a  grievance  cannot  be  resolved  through 
this  grievance  process,  then  the  matter  may  be  referred  to  the  Department  for  consideration  or 
dispute  resolution  in  accordance  with  the  Plan. 

ARTICLE  XII  PARLIAMENTARY  AUTHORITY 
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The  Council  shall  use  the: 


Robert’s  rules  of  order  when  conducting  Council  meetings. 

Additional  rules  and/or  policies  and  procedures  regarding  the  conduct  of  the  Board  and/or 
Council  meetings  may  be  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII  AMENDMENTS 

A.  Any  Board  member  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  by  requesting  that  the 
Secretary  place  the  item  on  the  agenda. 

B.  Any  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  during  the  public  comment 
period  of  a  regular  Council  meeting. 

C.  Any  proposal  to  amend  the  Bylaws  shall  be  formalized  in  writing  and  noticed  on  the  agenda 
for  public  discussion  and  Board  vote  at  the  next  regular  Council  meeting. 

D.  An  amendment  to  these  bylaws  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  Board  members  present 
at  a  duly  noticed  general  or  special  meeting.  All  changes  shall  then  be  forwarded  to  the 
Department  for  review  and  approval. 

E.  Amendments  shall  not  be  valid,  final  or  effective  until  approved  by  the  Department.  Once 
approved,  any  changes  in  the  Bylaws  shall  become  effective  immediately. 

Any  Board  member  or  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws.  The  Board 
shall  forward  all  proposals  to  a  Bylaws  Committee  to  review  and  to  provide  recommendations 
to  the  Board. 


ARTICLE  XIV  COMPLIANCE 

The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders  shall  comply  with  these 
Bylaws  and  with  any  additional  Standing  Rules  or  Procedures  as  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  as  well  as  all  local,  county,  state  and  federal  laws,  including,  without 
limitation,  the  Plan  for  Citywide  System  of  Government  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  “the  Plan”), 
the  City  Code  of  Conduct,  the  City  Governmental  Ethics  Ordinance  ( Los  Angeles  Municipal 
Code  Section  49.5. 1),  the  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section  54950.5  et  seq.), 
the  Public  Records  Act,  the  American  Disabilities  Act,  and  all  laws  and  governmental  policies 
pertaining  to  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

Section  1 :  Code  of  Civility  -  The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community 
Stakeholders  shall  conduct  all  Council  business  in  a  civil,  professional  and  respectful  manner. 

Section  2:  Training  -  All  Board  members  shall  take  training  in  the  fundamentals  of 
Neighborhood  Council,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  ethics,  funding,  workplace  violence  and 
sexual  harassment  trainings  provided  by  the  City  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  being  seated,  or 
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they  will  lose  their  Council  voting  rights. 

Section  3:  Self-Assessment  -  Every  year,  the  Council  shall  conduct  a  self-assessment 
pursuant  to  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  the  Plan.

ARTICLE  I  NAME 

The  name  of  this  Neighborhood  Council  shall  be  the  North  Hollywood  North  East 
Neighborhood  Council  (“Council”). 


ARTICLE  II  PURPOSE 

Principles  of  Governance  -  The  purpose  of  the  Council  is  to  participate  as  a  body  on  issues 
concerning  our  neighborhood  and  regarding  the  governance  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  (“City”) 
in  a  transparent,  inclusive,  collaborative,  accountable  and  viable  manner. 

A.  The  MISSION  of  the  Council  is: 

1 .  To  act  as  A  forum  for  discussion  and  review  of  community  issues  and  projects 

2.  To  monitor  the  delivery  of  City  services  in  the  North  Hollywood  Northeast 
Neighborhood  Council  geographic  area; 

3.  To  work  with  other  organizations  in  North  Hollywood  and  the  surrounding  areas 
which  want  to  help  accomplish  their  objectives  or  projects,  and  which  the  North 
Hollywood  Northeast  Neighborhood  Council  desires  to  support  that  benefit  the 
Council;  and 

4.  To  engage  in  such  other  activities  for  the  betterment  of  North  Hollywood  Northeast 
Boundaries 


B.  The  POLICY  of  the  Council  is: 

1 .  To  respect  the  diversity,  dignity,  and  expression  of  views  of  all  individuals,  groups, 
and  organizations  within  the  community  and/or  involved  in  the  Council; 

2.  To  remain  non-partisan  with  respect  to  political  party  affiliation  and  inclusive  in  our 
operations  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  process  of  electing  or  selecting  the 
Board  of  Directors,  Officers,  and  committee  members,  as  hereinafter  set  forth; 

3.  To  utilize  the  Early  Notification  System  (ENS)  to  inform  the  Council  and  Community 
Stakeholders  of  matters  involving  the  City  and  our  community  in  a  way  that  is 
tailored  to  provide  opportunities  for  involvement  in  the  decision-making  process; 

4.  To  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  participate  in  activities  of  the  Council; 

5.  To  prohibit  discrimination  against  any  individual  or  group  in  our  operations  on  the 
basis  of  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  orientation, 
age,  disability,  marital  status,  income,  homeowner/renter  status,  or  political 
affiliation;  and 

6.  To  have  fair,  open,  and  transparent  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  all  Council 
business. 


ARTICLE  III  BOUNDARIES 
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The  Council  covers  a  geographic  area  described  below. 


Section  1 :  Boundary  Description  -  The  boundaries  include  the  boundaries  of  adjacent 
Neighborhood  Councils  and  include  those  areas  of  the  City  within  the  following  lines  of 
demarcation: 

A.  North  - 

1.  Roscoe  Boulevard  between  Whitsett  Avenue  and  Lankershim  Boulevard; 

2.  Cantara  Street  between  Lankershim  Boulevard  and  Irvine  Avenue; 

3.  Strathern  Street  between  Irvine  Avenue  and  Tujunga  Avenue; 

4.  Sherman  Way  between  Tujunga  Avenue  and  Vineland  Avenue; 

5.  Along  Burbank  city  lines  between  Vineland  Avenue  and  Clybourn  Avenue. 

B.  East  - 

1 .  Lankershim  Boulevard  between  Roscoe  Boulevard  and  Cantara  Street; 

2.  Irvine  Avenue  between  Cantara  Street  and  Strathern  Street; 

3.  Tujunga  Avenue  between  Strathern  Street  and  Sherman  Way; 

4.  Vineland  Avenue  between  Sherman  Way  and  Burbank  city  lines;  and 

5.  Clybourn  Avenue  between  Burbank  city  lines  and  Vanowen  Street. 

C.  South  - 

1 .  Vanowen  Street  between  Whitsett  Avenue  and  Burbank  city  lines. 

D.  West  - 

1 .  Whitsett  Avenue  between  Vanowen  Street  and  Roscoe  Boulevard. 

The  boundaries  of  the  Council  are  set  forth  in  Attachment  A  -  Map  of  North  Hollywood 
Northeast  Neighborhood  Council. 

Section  2:  Internal  Boundaries  -  Not  applicable. 

ARTICLE  IV  STAKEHOLDER 

Neighborhood  Council  membership  is  open  to  all  Stakeholders.  “Stakeholders”  shall  be 
defined  as  those  who  live,  work  or  own  real  property  in  the  neighborhood  and  also  to  those 
who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a  community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as 
a  person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and  ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood 
Council’s  boundaries  and  who  may  be  in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited 
to,  educational,  non-profit  and/or  religious  organizations. 

ARTICLE  V  GOVERNING  BOARD 

The  Board  of  Directors  (“the  Board”)  shall  be  the  Governing  Body  of  the  Council  within  the 
meaning  of  that  term  as  set  forth  in  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils 
(“the  Plan”). 

Section  1:  Composition  -  The  Board  shall  consist  of  fifteen  (15)  Stakeholders  elected, 
selected  or  appointed  by  the  Board  and/or  Community  Stakeholders.  The  composition  of  the 
Board  shall  be  as  follows: 
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A.  Resident  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (5)  -includes  residential  property  owners 
and  renters  who  reside  in  this  Council  area.  Open  to  Stakeholders  eighteen  (18)  years 
of  age  or  older  who  own  or  rent  a  residence  and  which  is  located  within  the  NC 
boundaries. 

B.  Business  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  eighteen  (18) 
years  of  age  or  older  who  work  or  own  a  business  or  business  property  within  the  NC 
boundaries,  includes  owners  who  have  City  business  licenses. 

C.  Organizational  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  eighteen 
(1 8)  years  of  age  or  older  who  participate  in  a  religious  institution,  educational 
institution,  community  organization,  non-profit  organization,  neighborhood  association, 
school/parent  group,  faith  based  group,  senior  group,  youth  group,  arts  association, 
service  organization,  boys  or  girls  club,  cultural  group,  or  environmental  group  within 
the  NC  boundaries. 

D.  At-Large  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (5)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  at  least 
eighteen  (18)  years  of  age. 

1 .  At-Large  Community  Stakeholder  -  four  (4)  seats 

2.  At-Large  Community  Interest  Stakeholder  -  one  (1)  seat 

E.  Youth  Board  Member  (1)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  between  the  ages  of  fourteen 
(14)  and  eighteen  (18).  If  less  than  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age,  the  Youth  Board 
member  shall  be  precluded  from  voting  on  matters  regarding  the  expenditure  of  funds, 
contracts,  or  recommendations  to  enter  into  contracts. 


No  single  Stakeholder  group  shall  hold  a  majority  of  Board  seats  unless  extenuating 
circumstances  exist  and  are  approved  by  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment 
(“Department”). 

Section  2:  Quorum  -  The  quorum  shall  be  seven  (7)  members  of  the  Board.  No  floating 
quorums  are  allowed. 

Section  3:  Official  Actions  -  A  simple  majority  vote  by  the  Board  members  present  not 
including  abstentions  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum  shall  be  required  to  take  official 
action,  unless  specified  otherwise  in  these  Bylaws. 

Section  4:  Terms  and  Term  Limits  -  Board  members  shall  serve  a:  Four  year  staggered 
term  (with  exception  of  the  youth  seat  which  will  be  on  a  two-year  term  commencing  after 
being  seated.)  Board  members  may  only  serve  eight  (8)  consecutive  years  on  the  Board. 

The  Board  shall  maintain  a  list  of  Board  Members  and  their  corresponding  seats  based  on  the 
following:

At-Large  Member  Seat  4 

Section  5:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  primary  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be  to  govern  the 
Council  and  to  carry  out  its  objectives.  No  individual  member  of  the  Board  shall  speak  for  the 
Board  or  otherwise  publicly  represent  a  Board  position  unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  these 
bylaws  or  by  official  action  of  the  Board.  The  Board  may,  by  official  action,  delegate  to  any 
individual  the  authority  to  present  before  any  public  body  a  standing  Council  position 
previously  adopted  by  the  Board  or  a  statement  that  the  Council  has  had  insufficient  time  to 
develop  a  position  or  recommendation  on  a  matter  before  that  body.  Such  authority  may  be 
revoked  at  any  time  by  the  Board.  In  addition,  all  board  members  are  accountable  and 
responsible  for  the  proper  expenditure  of  public  funds 


Section  6:  Vacancies  -  Vacancies  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  using  the  following  procedure: 


Board  Fills  Vacancies 


A.  Any  Stakeholder  interested  in  filling  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  submit  a  written 
application  prescribed  by  the  Board  to  the  Secretary. 

B.  The  Board  shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

C.  The  Board  shall  vote  on  the  application  at  the  meeting.  If  multiple  applications  for 
one  seat  have  been  submitted,  the  candidate  with  the  most  votes  wins. 

D.  The  candidate  who  wins  shall  fill  the  remaining  term  of  the  Board  seat  unless  an 
election  or  selection  occurs  sooner. 

E.  In  no  event  shall  a  vacant  seat  be  filled  where  a  general  election  is  scheduled  to 
occur  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  date  that  a  written  application  is  presented  to  the 
Board. 

F.  All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  within  60-days  of  any  resignation  or  removal. 

Section  7:  Absences  -  Any  Board  Member  who  misses  three  (3)  regularly  scheduled 
consecutive  Neighborhood  Council  Governing  Board  Meetings  or,  four  (4)  total  Governing 
Board  Meetings  during  any  twelve  (12)  month  period  will  be  automatically  removed  from  the 
Board.  Each  Council  Board  Member’s  absence  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Council’s  Meeting 
Minutes  or  other  manner  of  Council  record  keeping.  Upon  missing  the  required  number  of 
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Board  Meetings  for  removal,  the  Council  Presiding  Officer  shall  notify  the  Board  Member  of  the 
absences  and  place  on  the  agenda  the  removal  of  the  Board  Member.  At  a  regular  or  special 
Board  meeting  the  Board  shall  determine  the  validity  of  the  absences  before  taking  action  to 
remove  the  Board  Member.  Any  meeting  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  Governing  Board, 
scheduled  and  noticed  as  per  the  Brown  Act,  where  a  quorum  of  the  Board  is  present,  shall 
constitute  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  determining  Board  Member  attendance. 

Section  8:  Censure  -  The  Council  can  take  action  to  publically  reprimand  a  Board  member 
for  actions  conducted  in  the  course  of  Council  business  by  censuring  the  Board  member  at  a 
Council  Board  meeting.  Censures  shall  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  discussion  and  action. 
Any  Action  must  be  discussed  with  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney  prior  to  being  placed  on  the 
agenda  for  discussion  and  action. 

Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members  -  The  Council  shall  consult  with  the 
Office  of  the  City  Attorney  throughout  any  Board  removal  process.  Board  members  may  be 
removed  in  the  following  ways: 

A.  Petition  by  Stakeholders-  A  Board  member  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
submission  of  a  written  petition  to  the  Secretary,  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the 
Board  member  to  be  removed,  ii)  a  description,  in  detail,  of  the  reason  for  removal,  and 
iii)  the  valid  signatures  of  fifty  (50)  Stakeholders. 

1 .  Upon  receipt  of  a  written  petition  for  removal,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  the 
matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  the  next  regular 
Council  meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Board  member  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of 
the  attending  Board  Members. 

3.  The  Board  Member  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the 
right  to  deliver  to  Board  Members  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to 
speak  at  the  Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of 
the  quorum,  nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

B.  Petition  by  Board  -  A  Board  Member  may  be  removed  from  the  Board  for  good 
cause,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  disruptive  conduct;  interfering  with  Council 
business;  violations  of  the  Bylaws,  Operating  Procedures  or  Code  of  Conduct  following 
a  Board  Member’s  submission  to  the  Board  of  a  petition  which  includes:  i)  the  identity 
of  the  Board  Member  to  be  removed,  ii)  states  the  reason  for  removal  by  identifying  the 
violation  of  the  internal  rules  or  procedures  and  specifies  the  conduct  of  the  person. 

1 .  The  petition  shall  be  delivered  simultaneously  to  all  Board  Members  and  the 
matter  placed  on  the  agenda  and  scheduled  for  a  vote  at  the  next  regular  Board 
Meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Board  member  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of 
the  attending  Board  Members. 
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3.  The  Board  Member  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the 
right  to  deliver  to  Board  Members  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to 
speak  at  the  Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of 
the  quorum,  nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

4.  The  Board  member  being  removed  must  first  have  been  censured  by  the 
Board  once  for  the  same  action  before  a  Petition  by  the  Board  for  removal  shall 
be  considered  by  the  Council. 

If  the  vote  for  removal  is  affirmative,  the  position  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  filled  via  the 
Council’s  vacancy  clause. 

Section  10:  Resignation  -  Any  Board  Member  or  Board  Officer  may  resign  at  any  time  by 
submitting  a  written  or  electronic  resignation  to  any  Board  Officer  and  one  (1)  other  Board 
member  or  Officer,  and  that  seat  shall  be  filled  in  accordance  with  Section  6  of  this  Article. 

Section  11:  Community  Outreach  - 

The  Council  shall  direct  that  a  system  of  outreach  be  instituted  to  inform  Stakeholders  as  to 
the  existence  and  activities  of  the  Council,  including  its  Board  elections,  to  find  future  leaders 
of  the  Council,  and  to  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  seek  leadership  positions  within  the 
Council. 

In  addition,  the  Board  shall  create,  or  shall  cause  to  be  created,  a  marketing  plan  to  solicit 
participation  from  Stakeholders.  The  plan  may  include,  for  example,  the  creation  of  flyers, 
postcards,  pamphlets  and  other  related  materials.  It  may  also  include  e-mail  blasts  to  various 
organizations  including  a  regularly  scheduled  e-blast  to  local  government  officials  and  to  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Neighborhood  Watch,  Home  Owners’  Association  and  other  local 
organizations  as  determined  by  the  Board. 

Outreach  also  should  be  undertaken  at  public  events  and  shall  be  coordinated  with  other 
Neighborhood  Councils  when  appropriate. 

ARTICLE  VIOFFICERS 

Section  1 :  Officers  of  the  Board  -  The  officers  of  the  Board  (“Officers”)  shall  include  the 
following  positions  which  all  together  comprise  the  Executive  Committee:  President,  Vice 
President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

Section  2:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  duties  of  the  Officers  are  as  follows  and  also  include 
such  additional  duties  as  may  be  adopted  by  official  action  of  the  Board: 

A.  The  President  shall  act  as  the  chief  executive  of  the  Council  and  shall  preside  at  all 
Council  meetings. 

The  President  shall: 

1 .  Be  the  Chairperson  of  the  Board 

2.  Be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees; 
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3.  Be  a  member  of  and  chair  of  the  Executive  committee; 

4.  Appoint,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board,  the  chairpersons  of  all  committees 

5.  Act  as  the  Spokesperson  for  the  Council  as  an  official  representative  to  the  public 
media  unless  otherwise  designated 

6.  Notify  the  Department  of  all  necessary  information  of  all  new  Board  members,  and 
carry  out  whatever  other  duties  may  be  required  by  the  Department. 

B.  The  Vice  President  shall: 

1 .  Serve  in  place  of  the  President  if  the  President  is  unable  to  serve. 

The  Vice  President  shall: 

2.  Preside  in  absence  of  the  President 

3.  Shall  be  the  chairperson  of  the  Elections  Committee,  and  a  member  and  a  Vice  Chair 
of  the  Executive  Committee 

4.  Be  the  official  time-keeper  in  all  situations  requiring  time  limitations 

C.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  Board  meetings.  An  Alternate  Secretary  may  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  to  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  as  needed.  Unless  the 
person  serving  as  Alternate  Secretary  is  already  a  Board  member,  he  or  she  shall  not 
have  any  of  the  rights  of  a  Board  member,  including  the  right  to  vote  on  matters  before 
the  Council. 

The  Secretary  Shall: 

1  .Be  responsible  for  the  taking  and  preparation  of  the  minutes  for  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  to  have  the  Minutes  distributed  to  the  Board  in  at  least  two  (2)  weeks  after 
the  Board  meeting; 

2.  Post  a  notice  of  upcoming  Board  Meetings  in  at  least  one  (1)  publications  tailored  to 
reach  the  largest  number  of  identifiable  Stakeholders  in  the  areav 

3.  Carry  out  other  secretarial  duties  as  may  be  or  stated  in  these  Bylaws  such  as 
keeping  track  of  Ethics,  Funding  and  Code  of  Conduct  training  compliance; 

4.  Shall  be  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  as  well  as  the  Outreach  and 
Community  Development  Committee 

D.  The  Treasurer  shall  maintain  the  records  of  the  Council's  finances  and  books  of 
accounts  and  perform  other  duties  in  accordance  with  the  Council's  Financial 
Management  Plan  and  the  Department’s  policies  and  procedures. 

The  Treasurer  shall: 

1 .  Be  responsible  to  reconcile  all  funds  expended  by  the  North  Hollywood  Northeast 
Neighborhood  Council 

2.  Receive  and  disburse  all  Council  funds  and  give  an  account  of  finances  at  every 
regular  meeting  or  upon  request  of  any  Board  member; 

3.  Act  as  the  President  in  absence  of  the  President,  Vice  President  and  Secretary 

4.  Serve  on  the  Executive  Committee  and  be  a-member  of  the  Budget  and 
Appropriations  Committee 

5.  Provide  accounting  statements  or  other  reconciliation  as  required  by  the  Department 

6.  Have  other  duties  and  responsibilities  that  are  detailed  in  Article  IX  on  Finances 

Section  3:  Selection  of  Officers  - 
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Officer  positions  shall  be  filled  every  two  (2)  years  at  the  first  official  Board  meeting  following 
their  election  or  selection  in  Board  election  years,  and  at  the  subsequent  one  (1  )-year 
anniversary  mark  of  the  Officers’  election  in  Board  non-election  years. 


Section  4:  Officer  Terms  -  The  Officers  shall  serve  two  (2)  year  terms  and  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board.  They  may  stand  for  reelection  annually. 

ARTICLE  VIICOMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

All  Standing  and  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  established  by  the  Board.  Suggestions  for 
committees  may  come  from  Stakeholders  or  from  members  of  the  Board,  and  all  such 
suggestions  shall  be  voted  upon  by  the  Board. 

Section  1 :  Standing  Committees  -  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Council  are:  The 
Executive  Committee,  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  The  Outreach  and  Community 
Development  Committee,  The  Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee,  The  Elections  Committee, 
the  Youth  and  Minority  Development  Committee,  the  Bylaws  and  Rules  Committee. 

Section  2:  Ad  Hoc  Committees  -  The  Board  may  create  Ad  Hoc  Committees  as  needed  to 
deal  with  temporary  issues. 

Section  3:  Committee  Creation  and  Authorization 

A.  Committee  Authority  -  All  committee  recommendations  shall  be  brought  back  to 
the  full  Board  for  discussion  and  action. 

B.  Committee  Structure  -  With  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Committee 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and  ratified  by  the  Board.  Standing 
Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  at  least  three  (3)  Board  members  and  may  include 
any  interested  Stakeholders.  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  three  (3)  or 
less  Board  members  and  may  include  any  interested  Stakeholders. 

C.  Committee  Appointment  -  All  Committee  Chairs  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  and  confirmed  by  the  Board.  Only  those  Committee  members  who  are  Board 
members  are  eligible  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  a  committee.  The  Chairs  shall  keep  a 
written  record  of  Committee  meetings  and  shall  provide  regular  reports  on  Committee 
matters  to  the  Board. 

D.  Committee  Meetings  -  Committee  meetings  are  subject  to  and  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act.  Minutes  should  should  be  taken  at  every  Committee 
meeting. 

E.  Changes  to  Committees  -  The  Board  may  establish,  disband  or  make  changes  as 
needed  to  any  Standing  or  Ad  Hoc  committee.  Any  such  action  by  the  Board  shall  be 
noted  in  the  Council  meeting  minutes. 
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F.  Removal  of  Committee  Members  -  Committee  members  may  be  removed  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  they  were  appointed. 


ARTICLE  VIIIMEETINGS 

All  meetings,  as  defined  by  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section 
54950.5  et  seq.),  shall  be  noticed  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  Act  and  all  other 
applicable  laws  and  governmental  policy. 

Section  1 :  Meeting  Time  and  Place  -  All  meetings  shall  be  held  within  the  Council 
boundaries  at  a  location,  date  and  time  set  by  the  Board.  A  calendar  of  regular  meetings  shall 
be  established  by  the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  of  each  calendar  year. 

A.  Regular  Meetings  -  Regular  Council  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  per 
quarter  and  may  be  held  more  frequently  as  determined  by  the  Board.  Prior  to  any 
action  by  the  Board,  there  shall  be  a  period  of  public  comment.  The  Board  shall 
determine  the  length  and  format  of  the  period  as  appropriate. 

B.  Special  Meetings  -  The  President  or  a  majority  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to  call 
a  Special  Council  Meeting  as  needed. 

Section  2:  Agenda  Setting  - 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  ratify  the  agenda  for  each  the  General  Board  Meeting  at  an 
executive  committee  meeting. 

Only  Board  Members  may  request  an  item  be  put  on  the  agenda.  All  agenda  items  shall  have 
a  Board  Member  sponsor. 

Section  3:  Notifications/Postings  -  Notice  of  a  regular  meeting  shall  be  a  minimum  of  three 
(3)  days  (72  hours)  in  advance  of  the  meeting  and  at  least  one  (1)  day  (24  hours)  in  advance 
of  a  special  meeting.  At  a  minimum,  notice  shall  be  posted  at  the  Council’s  five  (5)  Public 
Notice  Locations  specified  on  the  NC’s  agendas,  on  its  website  (if  applicable)  and  emailed  out 
to  Stakeholders  if  the  Council  maintains  such  a  database.  Regular  and  Special  meeting 
agendas  shall  also  be  emailed  to  the  Department. 

Section  4:  Reconsideration 

The  Board  may  reconsider  or  amend  its  actions  through  the  following  Motion  for 
Reconsideration  process: 

a.  Before  the  Board  reconsiders  any  matter,  the  Board  must  approve  a  Motion  for 
Reconsideration.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  approved  by  official  action  of 
the  Board.  After  determining  that  an  action  should  be  reconsidered,  the  Board  has  the 
authority  to  re-hear,  continue,  or  take  action  on  the  item  that  is  the  subject  of 
reconsideration  within  any  limitations  that  are  stated  in  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration. 

b.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  brought,  and  the  Board's  approval  of 
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a  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  occur,  either  during  the  same  meeting  where  the 
Board  initially  acted  or  during  the  Board's  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  that  follows 
the  meeting  where  the  action  subject  to  reconsideration  occurred.  The  Council  may 
also  convene  a  special  meeting  within  these  specified  time  frames  to  address  a  Motion 
for  Reconsideration. 

c.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  may  be  proposed  only  by  a  member  of  the 

Board  that  previously  voted  on  the  prevailing  side  of  the  original  action  that  was  taken 
by  the  Board  (the  "Moving  Board  Member"). 

d.  The  Moving  Board  Member  may  make  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  orally  - 
verbally 

during  the  same  meeting  where  the  action  that  is  the  subject  of  reconsideration 
occurred,  or  by  properly  placing  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  a 
meeting  that  occurs  within  the  allowed  specified  periods  of  time  as  stated  above. 

e.  In  order  to  properly  place  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  the 
subsequent  meeting,  the  Moving  Board  Member  shall  submit  a  memorandum  to  the 
Secretary  at  least  two  (2)  days  in  advance  of  the  deadline  for  posting  notices  for  the 
meeting.  The  memorandum  must  briefly  state  the  reason(s)  for  requesting  the 
reconsideration,  and  provide  the  Secretary  with  an  adequate  description  of  the 
matter(s)  to  be  re-heard  and  the  proposed  action  that  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  if 
the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is  approved. 

f.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  that  is  properly  brought  before  the  Board  may 
be  seconded  by  any  member  of  the  Board. 

g.  This  reconsideration  process  shall  be  conducted  at  all  times  in  accordance 
with  the  Brown  Act. 


ARTICLE  IX  FINANCES 

A.  The  Board  shall  review  its  fiscal  budget  and  make  adjustments  as  needed  to  comply  with 
City  laws  and  City  administrative  rules,  and  to  keep  in  compliance  with  Generally  Accepted 
Accounting  Principles  and  the  City’s  mandate  for  the  use  of  standardized  budget  and  minimum 
finding  allocation  requirements. 

B.  The  Board  shall  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  appropriate  City 
officials  regarding  the  Council’s  finances,  where  the  term  “appropriate  City  officials”  means 
those  officials  and/or  agencies  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  who  have  authority  over 
Neighborhood  Councils. 

C.  All  financial  accounts  and  records  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  and  posted  on  the 
Council  website,  if  available. 

D.  Each  month,  the  Treasurer  shall  provide  to  the  Board  detailed  reports  of  the  Council’s 
accounts. 
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E.  At  least  once  each  quarter,  the  President  and  at  least  one  (1 )  other  individual  other  than 
the  Treasurer,  who  is  designated  by  the  Board,  shall  examine  the  Council’s  accounts  and 
attest  to  their  accuracy  before  submitting  the  documentation  to  the  Department  for  further 
review. 

F.  The  Council  will  not  enter  into  any  contracts  or  agreements  except  through  the  Department. 

ARTICLE  X  ELECTIONS 

Section  1:  Administration  of  Election  -  The  Neighborhood  Council's  election  will  be 
conducted  pursuant  to  any  and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to 
Neighborhood  Council  elections. 

Section  2:  Governing  Board  Structure  and  Voting  -  The  number  of  Board  seats,  the 
eligibility  requirements  for  holding  any  specific  Board  seats,  and  which  Stakeholders  may  vote 
for  the  Board  seats  are  noted  in  Attachment  B. 

Section  3:  Minimum  Voting  Age  -  All  Community  Stakeholders  age  16  and  above  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  in  the  Neighborhood  Council  Elections. 

Section  4:  Method  of  Verifying  Stakeholder  Status 

Voters  will  verify  their  Stakeholder  status  through  written  self-affirmation. 

Section  5:  Restrictions  on  Candidates  Running  for  Multiple  Seats 

A  candidate  shall  declare  their  candidacy  for  no  more  than  one  (1)  position  on  the  Council 
Board  during  a  single  election  cycle. 

Section  6:  Other  Election  Related  Language 

Any  person  seeking  an  Election  to  the  Board  must  read  and  sign  a  statement  that  they  have 
read  and  understood  the  Bylaws  of  the  Council  and  shall  submit  to  the  Elections  Committee  a 
statement  of  one  hundred  (100)  words  maximum  indicating  why  they  desire  to  serve  as  a 
member  of  the  Board. 


ARTICLE  XI  GRIEVANCE  PROCESS 

A.  Any  grievance  by  a  Stakeholder  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  who  shall  cause 
the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular  Council  meeting. 

B.  At  that  meeting,  the  Board  shall  refer  the  matter  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Grievance  Panel  comprised 
of  three  (3)  Stakeholders  randomly  selected  by  the  Board  from  a  list  of  Stakeholders  who  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  serving  from  time-to-time  on  such  a  panel. 

C.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  of  the  panel’s  selection,  the  Board  shall  coordinate  a  time  and  place 
for  the  panel  to  meet  with  the  person(s)  submitting  a  grievance. 
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D.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  following  such  meeting,  a  member  of  the  panel  shall  prepare  a  written 
report  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  outlining  the  panel's  collective 
recommendations  for  resolving  the  grievance.  The  Board  may  receive  a  copy  of  the  panel's 
report  and  recommendations  prior  to  a  Board  meeting,  but,  in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act, 
the  matter  shall  not  be  discussed  among  the  Board  members  until  it  is  heard  publicly  at  the 
next  regular  Council  meeting. 

E.  This  grievance  process  is  intended  to  address  matters  involving  procedural  disputes,  such 
as  the  Board's  failure  to  comply  with  Board  Rules  or  these  Bylaws.  It  is  not  intended  to  apply  to 
Stakeholders  who  merely  disagree  with  a  position  or  action  taken  by  the  Board  at  one  of  its 
meetings,  which  grievances  may  be  aired  publicly  at  Council  meetings. 

F.  The  North  Hollywood  Northeast  Neighborhood  Council  grievance  review  process  will  be 
conducted  pursuant  to  any  and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to 
Neighborhood  Council  grievances.  In  the  event  that  a  grievance  cannot  be  resolved  through 
this  grievance  process,  then  the  matter  may  be  referred  to  the  Department  for  consideration  or 
dispute  resolution  in  accordance  with  the  Plan. 

ARTICLE  XII  PARLIAMENTARY  AUTHORITY 

The  Council  shall  use  the: 

Robert’s  rules  of  order  when  conducting  Council  meetings. 

Additional  rules  and/or  policies  and  procedures  regarding  the  conduct  of  the  Board  and/or 
Council  meetings  may  be  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII  AMENDMENTS 

A.  Any  Board  member  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  by  requesting  that  the 
Secretary  place  the  item  on  the  agenda. 

B.  Any  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  during  the  public  comment 
period  of  a  regular  Council  meeting. 

C.  Any  proposal  to  amend  the  Bylaws  shall  be  formalized  in  writing  and  noticed  on  the  agenda 
for  public  discussion  and  Board  vote  at  the  next  regular  Council  meeting. 

D.  An  amendment  to  these  bylaws  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  Board  members  present 
at  a  duly  noticed  general  or  special  meeting.  All  changes  shall  then  be  forwarded  to  the 
Department  for  review  and  approval. 

E.  Amendments  shall  not  be  valid,  final  or  effective  until  approved  by  the  Department.  Once 
approved,  any  changes  in  the  Bylaws  shall  become  effective  immediately. 
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Any  Board  member  or  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws.  The  Board 
shall  forward  all  proposals  to  a  Bylaws  Committee  to  review  and  to  provide  recommendations 
to  the  Board. 


ARTICLE  XIV  COMPLIANCE 

The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders  shall  comply  with  these 
Bylaws  and  with  any  additional  Standing  Rules  or  Procedures  as  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  as  well  as  all  local,  county,  state  and  federal  laws,  including,  without 
limitation,  the  Plan  for  Citywide  System  of  Government  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  “the  Plan”), 
the  City  Code  of  Conduct,  the  City  Governmental  Ethics  Ordinance  ( Los  Angeles  Municipal 
Code  Section  49.5.1),  the  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section  54950.5  et  seq.), 
the  Public  Records  Act,  the  American  Disabilities  Act,  and  all  laws  and  governmental  policies 
pertaining  to  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

Section  1 :  Code  of  Civility  -  The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community 
Stakeholders  shall  conduct  all  Council  business  in  a  civil,  professional  and  respectful  manner. 

Section  2:  Training  -  All  Board  members  shall  take  training  in  the  fundamentals  of 
Neighborhood  Council,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  ethics,  funding,  workplace  violence  and 
sexual  harassment  trainings  provided  by  the  City  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  being  seated,  or 
they  will  lose  their  Council  voting  rights. 

Section  3:  Self-Assessment  -  Every  year,  the  Council  shall  conduct  a  self-assessment 
pursuant  to  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  the  Plan.

On  Standing  Rules 

a)  The  North  Hollywood  Northeast’s  Standing  Rules  purpose  is  to  clarify  or  better  define 
portions  of  the  North  Hollywood  Northeast  Bylaws,  Board  procedures  and  processes,  or  to 
establish  information  about  the  Board's  operations  that  may  be  of  assistance  to  stakeholders  of 
the  North  Hollywood  Northeast. 

b)  The  North  Hollywood  Northeast  Standing  Rules  is  a  living  document  that  can  be  added  upon 
and  modified  by  action  of  the  Board. 

c)  The  North  Hollywood  Northeast  Standing  Rules  shall  be  available  for  review  in  their  latest 
version  on  the  North  Hollywood  Northeast’s  website. 

Meeting  Information 

a)  North  Hollywood  Northeast  meets  the  3«  Thursday  of  every  month  at  7pm 

b)  The  General  Board  Meeting  location  is  the  Los  Angeles  Fire  Station  89’s  Training  Room 
7063  Laurel  Canyon  North  Hollywood,  CA  91605 

Website  Information 

a)  The  North  Hollywood  Northeast’s  website  is  NHNENC.org 

Time-limitations 

a)  During  public  comment,  each  public  speaker  is  limited  to  no  more  than  3  minutes  of 
comments  per  specific  agenda  item  or  during  general  public  comments  period. 

b)  In  the  event  that  there  are  too  many  speakers  on  an  item  to  accommodate  within  the  given 
time-frame  allocated  to  the  item,  the  President  may  limit  the  time  further  to  allow  each  speaker 
to  have  a  chance  to  comment,  have  speakers  cards  written  into  the  public  record  or  to  conduct 
a  straw  poll  as  is  necessary  to  receive  comment  from  stakeholders. 

a)  Each  Board  member  has  no  more  than  3  minutes  on  each  agenda  item  or  during  Board 
member  comment. 


Executive  Officers 


a)  Since  Executive  Officers  cannot  hold  two  roles  at  the  same  time,  in  the  event  that  an 
Executive  Officer  assumes  the  role  of  the  President  in  absence  of  the  President,  they  will 
temporarily  abandoned  their  role  as  Executive  Officer  under  any  other  title. 

Rules  for  Participation  on  a  Committee 

a)  Board  Members  shall  serve  on  a  minimum  of  two  (2)  committees. 

b)  Each  council  member  shall  be  appointed  to  a  Standing  Committee.  No  member  shall  be 
removed  from  a  committee  once  appointed  to  it  except  by  the  consent  of  the  Board. 

c)  Committee  Chairs:  The  President  shall  appoint  one  member  to  serve  as  Chair  of  each 
Standing  Committee  no  later  than  the  second  meeting  of  the  new  term.  The  Chair  of  a 
committee  shall  be  considered  a  full  voting  member  of  the  committee. 

d)  Additional  Committee  Officers:  Each  Committee  shall  elect  a  Vice  Chair  from  its  membership 
at  its  first  meeting  following  the  complete  appointment  of  elected  members  to  committees,  and 
again  at  such  times  the  office  might  become  vacant.  Additionally,  members  may  be  designated 
by  the  committee  or  the  Chair. 

e)  Standing  Committee  Chairs  shall  be  responsible  for  such  duties  typical  of  the  office  chair, 
including  coordinating  committee  meetings,  recording  the  attendance  of  committee  members, 
and  preparing  committee  reports  for  the  Council.  All  committee  Chairs  shall  provide  the 
President  and  Board  a  strategic  plan  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  assuming  role  per  committee 
approval.  Standing  committee  Chairs  shall  also  perform  duties  pertaining  to  their  committees  by 
request  of  the  President,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Bylaws. 

f)  The  Vice-Chair  shall  fulfill  the  duties  of  the  Chair  in  absence  of  the  Chair. 

g)  Standing  Committees  shall  be  responsible  for  the  consideration  of  all  questions  referred  to 
them  by  the  council  or  the  President, -as  well  the  creation  of  reports  and  making  of 
recommendations  in  the  interest  of  the  stakeholders  of  North  Hollywood  Northeast. 

h)  Membership  size  requirements  for  standing  committees:  At  no  time  shall  any  standing 
committee  be  composed  of  less  than  three  (3)  board  members  and  any  stakeholders,  or  less 
than  prescribed  elsewhere  in  these  rules.  Should  membership  of  a  committee  fall  below  its 
allotted  minimum,  the  President  shall  inform  the  council  and  seek  members  who  wish  to  transfer 
to  the  committee. 

i)  Any  new  Standing  Committee  amended,  shall  be  re-assessed  mid-year  to  ensure 
effectiveness.  No  committee  can  be  dissolved  without  a  vote  from  the  majority  of  the  Board. 

Standing  Committee  Definitions 

a)  Executive  Committee:  Consists  of  only  Executive  Officers  and  all  meetings  of  its  members 
will  be  agendized  as  joint  “Executive  Committee  and  General  Board”  meetings  as  long  as  the 
Board’s  quorum  remains  seven  (7).  The  purpose  of  the  Executive  Committee  is  to  recommend 
agenda  items  and  craft  the  agenda. 

b)  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  Shall  ensure  the  responsible  expenditure  of  public  funds. 
The  committee  shall  review  expenditures,  advise  the  Treasurer  and  other  officials  on  spending

I  hope  you've  been  well!  Thanks  again  for  your  commitment  to  facilitating  a  fair  and  open 
election  on  our  subdivision  application!  I  know  this  process  has  and  will  continue  to  take  up  a 
lot  of  time  and  energy  from  your  staff-but  nothing  more  empowers  a  neighborhood  than 
allowing  its  stakeholders  to  democratically  determine  their  own  destiny. 

First,  I  wanted  to  reiterate  my  hope  that  the  election  proceed  on  May  22nd  and  not  be  moved 
to  Sunday  June  3rd.  Not  only  would  the  latter  date's  proximity  to  finals  inhibit  student 
participation:  holding  an  election  on  a  Sunday  would  exclude  tens  of  thousands  of  students, 
faculty,  staff,  and  business  workers  who  commute  to  Westwood  only  on  weekdays.  Indeed,  it 
appears  our  opponents  are  reguesting  that  the  election  be  held  on  a  Sunday  precisely  in  order 
to  exclude  the  voices  of  non-residents. 

Secondly,  I  wanted  to  inguire  how  Vote-by-mail  would  work.  This  voting  method  should  only  be 
offered  if  it  can  be  administered  fairly.  In  order  for  it  to  be  administered  fairly,  every 
stakeholder  would  need  to  have  egual  access  to  this  voting  method.  That  would  reguire  either 
1)  DONE  send  mail  ballots  not  only  to  homeowners,  but  also  every  renter,  every  one  of  the  tens 
of  thousands  of  students  living  in  dorms,  every  person  who  works,  goes  to  school  in,  or 


participates  in  a  Westwood  organization,  etc.  I  realize  this  would  be  logistically  challenging; 
but  sending  ballots  only  to  homeowners  would  be  so  patently  unfair  that  it  would  be  worse 
than  not  offering  VBM  at  all,  which  raises  the  possibility  of  2)  Not  mailing  VBM  to  anyone,  but 
allowing  any  stakeholder  to  reguest  a  VBM  ballot  either  online  or  by  written  application  that 
could  be  distributed  at  your  information  sessions  and  perhaps  by  opponents  and  proponents  of 
the  subdivision. 

Thirdly,  what  if  any  verification  method  would  you  require  for  VBM?  It's  important  that  the 
method  must  not  be  easier  to  satisfy  for  one  stakeholder  group  than  another.  If  Homeowners 
could  just  stick  in  their  water  bill,  workers  should  be  able  to  stick  in  a  pay  stub,  and  members 
of  the  UCLA  community  should  be  able  to  stick  in  a  copy  of  their  Bruin  Card  (which  is  a  UCLA 
photo  ID).  It  would  not  be  fair  to  impose  a  more  cumbersome  process,  such  as  obtaining  copies 
of  transcripts,  letters  from  the  Registrar  or  employers,  etc.

Hi  Gibson, 


I  am  writing  this  to  you  on  Wednesday,  April  18,  one  full  week  since  our  last  board  meeting  where  we 
discussed  many  things,  all  of  which  you  told  us  you  would  be  getting  back  to  us  by  Friday.  I  didn't  hear 
from  you  on  Friday  and  sent  you  an  email.  We  still  have  not  heard  one  word  from  you  about  any  of  the 
items  we  discussed  at  the  board  meeting  and  via  emails  after  that  meeting,  even  after  two  more  email 
requests  from  me  for  you  to  contact  us. 


According  to  DONE's  rules  of  conduct,  this  kind  of  thing  isn't  supposed  to  happen.  You  are  required  to 
answer  our  questions  and  stay  in  contact  with  us  as  our  DONE  representative,  is  that  not  correct?  This 
lack  of  communication  to  us  by  your  office  is  not  right,  and  not  proper. 


So  let  me  remind  you  of  what  we  are  seeking  answers  to: 


1).  Per  your  letter  below,  you  talk  of  the  2  community  meetings.  We  are  unsure  if  you  mean  two  TOTAL 
community  meetings  or  two  in  our  boundaries  and  two  in  WW  Forward's  boundaries.  Your  department  has 
not  discussed  this  detail  with  us.  We  see  that  there  has  been  a  meeting  scheduled  at  Damoka  Rug,  which 
is  a  business  on  Westwood  Blvd  that  is  currently  in  our  boundaries,  and  proposed  to  be  in  NWWNC 
boundaries  if  they  win  an  election.  The  issue,  as  very  clearly  stated  to  you  is  that  this  is  a  business  that 
has  NO  parking  available,  so  it  should  NOT  be  a  proper  site  to  house  a  community  meeting.  The  reason 
that  NWWNC  formation  cmte  has  asked  for  this  location  is  that  it  is  owned  and  operated  by  Alex  Helmi, 
who  is  a  very  vocal  supporter  of  WW  Forward.  A  community  meeting  should  be  held  in  a  place  where 
public  parking  is  available,  and  we  believe  should  not  be  held  by  a  private  business  that  is  clearly 
supporting  one  side,  both  privately  and  publicly.  There  is  NO  available  metered  parking  there,  it  is  scarce 
on  any  day  of  the  week.  This  is  NOT  an  appropriate  venue  and  we  have  asked  that  it  be  moved.  Please 
clarify  how  many  community  meetings  there  are  to  be  scheduled,  and  what  you  will  be  doing  to  choose 
these  sites.  We  were  told  we  would  be  a  part  of  that  process,  but  just  as  we  were  told  by  Mike  Fong,  that 
we  would  be  a  part  of  the  process  for  choosing  the  election  date,  we  clearly  were  not. 


2).  I  emailed  you,  as  promised,  on  Thursday,  April  12,  2018  after  getting  confirmation  from  the  Westwood 
Presbyterian  Church  that  we  could  NOT  do  the  election  there,  so  I  told  you  to  go  ahead  with  the  Westwood 
Rec  Center,  which  you  said  had  been  reserved  by  the  City  Clerk.  I  asked  for  confirmation  of  that  and  if 
they  had  made  full  arrangement  with  the  park  manager  and  staff.  There  is  a  reason  for  seeking  that 
confirmation,  we  need  to  let  our  stakeholders  know  where  the  election  sites  are  NOW,  and  at  our  second 
to  last  election  at  the  park,  no  one  showed  up  to  open  doors  or  have  the  community  room  available.  We 
had  to  have  the  election  in  the  hallways.  We  want  to  make  sure  everything  has  been  asked  for  and  will  be 
ready  to  go.  The  election  is  just  a  month  away. 


3).  We  have  asked  both  Grayce  Liu  and  Mike  Fong  to  attend  our  last  two  monthly  board  meetings,  and 
they  have  chosen  not  to  do  so.  We  have  asked  again  to  have  them  be  at  our  meeting  on  May  9th.  We  have 
heard  nothing  back  from  you  on  this.  It  is  important  that  they  be  there.  They  seem  to  have  chosen  to 
have  you  represent  the  department's  viewpoints  over  the  past  many  weeks,  yet  now,  we  are  not  even 
hearing  from  YOU.  You  have  been  ill-prepared  at  our  meetings  when  we  have  questions,  even  those 
submitted  in  advance  of  the  meeting,  so  having  Grayce  and  Mike  there  will  be  very  important. 


4).  We  have  asked  for  explanation  from  the  City  Attorney  about  our  qualifications  for  having  Westwood 
Village  be  a  "shared  resource”  between  the  two  councils,  should  WW  Forward  win  their  election.  We 
qualify  under  every  criteria  for  shared  resources  in  Article  3,  which  is  familiar  to  you,  Mike,  Grayce,  and 
the  City  Attorney,  per  Sandy  Brown's  letter  and  our  unanimously  passed  boundary  resolution  of  last  week. 
It  was  of  great  concern  that  you  mentioned  last  week  that  it  would  be  discussed  after  the  election,  and  if 


WW  Forward  won,  that  they  could  "agree"  to  shared  boundaries.  That  is  not  proper,  nor  listed  anywhere  in 
Article  3  or  in  the  subdivision  rules.  We  qualify  in  every  way  to  share  Westwood  Village,  and  just  because 
a  group  has  come  in  to  try  and  take  it,  does  not  make  the  fact  that  it  is  in  our  boundaries  any  different. 
They  have  no  say  on  whether  it  is  a  shared  boundary  area,  it  meets  all  the  criteria  to  be  one.  Please  get 
that  explanation  to  us  as  you  promised. 


It  is  of  great  concern,  and  also  huge  disappointment  that  we  find  ourselves  in  this  situation,  Gibson.  We 
have  been  asking  for  your  department's  feedback  and  replies,  and  we  receive  nothing.  How  is  this 
reasonable  or  proper?  You  are  there  solely  to  support  Neighborhood  Councils.  WE  ARE  NOT  BEING 
SUPPORTED  BY  YOU,  OR  DONE!

Good  afternoon  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council, 

Thank  you  for  agendizing  the  boundary  adjustment  to  include  the  cemetery  for  our  April  11, 2018  meeting.  If  it  passes,  we  will  work 
with  the  board  to  submit  a  boundary  adjustment  application  to  the  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners,  which  will  hopefully  pass 
prior  to  the  subdivision  election.  The  other  boundary  adjustments  for  shared  resources  will  not  be  considered  until  the  conclusion  of 
the  subdivision  election  when  we  know  whether  or  not  there  will  be  a  North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council.  Also,  please  note  that 
Westwood  Village  cannot  be  a  shared  because  only  areas  designed  for  public  use,  such  as  a  park,  school,  library,  police  or  fire 
station,  major  thoroughfare,  or  contains  a  landmark  or  facility  with  historical  significance,  can  be  shared  between  Neighborhood 
Councils.  Although  Westwood  Village  may  have  a  landmark  or  facility  with  historical  significance  within  the  area,  it  does  not  qualify  the 
whole  village  as  a  shareable  asset  per  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney. 


As  for  the  May  22nd  election  date,  we  considered  the  issues  for  both  the  May  22nd  and  June  3rd  date.  Based  on  feedback  we 
received  from  the  Formation  Committee  and  businesses,  a  weekend  election  date  was  harder  because  businesses  would  not  be  open 
and  the  June  3rd  starts  to  encroach  into  the  finals  schedule  for  UCLA  students.  From  those  who  supported  the  June  3rd  date,  the 
main  concern  was  for  those  who  could  not  go  to  a  polling  location  because  they  worked.  Because  we  could  mitigate  the  concern  for 
June  3rd  more,  we  maintained  the  original  May  22nd  election  date.  We  have  worked  with  the  City  Clerk  to  extend  polling  hours  from  4 
to  6  hours  and  to  conduct  the  election  from  2  pm  to  8  pm  so  those  who  work  would  have  time  to  vote  after  work.  In  addition,  because 
we  could  not  offer  online  voting,  City  Clerk  will  have  a  vote-by-mail  option  as  well  for  anyone  who  cannot  vote  at  the  polls. 


We  would  like  to  schedule  2  community  outreach  meetings  outside  of  the  proposed  North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council,  but  within 
the  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council’s  existing  boundaries  in  the  next  few  months.  In  addition,  we  will  need  a  polling  location  in  this 
area  as  well  for  the  May  22nd  polling  location.  I  am  happy  to  take  recommendations  for  dates  and  locations  from  board  members 
during  my  time  on  the  agenda  unless  the  board  wants  to  take  formal  action  to  select  everything.  In  that  case,  the  board  can  call  a 
special  meeting  for  April  11th  to  take  this  action.

Ultimately,  the  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  makes  the  final  determination 
on  boundaries  based  on  the  findings  presented  in  the  Department's  report  and  based  on  the  evidence  obtained  at  the  public  hearing 
on  the  matter.  As  we  previously  stated,  the  Department  has  not  been  presented  sufficient  evidence  that  would  support  making  a 
recommendation  to  the  Commission  for  Westwood  Village  to  be  a  shared  boundary.  According  to  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney,  if  the 
subdivision  is  granted,  the  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  ("Commission")  will  be  required  to  make  factual  findings  supported 
by  sufficient  evidence  that  any  overlap  is  "designed  for  a  public  use,  such  as  a  park,  school,  library,  police  or  fire  station,  major 
thoroughfare,  or  contains  a  landmark  or  facility  with  historical  significance."  (Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils  Art. 
Ill  §  (2)(a).)  Based  on  the  absence  of  sufficient  demonstrable  evidence,  the  Department  does  not  agree  that  the  area  may  be 
shared. 


In  addition,  the  Department  would  not  be  supportive  of  including  large  swaths  of  the  City  into  shared  areas  absent  specific  and 
detailed  findings.

As  we  previously  stated,  the  Department  has  not  been  presented  sufficient  evidence  that  would  support  making  a 
recommendation  to  the  Commission  for  Westwood  Village  to  be  a  shared  boundary.  According  to  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney,  if  the 
subdivision  is  granted,  the  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  ("Commission")  will  be  required  to  make  factual  findings  supported 
by  sufficient  evidence  that  any  overlap  is  "designed  for  a  public  use,  such  as  a  park,  school,  library,  police  or  fire  station,  major 
thoroughfare,  or  contains  a  landmark  or  facility  with  historical  significance."  (Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils  Art. 
Ill  §  (2)(a).)  Based  on  the  absence  of  sufficient  demonstrable  evidence,  the  Department  does  not  agree  that  the  area  may  be 
shared. 


In  addition,  the  Department  would  not  be  supportive  of  including  large  swaths  of  the  City  into  shared  areas  absent  specific  and 
detailed  findings.  The  general  argument  that  an  area  is  historical  without  further  specific  evidence  for  the  landmarks  or  facilities  in  the 
area  could  lead  to  unintended  consequences  of  having  Neighborhood  Councils  make  a  land  grab  throughout  the  City.  Los  Angeles 
has  large  swaths,  if  not  its  entirety,  that  could  be  considered  historical  as  a  general  matter.  The  Department  would  not  support 
recommending  to  the  Commission  that  it  include  shared  areas  based  on  the  general  argument  that  an  area  is  "historical"  without 
additional  and  specific  evidence  for  each  facility  and  landmark  therein.

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Background 

The  first  ever  WESTWOODSTOCK  music  festival  was  held  Memorial  Day  Weekend  2017,  May  26  and  27.  This 
two-day  celebration  of  music  was  held  in  North  Westwood  Village  at  620  Landfair  Avenue  (Sigma  Alpha  Mu 
fraternity  house).  The  inaugural  event  drew  more  than  300  music  lovers  and  featured  over  34  musical  acts. 

Our  goal  now  is  to  grow  this  music  festival  and  to  bring  it  to  the  heart  of  Westwood  Village.  By  doing  so,  we 
hope  to  bring  the  energy,  excitement,  and  vibrancy  of  live  music  to  Westwood  Village.

In  order  to  create  a  pedestrian-friendly  and  safe  environment,  House  of  Balloons,  will  seek  the  support  of 
Broxton  Avenue  businesses,  to  obtain  a  temporary  street  closure  permit  from  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  which 
would  allow  us  to  temporarily  close-off  a  portion  of  Broxton  Avenue  to  vehicular  traffic,  between  Weyburn 
and  Kinross  avenues.  (Note:  vehicular  access  in  and  out  of  the  city's  Broxton  Parking  Garage  will  remain 
open  throughout  the  duration  of  the  festival,  as  it  is  for  the  weekly  Westwood  Village  Farmers'  Market  on 
Thursdays.) 

We  seek  to  partner  with  the  WVIA  and  the  Westwood  Village  business  community  to  underwrite  and  promote 
this  event.

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BEST  PRACTICES  FOR  SOCIAL  MEDIA 

Part  1  -  Account  Setup  &  Administration 


Neighborhood  Council  social  media  accounts  need  to  be  able  to  be  accessed  by  multiple 
people  and  passed  down  from  one  person  to  the  next  as  boardmembers  change.  Here's  how  to 
facilitate  that: 

•  Don't  lose  access  when  board  membership  changes  or  when  people  are  out  of  town:  tie 

social  media  accounts  to  an  official  (vs  personal)  email  address  that  does  not  change  no  ^ 
matter  who  is  on  the  board.  Use  a  generic,  enduring  address  like  OutreachChair@YourNC. 
com  or  lnfo@YourNC.com  rather  than  one  that  is  specific  to  a  certain  individual,  such  as 
AlfredENeumann@YourNC.com.  Advantages  include: 

»  If  the  person  maintaining  your  social  media  accounts  is  unavailable,  you  can  do  a 
password  reset  to  the  shared  email  address  and  regain  access 
»  Multiple  people  can  share  the  social  media  workload 

»  PRA  requests  related  to  your  Council's  social  media  will  not  delve  into  your  personal 
email  or  social  media  accounts 

•  Usernames:  should  be  short  but  clear  about  who  you  are 

•  Profile/header  images:  Use  your  logo  for  small  profile  pics  and  a  pic  of  your  board  for  the 
larger,  wider  cover  images  on  apps  like  Facebook  and  Twitter. 

TIP:  images  can  be  very  small  on  social  media  apps,  especially  profile  photos,  which  can 
be  as  small  as  %"  in  diameter.  One  quick  way  to  see  if  your  flyers  and  profile  pics  still  make 
sense  when  they  are  very  small  is  to  email  them  to  yourself  and  look  at  them  on  your  phone 
before  sharing  them  with  the  public. 


ACCOUNT  SETTINGS  &  ADMINISTRATION 


•  Turn  off  posts  from  non-administrators 

Consider  using  a  social  media  disclaimer  on  NC  accounts  (e.g.  "Retweet  does  not  = 
endorsement”).  See  the  Social  Media  Policy  section  at  the  end  of  this  guide  for  a  sample 
disclaimer  from  the  City  Attorney's  office. 


No  need  to  have  an  account  on  every  single  platform 


A  few  well-maintained  accounts  mean  more  than  multiple  accounts  with  missing  or  outdated  info. 


BEST  PRACTICES  FOR  SOCIAL  MEDIA 

Part  2  -  Posting  and  Content  Tips 


When  to  post:  day  of  week/time  of  day  can  affect  the  number  of  people  who  see ; 

Post  when  people  have  time  to  look  at  their  social  media  accounts:  Weekdays  befoL _ 

during  lunchtime  /  after  work  are  good  posting  times,  as  are  weekend  daytimes. 

>  in  advance  use  your  time  efficiently  by  writing  post  content  and  gathering 
graphics  by  doing  some  pre-assembly  of  your  social  media  posts  for  a  few  days  or  a  week 
ahead. 

Cross-promoting  vs  cross-posting  It’s  better  to  take  the  time  to  repost  content  individually 
and  tailor  your  presentation  to  each  outlet’s  parameters,  vs  cross-posting  automatically. 

For  example,  if  you  use  the  Share  to  Twitter  button  on  Instagram,  the  tweet  that  is  created 
only  contains  a  link  with  no  picture.  Very  few  people  will  care  enough  to  open  that  mystery 
link.  It’s  much  more  exciting  to  share  the  actual  picture  to  Twitter  directly.  You  can  still  save 
composition  time  by  copying  and  pasting  the  caption  you  created  into  Twitter,  then  editing  to 
fit  Twitter's  character  count  limit  if  needed. 

Commenting  be  aware  of  the  potential  for  accidental  serial  meetings  that  violate  the  Brown 
Act,  if  too  many  board  or  committee  members  comment  on  a  post 

Responding  to  comments:  stakeholders  may  comment  on  your  social  media  posts  the  way 
they  would  during  the  public  comment  section  of  a  meeting.  As  with  public  comments,  it 
may  not  always  be  necessary  to  respond  to  every  comment  someone  makes.  Don't  worry 
about  pulling  down  negative  comments  unless  they  are  profane  or  otherwise  offensive.  Build 
stakeholder  engagement  by  liking  responses  that  are  not  negative,  and  thanking  people  for 
commenting,  when  you  can.  In  particular,  thank  people  who  take  time  to  share  your  posts. 


Event  invitations  &  flyers:  Checklist  of  elements 

These  should  be  brief  but  complete.  Include  the  following  to  make  sure  someone  can  find  your 
event;  park;  and  get  in  the  door  with  only  the  info  in  your  post  to  guide  them: 

Event  name 
Sponsor/host  name(s) 

Date  +  day  of  week 
Start  &  end  times 
Parking  info 

Brief  summary  of  what  event  is  about 

#Hashtags: 

Are  a  social  media  indexing  tool  that  help  people  find  your  posts. 

Shortlinks: 

Reduce  long,  awkward  links  for  social  media  &  print  use.  Custom  short  links  can  also  allow  you  to  track 
interactions.

SOCIAL  MEDIA  POLICY  /  DISCLAIMER 


Posting  a  Social  Media  Policy  on  your  website  and  social  media  accounts  is  a  good  way  to 
shape  stakeholder  interactions  and  expectations. 

For  Twitter  and  Instagram,  something  short  and  simple  such  as  Repost  does  not  equal 
endorsement1  is  all  you  have  room  for. 

For  your  website  and  Facebook,  you  have  more  space  for  a  fuller  statement  of  policy.  Below 
is  a  version  of  the  policy  on  the  Los  Angeles  City  Attorney's  website  that  has  been  adapted  for 
Neighborhood  Council  use.  (To  see  the  original  City  Attorney's  policy,  visit 

https://www.lacityattorney.org/careers  and  scroll  down.)

First  and  foremost  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment,  we  would  like  to  thank  you  for 
your  assistance  in  completing  your  NC  2017/2018  Inventory.  As  you  are  aware,  in  February  2009,  the 
Department  was  directed  by  the  Education  and  Neighborhoods  Committee  to  more  closely  analyze  the 
Neighborhood  Council  purchases  and  complete  a  Neighborhood  Council  system-wide  inventory.  Since  2009, 
Neighborhood  Councils  using  City  funds  to  purchase  items  were  requested  to  keep  track  of  those  items  as 
inventory.

I  saw  the  proposed  WWNC  bylaw  changes,  and  I  just  wanted  to  communicate  the  following 
concerns  you  should  be  aware  of: 

1 .  Their  boundary  changes  do  not  reflect  the  boundaries  put  forward  in  our  subdivision  proposal, 
in  that  they  seek  to  reassert  jurisdiction  over  the  East  side  of  Hilgard,  north  of  Westholme.  This 
concerns  us  because  the  UCLA  Hillel  and  University  Religious  Conference  at  UCLA,  which  are 
important  parts  of  our  community,  are  both  north  of  Westholme.  We  would  also  assert  that 
Hilgard  is  a  natural  boundary,  and  they  are  now  seeking  to  gerrymander  our  district  to  exclude 
all  of  the  single-family  homes  north  of  Strathmore  on  Hilgard. 

2.  We  are  concerned  that  they  are  defining  our  Council  area  as  within  their  proprietary 
boundaries  and  simply  "excluded  from  the  area  covered  solely  by  WWNC"  raising  an  ambiguity 
as  to  whether  they  might  jointly  control  these  areas.  We  would  prefer  it,  if  they  simply  re¬ 
described  their  northern  boundary  as  abutting  ours. 

3.  We  are  concerned  that  their  proposal  for  shared  boundaries  is  contrary  to  the  will  of  the 
voters  and  presents  a  jurisdictional  nightmare.  Westwood  Forward  campaigned  to  liberate  the 
business  districts  from  the  control  of  WWNC,  which  we  believe  has  stifled  business  in  the  area; 
and  the  majority  of  the  voters  agreed.  Their  proposal  would  silence  our  voters,  as  they  would 
continue  to  have  control  of  this  area,  and  there  would  be  nothing  our  voters  could  ever  do  to 
change  that.  Additionally,  it  would  be  a  nightmare  for  every  single  business  to  have  to  appear 
before  twice  as  many  NC  and  Land  Use  committee  meetings. 

WWNC  may  validly  argue  that  many  homeowners  who  have  been  excluded  from  our  boundaries 
still  have  a  stake  in  some  of  these  business.  We  acknowledge  this  argument,  but  would  say  then 
that  such  a  homeowner  could  also  be  considered  as  a  stakeholder  for  our  new  council,  and  could 
run  for  at-large  seats,  declaring  an  interest  in  our  businesses,  just  as,  e.g.,  a  homeowner  from 
Palms  could  run  for  an  organizational  seat  if  she  were  a  member  of  the  Hammer  Museum.  It 
would  not  be  appropriate  for  Palms  NC  to  declare  UCLA/Westwood  a  shared  resource  simply 
because  hundreds  of  their  stakeholders  also  have  a  stake  in  this  area-but  that's  the  precedent 
that  granting  WWNC's  shared  resource  reguest  would  set. 

4.  WWNC  proposes  to  reduce  renter  seats  from  4  to  2,  while  maintaining  4  homeowner  seats. 
They're  also  re-defining  "homeowner"  as  owning  a  single-family  home,  so  owners  of 
condominiums  aren't  eligible  for  any  residential  seat.  I  seriously  doubt  single-family-home- 
owners  outnumber  all  other  residents  2  to  1.  They're  also  making  terms  4  years  (so  replacements 
are  chosen  by  the  existing  board  rather  than  the  community)  and  are  making  business  seats  only 
open  to  owners/managers,  thereby  excluding  workers.  All  of  these  measures  appear  to  simply  be 
a  way  of  ensuring  that  the  group  that  currently  controls  the  council  retains  control  in  perpetuity, 
and  to  minimize  the  possibility  that  other  groups  might  win  seats  at  the  table  through 
democratic  processes.

Thank  you  for  your  emails.  Unfortunately,  a  server  crash  several  years  ago  eliminated  any  records  we  had 
on  the  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  boundary  determinations  and  any  possible  list  that  might 
have  existed  of  Neighborhood  Councils  with  shared  boundaries  though  we  are  not  aware  that  such  a 
document  ever  existed.  The  only  way  to  determine  this  information  now  is  to  review  all  97  bylaws,  which 
we  do  not  have  the  staff  resources  to  do  at  this  time. 


Here  are,  however,  several  examples  from  Neighborhood  Council  bylaws  that  we  are  currently  reviewing 
for  bylaw  amendments. 

For  instance,  the  Arroyo  Seco  Neighborhood  Council  has  shared  boundaries  with  the  following:

2.  LA-32  Neighborhood  Council  Ernest  E.  Debs  Regional  Park 

3.  Lincoln  Heights  Neighborhood  Council  Heritage  Square 

4.  Historic  Highland  Park  Neighborhood  Council  Cultural  sites  on  Figueroa  Street  from  Ave  42  to  Ave  49 
Casa  Adobe  (near  Ave  49)  Zeigler  House  (near  Ave  46)  Sycamore  Grove  Park  (S.  Ave  49)  Ramona  Hall  (N. 
Ave  45) 


Because  boundaries  must  remain  compact  and  contiguous,  any  shared  areas,  including  buildings  of 
historical  significance,  have  been  on  the  border  between  Neighborhood  Councils.

Ad  hoc  or  “temporary"  committees  are  treated  differently  under  the  Act.  Ad  hoc 
committees  are  not  subject  to  the  notice  and  posting  requirements  of  the  Act  so  long  as 
the  committee 

■  is  comprised  solely  of  members  of  the  governing  body,  i.e.,  the  committee 
may  not  contain  individuals  other  than  the  members  of  the  governing 
body; 

■  consists  of  less  than  the  number  of  board  members  who,  if  present  at  a 
meeting,  would  be  able  to  make  a  decision,  (e.g.,  if  a  Neighborhood 
Council  has  21  board  members,  a  quorum  of  1 1  and  makes  decisions  by 
a  majority  of  those  board  members  present  at  a  meeting,  then  as  few  as  6 
board  members  would  have  the  ability  to  make  a  decision;  therefore,  the 
ad  hoc  committee  should  be  comprised  of  less  than  the  majority  or,  as 
stated  in  this  example,  less  than  6  board  members); 

■  has  a  defined  purpose  and  a  time  frame  to  accomplish  that  purpose;  and 

■  is  advisory,  i.e.,  the  committee  has  not  been  delegated  any  decision¬ 
making  power  and  will  be  returning  to  the  full  board  on  its 
recommendation.  See,  Joiner  v.  City  of  Sepastopol  (1981)  125  Cal  App. 
3d  799. 

Ad  hoc  committees  are  commonly  used  in  City  government.  For  example,  the 
President  of  a  City  commission  or  the  commission  itself  might  choose  to  appoint  three 
or  fewer  commissioners  (depending  upon  the  size  and  quorum  of  the  board)  to  evaluate 
and  report  on  a  particular  issue  or  subject  relevant  to  that  commission.  Once  that 
committee  has  completed  its  work,  the  committee  is  then  disbanded.

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ARTICLE  I  NAME 

The  name  of  this  Neighborhood  Council  shall  be  the  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council 
(“WWNC”  or  “Council”). 


ARTICLE  II  PURPOSE 

Principles  of  Governance  -  The  purpose  of  the  Council  is  to  participate  as  a  body  on  issues 
concerning  our  neighborhood  and  regarding  the  governance  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles 
(“City”)  in  a  transparent,  inclusive,  collaborative,  accountable  and  viable  manner. 

A.  The  MISSION  of  the  Council  is: 

1 .  To  preserve  and  enhance  the  value  of  business  and  homeowner  properties  in 
Westwood  and  to  preserve  Westwood’s  status  as  a  highly  desirable  and 
important  residential,  business,  educational,  cultural,  and  entertainment  center. 


2.  To  provide  an  inclusive  and  open  forum  for  public  discussion  of  issues  of  interest 
to  the  Council,  including  City  governance,  the  needs  of  the  Council,  the  delivery 
of  City  services  to  the  Council  area,  and  other  matters  of  a  City  wide  nature; 

3.  To  advise  the  City  on  issues  of  interest  to  the  Council,  including  City  governance, 
the  needs  of  the  Council,  the  delivery  of  City  services  to  the  Council  area,  and 
other  matters  of  a  City  wide  nature; 

4.  To  initiate,  execute  and  support  projects  for  the  physical,  social  and  cultural 
improvement  of  the  Council  area;  and 

5.  To  facilitate  communication  between  the  City  and  Community  Stakeholders  on 
issues  of  concern  to  the  community  and/or  the  Stakeholders. 

B.  The  POLICY  of  the  Council  is: 

1 .  To  respect  the  diversity,  dignity,  and  expression  of  views  of  all  individuals, 
groups,  and  organizations  within  the  community  and/or  involved  in  the  Council; 

2.  To  remain  non-partisan  with  respect  to  political  party  affiliation  and  inclusive  in 
our  operations  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  process  of  electing  or  selecting 
the  Board  of  Directors,  Officers,  and  committee  members,  as  hereinafter  set 
forth; 

3.  To  utilize  the  Early  Notification  System  (ENS)  to  inform  the  Council  and 
Community  Stakeholders  of  matters  involving  the  City  and  our  community  in  a 
way  that  is  tailored  to  provide  opportunities  for  involvement  in  the  decision¬ 
making  process; 
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4.  To  encourage  all  Community  Stakeholders  to  participate  in  activities  of  the 
Council; 

5.  To  prohibit  discrimination  against  any  individual  or  group  in  our  operations  on  the 
basis  of  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual 
orientation,  age,  disability,  marital  status,  income,  homeowner/renter  status,  or 
political  affiliation;  and 

6.  To  have  fair,  open,  and  transparent  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  all  Council 
business. 


ARTICLE  III  BOUNDARIES 

The  Council  covers  the  geographic  area  described  below. 

Section  1 :  Boundary  Description  -  The  boundaries  abut  the  boundaries  of  adjacent 
Neighborhood  Councils  and  include  those  areas  of  the  City  within  the  following  lines  of 
demarcation:. 

A.  North  -  the  south  side  of  Sunset  Boulevard  from  the  border  of  Beverly  Hills 
on  the  east  to  the  1-405  Freeway  on  the  west. 

B.  South  -  the  north  side  of  Santa  Monica  Boulevard  extending  from  the  western 
boundary  of  the  city  of  Beverly  Hills  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Country  Club  to  the  1-405  Freeway  (inclusive  of  Cotner  Avenue.) 

C.  East  -  the  western  boundary  of  the  city  of  Beverly  Hills  from  Sunset 
Boulevard  (south  side)  to  Santa  Monica  Boulevard  (north  side). 

D.  West  -  the  eastern  side  of  the  1-405  Freeway  between  Santa  Monica 
Boulevard  (north  side)  and  Sunset  Boulevard  (south  side)  excluding  the 
Veteran’s  Administration  property. 

The  boundaries  of  the  Council  are  set  forth  in  Attachment  A  -  Map  of  Westwood 
Neighborhood  Council. 

Section  2:  Internal  Boundaries  -  Not  applicable. 


ARTICLE  IV  STAKEHOLDER 

Neighborhood  Council  membership  is  open  to  all  Stakeholders.  “Stakeholders”  shall  be 
defined  as  those  who  live,  work  or  own  real  property  in  the  neighborhood  and  also  those 
who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a  community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a 
person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and  ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood 
Council’s  boundaries  and  who  may  be  in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited 
to,  educational,  non-profit  and/or  religious  organizations.  Members  of  the  Council  shall  be 
referred  to  as  “Community  Stakeholders.” 


ARTICLE  V  GOVERNING  BOARD 

The  governing  body  of  the  WWNC  shall  be  the  Board  of  Directors  (“Board”)  within  the 
meaning  of  that  term  as  set  forth  in  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood 
Councils  (“Plan”). 
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Section  1:  Composition  -  The  Board  shall  be  composed  of  nineteen  (19)  Directors  aged 
seventeen  (17)  years  or  older  who  are  selected,  elected  or  appointed  for  Seats  or  Groups  with 
specific  constituencies  as  enumerated: 


A.  Owner  Residential  Group  -  Directors  who  reside  in  single  owner-occupied 
dwellings  or  own  residential  property  within  the  WWNC  boundaries.  There  will  be 
four  (4)  Directors  from  this  Group  filling  Seats  1-4. 

B.  Rental  Residential  Group  -  Directors  who  rent  their  residence  within  the  WWNC 
boundaries.  There  will  be  four  (4)  Directors  from  this  Group  filling  Seats  5-8. 

C.  Business  Group  -  Directors  who  own,  operate  or  work  for  businesses  within  the 
WWNC  boundaries.  There  will  be  four  (4)  Directors  from  this  Group  filling  Seats  9- 
12. 

D.  Seat  13:  Student  -  Director  must  be  currently  enrolled  full-time  as  an  undergraduate 
or  graduate  student  in  a  university  or  college 

E.  Seat  14:  Faculty  or  Staff  -  Director  must  work  full  time  as  a  faculty  or  staff  member 
of  a  university  or  college. 

F.  Seat  15:  Educational  Community  -  Director  must  be  a  Stakeholder  who  may 
currently  be  a  parent,  teacher  or  administrator  in  the  K-12  school  community,  public 
or  private,  within  the  WWNC  boundaries. 

G.  Seat  16:  Non-Profit/Arts/Culture/Recreational  Community  -  Director  must  be  a 
Stakeholder  who  may  be  a  member  of,  or  works  with  a  non-profit,  arts  or  cultural 
organization  located  within  the  WWNC  boundaries 

H.  Seat  17:  Faith  Based  Community  -  Director  must  be  a  Stakeholder  who  may  be 
currently  a  leader  such  as  clergy,  laity,  staff,  or  volunteer  in  a  faith  based  institution 
located  within  the  WWNC  boundaries. 

I.  Seat  18:  At  Large  -  Director  must  be  a  Stakeholder  who  lives,  works  or  owns  real 
property  in  the  neighborhood  or  those  who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a 
community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a  person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and 
ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood  Council’s  boundaries  and  who  may  be 
in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  educational,  non-profit 
and/or  religious  organizations. 

J.  Seat  19:  At  Large  -  Director  must  be  a  Stakeholder  who  lives,  works  or  owns  real 
property  in  the  neighborhood  or  those  who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a 
community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a  person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and 
ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood  Council’s  boundaries  and  who  may  be 
in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  educational,  non-profit 
and/or  religious  organizations. 
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The  WWNC’s  Board  must,  to  the  extent  possible,  reflect  the  diversity  of  the  Neighborhood 
Council’s  Community  Stakeholders.  Accordingly,  no  single  community  stakeholder  group 
shall  comprise  a  majority  of  a  certified  Neighborhood  Council’s  governing  body,  unless 
extenuating  circumstances  are  warranted  and  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Empowerment  (“Department”). 

Section  2:  Quorum  -  The  quorum  shall  be  eleven  (1 1 )  members  of  the  Board.  No  floating 
quorums  are  allowed. 

Section  3:  Official  Actions  -  A  simple  majority  vote  by  the  board  members  present  and 
voting,  not  including  abstentions,  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum  shall  be  required 
to  take  official  action,  unless  specified  otherwise  in  these  Bylaws. 

Any  Director  less  than  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  shall  be  disqualified  from  voting  on  the 
expenditure  of  Council  funds,  the  entering  of  the  Council  into  a  contract,  or  the 
recommendation  to  any  City  agency  to  enter  into  or  expend  funds  on  a  specific  contract. 

Section  4:  Terms  and  Term  Limits  -  Elected  Directors  will  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  (2) 
years.  Terms  of  office  shall  begin  when  and  extend  until  each  election  is  certified  by  the 
City.  All  Board  terms,  which  end  prior  to  a  City  administered  election  shall  be  extended  until 
after  the  certification  of  election  results  or  the  resolution  of  all  official  election  challenges  for 
that  particular  election  cycle,  whichever  date  is  later.  There  are  no  term  limits. 

Section  5:  Duties  and  Powers  -  A  Director  represents  the  interest  of  the  whole  community 
not  the  constituency  or  interest  that  defined  his/her  Seat  or  Group. 

Board  members  must  maintain  their  Stakeholder  status  and  continue  to  meet  the  criteria  on 
which  their  seat  eligibility  is  based.  Upon  change  of  status  a  Board  member  shall  forfeit 
their  seat  but  may  remain  seated  for  sixty  (60)  days  until  a  replacement  can  be  found  and 
appointed  to  the  seat.  If  no  replacement  is  available,  the  Board  member  may  remain  for 
one  hundred  and  twenty  days  (120)  only. 

Section  6:  Vacancies  -  A  vacancy  in  the  Board  shall  be  deemed  to  exist  in  case  of  a  Director’ 
death,  resignation,  removal  for  cause,  or  absence  of  a  candidate  for  a  particular  Seat  or  Group 
The  Board  shall  request  applications  from  interested  Stakeholders  who  meet  the  Seat  or 
Group  eligibility  requirements.  These  should  be  in  writing  and  submitted  within  sixty  (60) 
days  after  the  vacancy  occurs.  The  replacing  Director  must  fulfill  the  requirements  for  the 
vacated  Seat  or  Group  as  enumerated  in  Attachment  B.  The  Board  shall  fill  the  seat  by  a 
majority  vote. 

Directors  appointed  to  fill  a  vacant  seat  will  hold  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  the 
vacated  seat  or  until  the  next  City  supervised  election. 

Section  7:  Absences  -  Unexcused  absences  from  three  (3)  meetings  during  the  previous 
six  (6)  months  shall  be  deemed  a  failure  to  consistently  attend  and  subject  the  Director  to 
removal  from  the  Board. 
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Section  8:  Censure  -  Intentionally  left  blank. 


Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members  -  A  Director  may  be  removed  by  the  Board 
for  the  following  causes: 

A.  Inability  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  Board  Director. 

B.  Serious,  repeated,  or  uncorrected  violation  of  WWNC  Bylaws,  WWNC  Standing  Rules  and 
Regulations,  WWNC  Code  of  Civility,  the  Brown  Act,  or  the  Plan. 

C.  Non-Attendance  by  a  Board  Director. 

D.  Failure  to  take  the  mandatory  ethics  training  in  the  required  time. 

E.  Any  two  (2)  Board  members  may  make  a  motion  to  the  Board  for  a  Director’s  removal.  It 
must  be  seconded  by  a  third  member  and  approved  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  Board. 

Removal  of  a  Director  for  cause  shall  require  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Board  and  should 
occur  at  the  next  scheduled  Board  meeting.  The  Board  member  subject  to  removal  action 
shall  be  notified  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  action.  He/she  shall  not  take  part  in  the  vote,  but 
will  be  allowed  to  speak  to  the  Board  regarding  the  removal  action  at  a  publicly  noticed 
meeting  prior  to  the  vote. 

Prior  to  and  during  the  removal  process,  the  Board  shall  consult  with  the  City  Attorney. 

Section  10:  Resignation  -  A  Director  shall  indicate  his/her  resignation  by  submitting  written 
notice  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  who  will  inform  the  Board.  Such  resignation  will  be 
effective  when  received  unless  the  Director’s  notice  specifies  a  later  time  for  the 
effectiveness  of  such  resignation,  or  until  the  Board  has  made  efforts  to  determine  whether 
the  Director  has  vacated  the  seat  and,  being  unable  to  so  ascertain,  thereby  deems  the  seat 
vacant. 

Section  1 1 :  Community  Outreach  -  The  Council  shall  direct  that  a  system  of  outreach  be 
instituted  to  inform  Stakeholders  as  to  the  existence  and  activities  of  the  Council,  including 
its  Board  elections,  to  find  future  leaders  of  the  Council,  and  to  encourage  all  Stakeholders 
to  seek  leadership  positions  within  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  VIOFFICERS 

Section  1 :  Officers  of  the  Board  -  The  officers  of  the  Board  (“Officers”)  shall  include  the 
following  positions  which  together  comprise  the  Executive  Committee:  President,  Vice 
President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

Section  2:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  duties  of  the  Officers  are  as  follows  and  also  include 
such  additional  duties  as  may  be  adopted  by  official  action  of  the  Board: 

A.  The  President  shall: 

1 .  Preside  at  all  Board  meetings  and  Executive  Committee  meetings. 

2.  Serve  as  spokesperson  and  representative  of  the  Board’s  majority  position. 

3.  Appoint,  with  Board  approval,  chairs  to  the  standing  committees,  and  representatives 
to  organizations  outside  of  the  WWNC. 
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4.  Act  as  chief  liaison  to  all  outside  organizations  and  Neighborhood  Councils. 

5.  Sign  all  correspondence  coming  from  the  WWNC. 

6.  Call  special  meetings  when  urgent  matters  arise. 

7.  With  a  majority  of  voting  Board  members,  the  President  may  appoint  a 
parliamentarian  with  Board  approval. 

8.  Act  as  liaison  with  the  Department. 

9.  Co-sign  all  demand  warrants  or  other  financial  documents  that  require  two  (2) 
signatures  with  the  Treasurer. 

B.  The  Vice-President  shall: 

1 .  Perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  the  absence  of  the  President. 

2.  Perform  other  duties  as  delegated  by  the  President. 

3.  Assist  the  President  in  deciding  what  issues  may  deserve  a  special  meeting. 

4.  Serve  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  Act,  with  President’s  approval,  as  chief  liaison  with  other  Neighborhood  Councils. 

6.  Maintain  oversight  of  all  committees  to  ensure  their  well  working,  and  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  about  their  committee  activities  for  the  purpose  of  setting  the 
Board’s  agenda. 

C.  The  Secretary  shall: 

1.  Take  and  keep  all  minutes  and  public  records  of  the  Council,  Board,  and  Executive 
Committee  meetings  and  submit  the  approved  minutes  of  the  Board  for  public 
display  no  later  than  seven  (7)  days  after  the  meeting  at  which  they  were  approved. 

2.  See  that  all  general  notices  are  duly  given  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  these 
Bylaws  and  as  required  by  law. 

3.  Serve  on  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  its  meetings. 

4.  Receive  and  log  all  submissions  and  correspondence  to  the  WWNC  and  refer  them 
to  appropriate  Officer  or  Committee  within  seven  (7)  days  of  receiving  them. 

5.  Should  the  WWNC  cease  to  exist,  all  of  its  property  and  records  shall  be  handed 
over  to  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  as  Council  property  and  records  are  ultimately  City  of 
Los  Angeles  property. 

D.  The  Treasurer  shall: 

1 .  Be  accountable  for  all  funds  belonging  to  WWNC. 

2.  Chair  the  Budget  Committee. 

3.  Receive  and  disburse  all  WWNC  funds  to  assure  total  compliance  with  all 
Department  and  LA  City  requirements. 

4.  Comply  with  the  financial  controls  and  reporting  specified  by  the  Standing  Rules  and 
Regulations. 

5.  Prescribe  a  method  for  keeping  a  book  of  accounts  which  includes  any  or  all 
provisions  of  Generally  Accepted  accounting  procedures. 

6.  Submit  semi-annual  and  annual  financial  reports  to  the  Department. 

7.  Co-sign  checks  with  the  President  of  the  Board. 

8.  Act  as  President  in  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-President. 

9.  Serve  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

10.  Prepare  the  year-end  financial  report  for  each  fiscal  year  to  be  delivered  to  the  Board 
at  least  thirty-five  (35)  days  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

1 1 .  Present  a  current  financial  report  to  the  Board  at  every  regular  meeting. 
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12.  Oversee  the  financial  side  of  any  out-sourced  work. 


Section  3:  Selection  of  Officers  -  Officer  positions  shall  be  filled  annually  at  the  first 
official  Board  meeting  following  their  election  in  Board  election  years  and  at  the  subsequent 
one  (1)  year  anniversary  mark  of  the  Officers’  election  in  Board  non-election  years. 

Section  4:  Officer  Terms  -  The  Officers  shall  serve  one  (1 )  year  terms  and  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board.  They  may  stand  for  reelection  annually. 


ARTICLE  VIICOMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

All  Standing  and  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  established  by  the  Board.  Suggestions  for 
committees  may  come  from  Stakeholders  or  from  members  of  the  Board,  and  all  such 
suggestions  shall  be  voted  upon  by  the  Board. 

Section  1:  Standing  Committees  -  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Council  are:  The 
Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  The  Outreach  and  Communications  Committee,  and  The 
Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee, 

Section  2:  Ad  Hoc  Committees  -  The  Board  may  create  Ad  Hoc  Committees  as  needed 
to  deal  with  temporary  issues. 

Section  3:  Committee  Creation  and  Authorization 

A.  Committee  Authority  -  All  committee  recommendations  shall  be  brought  back  to  the 
full  Board  for  discussion  and  action. 

B.  Committee  Structure  -  With  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Committee 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and  ratified  by  the  Board.  Standing 
Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  at  least  two  (2)  Board  members  and  may  include 
any  interested  Stakeholders.  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  four  (4)  or 
fewer  Board  members. 

C.  Committee  Appointment  -  All  Committee  Chairs  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  and  confirmed  by  the  Board.  Only  those  Committee  members  who  are 
Board  members  are  eligible  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  a  Committee.  The  Chairs  shall 
keep  a  written  record  of  Committee  meetings  and  shall  provide  regular  reports  on 
Committee  matters  to  the  Board. 

D.  Committee  Meetings  -  Standing  Committee  meetings  are  subject  to  and  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  the  Brown  Act.  Minutes  shall  be  taken 
at  every  Standing  Committee  meeting. 

E.  Changes  to  Committees  -  The  Board  may  establish,  disband  or  make  changes  as 
needed  to  any  Standing  or  Ad  Hoc  committee.  Any  such  action  by  the  Board  shall  be 
noted  in  the  Council  meeting  minutes. 

F.  Removal  of  Committee  Members  -  Committee  members  may  be  removed  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  they  were  appointed. 
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ARTICLE  VIII  MEETINGS 

All  meetings,  as  defined  by  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  (California  Government  Code  Section 
54950.5  et  seq.),  shall  be  noticed  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  Act  and  all  other 
applicable  laws  and  governmental  policy. 

Section  1 :  Meeting  Time  and  Place  -  All  meetings  shall  be  held  within  the  Council 
boundaries  at  a  location,  date  and  time  set  by  the  Board.  A  calendar  of  regular  meetings 
may  be  established  by  the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  of  each  calendar  year. 

A.  Regular  Meetings  -  Regular  Council  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  per 
quarter  and  may  be  held  more  frequently  as  determined  by  the  Board.  Prior  to  any 
action  by  the  Board,  there  shall  be  a  period  of  public  comment.  The  Board  shall 
determine  the  length  and  format  of  the  period  as  appropriate. 

B.  Special  Meetings  -  The  President  or  a  majority  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to  call 
a  special  Council  meeting  as  needed. 

Section  2:  Agenda  Setting  -  The  President  shall  set  the  agenda  for  each  Council  meeting 
utilizing  input  suggested  by  any  Board  member,  or  by  a  non-Board  member  Stakeholder, 
who  shall  submit  his  suggestion  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  at  least  one  (1 )  week  prior  to  the 
scheduled  Board  meeting 

Any  Stakeholder  may  make  a  proposal  for  action  by  the  Council  during  the  public  comment 
period  of  a  regular  Council  meeting.  The  Board  shall  decide  by  vote  whether  the  proposal  is 
to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  meeting,  and  may,  by  vote,  refer  the  proposal  to  an 
appropriate  committee  of  the  Board. 

Section  3:  Notifications/Postings  -  Notice  of  a  regular  meeting  shall  be  a  minimum  of 
three  (3)  days  (72  hours)  in  advance  of  the  meeting  and  at  least  one  (1)  day  (24  hours)  in 
advance  of  a  special  meeting.  At  a  minimum,  meeting  notices  shall  be  posted  in 
compliance  with  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  and  in  compliance  with  City  of  Los  Angeles 
Neighborhood  Council  posting  policy.  An  updated  listing  of  the  Neighborhood  Council’s 
physical  posting  location/s  shall  be  kept  on  file  with  the  Neighborhood  Council. 

Section  4:  Reconsideration  -  The  Board  may  reconsider  or  amend  its  actions  at  any  time. 


ARTICLE  IX  FINANCES 

A.  The  Board  shall  review  its  fiscal  budget  and  make  adjustments  as  needed  to  comply 
with  City  laws  and  City  administrative  rules,  and  to  keep  in  compliance  with  Generally 
Accepted  Accounting  Principles  and  the  City’s  mandate  for  the  use  of  standardized  budget 
and  minimum  funding  allocation  requirements. 

B.  The  Board  shall  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  appropriate  City 
officials  regarding  the  Council’s  finances,  where  the  term  “appropriate  City  officials”  means 
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those  officials  and/or  agencies  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  who  have  authority  over 
Neighborhood  Councils. 


C.  All  financial  accounts  and  records  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  and  posted  on 
the  Council  website,  if  available. 

D.  Each  month,  the  Treasurer  shall  provide  to  the  Board  detailed  reports  of  the  Council’s 
accounts. 

E.  At  least  once  each  quarter,  the  President  and  at  least  one  Board  member  other  than  the 
Treasurer,  who  is  designated  by  the  Board,  shall  examine  the  Council’s  accounts  and  attest 
to  their  accuracy  before  submitting  the  documentation  to  the  Department  for  further  review. 

F.  The  Council  will  not  enter  into  any  contracts  or  agreements  except  through  the 
Department. 


ARTICLE  X  ELECTIONS 

Section  1:  Administration  of  Election  -  The  Council's  election  will  be  conducted  pursuant 
to  any  and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council 
elections. 

Section  2:  Governing  Board  Structure  and  Voting  -  The  number  of  Board  seats,  the 
eligibility  requirements  for  holding  any  specific  Board  seats,  and  which  Stakeholders  may 
vote  for  the  Board  seats  are  noted  in  Attachment  B. 

A.  Each  Stakeholder  may  cast  eight  (8)  votes. 

1 .  A  vote  may  be  cast  for  only  one  (1 )  Director  among  the  three  (3)  groups 
representing  Seats  1-12 

2.  One  (1)  vote  may  be  cast  for  each  of  the  seven  (7)  Seats  13-19. 

B.  All  Stakeholders  are  eligible  to  vote  for  any  seat. 

Section  3:  Minimum  Voting  Age  -  All  Community  Stakeholders  aged  seventeen  (17)  and 
above  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Council  elections. 

Section  4:  Method  of  Verifying  Stakeholder  Status  -  Voters  will  verify  their  Stakeholder 
status  through  written  self-affirmation. 

Section  5:  Restrictions  on  Candidates  Running  for  Multiple  Seats  -  A  candidate  shall 
declare  candidacy  for  no  more  than  one  (1)  position  on  the  Council  Board  during  a  single 
election  cycle. 

Section  6:  Other  Election  Related  Language  -  In  the  event  that  no  Stakeholder  is  a 
candidate  for  a  Seat,  the  Board  can  select  a  Director  for  the  Seat  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
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Board  after  the  Board  convenes.  Candidates  shall  indicate  in  writing  to  the  Board  that  they 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Board  seat. 


ARTICLE  XI  GRIEVANCE  PROCESS 

The  Neighborhood  Council  grievance  review  process  will  be  conducted  pursuant  to  any  and 
all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  grievances. 

A.  Any  grievance  by  a  Stakeholder  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  Secretary  who 
shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular  Council  meeting  for 
which  posting  of  the  item  on  the  agenda  per  Brown  Act  requirements  can  be  accomplished. 

B.  At  that  meeting,  the  Board  shall  refer  the  matter  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Grievance  Panel 
comprised  of  two  (2)  volunteer  non-  Board  member  stakeholders  randomly  selected  by  the 
Board  from  a  list  of  Stakeholders  who  have  expressed  an  interest  in  serving  from  time-to- 
time  on  such  a  panel  and  two  (2)  Board  member  Stakeholders.  The  list  of  volunteers  will  be 
constituted  by  requesting  volunteers  at  regular  meetings  of  the  WWNC  Board.  If  there  is  an 
insufficient  number  of  non-Board  member  volunteers  to  compose  the  panel  of  four  (4),  the 
balance  of  the  panel  shall  be  selected  from  WWNC  Board  members. 

C.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  of  the  panel’s  selection,  the  Board  Vice  President  shall  coordinate 
a  time  and  place  for  the  panel  to  meet  with  the  person(s)  submitting  a  grievance  to  discuss 
ways  in  which  the  dispute  may  be  resolved. 

D.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  following  such  meeting,  a  member  of  the  panel  shall  prepare  a 
written  report  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Vice  President  of  the  Board  outlining  the  panel's 
collective  recommendations  for  resolving  the  grievance.  The  Board  may  receive  a  copy  of 
the  panel's  report  and  recommendations  prior  to  a  Board  meeting,  but,  in  accordance  with 
the  Brown  Act,  the  matter  shall  not  be  discussed  among  the  Board  members  until  it  is  heard 
publicly  at  the  next  regular  Council  meeting. 

E.  This  grievance  process  is  intended  to  address  matters  involving  procedural  disputes, 
such  as  the  Board's  failure  to  comply  with  Board  Rules  or  these  Bylaws.  It  is  not  intended  to 
apply  to  Stakeholders  who  merely  disagree  with  a  position  or  action  taken  by  the  Board  at 
one  of  its  meetings,  which  grievances  may  be  aired  publicly  at  Council  meetings. 

F.  Board  members  are  not  permitted  to  file  a  grievance  against  another  Board  member  or 
against  the  Council,  except  as  permitted  under  the  City’s  grievance  policy.  The 
Neighborhood  Council  will  follow  the  City’s  policy  and/or  rules  regarding  the  handling  of 
grievances. 


ARTICLE  XII  PARLIAMENTARY  AUTHORITY 

The  Council  shall  use  the  Rosenberg’s  Rules  of  Order  when  conducting  Council  meetings. 
If  Rosenberg’s  Rules  are  silent  on  an  issue,  the  Council  shall  refer  to  Robert’s  rules  of 
order.  Additional  rules  and/or  policies  and  procedures  regarding  the  conduct  of  the  Board 
and/or  Council  meetings  may  be  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII  AMENDMENTS  TO  BYLAWS 
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Any  Board  member  or  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  formalized 
in  writing.  The  Board  shall  forward  all  proposals  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Bylaws  Committee  to  review 
and  to  provide  recommendations  to  the  Board,  and  the  proposal  placed  on  the  next 
meeting’s  agenda.  An  amendment  to  these  bylaws  requires  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board 
members  present  at  a  duly  noticed  general  or  special  meeting.  All  changes  shall  then  be 
forwarded  to  the  Department  for  review  and  approval.  Amendments  shall  not  be  valid,  final 
or  effective  until  approved  by  the  Department.  Once  approved,  any  changes  in  the  Bylaws 
shall  become  effective  immediately. 

ARTICLE  XIV  COMPLIANCE 

The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders  shall  comply  with  these 
Bylaws  and  with  any  additional  Standing  Rules  or  Procedures  as  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Board  as  well  as  all  local,  county,  state  and  federal  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  the 
Plan,  the  City  Code  of  Conduct,  the  City  Governmental  Ethics  Ordinance  ( Los  Angeles 
Municipal  Code  Section  49.5.1),  the  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section 
54950.5  et  seq.),  the  Public  Records  Act,  the  American  Disabilities  Act,  and  all  laws  and 
governmental  policies  pertaining  to  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

Section  1 :  Code  of  Conduct  -  The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community 
Stakeholders  shall  conduct  all  Council  business  in  a  civil,  professional  and  respectful 
manner.  Board  members  will  abide  by  the  Commission’s  Neighborhood  Council  Board 
Member  Code  of  Conduct  Policy. 

Section  2:  Training  -  All  Board  members  shall  take  training  in  the  fundamentals  of 
Neighborhood  Council,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  ethics,  funding,  workplace  violence  and 
sexual  harassment  trainings  provided  by  the  City  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  being  seated, 
or  they  will  lose  their  Council  voting  rights.  All  board  members  must  take  ethics  and  funding 
training  prior  to  making  motions  and  voting  on  funding  related  matters. 

Section  3:  Self-Assessment  -  Every  year,  the  Council  shall  conduct  a  self-assessment 
pursuant  to  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  the  Plan.

Article  I:  Name 

The  name  of  this  Neighborhood  Council  shall  be  the  South  Robertson  Neighborhoods  Council  (“Council”),  also 
known  as  SORO  NC. 


Article  II:  Purpose 


Principles  of  Governance.  The  purpose  of  the  Council  is  to  participate  as  a  body  per  City  Charter  on  issues 
concerning  our  neighborhood  and  regarding  the  governance  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  (“City”)  in  a  transparent, 
inclusive,  collaborative,  accountable  and  viable  manner. 

A.  The  MISSION  of  the  Council  is: 

1 .  To  provide  an  inclusive  and  open  forum  for  public  discussion  of  issues  of  interest  to  the  Council,  including 
City  governance,  the  needs  of  the  Council,  the  delivery  of  City  services  to  the  Council  area,  and  other 
matters  of  a  City-wide  nature; 

2.  To  advise  the  City  on  issues  of  interest  to  the  Council,  including  City  governance,  the  needs  of  the 
Council  and  its  representative  areas,  the  delivery  of  City  services  to  the  Council  area,  and  other  matters 
of  a  City-wide  nature; 

3.  To  initiate,  execute  and  support  projects  for  the  physical,  social  and  cultural  improvement  of  the  Council 
area;  and 

4.  To  facilitate  communication  between  the  City  and  Community  Stakeholders  on  issues  of  concern  to  the 
community  and/or  the  Stakeholders. 

B.  The  POLICY  of  the  Council  is: 

1 .  To  respect  the  diversity,  dignity,  and  expression  of  views  of  all  individuals,  groups,  and  organizations 
within  the  community  and/or  involved  in  the  Council; 

2.  To  remain  non-partisan  with  respect  to  political  party  affiliation  and  inclusive  in  our  operations  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  the  process  of  electing  or  selecting  the  Board  of  Directors,  Officers,  and  committee 
members,  as  hereinafter  set  forth; 

3.  To  utilize  the  Early  Notification  System  (ENS)  and  other  appropriate  means  to  inform  the  Council  and 
Community  Stakeholders  of  matters  involving  the  City  and  our  community  in  a  way  that  is  tailored  to 
provide  opportunities  for  involvement  in  the  decision-making  process; 

4.  To  encourage  all  Community  Stakeholders  to  participate  in  activities  of  the  Council; 

5.  To  prohibit  discrimination  against  any  individual  or  group  in  our  operations  on  the  basis  of  race,  religion, 
color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  age,  disability,  marital  status,  income, 
homeowner/renter  status,  or  political  affiliation;  and 

6.  To  have  fair,  open,  and  transparent  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  all  Council  business.

Article  III:  Boundaries 

The  Council  covers  a  geographic  area  described  below. 


Section  1 :  Boundary  Description.  The  boundaries  abut  the  boundaries  of  adjacent  Neighborhood 
Councils  and  include  those  areas  of  the  City  within  the  following  lines  of  demarcation: 

A.  North  (starting  at  Roxbury  Blvd.  and  heading  east)  Beverly  Hills  border  (Whitworth  Dr.  when 

west  of  Robertson  Blvd;  Gregory  Way  when  east  of  Robertson  Blvd.) 

B.  South  (starting  at  National  Blvd.  near  Manning  Ave.  and  heading  east)  10  Freeway,  eastbound 

Robertson  Blvd.  off  ramp,  Exposition  Blvd.,  Robertson  Blvd.,  Culver  City  border 

C.  East  (starting  at  Gregory  Way  and  heading  south)  Le  Doux  Ave.,  Olympic  Blvd.,  La  Cienega  Blvd. 

D.  West  (starting  at  the  Beverly  Hills  border  and  heading  south)  Beverly  Hills  border  near  Beverly 

Green  Dr.,  Pico  Blvd.,  Motor  Ave.,  the  southern  border  of  Hillcrest  Country  Club,  Anchor  Ave. 
connecting  east  of  Girla  Way  to  Club  Dr.,  National  Blvd.

Article  IV:  Stakeholder 

Neighborhood  Council  membership  is  open  to  all  Stakeholders.  “Stakeholders”  shall  be  defined  as  those  who  live, 
work  or  own  real  property  in  the  neighborhood  and  also  to  those  who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a 
community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a  person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and  ongoing  participation  within 
the  Neighborhood  Council’s  boundaries  and  who  may  be  in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited  to, 
educational,  non-profit  and/or  religious  organizations. 

Members  of  the  Council  shall  be  referred  to  as  “Community  Stakeholders.” 

Article  V:  Governing  Board 

The  Board  of  Directors  (“the  Board”)  shall  be  the  Governing  Body  of  the  Council  within  the  meaning  of  that  term 
as  set  forth  in  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils  (“Plan”). 

Section  1 :  Composition.  The  Board  shall  consist  of  twenty-five  (25)  Stakeholders  elected,  selected  or 
appointed  by  the  Board  and/or  Community  Stakeholders.  If  less  than  eighteen  (1 8)  years  of  age,  a  Board  member 
shall  be  precluded  from  voting  on  matters  regarding  the  expenditure  of  funds,  contracts,  or  recommendations  to 
enter  into  contracts.  The  composition  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows  (also  refer  to  Attachment  B): 

A.  Resident  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (1 0)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  eighteen  (1 8)  years  of  age 
or  older  who  is  a  resident  homeowner  or  tenant  within  one  (1 )  of  the  ten  (1 0)  residential  zones  (one  (1 ) 
seat  per  zone). 

B.  Business  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (5)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  eighteen  (1 8)  years  of  age  or 
older  who  owns,  operates,  or  works  in  a  business  or  owns  business  property  or  residential  income 
property  within  the  Council  boundaries. 
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C.  Organization  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (3)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  eighteen  (18)  years  of 
age  or  older  who  officially  represent  organized  groups  of  Stakeholders,  including  (but  not  limited  to)  non¬ 
profit,  faith-based,  or  service  organizations  within  the  Council  boundaries. 

D.  School  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2) 

1.  School  Seat  1  is  elected  by  Stakeholder  vote  and  open  to  Stakeholders  eighteen  (18)  years  of 
age  or  older  who  work  at  a  school  or  represent  an  official  school  booster  organization  with  the 
Council  boundaries. 

2.  School  Seat  2  is  appointed  by  the  Board  and  is  open  to  Stakeholders  currently  enrolled  in  a 
school  with  the  NC  boundaries  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  (15)  and  eighteen  (18)  at  the  time  of 
the  appointment.  The  seat  shall  have  a  term  of  one  (1 )  year. 

E.  At-Large  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (5)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  at  least  eighteen  (18)  years  of 


age. 


In  the  interest  of  representing  the  full  diversity  of  the  South  Robertson  neighborhoods,  no  single  Stakeholder 
group  shall  hold  a  majority  of  Board  seats  unless  extenuating  circumstances  exist  and  are  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment  (“Department”). 

Section  2:  Quorum.  The  quorum  shall  be  thirteen  (13)  members  of  the  Board. 

Section  3:  Official  Actions.  A  simple  majority  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  Board  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a 
quorum  shall  be  required  to  take  official  action,  unless  specified  otherwise  in  these  Bylaws.  Regardless  of 
abstentions,  an  official  action  can  be  taken  by  no  fewer  than  seven  (7)  votes.  Proxy  voting  is  not  allowed. 

A.  Abstentions  and  recusals  are  failures  to  vote  and  are  not  counted  in  the  vote  total.  Therefore,  a  vote  of 
seven  (7)  ayes  and  six  (6)  nays  with  twelve  (12)  abstentions  passes — a  majority  of  the  thirteen  (13)  votes 
actually  cast. 

B.  In  the  event  of  a  recusal,  the  Board  member  must  declare  the  nature  of  their  recusal  and  leave  the  room 
during  discussion  and  vote  on  the  item,  even  if  this  would  result  in  loss  of  quorum. 

Section  4:  Terms  and  Term  Limits.  Board  members  shall  serve  a  four  (4)  year  staggered  term 
commencing  after  being  seated.  There  are  no  term  limits. 

Election  Group  A.  The  following  seats  shall  run  in  2016  for  a  term  of  office  with  a  duration  of  four  (4) 
years  or  until  a  successor  is  elected  or  appointed.  Subsequent  terms  of  office  shall  be  four  (4)  years.

Section  5:  Duties  and  Powers. 

A.  The  primary  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be  to  govern  the  Council  and  to  carry  out  its  objectives. 

B.  Each  Board  member  is  required  to  be  an  active,  participating  member  of  at  least  one  (1 )  official  Board 
committee. 

C.  No  individual  member  of  the  Board  shall  speak  for  the  Board  or  otherwise  publicly  represent  a  Board 
position  unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  official  action  of  the  Board.  The  Board  may,  by  official  action, 
appoint  official  representatives  to  other  public  bodies  with  the  authority  to  present  a  standing  Council 
position  previously  adopted  by  the  Board  or  a  statement  that  the  Council  has  had  insufficient  time  to 
develop  a  position  or  recommendation  on  a  matter  before  that  body.  Such  authority  may  be  revoked  at 
any  time  by  the  Board. 

Section  6:  Vacancies.  Vacancies  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  using  the  following  procedure: 

A.  Stakeholders  will  be  publicly  notified  that  the  Board  has  a  vacancy  to  be  filled  in  a  specific  category.  Any 
Stakeholder  interested  in  filling  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  submit  a  written  application  to  the  Board  at 
least  ten  (1 0)  days  in  advance  of  a  scheduled  Board  meeting. 

B.  The  Board  shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

C.  Seats  are  filled  by  simple  majority  vote  by  the  Board  members  present.  In  the  event  that  more  than  two 
(2)  candidates  stand  for  a  seat,  chair  or  office: 

1 .  If  no  candidate  wins  a  majority  of  votes  cast  in  the  first  round,  only  the  two  (2)  candidates  with 
the  most  votes  proceed  to  a  second  round  of  voting. 

2.  Assuming  that  any  potential  ethical  conflicts  are  resolved,  all  Board  members  are  free  to  vote 
for  either  of  the  two  (2)  candidates  in  the  second  round,  even  if  they  have  abstained  or 
recused  themselves  in  the  first  round,  or  if  it  means  voting  for  a  different  candidate. 

3.  A  coin  toss  will  be  used  to  resolve  a  tie  in  either  round. 

D.  The  candidate  who  wins  shall  fill  the  remaining  term  of  the  Board  seat  unless  an  election  or  selection 
occurs  sooner. 

E.  In  no  event  shall  a  vacant  elected  seat  be  filled  by  Board  appointment  within  a  sixty  (60)  day  period 
before  nor  within  a  sixty  (60)  day  period  after  a  general  election  or  selection. 
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Section  7:  Absences. 

A.  Any  Board  member  who  misses  five  (5)  total  Governing  Board  Meetings  during  any  twelve  (12) 

month  period,  or  attends  fewer  than  seven  (7)  Committee  meetings  during  any  twelve  (12)  month  period 
will  be  subject  to  removal  from  the  Board.  Any  meeting  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  Governing  Board, 
Standing  Committees  or  Ad  Hoc  Committees,  scheduled  and  noticed  as  per  the  Brown  Act,  shall 
constitute  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  determining  Board  member  attendance. 

B.  Each  Council  Board  member  absence  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Council’s  meeting  minutes  or  other 
manner  of  Council  record  keeping.  In  addition  to  meeting  minutes,  the  Board  will  approve  separate 
attendance  records  each  quarter. 

Section  8:  Censure.  The  Council  can  take  action  to  publically  reprimand  a  Board  member  for  actions 
conducted  in  the  course  of  Council  business  by  censuring  the  Board  member  at  a  Council  Board  meeting. 
Censures  shall  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  discussion  and  action. 

Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members.  The  Council  shall  consult  with  the  Office  of  the 
City  Attorney  throughout  any  Board  removal  process.  Board  members  may  be  removed  in  the  following  ways: 

A.  Petition  by  Stakeholders.  A  Board  member  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the  submission  of  a 
written  petition  to  the  Secretary,  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the  Board  member  to  be  removed,  ii)  a 
description,  in  detail,  of  the  reason  for  removal,  and  iii)  the  valid  signatures  of  fifty  (50)  Stakeholders. 

1.  Upon  receipt  of  a  written  petition  for  removal,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed 
on  the  agenda  in  compliance  with  the  Brown  Act  for  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  the  next  regular 
Council  meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Board  member  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the  attending 
Board  members. 

3.  The  Board  member  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right  to  deliver  to 
Board  members  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to  speak  at  the  Board  Meeting  prior 
to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  quorum,  nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

B.  Removal  due  to  absences. 

1 .  A  Board  member  may  officially  be  deemed  in  violation  of  the  Absence  provision  (Article  V, 

Section  7,  above)  after  Board  approval  of  the  quarterly  attendance  record. 

2.  Upon  identification  of  a  violation  of  the  Absence  provision,  the  Secretary  shall  notify  the  Board 
member  and  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  in  compliance  with  the  Brown  Act  for  a 
vote  of  removal  by  the  Board  at  the  next  regular  Council  meeting. 

3.  Removal  of  the  identified  Board  member  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the  attending 
Board  members. 

4.  Board  members  removed  for  attendance  may  apply  for  appointment  to  any  open  seat  for  which 
they  qualify. 

C.  Petition  by  Board.  A  Board  member  may  be  removed  from  the  Board  for  good  cause  (including,  but 
not  limited  to,  disruptive  conduct;  interfering  with  Council  business;  violations  of  the  Bylaws,  Operating 
Procedures  or  Code  of  Conduct)  following  a  Board  member’s  submission  to  the  Board  of  a  petition  which 
includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the  Board  member  to  be  removed,  ii)  states  the  reason  for  removal  by 
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identifying  the  violation  of  the  internal  rules  or  procedures  and  specifies  the  conduct  of  the  person,  and  iii) 
contains  the  signatures  of  at  least  three  (3)  Board  members. 

1 .  The  petition  shall  be  delivered  simultaneously  to  all  Board  members  and  the  matter  placed  on  the 
agenda  and  scheduled  for  a  vote  at  the  next  regular  Board  Meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Board  member  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the  attending 
Board  members. 

3.  The  Board  member  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right  to  deliver  to 
Board  members  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to  speak  at  the  Board  Meeting  prior 
to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  quorum,  nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

4.  The  Board  member  being  removed  must  first  have  been  censured  by  the  Board  once  for  the 
same  action  before  a  Petition  by  the  Board  for  removal  shall  be  considered  by  the  Council. 

If  the  vote  for  removal  is  affirmative,  the  position  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  filled  via  the  Council’s  vacancy 
clause. 

Section  10:  Resignation.  A  Board  member  may  resign  from  the  Council  by  submitting  a  signed  letter  of 
resignation  to  the  Board,  and  the  position  shall  then  be  deemed  vacant.  Any  member  of  the  Board  who  ceases  to 
be  a  Stakeholder  is  also  required  to  submit  his  or  her  resignation  to  the  Board. 

Section  1 1 :  Community  Outreach.  The  Council  shall  direct  that  a  system  of  outreach  be  instituted  to 
inform  Stakeholders  as  to  the  existence  and  activities  of  the  Council,  including  its  Board  elections,  to  find  future 
leaders  of  the  Council,  and  to  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  seek  leadership  positions  within  the  Council. 

A  community  meeting  or  town  hall  in  which  government  leaders  and  representatives  speak  to  stakeholders 
shall  be  held  at  a  minimum  of  once  per  year  with  at  least  a  fourteen  (14)  day  notice. 

Article  VI:  Officers 

Section  1 :  Officers  of  the  Board.  The  officers  of  the  Board  (“Officers”)  shall  include  the  following  positions 
which  all  together  comprise  the  Executive  Committee:  President,  Vice  President,  Secretary,  Corresponding 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

Section  2:  Duties  and  Powers.  The  duties  of  the  Officers  are  as  follows  and  also  include  such  additional 
duties  as  may  be  adopted  by  official  action  of  the  Board: 

A.  President 

1 .  Acts  as  the  chief  executive  of  the  Council  and  presides  at  all  Council  meetings.  Sets  agenda  for 
each  NC  Board  meeting  and  ensures  timely  posting. 

2.  Chair  of  the  Executive  Committee,  setting  agenda  and  ensuring  timely  posting. 

B.  Vice  President 

1 .  Serves  in  place  of  the  President  if  the  President  is  unable  to  serve. 

2.  Assists  the  President  as  requested  in  carrying  out  the  President’s  responsibilities. 
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3.  Serves  as  chair  of  the  Bylaws  Committee  and  acts  as  Parliamentarian  during  Board  meetings, 
assisting  the  President  by  providing  an  opinion  on  interpretations  of  the  Bylaws  and  rules  of 
order. 


C.  Treasurer 


1.  Serves  in  place  of  the  President  if  the  President  and  Vice-President  are  unable  to  serve. 

2.  Maintains  the  records  of  the  Council's  finances  and  books  of  accounts  and  perform  other  duties  in 
accordance  with  the  Council's  Financial  Management  Plan  and  the  Department's  policies  and 
procedures. 

3.  As  chair  of  the  Finance  Committee,  ensures  an  annual  budget  is  prepared  and  approved 
by  the  SORO  NC  Board. 

4.  Ensures  all  debts  incurred  by  the  SORO  NC  Board,  according  to  its  bylaws  and  policies 
and  procedures  of  the  Department,  are  paid  in  a  timely  manner. 

5.  Ensure  a  written  report  of  each  month’s  financial  transactions,  including  commitments 
and  expenditures  by  budget  allocation,  and  cash  balance,  is  prepared  in  a  timely 
manner,  provided  to  all  Board  members  in  draft  at  least  one  (1)  day  (24  hours)  in  advance 
of  the  subsequent  Board  meeting,  and  finalized  and  posted  within  three  (3)  days  (72 
hours)  after  that  subsequent  Board  meeting. 


D.  Secretary 

1 .  Serves  in  place  of  the  President  if  the  President,  Vice-President  and  T reasurer  are  unable  to 
serve. 

2.  Responsible  for  accurate  minutes  of  all  Board  meetings,  ensuring  that  they  are  written  up  in  a 
timely  manner,  provided  to  all  Board  members  in  draft  at  least  one  (1)  day  (24  hours)  in 
advance  of  the  subsequent  Board  meeting,  and  finalized  and  posted  within  three  (3)  days  (72 
hours)  after  that  subsequent  Board  meeting.  Collaborates  with  Committee  Chairs  to  create  a 
monthly  report  of  Board  member  attendance  at  all  Council  meetings. 

3.  Responsible  for  coordinating  the  filling  of  Board  vacancies  and  Board  member  removals. 

4.  Responsible  for  accepting  grievance  notifications,  choosing  and  coordinating  a  grievance 
panel  and  the  presentation  of  the  grievance  report  to  the  Board. 

5.  Serves  as  chair  of  the  Board  Development  Committee,  responsible  for  Board  recruitment 
efforts  and  training. 

E.  Corresponding  Secretary 

1 .  Responsible  for  sending  official  Neighborhood  Council  correspondence  as  authorized  by  the 
Board  and  for  creating  press  releases  publicizing  Board  decisions  and  activities. 

2.  Receives  constituent  inquiries  to  the  Board  and  responds  or  routes  them  as  necessary. 

Section  3:  Selection  of  Officers.  Elections  for  all  executive  officer,  committee  chairs  and  other  Board- 
appointed  NC  representative  liaison  positions  shall  be  held  no  later  than  the  second  official  General  Board 
meeting  following  a  public  Board  election  or  selection.  Officers,  chairs  and  liaisons  are  appointed  by  simple 
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majority  vote  by  the  Board  members  present.  They  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  and  may  be  removed  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  they  were  appointed. 

In  the  event  of  an  officer,  chair  or  liaison  vacancy,  the  remaining  portion  of  the  term  shall  be  filled  by  simple 
majority  vote  of  the  Board  members  present. 

Section  4:  Officer  Terms.  All  executive  officer,  committee  chair  and  other  Board-appointed  NC 
representative  liaison  positions  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  (2)  years,  and  if  necessary,  on  a  pro  tempore 
basis  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  There  are  no  term  limits.  Executive  officer  terms  begin  after  the 
meeting  at  which  they  are  appointed. 


Article  VII:  Committees  And  Their  Duties 


All  Standing  and  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  established  by  the  Board  and  included  in  the  Board's  standing 
rules.  Suggestions  for  committees  may  come  from  Stakeholders  or  from  members  of  the  Board,  and  all  such 
suggestions  shall  be  voted  upon  by  the  Board.  All  Committees  must  be  run  in  compliance  with  the  Council  rules 
referenced  in  Article  XIV. 

Section  1 :  Standing  Committees.  Standing  Committees  address  topics  of  continuing  interest  of  the  Board. 
They  define  goals,  issues,  and  concerns  for  the  Board,  investigate  possible  activities  to  help  further  those  goals, 
select  appropriate  actions  and  propose  those  actions  to  the  Board  for  approval  and  funding,  and  implement  any 
official  action  the  Board  approves. 

Section  2:  Ad  Hoc  Committees.  The  Board  may  create  Ad  Hoc  Committees  as  needed  to  deal  with 
temporary  issues.  Ad  Hoc  Committees  are  advisory  only,  and  must  have  a  defined  purpose  and  time  frame  to 
accomplish  that  purpose. 

Section  3:  Committee  Creation  and  Authorization 

A.  Committee  Authority.  All  committee  recommendations  shall  be  brought  back  to  the  full  Board  for 
discussion  and  action.  Committees  shall  not  represent  an  official  Board  position  without  prior  Board 
approval. 

B.  Committee  Structure.  Only  confirmed  Committee  members  shall  be  eligible  to  vote  within  the 


Committee. 


1 .  Standing  Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  at  least  two  (2)  Board  members  and  may  include  any 
interested  Stakeholders.  The  Executive  Committee,  however,  shall  be  comprised  solely  of  the  five 
Executive  members. 

2.  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  comprised  solely  of  six  (6)  or  less  Board  members  and  may  not 
include  Stakeholders  as  voting  members. 

C.  Committee  Appointment. 

1 .  Committee  membership  for  Board  members  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  Board.  Board  members 
must  be  a  member  of  at  least  one  (1 )  official  Committee.  With  the  exception  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  Stakeholders  may  also  become  voting  members  of  a  Standing  Committee,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  Committee  itself. 
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2.  With  the  exception  of  the  Executive,  Finance,  and  Bylaws  Committees,  all  Committee  Chairs  shall 
be  nominated  by  the  Committee  and  confirmed  by  the  Board.  The  Chairs  shall  provide  regular 
reports  on  Committee  matters  to  the  Board  and  Committee  meeting  attendance  to  the  Secretary. 

D.  Committee  Meetings.  Committee  meetings  shall  be  held  as  needed.  Standing  committee  meetings 
are  subject  to  and  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  the  Brown  Act  and  these  Bylaws. 
Minutes  shall  be  taken  at  every  Standing  committee  meeting. 

E.  Changes  to  Committees.  The  Board  may  establish,  disband  or  make  changes  as  needed  to  any 
Standing  or  Ad  Hoc  committee  by  a  simple  majority  of  Board  members  present.  Any  such  action  by  the 
Board  shall  be  noted  in  the  Council  meeting  minutes  and  reflected  in  the  standing  rules. 

F.  Removal  of  Committee  Chairs.  Committee  Chairs  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  and  may  be 
removed  in  the  same  manner  in  which  they  were  appointed. 


Article  VIII:  Meetings 


All  meetings,  as  defined  by  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  (California  Government  Code  Section  54950.5  et  seq.),  shall 
be  noticed  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  Act  and  all  other  applicable  laws  and  governmental  policy. 

Section  1 :  Meeting  Time  and  Place.  All  meetings  shall  be  held  within  the  Council  boundaries  at  a 
location,  date  and  time  set  by  the  Board.  A  calendar  of  general  Council  meetings  shall  be  established  by  the 
Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  of  each  calendar  year. 

A.  Regular  Meetings.  General  Council  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  per  quarter  and  may  be  held 
more  frequently  as  determined  by  the  Board.  Prior  to  any  action  by  the  Board,  there  shall  be  a  period  of 
public  comment.  The  Board  shall  determine  the  length  and  format  of  the  period  as  appropriate. 

B.  Special  Meetings.  The  President  or  a  majority  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to  call  a  Special  Council 
meeting  as  needed. 

C.  Meeting  Schedule.  The  Board  will  make  a  good-faith  effort  to  avoid  scheduling  general  Council 
meetings  at  times  when  a  significant  portion  of  its  Stakeholders  would  not  be  able  to  participate.  Should 
unavoidable  known  meeting  conflicts  arise,  the  Board  will  explain  why  the  meeting  was  scheduled  for  that 
date  and  time  within  the  meeting  agenda. 

Section  2:  Agenda  Setting.  The  President  shall  set  the  agenda  for  each  general  Council  meeting. 

Section  3:  Notifications/Postings 

A.  Notice  of  a  regular  meeting  shall  be  a  minimum  of  three  (3)  days  (72  hours)  in  advance  of  the  meeting 
and  at  least  one  (1 )  day  (24  hours)  in  advance  of  a  special  meeting  and  will  follow  the  Neighborhood 
Council  Agenda  Posting  Policy.  At  a  minimum,  notice  shall  be  posted  at  the  Council’s  five  (5)  public 
notice  locations  specified  on  the  Posting  Location  Form  filed  with  the  Department. 

B.  As  a  supplement  to  the  physical  postings  required  by  the  Brown  Act,  the  Board  will  make  a  good 
faith  effort  to  post  meeting  agendas,  minutes,  and  other  public  communications  on  the  SORO  NC 
website  in  a  timely  manner.  Notice  of  posting  will  also  be  sent  to  Stakeholders  who  opt-in  to  receive 
such  information. 

C.  Regular  and  Special  meeting  agendas  shall  also  be  emailed  to  the  Department. 
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Section  4:  Reconsideration.  The  Board  may  reconsider  or  amend  its  actions  through  the  following  Motion 
for  Reconsideration  process: 

A.  Before  the  Board  reconsiders  any  matter,  the  Board  must  approve  a  Motion  for  Reconsideration.  The 
Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  approved  by  official  action  of  the  Board.  After  determining  that  an 
action  should  be  reconsidered,  the  Board  has  the  authority  to  re-hear,  continue,  or  take  action  on  the  item 
that  is  the  subject  of  reconsideration  within  any  limitations  that  are  stated  in  the  Motion  for 
Reconsideration. 

B.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  brought,  and  the  Board's  approval  of  a  Motion  for 
Reconsideration  must  occur,  either  during  the  same  meeting  where  the  Board  initially  acted  or  during  the 
Board's  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  that  follows  the  meeting  where  the  action  subject  to 
reconsideration  occurred.  The  Council  may  also  convene  a  special  meeting  within  these  specified  time 
frames  to  address  a  Motion  for  Reconsideration. 

C.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  may  be  proposed  only  by  a  member  of  the  Board  that  previously  voted  on 
the  prevailing  side  of  the  original  action  that  was  taken  by  the  Board  (the  "Moving  Board  member"). 

D.  The  Moving  Board  member  may  make  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  orally  during  the  same  meeting 
where  the  action  that  is  the  subject  of  reconsideration  occurred,  or  by  properly  placing  the  Motion  for 
Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  a  meeting  that  occurs  within  the  allowed  specified  periods  of  time  as 
stated  above. 

E.  In  order  to  properly  place  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  the  subsequent  meeting,  the 
Moving  Board  member  shall  submit  a  memorandum  to  the  Secretary  at  least  two  (2)  days  in  advance  of 
the  deadline  for  posting  notices  for  the  meeting.  The  memorandum  must  briefly  state  the  reason(s)  for 
requesting  the  reconsideration,  and  provide  the  Secretary  with  an  adequate  description  of  the  matter(s)  to 
be  re-heard  and  the  proposed  action  that  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  if  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration 
is  approved. 

F.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  that  is  properly  brought  before  the  Board  may  be  seconded  by  any  member 
of  the  Board. 

This  reconsideration  process  shall  be  conducted  at  all  times  in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act. 

Article  IX:  Finances 

A.  The  Board  shall  review  its  fiscal  budget  and  make  adjustments  as  needed  to  comply  with  City  laws  and 
City  administrative  rules,  and  to  keep  in  compliance  with  Generally  Accepted  Accounting  Principles  and 
the  City's  mandate  for  the  use  of  standardized  budget  and  minimum  funding  allocation  requirements. 

B.  The  Board  shall  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  appropriate  City  officials  regarding  the 
Council’s  finances,  where  the  term  “appropriate  City  officials”  means  those  officials  and/or  agencies  of  the 
City  of  Los  Angeles  who  have  authority  over  Neighborhood  Councils. 

C.  All  financial  accounts  and  records  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  and  posted  on  the  Council 
website,  if  available. 

D.  Each  month,  the  T reasurer  shall  provide  to  the  Board  detailed  reports  of  the  Council’s  accounts.  This 
written  report  must  be  made  available  to  Board  members  and  Stakeholders  a  minimum  of  three  (3)  days 
(72  hours)  in  advance  of  the  meeting.

E.  At  least  once  each  quarter,  the  President  and  at  least  one  (1 )  other  individual  other  than  the  T reasurer, 
who  is  designated  by  the  Board,  shall  examine  the  Council’s  accounts  and  attest  to  their  accuracy  before 
submitting  the  documentation  to  the  Department  for  further  review. 


Article  X:  Elections 

Section  1:  Administration  of  Election.  The  Neighborhood  Council's  election  will  be  conducted  pursuant 
to  any  and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  elections. 

Section  2:  Governing  Board  Structure  and  Voting.  The  number  of  Board  seats,  the  eligibility 
requirements  for  holding  any  specific  Board  seats,  and  which  Stakeholders  may  vote  for  the  Board  seats  are 
noted  in  Attachment  B. 

Section  3:  Minimum  Voting  Age.  All  Community  Stakeholders  fifteen  (15)  and  above  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  in  the  Neighborhood  Council  elections. 

Section  4:  Method  of  Verifying  Stakeholder  Status.  Voters  will  verify  their  Stakeholder  status  through 
written  self-affirmation 

Section  5:  Restrictions  on  Candidates  Running  for  Multiple  Seats.  A  candidate  shall  declare  their 
candidacy  for  no  more  than  one  (1 )  position  on  the  Council  Board  during  a  single  election  cycle. 

Section  6:  Other  Election  Related  Language.  The  Neighborhood  Council  may  adopt  an  alternate 
selection  process  rather  than  participate  in  a  City-conducted  election.  The  Board  must  approve  the  selection 
process  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Board  members  present. 

A  selection  differs  from  an  election  in  that  individual  votes  must  be  made  public,  e.g.,  via  signed  ballots  or  a  public 
show  of  hands.  The  selection  process  must  preserve  the  goals  and  objectives  of  the  Council;  occur  during  the 
same  time  period  as  the  planned  election;  include  a  method  for  resolving  any  challenges  to  the  results;  and  be 
inclusive,  transparent,  and  non-discriminatory. 

Article  XI:  Grievance  Process 

The  formal  grievance  process  is  not  intended  to  apply  to  Stakeholders  who  simply  disagree  with  an  official  action 
taken  by  the  Board.  Those  grievances  can  be  aired  at  Council  meetings.  This  grievance  process  is  intended  to 
address  matters  involving  procedural  disputes,  such  as  the  Board's  failure  to  comply  with  its  rules  or  these 
bylaws. 

Any  grievance  by  a  Stakeholder  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  Secretary.  Within  thirty  days  (30) 
of  receiving  the  grievance: 

A.  The  Secretary  will  refer  the  matter  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Grievance  Panel  comprised  of  five  (5)  non-Board 
member  Stakeholders  who,  at  a  Board  meeting,  are  randomly  selected  by  the  Secretary  from  a  list  of 
Stakeholders  who  have  expressed  an  interest  in  serving  in  this  capacity. 

B.  The  Secretary  will  coordinate  a  time  and  place  for  the  panel  to  meet  with  the  Board  Parliamentarian 
and  the  Stakeholder(s)  who  submitted  the  grievance  to  discuss  ways  in  which  the  dispute  may  be 
resolved.  The  Grievance  Panel  meeting  will  be  open  to  the  public  and  noticed  like  any  other  regular 
Council  meeting. 
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1 .  Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  panel  meeting  with  the  Stakeholder(s)  who  submitted  the  grievance, 
the  panel  members  will  prepare  a  written  report  outlining  the  panel’s  collective  recommendations 
for  resolving  the  grievance,  and  will  submit  the  report  to  the  Secretary. 

2.  The  Secretary  will  ensure  that  the  report  be  listed  on  the  agenda  of  the  next  regular  Council 
meeting  for  discussion  and,  depending  on  the  nature  of  the  grievance,  referral  to  appropriate  Board 
Committee(s).  The  report  must  be  distributed  to  the  Board  members  seventy-two  (72)  hours  prior 
to  the  scheduled  meeting.  All  Board  discussion  prior  to  the  meeting  will  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  Brown  Act. 

C.  The  Committees  will  report  back  to  the  Board  with  recommendations  for  Board  consideration. 

D.  In  the  event  that  a  grievance  cannot  be  resolved  through  this  grievance  process,  then  the  matter  may  be 
referred  to  the  Department  for  consideration  or  dispute  resolution  in  accordance  with  the  Plan. 

E.  Board  members  are  not  permitted  to  file  a  grievance  against  another  Board  member  or  against  the 
Council,  except  as  permitted  under  the  City's  grievance  policy.  The  Neighborhood  Council  grievance 
review  process  will  be  conducted  pursuant  to  any  and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures 
pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  grievances. 


Article  XII:  Parliamentary  Authority 


A.  The  Council  shall  use  Rosenberg’s  rules  of  order  when  conducting  Council  meetings.  If  Rosenberg’s 
rules  of  order  are  silent  on  an  issue,  the  Council  shall  refer  to  Robert’s  rules  of  order. 

B.  Additional  rules  and/or  policies  and  procedures  regarding  the  conduct  of  the  Board  and/or  Council 
meetings  may  be  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Board.  Standing  rules  shall  be  made  publicly  available 
on  the  Council's  website. 

C.  In  the  role  of  Parliamentarian,  the  Vice  President  serves  as  a  consulting  expert  in  rules  of  order  and  the 
proper  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  meetings. 


Article  XIII:  Amendments 


A.  Any  Board  member  or  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws.  The  Board  shall 
forward  all  proposals  to  a  Bylaws  Committee  to  review  and  to  provide  recommendations  to  the  Board. 

B.  Any  proposal  to  amend  the  Bylaws  shall  be  formalized  in  writing  and  noticed  on  the  agenda  for  public 
discussion  and  Board  vote  at  the  next  regular  Council  meeting. 

C.  An  amendment  to  these  bylaws  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Board  members  present  at  a  duly 
noticed  general  or  special  meeting.  All  changes  shall  then  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  for  review  and 
approval. 

D.  Amendments  shall  not  be  valid,  final  or  effective  until  approved  by  the  Department.  Once  approved,  any 
changes  in  the  Bylaws  shall  become  effective  immediately. 


Article  XIV:  Compliance 


The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders  shall  comply  with  these  Bylaws  and  with  any 
additional  Standing  Rules  or  Procedures  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  as  well  as  all  local,  county,  state  and 
federal  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  the  Plan,  the  City  Code  of  Conduct,  the  City  Governmental  Ethics 
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Ordinance  ( Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  Section  49.5.1 ),  the  Brown  Act  (California  Government  Code  Section 
54950.5  et  seq.),  the  Public  Records  Act,  the  American  Disabilities  Act,  and  all  laws  and  governmental  policies 
pertaining  to  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

Section  1 :  Code  of  Civility.  The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders  shall  conduct 
all  Council  business  in  a  civil,  professional  and  respectful  manner. 

A.  Board  members  are  required  to  abide  by  the  Council's  Code  of  Civility,  as  included  in  the  standing  rules. 

B.  Board  members  will  also  abide  by  the  Commission's  Neighborhood  Council  Board  Member  Code  of 
Conduct  Policy. 

C.  Any  individual  who  is  disruptive  at  an  official  Council  function  may  be  removed  pursuant  to  the  Brown  Act. 

Section  2:  Training. 

A.  All  Board  members  shall  take  training  in  the  fundamentals  of  Neighborhood  Council,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  ethics,  funding,  workplace  violence  and  sexual  harassment  trainings  provided  by  the  City  within 
forty-five  (45)  days  of  being  seated,  or  they  will  lose  their  Council  voting  rights. 

B.  All  board  members  must  take  ethics  and  funding  training  prior  to  making  motions  and  voting  on  funding- 
related  matters. 

Section  3:  Self  Assessment.  Every  year,  the  Council  shall  conduct  a  self-assessment  pursuant  to  Article 
VI,  Section  1  of  the  Plan.

I  respectfully  urge  you  to  encourage 
your  colleagues  to  process  our  petition  in  accordance  with  the  existing  ordinance--that's  the  ordinance  we 
began  our  process  under  and  that's  the  ordinance  that's  still  the  law  to  this  day!  If  DONE  wants  to  change 
its  ordinance,  that's  fine;  but  future  possible  changes  should  not  govern  the  way  DONE  operates  today 
petitions  already  in  progress.

vii.  Therefore,  the  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  opposes  SB  827  in  its  present  form. 


2)  Resolution:  to  oppose  SB828  fLUPC  vote  8-0-01 

The  Westside  Regional  Alliance  of  Councils  opposes  SB828,  which  would  allow  the  state  to 
require  cities  approve  zoning  capacity  for  200%  of  state  assigned  RHNA  goals,  and  trigger  a  by¬ 
right  process  for  approvals  overriding  all  local  plans  IF  cities  fail  to  meet  all  assigned  RHNA 
goals.  WRAC  notes  this  bill  is  based  on  arbitrary  numbers,  and  by-right  approvals  with  no 
affordable  housing  requirements  would  be  a  disincentive  for  developers  to  use  city  density  bonus 
ordinances  that  produce  affordable  housing — and  an  unintended  consequence  of  the  legislation 

3)  Resolution:  to  oppose  SB813  [LUPC  vote  8-0-0] 

The  Westside  Regional  Alliance  of  Councils  opposes  SB813.  which  would  eliminate  the  FAR, 
floor  area  square  footage,  of  Accessory  Dwelling  Units  from  a  site's  total  floor  area.  No 
compelling  reason,  and  no  planning  justification,  has  been  presented  that  demonstrates  how 
the  physical  conditioned,  livable  space  of  an  ADU  is  different  from  the  physical  conditioned, 
livable  space  of  the  primary  residence  on  the  property. 

4)  Resolution:  to  oppose  SB946  [LUPC  vote  8-0-0] 

The  Westside  Regional  Alliance  of  Councils  opposes  SB946,  in  which  the  State  of  California 
would  establish  street  vending  regulations  for  local  municipalities.The  bill  would  require  local 
regulations  to  permit  vending  in  parks  and  public  spaces  and  would  not  allow  location 
restrictions  unless  "directly  related  to  objective  health,  safety  or  welfare  concerns.  The  City 
of  Los  Angeles  is  currently  analyzing  street  vending  options,  and  local  control  over  such 
issues  is  preferred. 


5). Resolution:  support  a  Short-Term  Rentals  Ordinance  IF  the  following  specific 
conditions— based  upon  WRAC  membership  votes  and  the  preceding  WRAC  letter 
on  STRs— are  included  [LUPC  vote  8-0-0] 

Any  City  of  Los  Angeles  Short-Term  Rentals  Ordinance  shall  include  the  following: 

1.  A  cap  on  the  number  of  nights  that  a  room  can  be  rented  each  year,  and  with  no 
provision  for  a  CUP  or  other  process  for  individual  hosts  to  receive  permission  to 
exceed  the  annual  cap 

2.  Requirement  of  proof  of  primary  residence  and  liability  insurance  for  the  specific  use. 

3.  No  self-certification. 

4.  Short-term  rental  tax  revenues  shall  not  go  into  the  General  Fund.  The  highest 
priority  for  use  of  revenues  shall  be  enforcement  of  the  ordinance,  and  after  that, 
revenues  shall  go  to  the  Affordable  Housing  Trust  Fund. 

WRAC  notes  that  Many  NCs  prefer  a  full  prohibition  on  short-term  rentals  in  R  zones , 
for  reasons  that  include  tranquil  neighborhoods ,  impossibility  of  enforcement ,  and 
loss  of  hotel  revenue  and  jobs.  However,  many  Councilors  support  short-term  rentals 
in  R  zones,  and  full  opposition  may  not  be  feasible. 

6). Resolution:  oppose  the  Planning  Commission's  recommendation  and  revisions 

to  Expo  Transit  Neighborhood  Plans  [LUPC  vote:  8-0-0] 

The  Westside  Regional  Alliance  of  Councils  opposes  the  Planning  Commission's 
recommendation  and  revisions  to  increase  density  around  the  Westside  NC  and  West  L.A. 
Sawtelle  NC  district  areas  in  the  Exposition  Station  Neighborhood  Transit  Plan  for  the 
following  reasons  (Westwood,  Sepulveda  and  Bundy  Stations): 


1.  Insufficient  consideration  of  the  years  long  public  processes,  including  numerous 
outreach  meetings  and  public  hearings,  undergirding  the  plan 

2.  Insufficient  analysis  of  population  growth  and  zoning  capacity 

3.  Insufficient  analysis  of  infrastructure  expansion  capacity  needs  and  costs 

4.  Failure  to  analyze  the  plan  options  within  the  context  of  the  existing  community  and 
neighboring  properties  and  land  uses

This  Neighborhood  Council  opposes  the  draft  ordinance  introduced  at  the  PLUM  Committee  on 
12/12/17,  Council  File  1 1-1705.  It  supports  the  sign  ordinance  Version  B+  as  approve  by  the 
City  Planning  Commission  on  10/22/15.  Specifically,  we  urge  the  PLUM  committee  of  the  City 
Council  to  adopt  a  version  of  the  ordinance  which  accomplishes  the  following  goals  that  are 
important  to  the  residents  and  stakeholders  of  this  neighborhood: 

1-  Disapproves  any  amnesty  for  existing  billboards  that  lack  permits  or  have  been  altered  in 
violation  of  their  permits. 


2-  Disapproves  the  "grandfathering"  of  any  sign  districts  that  weren't  approved  or  applied  for  in 
April  2009  when  the  CPC  approved  the  initial  version  of  the  new  sign  ordinance. 


3-  Restricts  any  new  off-site  signs,  including  digital  billboards,  to  sign  districts  in  22  areas 
already  zoned  as  Regional  Commercial  for  high-intensity  commercial  use. 

3-  Requires  existing  billboards  to  be  taken  down  before  any  new  off-site  signs  can  go  up  in  sign 
districts.  The  takedown  ratio  of  existing  signs  to  new  signs  should  be  5  to  1  for  conventional  and 
10  to  1  for  digital. 

4-  Adds  funding  to  the  Department  of  Building  and  Safety  to  hire  at  least  3  more  inspectors  to 
enforce  sign  ordinances,  especially  regarding  unpermitted  or  illegally  altered  billboards. 

5-  Prohibits  off-site  signage  in  city  parks  and  recreation  facilities.

On  behalf  of  Westwood  Forward,  we  thank  you  for  approaching  us  and  stating  your  openness  to 
seeing  the  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  make  significant  reforms  towards  more  equitably 
representing  its  constituents.  However,  before  our  coalition  invests  the  time  and  energy  into 
considering  what,  if  any,  hypothetical  bylaw  changes  might  suffice  to  address  the  concerns  of  our 
community,  we  think  that  it  is  important  that  you  establish  that  you  are  in  a  position  to  negotiate  on 
behalf  of  the  council.  Given  that  the  council  voted  against  your  selection  as  Land  Use  Chair  and  also 
repeatedly  refused  to  consider  our  requests  for  online  voting  or  a  2018  selection,  we  worry  that  those 
who  would  consider  affecting  the  meaningful  changes  our  community  needs  are  in  the  minority.

Outreach.  That  is  the  byword  of  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment.  The  yardstick  by  which 
neighborhood  councils  are  measured.  The  more  people  that  are  contacted  and  the  more  people  that  get 
involved  in  NCs  and  come  to  meetings,  the  better.  At  least  that's  what  I  recall  from  a  lengthy  conversation 
you  and  I  had  some  time  ago. 


During  our  conversation  I  also  recall  mentioning  the  great  work  the  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council 

has  done  in  the  community.  Except  for  operating  expenses,  all  funds  are  given  to  local  groups  and 
organizations  in  the  form  of  grants.  One  outstanding  example  of  this  is  $5,000  that  went  to  the  UCLA 
Food  Bank.  These  grants  are  one  of  the  hallmarks  of  the  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council. 


With  these  things  in  mind,  it  is  quite  something  then  as  to  the  controversy  surrounding  the  application  for 
the  North  Westwood  subdivision.  Community  Leaders  and  Presidents  have  advised  you  that  proper 
outreach  was  not  done.  They  have  also  advised  you  of  gerrymandered  boundaries.  Most  certainly  I 
was  not  contacted  and  I  am  not  aware  of  WHA  members  being  contacted  regarding  this  proposed 
subdivision.  The  lack  of  outreach  and  the  gerrymandering  of  boundaries  are  serious  deficiencies  that 
concern  the  appropriateness  of  the  subdivision  application,  but  also  speak  of  the  weakness  of  the 
subdivision  process  itself. 


Then  there  is  the  conduct  surrounding  the  application.  The  WWNC  is  frequently  and  consistently 

insulted  and  accused  of  all  manner  of  things.  This  abuse,  sometimes  quite  directed,  continues 
unabated  at  each  and  every  WWNC  meeting. 


Grayce,  something  went  terribly  wrong  with  this  process.  The  application  does  not  meet  requirements.  The 
abuse  does  not  meet  community  standards.  The  WWNC  gets  a  reputation  that  is  not  warranted.  WWNC  is 
a  valued  member  of  the  community  and  doesn't  deserve  all  that  has  happened.  The  Westwood  Community 
doesn’t  deserve  all  that  has  happened. 


Today,  right  now,  we  have  what  I  call  a  MOMENT  OF  TRUTH.  A  singular  opportunity  that  doesn't  come 
along  very  often.  An  opportunity  for  DONE  to  insert  itself  in  the  process  and  say  enough;  it's  time  for  a 
pause;  it's  time  to  meet.  Please  promote  confidence  in  the  NC  system.  Please  promote  that  the  Westwood 
Neighborhood  Council  and  all  19  council  members,  along  with  the  Westwood  Community  must  be 
respected.

Following  up  on  my  email  below,  I  would  like  to  elaborate.  If  the  application  was  fatally  flawed 
because  it  did  not  include  what  DONE  feels  is  a  reguired  area  (i.e.,  Westwood  Hills),  the  proper 
action  for  DONE  was  to  reject  the  application  in  its  current  form  and  aske  the  organizers  to 
correct  and  resubmit. 


DONE's  own  rules,  at  http://empowerla.org/subdivision/.  require  as  part  of  the  petition  that, 
"the  outreach  process  used  to  identify  stakeholders  within  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council 
boundaries  must  be  described  in  detail  and  200  to  500  signatures  from  stakeholders  that  have  an 
interest  within  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council  boundaries  must  be  submitted  and  should 
reflect  the  broadest  array  of  stakeholders  who  will  actively  participate  in  the  proposed 
Neighborhood  Council." 


Since  Westwood  Hills  was  not  included  in  the  petition  boundaries,  the  petition  could 
not  possibly  have  described  (in  the  required  detail,  or  at  all!)  any  outreach  process  to 
our  neighborhood.

Dear  Ms.  Liu  -  thank  you  for  your  email,  but  it  is  not  responsive  to  the  serious  concerns 
expressed  by  our  community.  Most  importantly,  meaningful  outreach  cannot  occur  after  the  fact. 


As  best  we  can  tell,  the  Westwood  Hills  neighborhood  was  annexed  into  the  boundaries  of  the 
proposed  North  Westwood  NC  (NWNC)  only  last  Friday,  Feb.  9.  We  received  NO  NOTICE  of  this 
from  either  DONE  or  the  organizers  -  no  advance  notice,  and  not  even  the  courtesy  of  copying  us 
on  Mr.  Fong's  Feb.  9  letter.  We  heard  about  it  third-hand  over  the  weekend  from  a  Westwood 
Hills  neighbor  who  heard  about  it  from  a  friend  in  another  neighborhood. 

With  the  significant  change  in  boundaries,  NWNC  has  effectively  created  a  new  application, 
whose  filing  date  is  Feb.  9,  2018.  As  a  result,  the  entire  process  must  be  halted  and  started 
anew  with  the  new  boundaries  and  meaningful  outreach  to  and  participation  by  our 
neighborhood. 

In  addition,  the  organizers  of  NWNC  have  failed  to  meet  their  legal  obligation  to 
outreach  to  all  affected  stakeholders  -  outreach  means  a  voice  in  the  process,  not  just 
informing  some  people  of  what  has  already  been  done. 

No  outreach  at  all  has  been  done  to  any  of  the  stakeholder  communities  in  the  existing 
Westwood  NC,  which  will  be  impacted  by  the  current  NWNC  proposal.  Effective  outreach  is  not 
only  a  legal  reguirement,  but  is  critical  to  a  fair  and  unbiased  democratic  procedure  - 
particularly  because  the  proposed  NWNC  splits  recognized  communities  in  two  and  severs 
connections  among  related  communities.  For  example,  the  Westwood  Homeowners 
neighborhood  south  of  Wilshire  is  being  split  in  two,  the  Persian  and  Wilshire  Corridor  business 
communities  are  being  split  in  two,  and  our  neighborhood  and  the  business  communities  are 
being  severed  from  the  other  parts  of  the  Westwood  community. 

Thank  you  for  your  attention  to  these  serious  concerns  and  flaws  in  the  process.

ARTICLE  II  PURPOSE

4.  To  facilitate  communication  between  the  City  and  Community  Stakeholders  on 
issues  of  concern  to  the  community  and/or  the  Stakeholders. 

B.  The  POLICY  of  the  Council  is: 

1.  To  respect  the  diversity,  dignity,  and  expression  of  views  of  all  individuals, 
groups,  and  organizations  within  the  community  and/or  involved  in  the  Council; 

2.  To  remain  non-partisan  with  respect  to  political  party  affiliation  and  inclusive  in 
our  operations  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  process  of  electing  or  selecting 
the  Board  of  Directors,  Officers,  and  committee  members,  as  hereinafter  set 
forth; 

3.  To  utilize  the  Early  Notification  System  (ENS)  to  inform  the  Council  and 
Community  Stakeholders  of  matters  involving  the  City  and  our  community  in  a 
way  that  is  tailored  to  provide  opportunities  for  involvement  in  the  decision¬ 
making  process; 

4.  To  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  participate  in  activities  of  the  Council; 

5.  To  prohibit  discrimination  against  any  individual  or  group  in  our  operations  on 
the  basis  of  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  gender 
identity,  sexual  orientation,  age,  disability,  marital  status,  income,  immigration 
status,  homeowner/renter/homeless  status,  or  political  affiliation;  and 


6.  To  have  fair,  open,  and  transparent  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  all  Council 
business. 

ARTICLE  III  BOUNDARIES 

The  Council  covers  a  geographic  area  described  below. 

Section  1:  Boundary  Description  -  The  boundaries  of  the  Council  shall  include  the 
areas  within  the  following  lines  of  demarcation: 

A.  North  -  The  south  side  of  Sunset  Boulevard  from  Veteran  Avenue  in  the  west 
to  Hilgard  Avenue  in  the  east ;  and 

B.  East  -  The  east  side  of  Hilgard  Ave  from  Sunset  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Weyburn 
Ave  in  the  south  ;  the  south  side  of  Weyburn  Ave  from  Hilgard  Ave  in  the  west  to 
Malcolm  Avenue  in  the  east;  the  west  side  of  Malcolm  Ave  from  Weyburn  Ave  in 
the  north  to  Wilshire  Boulevard  in  the  south;  the  east  side  of  Westwood  Blvd 
from  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Ohio  Avenue  in  the  south;  and 

C.  South  -  The  south  side  of  Wilshire  Blvd  from  Malcolm  Ave  in  the  east  to 
Westwood  Blvd  in  the  west ;  the  north  side  of  Ohio  Ave  from  Westwood  Blvd  in 
the  east  to  Veteran  Ave  in  the  west;  and 

D.  West  -The  east  side  of  Veteran  Ave  from  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Ohio  Ave 
in  the  south;  the  eastern  side  of  the  1-405  Freeway  between  Sunset  Blvd  in  the 
North  and  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the  south,  excluding  the  Veteran’s  Administration 
property.  The  boundaries  of  the  Council  are  set  forth  in  Attachment  A  -  Map  of 
the  North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council. 

Section  2:  Internal  Boundaries:  Not  applicable 


ARTICLE  IV  STAKEHOLDER 


Neighborhood  Council  membership  is  open  to  all  Stakeholders.  “Stakeholders” 
shall  be  defined  as  those  who  live,  work,  or  own  real  property  in  the 
neighborhood  and  also  to  those  who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a 
community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a  person  who  affirms  a  substantial 
and  ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood  Council’s  boundaries  and  who 
may  be  in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  educational,  non¬ 
profit  and/or  religious  organizations. 

ARTICLE  V  GOVERNING  BOARD 

The  Board  of  Directors  (“the  Board”)  shall  be  the  Governing  Body  of  the  Council 
within  the  meaning  of  that  term  as  set  forth  in  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of 
Neighborhood  Councils 

Section  1:  Composition  -  The  Board  shall  consist  of  fifteen  (15)  Stakeholders,  who 
must  be  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  or  older,  who  are  elected,  selected  or 
appointed  by  the  Board  and/or  Community  Stakeholders. 

The  composition  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Homeowner  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (1)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  own 
a  residence  that  is  located  within  the  NC  boundaries. 

B.  Renter  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  rent  a 
residence  located  within  the  NC  boundaries. 

C.  General  Residential  Stakeholder  (1)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  spend  the 
majority  of  their  sleeping  hours  within  the  NC  boundaries,  either  as  a 
homeowner,  renter,  person  who  experiences  homelessness,  or  person  who 
sublets  or  otherwise  informally  lives  within  the  boundaries. 

D.  Business  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  work  at 
or  own  a  business  or  business  property  within  the  NC  boundaries. 

E.  Undergraduate  Student  Member  (1)— Open  to  stakeholders  who  are 
undergraduate  students  at  a  university  or  college  within  the  NC  boundaries. 
Students  need  not  be  currently  enrolled  as  long  as  they  have  been  enrolled  within 
the  past  460  days  and  intend  to  re-enroll  within  the  next  460  days. 


F.  Graduate  Student  Member  (1)— Open  to  stakeholders  who  are  current 
graduate  or  professional  students  at  a  university  or  college  within  the  NC 
boundaries.  Students  need  not  be  currently  enrolled  as  long  as  they  have  been 
enrolled  within  the  past  460  days  and  intend  to  re-enroll  within  the  next  460 
days. 

G.  University  Staff  or  Administrative  Member  (1)  -  Open  to  stakeholders  who 
work  at  a  university  or  college  within  the  NC  boundaries  in  a  capacity  in  which 
they  spend  the  majority  of  their  time  neither  conducting  academic  research  nor 
teaching.  Employee  need  not  be  currently  employed  as  long  as  they  have  been 
employed  within  the  past  460  days  and  intend  to  be  re-employed  within  the  next 
460  days. 

H.  Faculty  Member  (1)  -  Open  to  stakeholders  who  work  at  a  university  or  college 
within  the  NC  boundaries  in  a  capacity  in  which  they  spend  the  majority  of  their 
time  conducting  academic  research  and/or  teaching.  Employee  need  not  be 
currently  employed  as  long  as  they  have  been  employed  within  the  past  460  days 
and  intend  to  be  re-employed  within  the  next  460  days. 


I.  Organizational  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who 
actively  participate  in  a  religious  organization,  educational  institution,  community 
organization,  non-profit  organization,  neighborhood  association,  chamber  of 
commerce,  business  improvement  district,  sorority,  fraternity,  school/parent 
group,  student  association,  arts  association,  service  organization,  cultural  group, 
etc.  that  primarily  operates  within  the  NC  boundaries. 

G.  At-Large  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (3)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  of  any 
category. 

Section  2:  Quorum  -  The  quorum  shall  be  8  members  of  the  Board. 

Section  3:  Official  Actions  -  A  simple  majority  vote  by  the  Board  members  present, 
not  including  abstentions,  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum  shall  be 
required  to  take  official  action,  unless  specified  otherwise  in  these  Bylaws. 

Section  4:  Terms  and  Term  Limits  -  Elected  board  members  shall  serve  a  two  (2) 
year  term.  Terms  of  office  shall  begin  when  and  be  extended  until  each  election  is 
certified  by  the  City.  Board  members  may  serve  no  more  than  9  consecutive  years 
on  the  Council  Board,  and  may  not  be  elected  to  a  term  of  office  that,  if  fully 
served,  would  cause  them  to  exceed  9  consecutive  years  of  service.  Variances  of 
up  to  5  months  may  be  granted  by  the  Council  Board  to  these  term  limits,  to 
prevent  members  from  being  disqualified  from  further  service  as  a  result  of  the 
City  shifting  the  days  it  holds  or  certifies  elections. 

Section  5:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  primary  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be  to  govern 
the  Council  and  to  carry  out  its  objectives.  No  individual  member  of  the  Board 
shall  speak  for  the  Board  or  otherwise  publicly  represent  a  Board  position  unless 
authorized  to  do  so  by  official  action  of  the  Board.  The  Board  may,  by  official 
action,  delegate  to  any  individual  the  authority  to  present  before  any  public  body 
a  standing  Council  position  previously  adopted  by  the  Board  or  a  statement  that 
the  Council  has  had  insufficient  time  to  develop  a  position  or  recommendation  on 
a  matter  before  that  body.  Such  authority  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the 
Board. 

Section  6:  Vacancies  -  Vacancies  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  using 
the  following  procedure: 


A.  Within  4  days  of  a  position  becoming  vacant,  the  Council  shall  notify  the  public 
of  the  opportunity  to  apply  for  the  open  position  through  its  website  and  any 
other  efficient  channels  of  communication. 

B.  Any  Stakeholder  interested  in  filling  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  submit  a 
written  application  to  the  Board. 

C.  The  Board  shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

D.  The  Board  shall  vote  on  the  application  at  the  meeting.  If  multiple  applications 
for  one  seat  have  been  submitted,  the  candidate  with  the  most  votes  wins. 

E.  The  candidate  who  wins  shall  fill  the  remaining  term  of  the  Board  seat  unless 
an  election  or  selection  occurs  sooner. 

F.  In  no  event  shall  a  vacant  seat  be  filled  where  a  general  election  is  scheduled  to 
occur  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  date  that  a  written  application  is  presented  to 
the  Board. 

Section  7:  Absences  -  Any  Board  Member  who  misses  three  Neighborhood 
Council  Governing  Board  Meetings  within  a  12-month  period,  without  such 
absences  being  declared  valid  and  excused  by  the  President  or  the  Governing 
Board,  will  be  subject  to  removal  from  the  Board.  Members  unable  to  attend  a 
meeting  must  inform  the  President  as  soon  as  circumstances  reasonably  allow, 
stating  their  reasons  for  non-attendance,  whereupon  the  President  may  deem 
their  absences  excused.  Each  Council  Board  Member  absence  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  Council’s  Meeting  Minutes  or  other  manner  of  Council  record  keeping,  and, 
upon  missing  the  required  number  of  Board  Meetings  for  removal,  the  Council 
Presiding  Officer  shall  notify  the  Board  Member  of  the  absences  and  place  on  the 
agenda  the  removal  of  the  Board  Member  at  a  regular  or  special  Board  meeting 
whereupon  the  Board  shall  determine  the  validity  of  the  absences  before  taking 
action  to  remove  the  Board  Member.  Any  meeting  of  the  Neighborhood  Council 
Governing  Board,  scheduled  and  noticed  as  per  the  Brown  Act,  shall  constitute  a 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  determining  Board  Member  attendance. 


Section  8:  Censure  -  The  Council  can  take  action  to  publicly  reprimand  a  Board 
member  for  actions  conducted  in  the  course  of  Council  business  by  censuring  the 
Board  member  at  a  Council  Board  meeting.  Censures  shall  be  placed  on  the 
agenda  for  discussion  and  action.  At  least  a  two-thirds  vote  by  the  Board 
members  present,  including  abstentions,  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum 
shall  be  required  to  take  such  action. 

Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members  -  The  Council  shall  consult  with 
the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney  throughout  any  Board  removal  process.  Board 
members  may  be  removed  in  the  following  ways: 

A.  Petition  by  Stakeholders-  A  Board  member  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
submission  of  a  written  petition  to  the  Secretary,  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of 
the  Board  member  to  be  removed,  ii)  a  description,  in  detail,  of  the  reason  for 
removal,  and  iii)  the  valid  signatures  of  200  Stakeholders. 

1.  Upon  receipt  of  a  written  petition  for  removal,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  the 
matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  the  next  regular 
Council  meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Board  member  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of 
the  attending  Board  Members. 

3.  The  Board  Member  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right 
to  deliver  to  Board  Members  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to 
speak  at  the  Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of 
the  quorum,  nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

B.  Petition  by  Board  -  A  Board  Member  may  be  removed  from  the  Board  for  good 
cause,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  disruptive  conduct;  interfering  with  Council 
business;  violations  of  the  Bylaws,  Operating  Procedures  or  Code  of  Conduct 
following  a  Board  Member’s  submission  to  the  Board  of  a  petition  which  includes: 
i)  the  identity  of  the  Board  Member  to  be  removed,  ii)  states  the  reason  for 
removal  by  identifying  the  violation  of  the  internal  rules  or  procedures  and 
specifies  the  conduct  of  the  person,  and  iii)  contains  the  signatures  of  at  least 
three  (3)  Board  members. 


1.  The  petition  shall  be  delivered  simultaneously  to  all  Board  Members  and  the 
matter  placed  on  the  agenda  and  scheduled  for  a  vote  at  the  next  regular  Board 
Meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Board  member  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of 
the  attending  Board  Members. 

3.  The  Board  Member  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right 
to  deliver  to  Board  Members  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to 
speak  at  the  Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of 
the  quorum,  nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

4.  The  Board  member  being  removed  must  first  have  been  censured  by  the  Board 
once  for  the  same  action  before  a  Petition  by  the  Board  for  removal  shall  be 
considered  by  the  Council. 

If  the  vote  for  removal  is  affirmative,  the  position  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and 
filled  via  the  Council’s  vacancy  clause. 

The  Council  shall  not  consider  petitions  for  the  removal  of  a  board  member  more 
than  once  unless  new  reasons  are  offered  for  removal. 


Section  10:  Resignation  -  A  Board  member  may  resign  from  the  Council,  and  the 
position  shall  then  be  deemed  vacant.  Any  member  of  the  Board  who  ceases  to 
be  a  Stakeholder  is  required  to  submit  his  or  her  resignation  to  the  Board  for 
discussion  and  action  at  a  Board  meeting.  However,  board  members  who  remain 
stakeholders  but  whose  stakeholder  category  has  shifted  may  serve  out  the 
remainder  of  their  term  in  the  seat  to  which  they  were  elected  or  selected  (e.g.  if 
a  renter  buys  a  home  in  Westwood,  or  an  undergraduate  student  becomes  a  grad 
student,  they  could  respectively  retain  their  renter  and  undergrad  seats  until  the 
next  election  but  then  would  thereafter  have  to  seek  seats  that  correspond  with 
their  new  stakeholder  status.)  Removal  of  the  resigning  Board  member  requires  a 
majority  of  the  attending  Board  members 

Section  11:  Community  Outreach  -  The  Council  shall  direct  that  a  system  of 
outreach  be  instituted  to  inform  Stakeholders  as  to  the  existence  and  activities  of 
the  Council,  including  its  Board  elections,  to  find  future  leaders  of  the  Council,  and 
to  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  seek  leadership  positions  within  the  Council. 

The  Council  shall  have  a  standing  Outreach  Committee,  which  will  report  its 
activities  and  recommendations  to  the  Board  monthly  at  the  regular  Council 
meeting. 

The  Council  shall  maintain  a  website  presence  to  disseminate  information  to 
Council  Stakeholders  and  others  interested  in  the  Council. 

In  addition,  the  Board  shall  create,  or  shall  cause  to  be  created,  a  marketing  plan 
to  solicit  participation  from  Stakeholders.  The  plan  may  include,  for  example,  the 
creation  of  flyers,  postcards,  pamphlets  and  other  related  materials.  It  may  also 
include  e-mail  blasts  to  various  organizations  including  a  regularly  scheduled  e- 
blast  to  local  government  officials  and  to  the  Business  Improvement  District, 
Neighborhood  Associations,  Student  Associations  and  other  local  organizations  as 
determined  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI  OFFICERS 

Section  1:  Officers  of  the  Board  -  The  officers  of  the  Board  ("Officers”)  shall 
include  the  following  positions  which  altogether  comprise  the  Executive 
Committee:  President,  Vice  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 


Section  2:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  duties  of  the  Officers  are  as  follows  and  also 
include  such  additional  duties  as  may  be  adopted  by  official  action  of  the  Board: 

A.  The  President  shall  act  as  the  chief  executive  of  the  Council  and  shall  preside  at 
all  Council  meetings. 

B.  The  Vice  President  shall  serve  in  place  of  the  President  if  the  President  is 
unable  to  serve. 

C.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  Board  meetings.  An  Alternate  Secretary 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Board  to  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  as 
needed.  Unless  the  person  serving  as  Alternate  Secretary  is  already  a  Board 
member,  he  or  she  shall  not  have  any  of  the  rights  of  a  Board  member,  including 
the  right  to  vote  on  matters  before  the  Council. 

D.  The  Treasurer  shall  maintain  the  records  of  the  Council's  finances  and  books  of 
accounts  and  perform  other  duties  in  accordance  with  the  Council's  Financial 
Management  Plan  and  the  Department’s  policies  and  procedures. 

Section  3:  Selection  of  Officers  - 

Officer  positions  shall  be  filled  at  the  first  official  Board  meeting  following  the 
election  of  the  board,  each  2  years. 

Section  4:  Officer  Terms  -  The  Officers  shall  serve  2  year  terms  and  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board.  They  may  stand  for  reelection  every  2  years. 

ARTICLE  VII  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

All  Standing  and  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  established  by  the  Board. 
Suggestions  for  committees  may  come  from  Stakeholders  or  from  members  of  the 
Board,  and  all  such  suggestions  shall  be  voted  upon  by  the  Board. 

Section  1:  Standing  Committees  -  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Council  are: 

The  Executive  Committee,  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  The  Outreach  and 
Communications  Committee,  The  Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee,  The 
Elections  Committee,  and  the  Community  Activities  and  Projects  Committee. 


Section  2:  Ad  Hoc  Committees  -  The  Board  may  create  Ad  Hoc  Committees  as 
needed  to  deal  with  temporary  issues. 

Section  3:  Committee  Creation  and  Authorization 

A.  Committee  Authority  -  All  committee  recommendations  shall  be  brought  back 
to  the  full  Board  for  discussion  and  action. 

B.  Committee  Structure  -  With  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
Committee  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and  ratified  by  the 
Board.  Standing  Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  at  least  two  (2)  Board 
members  and  may  include  any  interested  Stakeholders.  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall 
be  comprised  of  3  or  fewer  Board  members  and  may  include  any  interested 
Stakeholders. 

C.  Committee  Appointment  -  All  Committee  Chairs  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  and  confirmed  by  the  Board.  The  Chairs  shall  keep  a  written  record  of 
Committee  meetings  and  shall  provide  regular  reports  on  Committee  matters  to 
the  Board. 

D.  Committee  Meetings  -  Committee  meetings  are  subject  to  and  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  the  Brown  Act.  Minutes  shall  be 
taken  at  every  Committee  meeting. 

E.  Changes  to  Committees  -  The  Board  may  establish,  disband  or  make  changes  as 
needed  to  any  Standing  or  Ad  Hoc  committee.  Any  such  action  by  the  Board  shall 
be  noted  in  the  Council  meeting  minutes. 

F.  Removal  of  Committee  Members  -  The  President  may  recommend  that  the 
Board  remove  a  committee  member.  Removal  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of 
those  board  members  in  attendance. 

ARTICLE  VIII  MEETINGS 

All  meetings,  as  defined  by  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  (California  Government  Code 
Section  54950.5  et  seq.),  shall  be  noticed  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
Act  and  all  other  applicable  laws  and  governmental  policy. 


Section  1:  Meeting  Time  and  Place  -  All  meetings  shall  be  held  within  the  Council 
boundaries  at  a  location,  date  and  time  set  by  the  Board.  A  calendar  of  regular 
meetings  shall  be  established  by  the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  of  each 
calendar  year. 

A.  Regular  Meetings  -  Regular  Council  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  per 
quarter  and  may  be  held  more  frequently  as  determined  by  the  Board.  Prior  to 
any  action  by  the  Board,  there  shall  be  a  period  of  public  comment.  The  Board 
shall  determine  the  length  and  format  of  the  period  as  appropriate. 

B.  Special  Meetings  -  The  President  or  a  majority  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to 
call  a  Special  Council  Meeting  as  needed. 

Section  2:  Agenda  Setting  - 

The  President  shall  set  the  agenda  for  each  Council  meeting. 

Any  Stakeholder  may  make  a  proposal  for  action  by  the  Council  by  submitting  a 
written  request  to  the  Secretary  or  during  the  public  comment  period  of  a  regular 
Council  meeting.  The  Secretary  shall  promptly  refer  the  proposal  to  a  Standing 
Committee  or  the  Board.  At  the  next  regular  Council  meeting,  the  Board  shall 
either  consider  the  proposal  or  create  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  consider  the 
proposal.  The  Council  is  required  to  consider  the  proposal,  or  to  pass  a  motion 
objecting  to  consideration  of  the  proposal  and  stating  the  reasons  for  this 
objection,  at  a  Committee  or  Board  meeting,  but  is  not  required  to  take  further 
action  on  the  proposal. 

Proposals  made  under  this  subsection  are  subject  to  the  rules  regarding 
reconsideration. 

Section  3:  Notifications/Postings  -  Notice  of  a  regular  meeting  shall  be  a  minimum 
of  three  (3)  days  (72  hours)  in  advance  of  the  meeting  and  at  least  one  (1)  day  (24 
hours)  in  advance  of  a  special  meeting.  At  a  minimum,  notice  shall  be  posted  at 
the  Council’s  five  (5)  Public  Notice  Locations  specified  on  the  Posting  Location 
Form  filed  with  the  Department,  on  its  website  (if  applicable)  and  emailed  out  to 
Stakeholders  if  the  Council  maintains  such  a  database.  Regular  and  Special 
meeting  agendas  shall  also  be  emailed  to  the  Department. 


Section  4:  Reconsideration 


The  Board  may  reconsider  or  amend  its  actions  through  the  following  Motion  for 
Reconsideration  process: 

a.  Before  the  Board  reconsiders  any  matter,  the  Board  must  approve  a  Motion  for 
Reconsideration.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  approved  by  official 
action  of  the  Board.  After  determining  that  an  action  should  be  reconsidered,  the 
Board  has  the  authority  to  re-hear,  continue,  or  take  action  on  the  item  that  is  the 
subject  of  reconsideration  within  any  limitations  that  are  stated  in  the  Motion  for 
Reconsideration. 

b.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  brought,  and  the  Board's  approval  of  a 
Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  occur,  either  during  the  same  meeting  where 
the  Board  initially  acted  or  during  the  Board's  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting 
that  follows  the  meeting  where  the  action  subject  to  reconsideration  occurred. 
The  Council  may  also  convene  a  special  meeting  within  these  specified  time 
frames  to  address  a  Motion  for  Reconsideration. 

c.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  may  be  proposed  only  by  a  member  of  the  board 
that  previously  voted  on  the  prevailing  side  of  the  original  action  that  was  taken 
by  the  Board  (the  "Moving  Board  Member"). 

d.  The  Moving  Board  Member  may  make  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  orally 
during  the  same  meeting  where  the  action  that  is  the  subject  of  reconsideration 
occurred,  or  by  properly  placing  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of 
a  meeting  that  occurs  within  the  allowed  specified  periods  of  time  as  stated 
above. 

e.  In  order  to  properly  place  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  the 
subsequent  meeting,  the  Moving  Board  Member  shall  submit  a  memorandum  to 
the  Secretary  at  least  two  (2)  days  in  advance  of  the  deadline  for  posting  notices 
for  the  meeting.  The  memorandum  must  briefly  state  the  reason(s)  for  requesting 
the  reconsideration,  and  provide  the  Secretary  with  an  adequate  description  of 
the  matter(s)  to  be  re-heard  and  the  proposed  action  that  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Board  if  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is  approved. 


f.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  that  is  properly  brought  before  the  Board  may  be 
seconded  by  any  member  of  the  Board. 

g.  This  reconsideration  process  shall  be  conducted  at  all  times  in  accordance  with 
the  Brown  Act. 

ARTICLE  IX  FINANCES 

A.  The  Board  shall  review  its  fiscal  budget  and  make  adjustments  as  needed  to 
comply  with  City  laws  and  City  administrative  rules,  and  to  keep  in  compliance 
with  Generally  Accepted  Accounting  Principles  and  the  City’s  mandate  for  the  use 
of  standardized  budget  and  minimum  funding  allocation  requirements. 

B.  The  Board  shall  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  appropriate 
City  officials  regarding  the  Council’s  finances,  where  the  term  “appropriate  City 
officials”  means  those  officials  and/or  agencies  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  who 
have  authority  over  Neighborhood  Councils. 

C.  All  financial  accounts  and  records  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  and 
posted  on  the  Council  website,  if  available. 

D.  Each  month,  the  Treasurer  shall  provide  to  the  Board  detailed  reports  of  the 
Council’s  accounts. 

E.  At  least  once  each  quarter,  the  President  and  at  least  one  (1)  other  individual 
other  than  the  Treasurer,  who  is  designated  by  the  Board,  shall  examine  the 
Council’s  accounts  and  attest  to  their  accuracy  before  submitting  the 
documentation  to  the  Department  for  further  review. 

F.  The  Council  will  not  enter  into  any  contracts  or  agreements  except  through  the 
Department. 


ARTICLE  X  ELECTIONS 


Section  1:  Administration  of  Election  -  The  Neighborhood  Council's  election  will  be 
conducted  pursuant  to  any  and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures 
pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  elections.  The  Council  shall  make  voting  as 
accessible  as  possible  to  its  stakeholders  by  allowing  not  only  in-person  voting  but 
also  online  voting  when  feasible.  The  Council  may  also  consider  allowing  other 
forms  of  voting  such  as  voting  by  mail. 

Section  2:  Governing  Board  Structure  and  Voting  -  The  number  of  Board  seats,  the 
eligibility  requirements  for  holding  any  specific  Board  seats,  and  which 
Stakeholders  may  vote  for  the  Board  seats  are  noted  in  Attachment  B. 

Section  3:  Minimum  Voting  Age  -  All  Community  Stakeholders  aged  sixteen  (16) 
years  old  and  above  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Neighborhood  Council 
Elections. 

Section  4:  Method  of  Verifying  Stakeholder  Status 

Voters  will  verify  their  Stakeholder  status  through  written  self-affirmation. 

Section  5:  Restrictions  on  Candidates  Running  for  Multiple  Seats 

A  candidate  shall  declare  their  candidacy  for  no  more  than  one  (1)  position  on  the 
Council  Board  during  a  single  election  cycle. 

Section  6:  Other  Election  Related  Language:  Not  Applicable 

ARTICLE  XI  GRIEVANCE  PROCESS 

A.  Any  grievance  by  a  Stakeholder  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  who 
shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular  Council 
meeting. 

B.  At  that  meeting,  the  Board  shall  refer  the  matter  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Grievance  Panel 
comprised  of  three  (3)  Stakeholders  randomly  selected  by  the  Board  from  a  list  of 
Stakeholders  who  have  expressed  an  interest  in  serving  from  time-to-time  on 
such  a  panel. 


C.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  of  the  panel’s  selection,  the  Board  shall  coordinate  a  time 
and  place  for  the  panel  to  meet  with  the  person(s)  submitting  a  grievance  to 
discuss  ways  in  which  the  dispute  may  be  resolved. 

D.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  following  such  meeting,  a  member  of  the  panel  shall 
prepare  a  written  report  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  outlining 
the  panel's  collective  recommendations  for  resolving  the  grievance.  The  Board 
may  receive  a  copy  of  the  panel's  report  and  recommendations  prior  to  a  Board 
meeting,  but,  in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act,  the  matter  shall  not  be  discussed 
among  the  Board  members  until  it  is  heard  publicly  at  the  next  regular  Council 
meeting. 

E.  This  grievance  process  is  intended  to  address  matters  involving  procedural 
disputes,  such  as  the  Board's  failure  to  comply  with  Board  Rules  or  these  Bylaws. 

It  is  not  intended  to  apply  to  Stakeholders  who  merely  disagree  with  a  position  or 
action  taken  by  the  Board  at  one  of  its  meetings,  which  grievances  may  be  aired 
publicly  at  Council  meetings. 

F.  Board  members  are  not  permitted  to  file  a  grievance  against  another  Board 
member  or  against  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII  PARLIAMENTARY  AUTHORITY 

The  Council  shall  use  the: 

Rosenberg’s  rules  of  order  when  conducting  Council  meetings.  If  Rosenberg’s 
rules  of  order  are  silent  on  an  issue,  the  Council  shall  refer  to  Robert’s  rules  of 
order. 

Additional  rules  and/or  policies  and  procedures  regarding  the  conduct  of  the 
Board  and/or  Council  meetings  may  be  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII  AMENDMENTS 

A.  Any  Board  member  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  by  requesting 
that  the  Secretary  place  the  item  on  the  agenda. 


B.  Any  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  during  the  public 
comment  period  of  a  regular  Council  meeting. 

C.  Any  proposal  to  amend  the  Bylaws  shall  be  formalized  in  writing  and  noticed  on 
the  agenda  for  public  discussion  and  Board  vote  at  the  next  regular  Council 
meeting. 

D.  An  amendment  to  these  bylaws  requires  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board 
members  present  at  a  duly  noticed  general  or  special  meeting.  All  changes  shall 
then  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  for  review  and  approval. 

E.  Amendments  shall  not  be  valid,  final  or  effective  until  approved  by  the 
Department.  Once  approved,  any  changes  in  the  Bylaws  shall  become  effective 
immediately. 


ARTICLE  XIV  COMPLIANCE 

The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders  shall  comply 
with  these  Bylaws  and  with  any  additional  Standing  Rules  or  Procedures  as  may 
be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  as  well  as  all  local,  county,  state  and  federal 
laws,  including,  without  limitation,  the  Plan  for  Citywide  System  of  Government 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  “the  Plan”),  the  City  Code  of  Conduct,  the  City 
Governmental  Ethics  Ordinance  (Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  Section  49.5.1),  the 
Brown  Act  (California  Government  Code  Section  54950.5  et  seq.),  the  Public 
Records  Act,  the  American  Disabilities  Act,  and  all  laws  and  governmental  policies 
pertaining  to  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

Section  1:  Code  of  Civility  -  The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community 
Stakeholders  shall  conduct  all  Council  business  in  a  civil,  professional  and 
respectful  manner. 

Section  2:  Training  -  All  Board  members  shall  take  training  in  the  fundamentals  of 
Neighborhood  Council,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  ethics,  funding,  workplace 
violence  and  sexual  harassment  trainings  provided  by  the  City  within  forty-five 
(45)  days  of  being  seated,  or  they  will  lose  their  Council  voting  rights. 


Section  3:  Self  Assessment  -  Every  year,  the  Council  shall  conduct  a  self 
assessment  pursuant  to  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  the  Plan.

Please  clarify  a  few  things  if  you  would. 


Who  exactly  approves  the  subdivision  application,  and  when  is  that  done?  It  sounds  from  what  has  been 
sent  here,  that  DONE  approves  the  subdivision  application  on  their  own.  But  even  the  Westwood  Forward 
group  is  under  the  impression  that  it  also  needs  to  have  BONC  have  this  "community  meeting"  first.  You 
mention  below,  that  BONC  will  not  be  taking  action  on  this  matter.  Does  this  application  have  to  go 
through  the  process  of  the  BONC  community  meeting  first?  We  would  like  to  know  with  clarity  what  the 
final  timeline  looks  like  at  this  point. 


Secondly,  it  is  a  very  real  disappointment  that  this  formation  group  must  only  conduct  outreach  in  their 
proposed  boundaries.  That  being  said,  how  do  you  determine  that  they  have  done  that?  Our  council  has 
close  ties  with  the  Westwood  business  community  in  the  Village,  esp  as  we  have  4  business  seats 
representing  them.  There  has  been  very  little  to  no  outreach  done  in  the  Village.  How  would  you  even 
determine  that  there  WAS  adequate  outreach  done  to  this  huge  area?  Their  signatures  are  not  business 
signatures,  I  am  sure  95%  are  all  from  students. 


Also,  how  is  it  that  the  Westwood  Hills  homeowner  group  has  now  been  included  in  WW  Forward's 
boundaries,  but  they  get  no  say  in  what  the  by-laws  read? 


I  also  saw  their  bylaws,  and  they  have  used  the  UCLA  name  in  many  of  their  seats.  That  is  a  trademarked 
name,  and  I  don't  believe  it  can  be  used  this  way.  I  believe  they  must  say  college  student  or  the  such,  not 
UCLA.  Our  NC  had  to  do  the  same  in  2010,  why  would  the  rules  be  any  different?

Hope  all  is  well.  Thanks  for  your  email.  I  am  sorry  to  hear  of  your  frustration  with  the  information  we  have  provided  about  the 
subdivision.  I  don't  know  where  the  word  "hearing"  came  from  either,  and  when  I  saw  it  being  used,  I  tried  to  clarify  it  was  not  a 
hearing,  but  a  community  meeting  with  the  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners.  My  apologies  if  one  of  our  staffers  accidentally 
used  "hearing"  in  reference  to  the  community  meeting. 


Per  the  -tt;  i_the_North_Wes  roodFor  lat  Committe  ,  which  was  also  emailed  to  the  WWNC  on  February  9th,  we  provided 
details  that  EmpowerLA  would  present  the  subdivision  application  and  the  Formation  Committee,  WWNC  and  the  public  would  have 
the  opportunity  to  speak  on  the  matter.  Please  refer  back  to  this  letter  for  the  details  as  they  answer  many  of  the  questions  in  this 
email  chain  about  who  gets  to  speak  and  what  is  happening  at  this  community  meeting.  The  Commission  is  not  taking  action  on  this 
matter.  This  community  meeting  was  suggested  by  the  Commission  prior  to  our  department's  approval  of  any  subdivision  application 
to  provide  everyone  information  on  the  application  and  the  process. 


As  for  how  we  approve  an  application  to  move  onto  the  election  phase,  we  are  guided  by  the  subdivision  ordinance  that  the 
application  meets  the  components  of  Article  III,  Section  2  of  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils.  We  did  note  in 
the  letter  to  the  Formation  Committee  that  the  proposed  boundaries  would  not  result  in  compact  and  contiguous  boundaries  for  both 
the  new  Neighborhood  Council  and  the  WWNC  unless  some  changes  were  made,  which  the  Formation  Committee  was  open  to  doing. 


One  particular  area  that  has  been  brought  up  is  outreach,  which  states  in  Section  2,  (b): 


"The  outreach  process  used  to  identify  stakeholders  within  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council  boundary  must  be  described  in  detail. 
In  order  to  demonstrate  a  good  faith  effort  towards  achieving  a  diversity  of  stakeholder  representation,  an  applicant(s)  shall  collect  no 
less  than  200  and  no  more  than  500  signatures  from  stakeholders  that  have  an  interest  within  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council 
boundaries.  Signatures  shall,  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible,  reflect  the  broadest  array  of  Community  Stakeholders  who  will  actively 
participate  in  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council. " 


We  know  that  with  a  signature  requirement  of  200-500,  it  is  not  possible  to  contact  everyone  in  a  proposed  Neighborhood  Council  and 
that  not  all  stakeholders  will  "actively  participate"  in  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council.  Submitting  the  requisite  number  of 
signatures  satisfies  this  section  so  long  as  every  single  one  is  not  the  same  type  of  stakeholder,  e.g.  homeowners,  workers,  etc.  In 
those  cases,  the  remedy  is  not  rejection  of  the  application,  but  working  with  the  Formation  Committee  to  obtain  the  signatures  of  other 
stakeholder  types  so  more  than  one  type  of  stakeholder  is  notified.  Because  we  are  suggesting  changing  the  proposed  boundaries  to 
meet  the  "compact  and  contiguous"  requirement,  we  will  not  hold  it  against  the  Formation  Committee  if  they  have  not  yet  had  an 
opportunity  to  notify  areas  that  may  now  be  included  in  the  proposed  boundaries. 


Aside  from  the  signatures,  there  is  no  other  outreach  requirement  prior  to  the  submission  of  the  application.  If  the  application  is 
approved  for  the  election  phase,  then  EmpowerLA  will  hold  additional  community  information  meetings  about  the  subdivision  both 
within  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council  and  in  the  existing  Neighborhood  Council  as  stated  in  the  letter.  We  also  encourage  both 
the  Formation  Committee  and  the  affected  Neighborhood  Council  to  notify  stakeholders  of  the  election.  We  are  just  at  the  beginning 
of  the  entire  outreach  process.  As  I  have  been  contacted  by  various  types  of  stakeholders  in  the  Westwood  community  even  if  it  is  to 
express  concern  that  they  are  just  finding  out  about  the  application,  they  do  know  about  the  application,  and  there  is  still  plenty  of  time 
to  provide  more  information.  The  application  is  posted  on  our  website.  Ultimately,  the  stakeholders  will  make  the  final  decision  if  a 
subdivision  application  that  has  met  the  Plan  components  succeeds  via  their  vote  at  the  subdivision  election. 

I  hope  this  provides  clarification  about  the  subdivision  process.  As  for  Stephen  not  receiving  the  emails,  this  is  the  first  I  am  hearing 
about  it.  We  are  using  the  contact  information  he  provided  to  us  at  sresnick@wwnc.org.  We  did  not  receive  a  bounce  back  on  our  side 
so  he  should  check  his  spam.  If  he  still  can’t  find  the  email  or  if  he  would  prefer  that  we  use  a  different  address,  please  have  him 
contact  Gibson  or  rosters@empowerla.org  so  we  can  assist.

Dear  Grayce, 


Outreach.  That  is  the  byword  of  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment. 
The  yardstick  by  which  neighborhood  councils  are  measured.  The  more  people  that 
are  contacted  and  the  more  people  that  get  involved  in  NCs  and  come  to  meetings, 
the  better.  At  least  that's  what  I  recall  from  a  lengthy  conversation  you  and  I  had 
some  time  ago. 


During  our  conversation  I  also  recall  mentioning  the  great  work  the  Westwood 
Neighborhood  Council  has  done  in  the  community.  Except  for  operating 
expenses,  all  funds  are  given  to  local  groups  and  organizations  in  the  form  of 
grants.  One  outstanding  example  of  this  is  $5,000  that  went  to  the  UCLA  Food 
Bank.  These  grants  are  one  of  the  hallmarks  of  the  Westwood  Neighborhood 
Council. 


With  these  things  in  mind,  it  is  quite  something  then  as  to  the  controversy 
surrounding  the  application  for  the  North  Westwood  subdivision.  Community 
Leaders  and  Presidents  have  advised  you  that  proper  outreach  was  not 
done.  They  have  also  advised  you  of  gerrymandered  boundaries.  Most 
certainly  I  was  not  contacted  and  I  am  not  aware  of  WHA  members  being  contacted 
regarding  this  proposed  subdivision.  The  lack  of  outreach  and  the  gerrymandering 
of  boundaries  are  serious  deficiencies  that  concern  the  appropriateness  of  the 
subdivision  application,  but  also  speak  of  the  weakness  of  the  subdivision  process 
itself. 


Then  there  is  the  conduct  surrounding  the  application.  The  WWNC  is  frequently 
and  consistently  insulted  and  accused  of  all  manner  of  things.  This  abuse, 
sometimes  quite  directed,  continues  unabated  at  each  and  every  WWNC  meeting. 


Grayce,  something  went  terribly  wrong  with  this  process.  The  application  does  not 
meet  requirements.  The  abuse  does  not  meet  community  standards.  The  WWNC 
gets  a  reputation  that  is  not  warranted.  WWNC  is  a  valued  member  of  the 
community  and  doesn't  deserve  all  that  has  happened.  The  Westwood  Community 
doesn't  deserve  all  that  has  happened. 


Today,  right  now,  we  have  what  I  call  a  MOMENT  OF  TRUTH.  A  singular 
opportunity  that  doesn't  come  along  very  often.  An  opportunity  for  DONE  to  insert 
itself  in  the  process  and  say  enough;  it's  time  for  a  pause;  it's  time  to  meet.  Please 
promote  confidence  in  the  NC  system.

Following  up  on  my  email  below,  I  would  like  to  elaborate.  If  the  application 
was  fatally  flawed  because  it  did  not  include  what  DONE  feels  is  a  required 
area  (i.e.,  Westwood  Hills),  the  proper  action  for  DONE  was  to  reject  the 
application  in  its  current  form  and  aske  the  organizers  to  correct  and 
resubmit. 


DONE's  own  rules,  at  http://empowerla.org/subdivision/.  require  as  part  of 
the  petition  that,  " the  outreach  process  used  to  identify  stakeholders 
within  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council  boundaries  must  be  described 
in  detail  and  200  to  500  signatures  from  stakeholders  that  have  an  interest 
within  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council  boundaries  must  be  submitted 
and  should  reflect  the  broadest  array  of  stakeholders  who  will  actively 
participate  in  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council." 


Since  Westwood  Hills  was  not  included  in  the  petition  boundaries, 
the  petition  could  not  possibly  have  described  (in  the  required 
detail,  or  at  all!)  any  outreach  process  to  our  neighborhood.

Dear  Ms.  Liu  -  thank  you  for  your  email,  but  it  is  not  responsive  to  the 
serious  concerns  expressed  by  our  community.  Most  importantly, 
meaningful  outreach  cannot  occur  after  the  fact. 

As  best  we  can  tell,  the  Westwood  Hills  neighborhood  was  annexed  into  the 
boundaries  of  the  proposed  North  Westwood  NC  (NWNC)  only  last  Friday, 
Feb.  9.  We  received  NO  NOTICE  of  this  from  either  DONE  or  the  organizers 
-  no  advance  notice,  and  not  even  the  courtesy  of  copying  us  on  Mr.  Fong's 
Feb.  9  letter.  We  heard  about  it  third-hand  over  the  weekend  from  a 
Westwood  Hills  neighbor  who  heard  about  it  from  a  friend  in  another 
neighborhood. 

With  the  significant  change  in  boundaries,  NWNC  has  effectively  created  a 
new  application,  whose  filing  date  is  Feb.  9,  2018.  As  a  result,  the  entire 
process  must  be  halted  and  started  anew  with  the  new  boundaries 
and  meaningful  outreach  to  and  participation  by  our  neighborhood. 

In  addition,  the  organizers  of  NWNC  have  failed  to  meet  their  legal 
obligation  to  outreach  to  all  affected  stakeholders  -  outreach  means  a 
voice  in  the  process,  not  just  informing  some  people  of  what  has  already 
been  done. 

No  outreach  at  all  has  been  done  to  any  of  the  stakeholder  communities  in 
the  existing  Westwood  NC,  which  will  be  impacted  by  the  current  NWNC 
proposal.  Effective  outreach  is  not  only  a  legal  reguirement,  but  is  critical 
to  a  fair  and  unbiased  democratic  procedure  -  particularly  because  the 
proposed  NWNC  splits  recognized  communities  in  two  and  severs 
connections  among  related  communities.  For  example,  the  Westwood 
Homeowners  neighborhood  south  of  Wilshire  is  being  split  in  two,  the 
Persian  and  Wilshire  Corridor  business  communities  are  being  split  in  two, 
and  our  neighborhood  and  the  business  communities  are  being  severed 
from  the  other  parts  of  the  Westwood  community. 

Thank  you  for  your  attention  to  these  serious  concerns  and  flaws  in  the 
process.

Dear  North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  Formation  Committee  (Formation  Committee): 

Thank  you  for  your  revised  boundaries  per  request  in  our  February  9,  2018  letter. 

Per  Article  III,  Section  2  of  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils  (Plan) 
regarding  boundaries,  the  proposed  boundaries  “should,  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible,  follow 
historic  and  contemporary  community  and  neighborhood  borders,  and  shall  utilize  natural 
boundaries  or  street  lines  and  be  geographically  compact  and  contiguous.” 

The  new  boundary  description  for  the  proposed  North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  meets 
the  compact  and  contiguous  requirement  and  will  now  be  noted  in  the  bylaws  as: 

Section  1:  Boundary  Description  -  The  boundaries  of  the  Council  shall  include  the  areas  within 
the  following  lines  of  demarcation: 

A.  North  -  The  south  side  of  Sunset  Boulevard  from  the  1-405  Freeway  in  the  west  to  Hilgard 
Avenue  in  the  east ;  and 

B.  East  -  The  east  side  of  Hilgard  Ave  from  Sunset  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Weyburn  Ave  in  the 
south  ;  the  south  side  of  Weyburn  Ave  from  Hilgard  Ave  in  the  west  to  Malcolm  Avenue  in  the 
east;  the  west  side  of  Malcolm  Ave  from  Weyburn  Ave  in  the  north  to  Wilshire  Boulevard  in  the 
south;  the  east  side  of  Westwood  Blvd  from  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Ohio  Avenue  in  the 
south;  and 
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C.  South  -  The  south  side  of  Wilshire  Blvd  from  Malcolm  Ave  in  the  east  to  Westwood  Blvd  in 
the  west ;  the  north  side  of  Ohio  Ave  from  Westwood  Blvd  in  the  east  to  Veteran  Ave  in  the 
west;  and 

D.  West  -  The  east  side  of  Veteran  Ave  from  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Ohio  Ave  in  the  south;

Hi  Grayce  -  regarding  the  number  of  signers  of  the  petition  from  Westwood  Forward  for 
the  proposed  North  Westwood  NC  -  does  DONE  verify  signers  of  the  online  petition,  and 
if  so,  how,  since  it  is  very  easy  for  names  online  to  be  either  faked  or  added  without  the 
permission  of  the  person  being  named?  If  you  do  not  independently  verify  the  online 
petition,  then  those  signatures  must  be  ignored. 


If  you  look  only  at  the  hand-signed  petitions,  how  many  are  UCLA  students,  faculty,  staff 
or  administration  -  from  what  we  have  been  able  to  determine,  it  appears  that  95%  or 
more  are  UCLA-related.  This  is  hardly  "the  broadest  array  of  stakeholders"  reguired 
both  by  your  own  rules,  http://empowerla.org/subdivision/,  and  by  Article  111.2(b)  of  Plan 
for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils  ("NC  Plan"),  at  p.  4. 


And,  again,  following  up  on  my  emails  of  Feb.  16  and  20  (at  the  bottom  of  this  thread), 
we  do  not  see  how  it  is  possible  for  this  application  to  proceed  when  DONE  itself 
concluded  that  the  boundaries  specified  in  the  application  did  not  satisfy  the  legal 
reguirements  for  an  NC!  Not  only  did  the  applicants  fail  to  satisfy  the  pre-application 
outreach  reguirement  above,  but  Article  IV.2  of  the  NC  Plan,  at  p.  8,  provides  that  DONE 


can  forward  the  application  to  BONC  only  "if  the  application  is  complete  according  to 
DONE's  evaluation"  -  in  this  case,  DONE  evaluated  the  application  and  concluded 
that  it  was  not  complete  because  it  did  not  include  the  required  boundaries  (and 
as  a  result,  lacked  the  required  pre-application  outreach). 


The  application  should  have  been  rejected  and  sent  back  to  the  organizers  to  meet  the 
legal  requirements.  Outreach  after  the  fact,  which  is  what  you  propose,  is  not  the  legally 
required  outreach  -  the  Westwood  Hills  neighborhood  had  no  notice  of  the  proposed 
subdivision,  no  outreach  was  done  to  it,  no  opportunity  was  given  to  participate  in  the 
proposed  bylaws  by  which  you  now  think  we  should  be  bound  (and  it's  naive  to  believe 
that  if  this  splinter  NC  is  approved  in  an  election,  there  would  later  be  any  meaningful 
negotiation  regarding  the  bylaws  or  structural  issues). 


The  process  DONE  has  followed  to  date  is  unfair,  biased,  arbitrary  and  capricious, 
lacking  in  due  process,  and  fails  to  comply  with  the  legally  required  standards.

Does  this  application  have  to  go  through  the 
process  of  the  BONC  community  meeting  first?  We  would  like  to  know  with  clarity  what 
the  final  timeline  looks  like  at  this  point.

Flope  all  is  well.  Thanks  for  your  email.  I  am  sorry  to  hear  of  your  frustration  with  the  information  we  have 
provided  about  the  subdivision.  I  don’t  know  where  the  word  "hearing"  came  from  either,  and  when  I  saw  it 
being  used,  I  tried  to  clarify  it  was  not  a  hearing,  but  a  community  meeting  with  the  Board  of  Neighborhood 
Commissioners.  My  apologies  if  one  of  our  staffers  accidentally  used  "hearing"  in  reference  to  the  community 
meeting. 


Per  the  to  i  the  Ngi  i  Wes'  -qc:  or  at  Cgmmjtte  .  which  was  also  emailed  to  the  WWNC  on  February 
9th,  we  provided  details  that  EmpowerLA  would  present  the  subdivision  application  and  the  Formation 
Committee,  WWNC  and  the  public  would  have  the  opportunity  to  speak  on  the  matter.  Please  refer  back  to  this 
letter  for  the  details  as  they  answer  many  of  the  questions  in  this  email  chain  about  who  gets  to  speak  and  what 
is  happening  at  this  community  meeting.  The  Commission  is  not  taking  action  on  this  matter.  This  community 
meeting  was  suggested  by  the  Commission  prior  to  our  department's  approval  of  any  subdivision  application  to 
provide  everyone  information  on  the  application  and  the  process. 


As  for  how  we  approve  an  application  to  move  onto  the  election  phase,  we  are  guided  by  the  subdivision 
ordinance  that  the  application  meets  the  components  of  Article  III,  Section  2  of  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System 
of  Neighborhood  Councils.  We  did  note  in  the  letter  to  the  Formation  Committee  that  the  proposed  boundaries 
would  not  result  in  compact  and  contiguous  boundaries  for  both  the  new  Neighborhood  Council  and  the  WWNC 
unless  some  changes  were  made,  which  the  Formation  Committee  was  open  to  doing. 


One  particular  area  that  has  been  brought  up  is  outreach,  which  states  in  Section  2,  (b): 


"The  outreach  process  used  to  identify  stakeholders  within  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council  boundary  must 
be  described  in  detail.  In  order  to  demonstrate  a  good  faith  effort  towards  achieving  a  diversity  of  stakeholder 
representation,  an  applicant(s)  shall  collect  no  less  than  200  and  no  more  than  500  signatures  from 
stakeholders  that  have  an  interest  within  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council  boundaries.  Signatures  shall,  to 
the  maximum  extent  feasible,  reflect  the  broadest  array  of  Community  Stakeholders  who  will  actively  participate 
in  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council. " 


We  know  that  with  a  signature  requirement  of  200-500,  it  is  not  possible  to  contact  everyone  in  a  proposed 
Neighborhood  Council  and  that  not  all  stakeholders  will  "actively  participate"  in  the  proposed  Neighborhood 
Council.  Submitting  the  requisite  number  of  signatures  satisfies  this  section  so  long  as  every  single  one  is  not 
the  same  type  of  stakeholder,  e.g.  homeowners,  workers,  etc.  In  those  cases,  the  remedy  is  not  rejection  of  the 
application,  but  working  with  the  Formation  Committee  to  obtain  the  signatures  of  other  stakeholder  types  so 
more  than  one  type  of  stakeholder  is  notified.  Because  we  are  suggesting  changing  the  proposed  boundaries 


to  meet  the  "compact  and  contiguous"  requirement,  we  will  not  hold  it  against  the  Formation  Committee  if  they 
have  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  to  notify  areas  that  may  now  be  included  in  the  proposed  boundaries. 


Aside  from  the  signatures,  there  is  no  other  outreach  requirement  prior  to  the  submission  of  the  application.  If 
the  application  is  approved  for  the  election  phase,  then  EmpowerLA  will  hold  additional  community  information 
meetings  about  the  subdivision  both  within  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council  and  in  the  existing 
Neighborhood  Council  as  stated  in  the  letter.  We  also  encourage  both  the  Formation  Committee  and  the 
affected  Neighborhood  Council  to  notify  stakeholders  of  the  election.  We  are  just  at  the  beginning  of  the  entire 
outreach  process.  As  I  have  been  contacted  by  various  types  of  stakeholders  in  the  Westwood  community 
even  if  it  is  to  express  concern  that  they  are  just  finding  out  about  the  application,  they  do  know  about  the 
application,  and  there  is  still  plenty  of  time  to  provide  more  information.  The  application  is  posted  on  our 
website.  Ultimately,  the  stakeholders  will  make  the  final  decision  if  a  subdivision  application  that  has  met  the 
Plan  components  succeeds  via  their  vote  at  the  subdivision  election. 

I  hope  this  provides  clarification  about  the  subdivision  process.  As  for  Stephen  not  receiving  the  emails,  this  is 
the  first  I  am  hearing  about  it.  We  are  using  the  contact  information  he  provided  to  us  at  sresnick@wwnc.org. 
We  did  not  receive  a  bounce  back  on  our  side  so  he  should  check  his  spam.  If  he  still  can't  find  the  email  or  if 
he  would  prefer  that  we  use  a  different  address,  please  have  him  contact  Gibson  or  rosters@empowerla.org  so 
we  can  assist.

The  Westwood  Hills  Property  Owners  Association  strongly  opposes  the  application  to  subdivide 
the  existing  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  (“WWNC”)  in  order  to  create  the  proposed  new 
North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  (“NorthNC”),  for  the  reasons  set  forth  below. 

I.  INTRODUCTION 

A.  Westwood  Hills  Neighborhood.  Westwood  Hills  is  a  long-established  and  recognized 
neighborhood  of  about  605  single-family  homes.  The  neighborhood  was  laid  out  in  1928,  and  is 
bounded  on  the  north  and  south  by  Sunset  Blvd.  and  the  VA  Cemetery,  and  on  the  east  and  west 
by  Veteran  Ave.  and  Sepulveda  Blvd.  Westwood  Hills  has  been  part  of  and  participated  in  the 
existing  WWNC  since  its  initial  formation. 

B.  Westwood  Hills  Property  Owners  Association .  The  Westwood  Hills  Property  Owners 
Association  (“WHPOA”)  was  established  60  years  ago,  in  1958,  and  is  dedicated  to  maintaining 
and  enhancing  the  quality  of  life  in  the  Westwood  Hills  neighborhood.  WHPOA  is  a  501(c)(4) 
nonprofit  California  corporation,  and  is  run  entirely  by  Westwood  Hills  neighbors  all  of  whom 
volunteer  their  time.  Membership  in  the  association  is  also  voluntary,  and  approximately  85%  of 
the  homes  in  the  neighborhood  are  members. 

C.  NorthNC  Oreanizers.  The  organizers  of  the  proposed  NorthNC  are  predominantly 
UCLA  students  associated  under  the  name  Westwood  Forward. 


II.  PROCESS  USED  BY  DONE—  UNFAIR,  BIASED,  ARBITRARY,  LACKING  IN  DUE 
PROCESS,  AND  FAILS  TO  COMPLY  WITH  LEGAL  REQUIREMENTS 

A.  No  Notice,  Consultation  orAsreement.  The  original  boundaries  proposed  by  the 
applicants  for  NorthNC  did  not  include  Westwood  Hills.  The  NorthNC  organizers  carefully 
gerrymandered  the  Westwood  community  to  include  only  the  UCLA  campus,  nearby 
multifamily  residential  areas  (where  UCLA  students  could  be  expected  to  predominate)  and  part 
of  the  business  community. 

By  a  letter  dated  February  9,  2018  (copy  attached)  the  Department  of  Neighborhood 
Empowerment  (“DONE”)  unilaterally  directed  that  Westwood  Hills  be  annexed  into  the 
proposed  NorthNC  —  without  consulting  or  even  informing  anyone  in  Westwood  Hills  or 
the  existing  WWNC.  Indeed,  Westwood  Hills  was  not  even  given  the  courtesy  of  being  sent  a 
copy  of  the  February  9th  letter  by  DONE,  but  only  learned  about  it  third-hand  from  someone  in 
another  neighborhood. 
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DONE’s  position  was  that  if  the  NorthNC  was  approved,  then  Westwood  Hills  would  no 
longer  be  contiguous  with  the  boundaries  of  the  existing  Westwood  NC;  in  other  words,  our 
neighborhood  would  simply  become  independent.  Upon  learning  of  this  forced  annexation, 
Westwood  Hills  objected  to  DONE  most  strenuously,  on  grounds  laid  out  in  several  emails. 

DONE  ignored  our  objections,  and  on  March  2, 201 8,  WHPOA  received  an  email 
attaching  a  letter  from  DONE  confirming  that  Westwood  Hills  had  been  incorporated  into  the 
NorthNC  boundaries  (copy  attached)  —  totally  against  the  wishes  of  the  neighborhood. 

We  find  no  provision  in  either  the  Subdivision  Ordinance,  L.A.  Administrative 
Code  22.820  (“Ordinance”),  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils 
(“Plan”),  or  indeed  DONE’s  own  subdivision  procedures  published  at 
http://empowerla.org/subdivision/  (copy  attached),  that  authorizes  DONE  to  unilaterally 
revise  proposed  subdivision  boundaries  without  notice  to,  consultation  with,  or  agreement 
of  the  area  affected. 

See  Article  VI.2(d)  of  the  Plan,  at  p.  13,  which  provides  that  in  order  to  incorporate  an 
area  into  an  existing  Neighborhood  Council,  “Community  Stakeholders  of  the  area  to  be 
incorporated  and  of  the  affected  Certified  Neighborhood  Council  must  agree  to  the  proposed 
incorporation  prior  to  consideration  by  the  Commission This  same  principal  of  consensual 
incorporation  must  be  applied  to  Westwood  Hills,  which  would  have  been  independent  if 
NorthNC  proceeded  as  originally  proposed. 

B.  No  Pre-Application  Outreach  or  Participation.  The  Ordinance  requires  DONE  to 
review  a  subdivision  application  for  compliance  with  Article  III.2  of  the  Plan,  at  p.  4.  Subsection 
(b)  of  that  Plan  provision  requires  that  the  application  describe  in  detail  the  outreach  process 
used  to  identify  stakeholders,  and  that  the  required  signatures  obtained  “ reflect  the  broadest 
array  of  Community  Stakeholders .”  This  outreach  requirement  is  a  precondition  to  the 
application,  not  something  that  can  be  done  afterwards. 

The  NorthNC  organizers  did  no  pre-application  outreach  to  Westwood  Hills  of  any  nature 
whatsoever,  even  informative,  nor  was  Westwood  Hills  invited  to  participate  in  the  formation 
process  or  drafting  of  bylaws.  In  response  to  our  objection  on  this  ground,  DONE  said  that 
outreach  could  be  done  after  approval  and  before  the  election.  However,  outreach  after  the  fact 
is  not  the  pre-application  outreach  required  by  the  Plan.  After  an  application  has  been 
approved,  “outreach”  before  the  election  really  means  lobbying  for  votes;  this  is  not  the  legally 
required  outreach. 

Further,  the  NorthNC  organizers  submitted  signatures  that  were  obtained  both  online  and 
in  person.  In  the  case  of  online  petitions,  it  is  very  easy  to  fake  names  or  add  people  without  their 
permission.  We  asked  DONE  if  it  independently  verifies  such  signatures  but  never  received  a 
reply,  from  which  we  assume  that  DONE  does  not  independently  verify,  in  which  case  the  online 
signatures  must  be  ignored.  Looking  at  the  in-person  signatures,  we  found  that  95%  or  more 
were  UCLA  affiliated  —  hardly  the  required  “broadest  array  of  Community  Stakeholders.”  Even 
more  problematic,  signatures  obtained  by  the  NorthNC  organizers  were  based  on 
misrepresentations  of  fact,  e.g..  Fiction  vs.  Fact  sheet  (copy  attached). 

C.  Application  Should  Have  Been  Rejected.  Corrected  and  Resubmitted.  There  is  no 
authority  permitting  DONE  to  unilaterally  revise  boundaries  in  subdivision  applications.  Their 
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only  authority  under  the  Ordinance  and  the  Plan  is  to  determine  if  the  application  meets  the 
required  standards,  which  in  this  case  DONE  concluded  it  did  not. 

Articles  IV.  1  and  2(a)  of  the  Plan,  at  p.  8,  provide  that  DONE  shall  evaluate  an 
application  to  determine  if  it  meets  all  of  the  required  criteria,  and  only  “if  the  application  is 
complete  according  to  DONE’s  evaluation”  can  it  be  forwarded  to  BONC  for  its  consideration. 

In  this  case,  after  evaluation  DONE  found  that  the  application  was  not  complete  because 
it  did  not  include  what  DONE  felt  is  a  required  area  (i.e.,  Westwood  Hills).  In  such  a  situation, 
Article  IV.2(c)  of  the  Plan,  at  p.  9,  provides: 

“(c)  If,  at  any  time  during  the  processes  described  in  this  section,  DONE  determines  that 
an  application  is  incomplete,  it  shall  return  the  application  to  the  applicants  along 
with  a  detailed  list  in  writing  of  the  missing  components. . . .  Applicants  whose 
certification  application  was  determined  to  be  incomplete  and  returned  by  DONE  may  at 
any  time  re-submit  the  application  after  amending  it  to  meet  all  the  necessary  criteria.” 
(emphasis  added) 

Annexing  our  neighborhood  without  the  required  outreach  does  not  cure  the  flawed 
application.  In  order  to  amend  the  application  to  meet  all  the  necessary  criteria,  the  organizers 
must  also  satisfy  the  pre-application  outreach  requirements  of  Article  III.2  of  the  Plan.  In  this 
case,  DONE  merely  had  the  organizers  revise  the  map. 

Further,  the  application  is  required  to  be  amended  and  re-submitted,  not  merely  amended 
which  according  to  the  March  2nd  letter  from  DONE  is  all  that  was  done.  If  re-submitted,  the 
entire  process  begins  over  again,  and  any  time  periods  run  from  the  date  of  re-submission. 

D.  Proposed  NorthNC  Splits  Up  Recognized  Communities.  Article  III.2(a)(ii)  of  the 
Plan,  at  p.  3,  provides  that  the  proposed  boundaries  should,  “to  the  maximum  extent  feasible, 
follow  historic  and  contemporary  community  and  neighborhood  borders. ” 

While  DONE  was  busy  illegally  annexing  Westwood  Hills  against  our  wishes,  DONE 
totally  ignored  the  fact  that  the  proposed  boundaries  are  splitting  up  recognized 
neighborhoods  and  communities!  In  particular,  the  Westwood  Homeowners  neighborhood  and 
the  Persian  business  community  south  of  Wilshire,  both  well-recognized  areas,  are  being  split  in 
two,  again  without  any  notice  or  outreach  to  those  communities;  and  our  neighborhood  and  the 
business  community  are  being  severed  from  other  parts  of  the  Westwood  community.  As  with 
the  lack  of  notice  or  outreach,  DONE  has  ignored  objections  that  were  made  on  this  ground. 

E.  No  Authority  for  “Informational”  BONC Meetine.  In  its  March  2nd  letter,  DONE 
states  that  BONC  will  hold  an  informational  meeting  on  March  13,  2018,  but  will  take  no  action 
at  this  meeting.  Instead,  at  this  very  late  stage  in  the  subdivision  process,  after  an  election  date 
has  already  been  chosen,  DONE  states: 

“The  purpose  of  this  meeting  is  to  provide  information  about  the  subdivision  process  and 
the  application  to  the  community.  Our  department  will  present  information  on  how  the 
application  has  now  met  the  components  of  the  subdivision  with  the  boundary  changes. . . . 
After  the  community  meeting,  our  department  will  review  any  feedback  received  that 
would  affect  the  application  meeting  the  subdivision  components  with  the  Office  of  the 
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City  Attorney  [and]  within  5  business  days,  the  Department  will  issue  the  final  approval 

or  denial  of  the  application.” 

In  one  of  its  emails  DONE  indicates  that  this  procedure  has  been  “suggested”  by  BONC. 

However,  once  again,  we  find  no  provision  in  either  the  Ordinance,  the  Plan,  or  indeed 
DONE’s  own  procedures  published  at  http://empowerla.org/subdivision/,  that  authorizes 
DONE  or  BONC  to  hold  a  mere  “informational  meeting,”  especially  at  such  a  late  stage  in 
the  process  —  within  5  business  days  of  which  DONE  will  approve  or  reject  the  subdivision 
application  at  its  own  discretion,  with  no  decision  or  oversight  by  BONC. 

Transparency  in  procedure  is  a  critical  component  of  due  process  —  in  this  case,  it  is 
sorely  missing.  What  is  the  point  of  an  “informational”  meeting  with  only  5  business  days  for 
decision,  when  DONE  has  had  the  application  for  more  than  3  months  and  already  scheduled  the 
election? 

The  string  of  emails  from  WWNC,  Westwood  Hills,  and  other  community  members  that 
followed  DONE’s  February  9th  letter  evidences  the  total  confusion  that  exists  among  both 
Neighborhood  Council  members  themselves  and  the  greater  public  about  the  subdivision  process 

—  due  entirely  to  DONE ’s  failure  to  duly  adopt  and  publish  details  about  the  process  in  advance 
of  considering  its  first  subdivision  application. 

Subsection  (e)  of  the  Ordinance,  adopted  in  2016,  authorizes  DONE  “to  promulgate  any 
further  procedure,  rule  or  regulation  necessary  for  the  administration  of  the  subdivision  process.” 
To  the  best  we’ve  been  able  to  find,  DONE  has  implemented  this  authority  by  creating  its  online 
page  (copy  attached),  which  contains  only  the  most  skeletal  and  incomplete  provisions.  If  you 
click  on  the  “Learn  More  About  Subdivision”  link,  the  website  merely  directs  you  to  call  DONE 

—  this  lax  attitude  toward  rule-making  enables  DONE  to  come  up  with  various  procedures  on 
the  fly  depending  on  who  calls  and  who  they  speak  to,  with  no  assurance  that  different  people 
who  call  at  different  times  would  be  given  the  same  information.  But  more  importantly,  why 
hasn’t  DONE  published  its  subdivision  procedures  for  all  to  see? 

This  gross  absence  of  transparency  renders  DONE’s  actions  arbitrary  and  capricious,  and 
therefore  invalid. 

F.  Bias  by  DONE.  Throughout  this  entire  subdivision  process,  DONE  has  exhibited  a 
marked  bias  in  favor  of  the  NorthNC  organizers  and  against  both  the  existing  WWNC  and  the 
larger  Westwood  community.  There  has  been  a  total  lack  of  transparency  and  fairness  as  to  the 
process,  and  total  disregard  for  the  concerns  of,  or  even  consultation  with,  the  existing  WWNC, 
Westwood  Hills,  other  neighborhoods,  and  the  greater  Westwood  community. 

For  example,  as  early  as  its  February  9th  letter  —  in  which  DONE  found  the  subdivision 
application  incomplete  and  therefore  it  could  not  be  approved  or  presented  to  BONC  —  DONE 
nevertheless  was  already  scheduling  the  election  for  May  22,  2018.  Yet,  in  a  subsequent  email, 
responding  to  community  objections,  DONE  states  that  the  election  is  held  within  90  days  of 
application  approval,  not  date  of  filing.  The  application  has  not  yet  been  approved  —  so  why  did 
DONE  rush  to  schedule  an  election? 

And  it  wasn’t  until  that  same  date,  February  9th,  that  DONE  informed  the  existing 
WWNC  of  the  subdivision  application,  that  there  was  a  BONC  meeting  scheduled  for 
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February  26, 201 8  on  this  issue,  and  that  the  anticipated  election  date  was  May  22.  This 
information  was  emailed  to  the  WWNC  at  6:03  p.m.  on  a  Friday  evening,  in  a  letter 
disingenuously  suggesting  that  WWNC  might  want  to  take  a  position  on  the  subdivision  — 
which  would  have  been  too  late  to  make  it  into  the  WWNC  agenda  for  its  upcoming  meeting  the 
following  week,  except  for  the  fact  that  the  regularly  scheduled  WWNC  monthly  meeting  had 
been  postponed  one  day  because  of  Valentine’s  Day.  The  February  26  BONC  meeting  date 
chosen  by  DONE  conflicted  with  a  long-scheduled  meeting  with  community  leaders  called  by 
U.S.  Congressman  Ted  Lieu;  it  was  only  after  protest  by  Congressman  Lieu’s  office  and  the 
community  that  DONE  postponed  the  BONC  meeting. 

Further,  DONE  chose  the  date  of  May  22  for  the  election  solely  at  the  request  of  the 
student  organizers  of  the  proposed  NorthNC  —  without  any  consultation  with  the  existing 
WWNC,  whose  wider  stakeholder  constituents  must  also  vote  in  this  election.  That  date  happens 
to  be  a  Tuesday  —  contrary  to  nearly  ten  years  of  Neighborhood  Council  elections  in  this  region, 
which  have  always  been  held  on  weekends  to  permit  the  largest  number  of  stakeholders  to  vote. 

DONE’s  March  2nd  letter  concludes  with:  “From  now  up  until  the  final  determination  of 
the  application,  the  Department  will  continue  to  work  with  the  Formation  Committee  on  any 
issues  that  may  arise  with  the  application.”  Why  is  DONE  working  only  with  the  Formation 
Committee,  and  not  also  with  the  existing  WWNC  and  the  greater  Westwood  community? 

The  total  lack  of  outreach  or  effort  to  involve  significant  numbers  of  parties  in  our 
community  who  would  be  affected  by  the  NorthNC  proposal  is  a  clear  indication  of  the  rushed 
and  biased  process  being  employed  by  its  organizers,  condoned  and  abetted  by  DONE. 

III.  CONCLUSIONS 

A.  Subdivision  Considerations.  At  a  bare  minimum,  subdivisions  should  be  subject  to 
certification  rules  similar  to  those  governing  initial  formation  of  Neighborhood  Councils.  But  in 
fact,  subdivisions  should  be  subject  to  stricter  standards  than  initial  formation  of  a 
Neighborhood  Council,  because  subdivision  destroys  an  existing  Neighborhood  Council  which  is 
already  functioning,  fully  approved,  certified  and  supervised  by  the  city  —  thereby  defeating  one 
of  the  main  purposes  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  system,  which  is  to  empower  communities  by 
bringing  them  together. 

The  city  needs  to  guard  against  allowing  a  handful  of  disgruntled  people  to  break  off  into 
their  own  enclave  —  with  the  resulting  requirement  for  increased  city  funding,  which  the 
already-strained  city  budget  can  ill  afford.  Otherwise  the  city  risks  the  entire  Neighborhood 
Council  system  collapsing  into  small  divisive  interest  groups. 

One  of  the  first  and  most  important  factors  that  must  be  addressed  in  a  subdivision 
application  is  whether,  under  the  bylaws  of  the  existing  Neighborhood  Council,  the  disgruntled 
group  has  the  possibility  of  occupying  one  or  more  seats  in  the  existing  Neighborhood  Council, 
and  whether  any  of  them  has  ever  bothered  to  run  for  election. 

B.  NorthNC  Oreanizers  Already  Represented:  Never  Tried  to  Run  for  Office.  In  the 
case  of  the  proposed  NorthNC  subdivision,  the  organizers  are  predominantly  UCLA  students,  a 
stakeholder  group  which  is  already  well  represented  on  the  existing  WWNC,  and  which  further 
has  the  possibility  of  running  for  and  holding  an  even  larger  block  of  seats. 
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Despite  claiming  to  have  so  much  interest  in  our  community,  not  one  of  the  NorthNC 
organizers  has  ever  tried  to  run  for  a  seat  on  the  WWNC. 

In  fact,  UCLA-connected  stakeholders  now  hold  11  out  of  the  19  seats  on  the  existing 
WWNC  —  5  seats  are  held  by  current  UCLA  students  and  staff:  2  undergraduate  students,  1 
graduate  student,  and  2  staff  members  (one  of  whom  graduated  only  a  few  years  ago,  so  is 
particularly  sensitive  to  student  interests);  plus,  in  addition,  6  other  members  of  the  WWNC 
board  are  UCLA  alumni,  some  with  more  than  one  degree  from  UCLA. 

To  the  extent  the  student  organizers  of  the  proposed  NorthNC  have  an  agenda  they  wish 
to  advance  on  behalf  of  themselves  or  the  university,  then  in  addition  to  running  for  office  in  the 
WWNC,  they  also  have  other  existing  organizational  platforms  to  use  —  including  local 
community  organizations  such  as  the  Westwood  Community  Council  where  UCLA  students, 
faculty  and  staff  have  two  dedicated  seats;  the  Westwood  Village  Improvement  Association 
where  the  UCLA  Administrative  Vice  Chancellor  sits  on  the  Executive  Committee;  and 
numerous  university  organizations  such  as  the  UCLA  Graduate  Students  Association,  the  UC 
Council  of  Student  Body  Presidents,  the  UCLA  Undergraduate  Students  Association,  the 
Academic  Senate,  etc.  (for  a  more  complete  list,  see,  e.g.,  https://sa.ucla.edu/RCO/public/search; 
https://senate.ucla.edu/). 

There  is  no  reason  to  sacrifice  the  existing  WWNC  and  the  coherence  of  the  Westwood 
community  to  pander  to  a  small  group  of  people  who  are  already  fully  represented  on,  and  have 
every  opportunity  to  participate  in,  the  existing  WWNC  and  other  community  groups. 

C.  In  Conclusion. 

DONE’s  actions  have  been  unfair,  biased,  arbitrary,  lacking  in  due  process,  and  fail  to 
comply  even  with  the  skeletal  legal  requirements  that  do  exist.  There  is  substantial  confusion 
over  what  the  subdivision  process  is,  even  among  members  of  the  existing  WWNC,  due  to 
DONE’s  failure  to  adopt  and  publish  clearly  stated  rules.  DONE  has  stonewalled  all  the 
objections  raised  by  the  existing  WWNC,  Westwood  Hills  and  other  community  members 
affected  by  the  proposed  NorthNC  subdivision  since  going  public  with  its  February  9th  letter, 
and  is  inappropriately  pushing  this  ill-conceived  subdivision  proposal  forward  as  quickly  as  it 
can. 


In  conclusion,  we  ask  that  the  May  22, 2018  election  be  taken  off-calendar,  and  the 
NorthNC  subdivision  application  be  put  on  hold  indefinitely,  pending  compliance  with  the 
required  laws  and  procedures  and  until  DONE,  BONC  and  the  city  have  duly  adopted, 
after  adequate  public  input,  fair  and  transparent  rules  governing  the  subdivision  process.

Committee): 

Thank  you  for  your  submission  of  a  subdivision  petition  to  create  a  North  Westwood 
Neighborhood  Council.  We  posted  the  application  to  our  EmoowerLA  om  website.  The 

Department  will  notify  the  affected  Neighborhood  Council,  the  Westwood  Neighborhood 
Council,  about  this  application  so  that  the  board  can  review  it  and  take  action  if  they 
wish.  If  the  board  takes  a  position  on  the  subdivision  application,  the  Neighborhood 
Council  cannot  use  public  funds  to  advocate  for  that  position.  Resources  can  only  be 
used  to  notify  stakeholders  of  any  subdivision  community  meetings  and  of  the 
subdivision  election  if  the  application  moves  forward  to  that  phase. 

As  part  of  our  enhanced  outreach  efforts  to  inform  the  community  of  Neighborhood 
Council  subdivisions,  we  will  be  working  with  the  Board  of  Neighborhood 
Commissioners  (Commission)  to  hold  a  special  community  meeting  to  review  the 
application,  including  proposed  bylaws  and  boundaries,  before  rendering  our  final 
decision  of  whether  the  application  is  deemed  complete  to  move  onto  the  election 
phase. 

The  meeting  will  be  held  within  the  proposed  boundaries  of  the  proposed  new 
subdivided  Neighborhood  Council  on  Monday,  February  26,  2018  at  6:00  pm.  We  will 
work  with  the  Formation  Committee  to  find  a  suitable  location.  At  this  meeting,  we  will 
present  the  application,  and  the  Formation  Committee  will  also  have  the  opportunity  to 
speak  on  the  application.  There  will  be  an  opportunity  for  the  affected  Neighborhood 
Councils  to  provide  feedback,  too,  as  well  as  the  public  via  public  comment. 


Re:  North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  Subdivision  Application 
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After  the  community  meeting  and  within  5  business  days,  the  Department  will  issue  the 
final  approval  or  denial  of  the  application.  From  now  up  until  5  business  days  after  the 
meeting,  the  Department  will  continue  to  work  with  the  Formation  Committee  on  any 
issues  that  may  arise  with  the  application.  We  have  identified  an  issue  with  the 
proposed  boundaries  of  the  North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  that  must  be 
resolved  before  the  community  meeting. 

Per  Article  III,  Section  2  of  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils 
(Plan)  regarding  boundaries,  the  proposed  boundaries  “should,  to  the  maximum  extent 
feasible,  follow  historic  and  contemporary  community  and  neighborhood  borders,  and 
shall  utilize  natural  boundaries  or  street  lines  and  be  geographically  compact  and 
contiguous.”  The  east  side  of  Veteran  Avenue  has  been  set  as  the  west  boundary  of 
the  North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council.  This  would  create  an  unallowable 
remaining  section  of  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  between  the  405  and  Veteran 
Avenue  south  of  Sunset  that  is  connected  by  a  narrow  strip  of  the  west  side  of  Veteran. 

In  order  for  the  application  to  move  forward  to  the  community  meeting,  the  proposed 
boundaries  must  include  both  sides  of  Veteran  Avenue  from  Wilshire  Boulevard  to 
Sunset  and  all  of  the  existing  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  boundaries  from 
Veteran  Avenue  to  the  405  freeway  that  is  south  of  Sunset.  Alternatively,  the  Formation 
Committee  can  offer  other  boundaries  that  comply  with  Article  II,  Section  2  of  the  Plan. 
Please  work  with  our  department  to  provide  acceptable  boundaries  by  Wednesday, 
February  21,  2018  at  12  pm. 

If  the  application  is  approved  after  the  community  meeting,  an  election  will  be  held 
within  90  days  of  the  approval.  The  election  will  ask  the  stakeholders  of  the  affected 
Neighborhood  Council  to  vote  yes  if  they  want  the  subdivision  to  happen  or  no  if  they  do 
not.  If  a  majority  of  the  people  voting  in  the  election  vote  yes,  the  subdivision 
application  will  then  move  to  the  next  phase  of  final  Commission  approval  of  the  new 
North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  and  the  revised  Westwood  Neighborhood 
Council  bylaws. 

In  an  effort  to  conduct  outreach  about  the  subdivision  election,  the  Department  will  hold 
three  community  information  sessions  about  the  subdivision  and  election  before  the 
election  day.  Two  meetings  will  be  held  within  the  proposed  new  Neighborhood  Council 
and  one  outside  its  boundaries,  but  within  the  Neighborhood  Councils  being  subdivided. 
We  anticipate  the  subdivision  election  to  be  held  on  May  22,  2018.  While  the 
Department  has  requested  an  online  voting  option  from  the  City  Council,  we  are  not 
planning  for  approval  at  this  point  and  have  worked  with  the  Office  of  the  City  Clerk  to 
provide  a  Vote-by-Mail  option  instead.

Dear  North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  Formation  Committee  (Formation  Committee): 

Thank  you  for  your  revised  boundaries  per  request  in  our  February  9,  2018  letter. 

Per  Article  III,  Section  2  of  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils  (Plan) 
regarding  boundaries,  the  proposed  boundaries  “should,  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible,  follow 
historic  and  contemporary  community  and  neighborhood  borders,  and  shall  utilize  natural 
boundaries  or  street  lines  and  be  geographically  compact  and  contiguous.” 

The  new  boundary  description  for  the  proposed  North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  meets 
the  compact  and  contiguous  requirement  and  will  now  be  noted  in  the  bylaws  as: 

Section  1:  Boundary  Description  -  The  boundaries  of  the  Council  shall  include  the  areas  within 
the  following  lines  of  demarcation: 

A.  North  -  The  south  side  of  Sunset  Boulevard  from  the  1-405  Freeway  in  the  west  to  Hilgard 
Avenue  in  the  east ;  and 

B.  East  -  The  east  side  of  Hilgard  Ave  from  Sunset  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Weyburn  Ave  in  the 
south  ;  the  south  side  of  Weyburn  Ave  from  Hilgard  Ave  in  the  west  to  Malcolm  Avenue  in  the 
east;  the  west  side  of  Malcolm  Ave  from  Weyburn  Ave  in  the  north  to  Wilshire  Boulevard  in  the 
south;  the  east  side  of  Westwood  Blvd  from  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Ohio  Avenue  in  the 
south;  and 
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C.  South  -  The  south  side  of  Wilshire  Blvd  from  Malcolm  Ave  in  the  east  to  Westwood  Blvd  in 
the  west ;  the  north  side  of  Ohio  Ave  from  Westwood  Blvd  in  the  east  to  Veteran  Ave  in  the 
west;  and 

D.  West  -  The  east  side  of  Veteran  Ave  from  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Ohio  Ave  in  the  south; 
the  eastern  side  of  the  1-405  Freeway  between  Sunset  Blvd  in  the  North  and  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the 
south,  excluding  the  Veteran’s  Administration  property. 

A  new  map  is  attached  and  will  be  uploaded  to  our  EmpowerLA  website  tomorrow. 

We  have  rescheduled  the  community  information  meeting  to  present  the  application  with  the 
Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  (Commission)  to  Tuesday,  March  13,  2018  at  6:00  pm 
at  Weyburn  Commons,  11020  Weyburn  Avenue,  Los  Angeles,  CA  90024.  Parking  will  be  in  Lot 
32.  Thank  you  for  your  assistance  in  obtaining  this  location. 

Please  note  that  at  this  meeting,  there  will  be  no  action  taken  by  the  Commission.  The  purpose 
of  the  meeting  is  to  provide  information  about  the  subdivision  process  and  the  application  to  the 
community.  Our  department  will  present  information  on  how  the  application  has  now  met  the 
components  of  the  subdivision  with  the  boundary  changes.  Your  committee  will  have  5  minutes 
to  share  any  additional  information  about  the  application.  If  the  Westwood  Neighborhood 
Council  has  taken  action  on  the  matter,  they  will  also  have  5  minutes  to  present  their  position. 
The  public  will  have  an  opportunity  to  weigh  in  via  public  comment  as  well. 

After  the  community  meeting,  our  department  will  review  any  feedback  received  that  would 
affect  the  application  meeting  the  subdivision  components  with  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney. 

As  mentioned  in  our  previous  letter,  within  5  business  days,  the  Department  will  issue  the  final 
approval  or  denial  of  the  application.  From  now  up  until  the  final  determination  of  the 
application,  the  Department  will  continue  to  work  with  the  Formation  Committee  on  any  issues 
that  may  arise  with  the  application.

What  is  a  subdivision  petition? 

A  subdivision  petition  is  an  application  to  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment 
(Department)  requesting  to  form  a  separate  certified  Neighborhood  Council  within  the 
boundaries  of  one  or  more  existing  certified  Neighborhood  Councils,  i.e.  the  proposed 
boundaries  of  the  new  Neighborhood  Council  can  cross  through  several  existing  certified 
Neighborhood  Councils. 

Who  can  file  a  subdivision  petition? 

A  stakeholder(s)  within  an  existing  certified  Neighborhood  Council.  A  stakeholder  is 
defined  as  any  individual  who  Lives,  works  or  owns  real  property  in  the  neighborhood  and 
also  to  those  who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a  community  interest 
stakeholder,  defined  as  a  person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and  ongoing  participation  within 
the  Neighborhood  Council’s  boundaries  and  who  may  in  a  community  organization  such  as, 
but  not  limited  to,  educational,  nonprofit  and/or  religious  organizations.

What  qualifies  for  a  new  subdivided  Neighborhood  Council?  + 

Any  proposed  new  subdivided  Neighborhood  Council  must  meet  the  components  of  a 
regular  Neighborhood  Council  Certification  Application  stated  in  Article  III,  Section  2  of  the 

Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils  (Plan).  This  list  summarizes  the  basic 
requirements,  but  please  refer  to  the  Plan  for  more  details: 

1.  Boundaries  -  a  detailed  written  description  of  proposed  boundaries  within  the  City  of 
Los  Angeles,  including  rationale  for  drawing  the  proposed  boundaries.  The 
boundaries  should  be  comprised  of  no  less  than  20,000  Neighborhood  Council 
stakeholders  unless  exceptions  apply. 

2.  Outreach  -  the  outreach  process  used  to  identify  stakeholders  within  the  proposed 
Neighborhood  Council  boundaries  must  be  described  in  detail  and  200  to  500 
signatures  from  stakeholders  that  have  an  interest  within  the  proposed 
Neighborhood  Council  boundaries  must  be  submitted  and  should  reflect  the  broadest 
array  of  stakeholders  who  will  actively  participate  in  the  proposed  Neighborhood 
Council.  Stakeholder  signature  petitions  must  include  the  stakeholder’s  first  and  Last 
name,  a  contact  email  and/or  phone,  type  of  stakeholder  (live,  work,  own  real 
property  or  community  interest)  and  the  physical  address  associated  with  their 
stakeholdership.  The  physical  address  cannot  be  a  post  office  box.  The  petition 
should  also  include  language  that  states  that  the  stakeholders  understand  that  they 
are  signing  to  support  the  creation  of  a  new  Neighborhood  Council  via  the 
subdivision  of  existing  Neighborhood  Councils.  Please  include  the  names  of  the 
proposed  and  existing  Neighborhood  Councils. 

3.  Bylaws  -  bylaws  for  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council  must  be  submitted.  The 
Department  will  provide  a  bylaws  template  for  petitioners. 

4.  Financial  Accountability  -  standard  Language  for  financial  accountability  and  the 
position  of  a  Treasurer  must  be  included  in  the  petition. 

5.  Ethics  -  acknowledgement  that  all  applicable  laws  of  Local,  state  and  federal 
government  shall  be  the  minimum  ethical  standard  for  a  certified  Neighborhood 
Council. 

6.  Contacts  -  pursuant  to  the  subdivision  policy,  the  petition  shall  identify  five 
stakeholders  who  are  authorized  to  receive  notice  and  make  decisions  regarding  the 
subdivision  petition,  including  any  bylaw  changes. 

What  is  the  time  frame  for  filing  subdivision  petitions? 

Currently,  the  Department  will  accept  subdivision  petitions  from  November  17,  2017  to 
January  15,  2018.  We  will  only  process  the  first  five  complete  petitions  we  receive  in  the 
order  of  receipt,  i.e.  we  will  reject  any  incomplete  petitions  and  will  not  count  them 
towards  the  final  five  for  processing. 

What  happens  after  I  file  the  petition? 

If  the  petition  is  complete,  meets  the  requirements  for  a  certified  Neighborhood  Council 
and  is  one  of  the  first  five  petitions  processed,  the  Department  shall  conduct  an  election 
within  the  boundaries  stated  in  the  subdivision  petition  within  90  days  of  the  [  nent’s 
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approval  of  the  subdivision  petition.  A  stakeholder  is  eligible  to  vote  in  the  election  if  the  + 
person  is  a  stakeholder  in  the  proposed  area  for  subdivision  or  in  any  of  the  Neighborhood 
Councils  that  are  proposed  for  subdivision.  A  majority  of  the  voters  from  the  entire 
Neighborhood  Council  or  Neighborhood  Councils  being  subdivided  must  approve  the 
subdivision  in  order  to  create  the  new  Neighborhood  Council.  The  term  “majority  of  voters” 
refers  to  those  stakeholders  who  participate  in  the  subdivision  election  and  does  not  mean 
a  majority  of  total  stakeholders  in  the  Neighborhood  Council  boundaries. 

If  a  majority  of  the  stakeholders  at  the  election  approve  the  subdivision,  then  the  existing 
certified  Neighborhood  Council  or  Neighborhood  Councils  being  subdivided  shall  amend 
their  bylaws  within  30  days  of  the  election  to  reflect  changes  to  the  boundaries  and,  if 
applicable,  the  board  structure.  The  Department  shall  forward  the  bylaws  for  any 
Neighborhood  Council  that  is  being  subdivided  and  the  subdivision  petition  to  the  Board  of 
Neighborhood  Commissioners  (Commission)  for  approval  of  the  bylaws. 

Once  the  Commission  approves  the  bylaws,  then  the  Neighborhood  Council  listed  in  the 
subdivision  petition  shall  be  deemed  a  certified  Neighborhood  Council  within  the  City  of 
Los  Angeles.  The  five  stakeholders  listed  in  the  subdivision  petition  shall  be  authorized  to 
work  with  the  Department  and  make  decisions  regarding  the  initial  election  or  selection  of 
the  newly  certified  Neighborhood  Council’s  governing  board.  This  initial  board  shall  be  an 
interim  board  until  the  elections  in  spring  of  even  number  years.  The  Neighborhood 
Council  or  Neighborhood  Councils  being  subdivided  are  not  required  to  recertify  and 
continue  to  remain  certified  after  approval  by  the  Commission  of  the  bylaws. 

When  does  a  new  Neighborhood  Council  receive  City  funding? 

Newly  certified  Neighborhood  Councils  only  receive  their  yearly  allocation  from  the  City 
once  the  initial  Neighborhood  Council  governing  board  has  been  elected  or  selected,  seat 
and  trained,  and  upon  the  start  of  the  new  fiscal  year,  July  1st.  If  funding  is  delayed 
because  the  above  criteria  of  the  board  has  not  been  met  in  the  new  year,  the  yearly 
allocation  may  be  prorated  based  on  the  time  the  new  initial  governing  board  has  met  all 
of  the  requirements. 

How  do  I  file  a  subdivision  petition? 

All  subdivision  petitions  will  only  be  accepted  online.  Once  a  petition  has  been  submitted, 
the  Department  will  notify  the  applicant(s)  within  14  working  days  if  the  petition  is 
complete  and  will  be  processed.

FICTION  -  Westwood  Forward  Says: 

FACT-  THE  TRUTH  IS: 

1)  WWNC  is  opposed  bike  lanes  in 
Westwood  Village. 

Not  true!  The  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  ("WWNC")  is  UNANIMOUSLY  in  favor  of  bike  lanes  in 
Westwood  Village  and  within  WWNC  boundaries  —  WWNC  just  does  not  think  that  bike  lanes  should  be 
on  Westwood  Blvd.,  which  has  very  heavy  car,  bus  and  pedestrian  traffic,  and  is  near  the  busiest 
intersection  in  Los  Angeles  (Westwood  and  Wilshire).  WWNC  believes  that  for  the  safety  of  bike  riders, 
cars,  pedestrians  and  buses,  in  the  Village  bike  lanes  should  be  placed  one  block  over  on  Gayley  Ave. 

2)  WWNC  is  opposed  to  affordable 
student  housing. 

Not  true!  WWNC  has  voted  affirmatively  for  every  single  bed  that  UCLA's  administration  has 
approved.  UCLA  identified  five  new  student  housing  sites  on  campus  —  of  those,  WWNC  did  not  feel 
that  the  UNEX  building,  right  in  the  midst  of  the  Village,  at  a  busy  intersection,  and  on  the  route  to  our 
emergency  level-one  trauma  center,  was  the  best  choice  for  locating  the  highest  density  and  most 
height.  WWNC  felt  it  would  be  best  to  transfer  some  of  that  density  and  height  to  the  other  identified 
sites,  rather  than  concentrating  it  all  on  that  one  site.  But  WWNC  voted  to  approve  every  single  bed 

UCLA  and  the  students  have  asked  for,  and  that  is  reflected  in  our  vote  and  in  our  public  comments. 

3)  The  current  WWNC  does  not  have 

enough  student  representation  on  its 

board. 

Not  true!  UCLA-connected  stakeholders  now  hold  11  out  of  19  seats  on  WWNC  —  5  seats  are  held  by 
current  UCLA  students  and  staff:  2  undergraduate  students,  1  graduate  student,  and  2  staff  members 
(one  of  whom  graduated  only  a  few  years  ago,  so  is  very  aware  of  student  interests);  plus,  in  addition,  6 
other  members  of  the  WWNC  board  are  UCLA  alums,  some  with  more  than  one  degree  from  UCLA.  The 
fact  is  that  UCLA  students  could  technically  run  for  18  of  the  19  seats.  NONE  of  the  Westwood  Forward 
organizers  has  ever  bothered  to  run  for  a  seat,  despite  advertisement,  outreach,  and  word  of  mouth. 

We  are  a  UCLA-heavy  board  in  most  ways. 

4)  Student  concerns  not  being  met. 

Not  true!  In  addition  to  the  UCLA-heavy  representation  on  the  WWNC  (#3  above),  a  student 
engagement  committee  was  formed  last  year  to  specifically  address  UCLA  student  concerns.  The  format 
for  this  ad  hoc  committee  was  created  in  collaboration  with  the  UCLA  Graduate  Students  Association 
president,  Michael  Stiles,  and  his  team  —  who  are  also  coincidentally  involved  in  Westwood  Forward. 

This  committee  has  met  several  times.  Every  motion  that  this  committee  returned  to  WWNC  was  voted 
upon  and  approved.  The  committee  did  not  meet  a  few  weeks  ago,  as  the  students  presented  no 
agenda  items. 
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FICTION  -  Westwood  Forward  Says: 

FACT-  THE  TRUTH  IS: 

5)  WWNC  2016  elections  were  held 
on  finals  week  at  UCLA. 

Not  by  choice!  Despite  exhaustive  explanations  to  Westwood  Forward  about  the  election  timeline,  and 
confirmation  of  that  by  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment  ("DONE"),  the  students  persist 
in  peddling  this  false  statement.  As  they  have  been  told,  WWNC  did  not  set  the  election  date;  it  was  set 
by  DONE  and  the  City  Clerk's  office,  according  to  a  regional  election  timeline.  WWNC  had  no  power  to 
change  this  date.  WWNC  made  it  as  easy  as  possible  for  students  to  vote,  holding  the  polls  open  for  6 
hours  on  a  weekend,  sending  cars  and  vans  to  pick  up  and  return  students,  offering  curbside  voting  — 
and  students  could  also  vote  by  mail,  and  could  have  used  this  option  before  the  election. 

6)  WWNC  election  polling  place  was 
too  far  away  for  students. 

Absurd!  WWNC  elections  were  held  at  the  Westwood  Rec  Center,  a  mere  one  block  south  of  Wilshire, 
because  that  location  met  all  the  requirements  of  a  polling  place  —  it  had  adequate  and  free  parking,  it 
had  curbside  voting,  it  was  ADA  accessible,  and  it  was  within  the  WWNC  boundaries.  Students  are  not 
the  only  stakeholders,  and  the  polling  place  was  as  far,  if  not  further,  for  almost  all  of  the  other  WWNC 
stakeholders.  For  additional  details,  see  #5  above. 

7)  WWNC  has  blocked  nightlife  in  the 

Westwood  Village  Business  Area. 

Not  true!  WWNC  has  never  had  an  applicant  come  before  it  asking  for  dancing,  karaoke,  live  amplified 
music,  etc.  This  seems  to  be  a  pervasive  misconception.  Such  uses  have  not  been  asked  for,  so  there  is 
no  precedent  to  look  at  or  compare.  Recently,  the  alcohol  conditions  for  WWNC  were  amended 
drastically  and  passed.  This  should  put  to  rest  any  idea  that  the  WWNC  is  against  nightlife  businesses 
coming  into  the  Village. 

8)  WWNC  board  members  gave 
themselves  another  year  on  the 
board. 

Timing  changed  by  City  Clerk!  The  NC  elections  were  changed  to  odd  years  by  the  City  Clerk,  and  NC 
boards  throughout  the  city  had  to  make  a  choice  —  they  could  continue  on  with  a  2018  election  and  pay 
out  of  their  own  funds  from  the  city,  or  they  could  have  elections  take  place  in  2019.  The  majority  of 
Neighborhood  Councils  in  the  city  voted  to  move  elections  to  2019.  WWNC  gives  out  almost  all  of  its 
allotted  city  money  as  Neighborhood  Purpose  Grants  (NPGs).  WWNC  gives  more  money  in  NPG  grants  to 
charities  within  its  boundaries,  than  any  other  NC  in  Los  Angeles.  WWNC  did  not  feel  that  it  could 
responsibly  spend  $8,000  to  $10,000  dollars  on  an  election,  taking  money  away  from  very  valuable 
community  charities. 
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FICTION  -  Westwood  Forward  Says: 

FACT-  THE  TRUTH  IS: 

9)  WWNC  is  against  affordable 
housing. 

Not  true!  WWNC  has  never  voted  against  affordable  housing  in  any  capacity.  WWNC  cannot  create 
affordable  housing,  it  can  only  support  and  encourage  it.  One  of  Westwood  Forward's  mantras  is  that  if 
they  become  an  NC  they  will  create  affordable  housing.  That  is  not  what  will  happen,  because  NCs  have 
neither  the  power  nor  the  means  to  build  affordable  housing,  in  Westwood  or  anywhere  else.  They 
don't  own  land;  they  can't  change  city  zoning  laws  and  planning  prerequisites.  WWNC,  like  all  NCs,  is  an 
advisory  board.  If  Westwood  Forward's  NC  is  approved,  THEY  too  will  be  an  advisory  board. 

10)  Westwood  Forward  did  outreach 
to  all  stakeholders  within  their 

annexed  boundaries. 

Not  true!  Westwood  Forward  submitted  signatures  that  were  obtained  both  online  and  in  person.  In  the 
case  of  online  petitions,  it  is  very  easy  to  fake  names  or  add  people  without  their  permission. 

Community  members  asked  DONE  if  it  independently  verifies  such  signatures  but  never  received  a  reply, 
from  which  they  assume  that  DONE  does  not  independently  verify,  in  which  case  the  online  signatures 
must  be  ignored.  Looking  at  the  in-person  signatures,  it  was  found  that  95%  or  more  were  UCLA 
affiliated  —  hardly  the  legally  required  "broadest  array  of  Community  Stakeholders,"  and  none  were 
from  the  annexed  area.  There  are  also  many  duplicate  signatures.  In  addition,  signatures  that  were 
obtained  were  given  based  on  misrepresentations  of  fact  by  Westwood  Forward,  such  as  those 
documented  herein. 

11)  WWNC  fought  against  ROCCO's 
Tavern  coming  to  Westwood. 

Not  true!  We  did  not  object  to  Rocco's  Tavern  taking  over  the  former  O'Hara's  bar.  In  fact,  we  looked 
forward  to  a  new  business  coming  in.  The  only  controversy  we  had  with  Rocco's  was  when  stakeholders, 
apartment  renters  across  the  corner,  complained  about  the  noise  that  would  be  generated  by  a  loud, 
noisy  Sports  Bar  with  a  retractable  open  window  facing  Gayley  Avenue.  We  have  to  represent  all  of  our 
stakeholders,  not  just  the  businesses.  This  apartment  complex  would  most  likely  have  filed  a  lawsuit  due 
to  these  noise  disturbances,  especially  occurring  late  at  night.  And  neither  the  Westwood  Design  Review 
Board  nor  the  Area  Planning  Commission,  each  of  which  separately  considered  the  issue,  agreed  to 
permit  ROCCO's  retractable  window. 
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FICTION  -  Westwood  Forward  Says: 

FACT-  THE  TRUTH  IS: 

12)  The  WWNC  fought  Target's  liquor 
license. 

The  facts!  WWNC  was  excited  and  supportive  of  Westwood  Village's  City  Target.  It  voted  as  a  board 
against  Target  adding  a  liquor  license  for  several  reasons  —  there  were  already  three  other  retail 
establishments  selling  off-site  liquor  within  100  feet  of  City  Target  (Trader  Joe's,  Rite  Aid,  and  Ralph's 
Market  which  is  upstairs  in  the  same  building  as  the  City  Target),  not  to  mention  approximately  38  other 
outlets  in  the  Village  that  serve  either  full-line  alcohol  or  beer  and  wine.  WWNC  questioned  Target  as  to 
why  it  needed  to  sell  alcohol,  since  it  had  said  that  alcohol  constitutes  only  1%  of  Target's  sales,  as 
reported  by  its  own  counsel.  Furthermore,  Ralph's  had  a  clause  in  its  lease  that  said  Ralph's  would  be 
the  only  liquor  retailer  in  that  building,  so  the  landlord  was  breaching  its  agreement  with  Ralph's  if  it 
permitted  City  Target  to  sell  liquor.  As  Ralph's  was  also  a  very  valuable  stakeholder,  WWNC  sided  with  it. 

A  majority  of  stakeholders  presenting  to  the  WWNC  were  against  the  added  alcohol,  and  since  the  City 
Target  has  such  a  small  footprint  compared  to  a  full-size  Target,  most  of  our  stakeholders  wanted  to  use 
the  floor  space  for  additional  Target  non-alcoholic  products.

In  the  course  of  our  outreach  to  community  leaders  over  the  past  months,  it  has  become 
clear  to  our  formation  committee  that  a  change  would  improve  our  proposed  bylaws: 

Currently  there  are  3  at-large  seats  and  2  business  seats;  we  would  like  to  change  this  to  2 
at-large  seats  and  3  business  seats. 

This  change  was  encouraged  by  business  leaders  who  pointed  out  that  since  there  are  4/19 
business  seats  on  the  current  WWNC,  maintaining  that  promotion  on  our  NWWNC  would 
necessitate  3/15  seats.  Moreover,  they  agued  that  while  others  groups  that  had  seen  a 
reduction  in  their  dedicated  seats  such  as  Homeowners  should  see  that  reduction  because 
homeowners  make  up  a  much  smaller  fraction  of  North  Westwood  stakeholders,  businesses 
actually  make  up  a  larger  porporortion  of  North  Westwood's  Stakeholders  than  Westwood's 
stakeholders  in  general-hence  the  proportion  of  their  representation  should  increase  or  at 
least  not  decrease. 

So  we  now  ask  what  would  be  the  most  convenient  process  for  us  to  implement  this  change? 
Can  I  just  send  you  updated  bylaws?  Should  we  reguest  this  change  at  our  BNC  meeting  on 
Tuesday?  At  our  BNC  hearing  after  the  election?  Does  this  need  to  wait  until  our  council  is 
formed?  We'd  like  to  implement  the  change;  but  absolutely  don't  want  any  delays  to  result 
from  our  doing  so.

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ARTICLE  I  NAME 

The  name  of  this  Neighborhood  Council  shall  be  the  North  Westwood 
Neighborhood  Council. 

("Council”). 

ARTICLE  II  PURPOSE 

Principles  of  Governance  -  The  purpose  of  the  Council  is  to  participate  as  a  body 
on  issues  concerning  our  neighborhood  and  regarding  the  governance  of  the  City 
of  Los  Angeles  ("City”)  in  a  transparent,  inclusive,  collaborative,  accountable,  and 
viable  manner. 


A.  The  MISSION  of  the  Council  is: 


1.  To  provide  an  inclusive  and  open  forum  for  public  discussion  of  issues  of 
interest  to  the  Council,  including  City  governance,  the  needs  of  the  Council,  the 
delivery  of  City  services  to  the  Council  area,  and  other  matters  of  a  City  wide 
nature; 

2.  To  advise  the  City  on  issues  of  interest  to  the  Council,  including  City 
governance,  the  needs  of  the  Council,  the  delivery  of  City  services  to  the  Council 
area,  and  other  matters  of  a  City  wide  nature; 

3.  To  initiate,  execute  and  support  projects  for  the  physical,  social  and  cultural 
improvement  of  the  Council  area;  and 

4.  To  facilitate  communication  between  the  City  and  Community  Stakeholders  on 
issues  of  concern  to  the  community  and/or  the  Stakeholders. 

B.  The  POLICY  of  the  Council  is: 

1.  To  respect  the  diversity,  dignity,  and  expression  of  views  of  all  individuals, 
groups,  and  organizations  within  the  community  and/or  involved  in  the  Council; 

2.  To  remain  non-partisan  with  respect  to  political  party  affiliation  and  inclusive  in 
our  operations  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  process  of  electing  or  selecting 
the  Board  of  Directors,  Officers,  and  committee  members,  as  hereinafter  set 
forth; 

3.  To  utilize  the  Early  Notification  System  (ENS)  to  inform  the  Council  and 
Community  Stakeholders  of  matters  involving  the  City  and  our  community  in  a 
way  that  is  tailored  to  provide  opportunities  for  involvement  in  the  decision¬ 
making  process; 

4.  To  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  participate  in  activities  of  the  Council; 

5.  To  prohibit  discrimination  against  any  individual  or  group  in  our  operations  on 
the  basis  of  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  gender 
identity,  sexual  orientation,  age,  disability,  marital  status,  income,  immigration 
status,  homeowner/renter/homeless  status,  or  political  affiliation;  and 


6.  To  have  fair,  open,  and  transparent  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  all  Council 
business. 

ARTICLE  III  BOUNDARIES 

The  Council  covers  a  geographic  area  described  below. 

Section  1:  Boundary  Description  -  The  boundaries  of  the  Council  shall  include  the 
areas  within  the  following  lines  of  demarcation: 

A.  North  -  The  south  side  of  Sunset  Boulevard  from  Veteran  Avenue  in  the  west 
to  Hilgard  Avenue  in  the  east ;  and 

B.  East  -  The  east  side  of  Hilgard  Ave  from  Sunset  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Weyburn 
Ave  in  the  south  ;  the  south  side  of  Weyburn  Ave  from  Hilgard  Ave  in  the  west  to 
Malcolm  Avenue  in  the  east;  the  west  side  of  Malcolm  Ave  from  Weyburn  Ave  in 
the  north  to  Wilshire  Boulevard  in  the  south;  the  east  side  of  Westwood  Blvd 
from  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Ohio  Avenue  in  the  south;  and 

C.  South  -  The  south  side  of  Wilshire  Blvd  from  Malcolm  Ave  in  the  east  to 
Westwood  Blvd  in  the  west ;  the  north  side  of  Ohio  Ave  from  Westwood  Blvd  in 
the  east  to  Veteran  Ave  in  the  west;  and 

D.  West  -The  east  side  of  Veteran  Ave  from  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Ohio  Ave 
in  the  south;  the  eastern  side  of  the  1-405  Freeway  between  Sunset  Blvd  in  the 
North  and  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the  south,  excluding  the  Veteran’s  Administration 
property.  The  boundaries  of  the  Council  are  set  forth  in  Attachment  A  -  Map  of 
the  North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council. 

Section  2:  Internal  Boundaries:  Not  applicable 


ARTICLE  IV  STAKEHOLDER 


Neighborhood  Council  membership  is  open  to  all  Stakeholders.  “Stakeholders” 
shall  be  defined  as  those  who  live,  work,  or  own  real  property  in  the 
neighborhood  and  also  to  those  who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a 
community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a  person  who  affirms  a  substantial 
and  ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood  Council’s  boundaries  and  who 
may  be  in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  educational,  non¬ 
profit  and/or  religious  organizations. 

ARTICLE  V  GOVERNING  BOARD 

The  Board  of  Directors  (“the  Board”)  shall  be  the  Governing  Body  of  the  Council 
within  the  meaning  of  that  term  as  set  forth  in  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of 
Neighborhood  Councils 

Section  1:  Composition  -  The  Board  shall  consist  of  fifteen  (15)  Stakeholders,  who 
must  be  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  or  older,  who  are  elected,  selected  or 
appointed  by  the  Board  and/or  Community  Stakeholders. 

The  composition  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Homeowner  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (1)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  own 
a  residence  that  is  located  within  the  NC  boundaries. 

B.  Renter  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  rent  a 
residence  located  within  the  NC  boundaries. 

C.  General  Residential  Stakeholder  (1)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  spend  the 
majority  of  their  sleeping  hours  within  the  NC  boundaries,  either  as  a 
homeowner,  renter,  person  who  experiences  homelessness,  or  person  who 
sublets  or  otherwise  informally  lives  within  the  boundaries. 

D.  Business  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (3)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  work  at 
or  own  a  business  or  business  property  within  the  NC  boundaries. 

E.  Undergraduate  Student  Member  (1)— Open  to  stakeholders  who  are 
undergraduate  students  at  a  university  or  college  within  the  NC  boundaries. 
Students  need  not  be  currently  enrolled  as  long  as  they  have  been  enrolled  within 
the  past  460  days  and  intend  to  re-enroll  within  the  next  460  days. 


F.  Graduate  Student  Member  (1)— Open  to  stakeholders  who  are  current 
graduate  or  professional  students  at  a  university  or  college  within  the  NC 
boundaries.  Students  need  not  be  currently  enrolled  as  long  as  they  have  been 
enrolled  within  the  past  460  days  and  intend  to  re-enroll  within  the  next  460 
days. 

G.  University  Staff  or  Administrative  Member  (1)  -  Open  to  stakeholders  who 
work  at  a  university  or  college  within  the  NC  boundaries  in  a  capacity  in  which 
they  spend  the  majority  of  their  time  neither  conducting  academic  research  nor 
teaching.  Employee  need  not  be  currently  employed  as  long  as  they  have  been 
employed  within  the  past  460  days  and  intend  to  be  re-employed  within  the  next 
460  days. 

H.  Faculty  Member  (1)  -  Open  to  stakeholders  who  work  at  a  university  or  college 
within  the  NC  boundaries  in  a  capacity  in  which  they  spend  the  majority  of  their 
time  conducting  academic  research  and/or  teaching.  Employee  need  not  be 
currently  employed  as  long  as  they  have  been  employed  within  the  past  460  days 
and  intend  to  be  re-employed  within  the  next  460  days. 


I.  Organizational  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who 
actively  participate  in  a  religious  organization,  educational  institution,  community 
organization,  non-profit  organization,  neighborhood  association,  chamber  of 
commerce,  business  improvement  district,  sorority,  fraternity,  school/parent 
group,  student  association,  arts  association,  service  organization,  cultural  group, 
etc.  that  primarily  operates  within  the  NC  boundaries. 

G.  At-Large  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  of  any 
category. 

Section  2:  Quorum  -  The  quorum  shall  be  8  members  of  the  Board. 

Section  3:  Official  Actions  -  A  simple  majority  vote  by  the  Board  members  present, 
not  including  abstentions,  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum  shall  be 
required  to  take  official  action,  unless  specified  otherwise  in  these  Bylaws. 

Section  4:  Terms  and  Term  Limits  -  Elected  board  members  shall  serve  a  two  (2) 
year  term.  Terms  of  office  shall  begin  when  and  be  extended  until  each  election  is 
certified  by  the  City.  Board  members  may  serve  no  more  than  9  consecutive  years 
on  the  Council  Board,  and  may  not  be  elected  to  a  term  of  office  that,  if  fully 
served,  would  cause  them  to  exceed  9  consecutive  years  of  service.  Variances  of 
up  to  5  months  may  be  granted  by  the  Council  Board  to  these  term  limits,  to 
prevent  members  from  being  disqualified  from  further  service  as  a  result  of  the 
City  shifting  the  days  it  holds  or  certifies  elections. 

Section  5:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  primary  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be  to  govern 
the  Council  and  to  carry  out  its  objectives.  No  individual  member  of  the  Board 
shall  speak  for  the  Board  or  otherwise  publicly  represent  a  Board  position  unless 
authorized  to  do  so  by  official  action  of  the  Board.  The  Board  may,  by  official 
action,  delegate  to  any  individual  the  authority  to  present  before  any  public  body 
a  standing  Council  position  previously  adopted  by  the  Board  or  a  statement  that 
the  Council  has  had  insufficient  time  to  develop  a  position  or  recommendation  on 
a  matter  before  that  body.  Such  authority  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the 
Board. 

Section  6:  Vacancies  -  Vacancies  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  using 
the  following  procedure: 


A.  Within  4  days  of  a  position  becoming  vacant,  the  Council  shall  notify  the  public 
of  the  opportunity  to  apply  for  the  open  position  through  its  website  and  any 
other  efficient  channels  of  communication. 

B.  Any  Stakeholder  interested  in  filling  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  submit  a 
written  application  to  the  Board. 

C.  The  Board  shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

D.  The  Board  shall  vote  on  the  application  at  the  meeting.  If  multiple  applications 
for  one  seat  have  been  submitted,  the  candidate  with  the  most  votes  wins. 

E.  The  candidate  who  wins  shall  fill  the  remaining  term  of  the  Board  seat  unless 
an  election  or  selection  occurs  sooner. 

F.  In  no  event  shall  a  vacant  seat  be  filled  where  a  general  election  is  scheduled  to 
occur  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  date  that  a  written  application  is  presented  to 
the  Board. 

Section  7:  Absences  -  Any  Board  Member  who  misses  three  Neighborhood 
Council  Governing  Board  Meetings  within  a  12-month  period,  without  such 
absences  being  declared  valid  and  excused  by  the  President  or  the  Governing 
Board,  will  be  subject  to  removal  from  the  Board.  Members  unable  to  attend  a 
meeting  must  inform  the  President  as  soon  as  circumstances  reasonably  allow, 
stating  their  reasons  for  non-attendance,  whereupon  the  President  may  deem 
their  absences  excused.  Each  Council  Board  Member  absence  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  Council’s  Meeting  Minutes  or  other  manner  of  Council  record  keeping,  and, 
upon  missing  the  required  number  of  Board  Meetings  for  removal,  the  Council 
Presiding  Officer  shall  notify  the  Board  Member  of  the  absences  and  place  on  the 
agenda  the  removal  of  the  Board  Member  at  a  regular  or  special  Board  meeting 
whereupon  the  Board  shall  determine  the  validity  of  the  absences  before  taking 
action  to  remove  the  Board  Member.  Any  meeting  of  the  Neighborhood  Council 
Governing  Board,  scheduled  and  noticed  as  per  the  Brown  Act,  shall  constitute  a 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  determining  Board  Member  attendance. 


Section  8:  Censure  -  The  Council  can  take  action  to  publicly  reprimand  a  Board 
member  for  actions  conducted  in  the  course  of  Council  business  by  censuring  the 
Board  member  at  a  Council  Board  meeting.  Censures  shall  be  placed  on  the 
agenda  for  discussion  and  action.  At  least  a  two-thirds  vote  by  the  Board 
members  present,  including  abstentions,  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum 
shall  be  required  to  take  such  action. 

Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members  -  The  Council  shall  consult  with 
the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney  throughout  any  Board  removal  process.  Board 
members  may  be  removed  in  the  following  ways: 

A.  Petition  by  Stakeholders-  A  Board  member  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
submission  of  a  written  petition  to  the  Secretary,  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of 
the  Board  member  to  be  removed,  ii)  a  description,  in  detail,  of  the  reason  for 
removal,  and  iii)  the  valid  signatures  of  200  Stakeholders. 

1.  Upon  receipt  of  a  written  petition  for  removal,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  the 
matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  the  next  regular 
Council  meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Board  member  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of 
the  attending  Board  Members. 

3.  The  Board  Member  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right 
to  deliver  to  Board  Members  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to 
speak  at  the  Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of 
the  quorum,  nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

B.  Petition  by  Board  -  A  Board  Member  may  be  removed  from  the  Board  for  good 
cause,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  disruptive  conduct;  interfering  with  Council 
business;  violations  of  the  Bylaws,  Operating  Procedures  or  Code  of  Conduct 
following  a  Board  Member’s  submission  to  the  Board  of  a  petition  which  includes: 
i)  the  identity  of  the  Board  Member  to  be  removed,  ii)  states  the  reason  for 
removal  by  identifying  the  violation  of  the  internal  rules  or  procedures  and 
specifies  the  conduct  of  the  person,  and  iii)  contains  the  signatures  of  at  least 
three  (3)  Board  members. 


1.  The  petition  shall  be  delivered  simultaneously  to  all  Board  Members  and  the 
matter  placed  on  the  agenda  and  scheduled  for  a  vote  at  the  next  regular  Board 
Meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Board  member  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of 
the  attending  Board  Members. 

3.  The  Board  Member  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right 
to  deliver  to  Board  Members  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to 
speak  at  the  Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of 
the  quorum,  nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

4.  The  Board  member  being  removed  must  first  have  been  censured  by  the  Board 
once  for  the  same  action  before  a  Petition  by  the  Board  for  removal  shall  be 
considered  by  the  Council. 

If  the  vote  for  removal  is  affirmative,  the  position  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and 
filled  via  the  Council’s  vacancy  clause. 

The  Council  shall  not  consider  petitions  for  the  removal  of  a  board  member  more 
than  once  unless  new  reasons  are  offered  for  removal. 


Section  10:  Resignation  -  A  Board  member  may  resign  from  the  Council,  and  the 
position  shall  then  be  deemed  vacant.  Any  member  of  the  Board  who  ceases  to 
be  a  Stakeholder  is  required  to  submit  his  or  her  resignation  to  the  Board  for 
discussion  and  action  at  a  Board  meeting.  However,  board  members  who  remain 
stakeholders  but  whose  stakeholder  category  has  shifted  may  serve  out  the 
remainder  of  their  term  in  the  seat  to  which  they  were  elected  or  selected  (e.g.  if 
a  renter  buys  a  home  in  Westwood,  or  an  undergraduate  student  becomes  a  grad 
student,  they  could  respectively  retain  their  renter  and  undergrad  seats  until  the 
next  election  but  then  would  thereafter  have  to  seek  seats  that  correspond  with 
their  new  stakeholder  status.)  Removal  of  the  resigning  Board  member  requires  a 
majority  of  the  attending  Board  members 

Section  11:  Community  Outreach  -  The  Council  shall  direct  that  a  system  of 
outreach  be  instituted  to  inform  Stakeholders  as  to  the  existence  and  activities  of 
the  Council,  including  its  Board  elections,  to  find  future  leaders  of  the  Council,  and 
to  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  seek  leadership  positions  within  the  Council. 

The  Council  shall  have  a  standing  Outreach  Committee,  which  will  report  its 
activities  and  recommendations  to  the  Board  monthly  at  the  regular  Council 
meeting. 

The  Council  shall  maintain  a  website  presence  to  disseminate  information  to 
Council  Stakeholders  and  others  interested  in  the  Council. 

In  addition,  the  Board  shall  create,  or  shall  cause  to  be  created,  a  marketing  plan 
to  solicit  participation  from  Stakeholders.  The  plan  may  include,  for  example,  the 
creation  of  flyers,  postcards,  pamphlets  and  other  related  materials.  It  may  also 
include  e-mail  blasts  to  various  organizations  including  a  regularly  scheduled  e- 
blast  to  local  government  officials  and  to  the  Business  Improvement  District, 
Neighborhood  Associations,  Student  Associations  and  other  local  organizations  as 
determined  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI  OFFICERS 

Section  1:  Officers  of  the  Board  -  The  officers  of  the  Board  ("Officers”)  shall 
include  the  following  positions  which  altogether  comprise  the  Executive 
Committee:  President,  Vice  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 


Section  2:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  duties  of  the  Officers  are  as  follows  and  also 
include  such  additional  duties  as  may  be  adopted  by  official  action  of  the  Board: 

A.  The  President  shall  act  as  the  chief  executive  of  the  Council  and  shall  preside  at 
all  Council  meetings. 

B.  The  Vice  President  shall  serve  in  place  of  the  President  if  the  President  is 
unable  to  serve. 

C.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  Board  meetings.  An  Alternate  Secretary 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Board  to  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  as 
needed.  Unless  the  person  serving  as  Alternate  Secretary  is  already  a  Board 
member,  he  or  she  shall  not  have  any  of  the  rights  of  a  Board  member,  including 
the  right  to  vote  on  matters  before  the  Council. 

D.  The  Treasurer  shall  maintain  the  records  of  the  Council's  finances  and  books  of 
accounts  and  perform  other  duties  in  accordance  with  the  Council's  Financial 
Management  Plan  and  the  Department’s  policies  and  procedures. 

Section  3:  Selection  of  Officers  - 

Officer  positions  shall  be  filled  at  the  first  official  Board  meeting  following  the 
election  of  the  board,  each  2  years. 

Section  4:  Officer  Terms  -  The  Officers  shall  serve  2  year  terms  and  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board.  They  may  stand  for  reelection  every  2  years. 

ARTICLE  VII  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

All  Standing  and  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  established  by  the  Board. 
Suggestions  for  committees  may  come  from  Stakeholders  or  from  members  of  the 
Board,  and  all  such  suggestions  shall  be  voted  upon  by  the  Board. 

Section  1:  Standing  Committees  -  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Council  are: 

The  Executive  Committee,  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  The  Outreach  and 
Communications  Committee,  The  Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee,  The 
Elections  Committee,  and  the  Community  Activities  and  Projects  Committee. 


Section  2:  Ad  Hoc  Committees  -  The  Board  may  create  Ad  Hoc  Committees  as 
needed  to  deal  with  temporary  issues. 

Section  3:  Committee  Creation  and  Authorization 

A.  Committee  Authority  -  All  committee  recommendations  shall  be  brought  back 
to  the  full  Board  for  discussion  and  action. 

B.  Committee  Structure  -  With  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
Committee  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and  ratified  by  the 
Board.  Standing  Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  at  least  two  (2)  Board 
members  and  may  include  any  interested  Stakeholders.  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall 
be  comprised  of  3  or  fewer  Board  members  and  may  include  any  interested 
Stakeholders. 

C.  Committee  Appointment  -  All  Committee  Chairs  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  and  confirmed  by  the  Board.  The  Chairs  shall  keep  a  written  record  of 
Committee  meetings  and  shall  provide  regular  reports  on  Committee  matters  to 
the  Board. 

D.  Committee  Meetings  -  Committee  meetings  are  subject  to  and  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  the  Brown  Act.  Minutes  shall  be 
taken  at  every  Committee  meeting. 

E.  Changes  to  Committees  -  The  Board  may  establish,  disband  or  make  changes  as 
needed  to  any  Standing  or  Ad  Hoc  committee.  Any  such  action  by  the  Board  shall 
be  noted  in  the  Council  meeting  minutes. 

F.  Removal  of  Committee  Members  -  The  President  may  recommend  that  the 
Board  remove  a  committee  member.  Removal  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of 
those  board  members  in  attendance. 

ARTICLE  VIII  MEETINGS 

All  meetings,  as  defined  by  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  (California  Government  Code 
Section  54950.5  et  seq.),  shall  be  noticed  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
Act  and  all  other  applicable  laws  and  governmental  policy. 


Section  1:  Meeting  Time  and  Place  -  All  meetings  shall  be  held  within  the  Council 
boundaries  at  a  location,  date  and  time  set  by  the  Board.  A  calendar  of  regular 
meetings  shall  be  established  by  the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  of  each 
calendar  year. 

A.  Regular  Meetings  -  Regular  Council  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  per 
quarter  and  may  be  held  more  frequently  as  determined  by  the  Board.  Prior  to 
any  action  by  the  Board,  there  shall  be  a  period  of  public  comment.  The  Board 
shall  determine  the  length  and  format  of  the  period  as  appropriate. 

B.  Special  Meetings  -  The  President  or  a  majority  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to 
call  a  Special  Council  Meeting  as  needed. 

Section  2:  Agenda  Setting  - 

The  President  shall  set  the  agenda  for  each  Council  meeting. 

Any  Stakeholder  may  make  a  proposal  for  action  by  the  Council  by  submitting  a 
written  request  to  the  Secretary  or  during  the  public  comment  period  of  a  regular 
Council  meeting.  The  Secretary  shall  promptly  refer  the  proposal  to  a  Standing 
Committee  or  the  Board.  At  the  next  regular  Council  meeting,  the  Board  shall 
either  consider  the  proposal  or  create  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  consider  the 
proposal.  The  Council  is  required  to  consider  the  proposal,  or  to  pass  a  motion 
objecting  to  consideration  of  the  proposal  and  stating  the  reasons  for  this 
objection,  at  a  Committee  or  Board  meeting,  but  is  not  required  to  take  further 
action  on  the  proposal. 

Proposals  made  under  this  subsection  are  subject  to  the  rules  regarding 
reconsideration. 

Section  3:  Notifications/Postings  -  Notice  of  a  regular  meeting  shall  be  a  minimum 
of  three  (3)  days  (72  hours)  in  advance  of  the  meeting  and  at  least  one  (1)  day  (24 
hours)  in  advance  of  a  special  meeting.  At  a  minimum,  notice  shall  be  posted  at 
the  Council’s  five  (5)  Public  Notice  Locations  specified  on  the  Posting  Location 
Form  filed  with  the  Department,  on  its  website  (if  applicable)  and  emailed  out  to 
Stakeholders  if  the  Council  maintains  such  a  database.  Regular  and  Special 
meeting  agendas  shall  also  be  emailed  to  the  Department. 


Section  4:  Reconsideration 


The  Board  may  reconsider  or  amend  its  actions  through  the  following  Motion  for 
Reconsideration  process: 

a.  Before  the  Board  reconsiders  any  matter,  the  Board  must  approve  a  Motion  for 
Reconsideration.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  approved  by  official 
action  of  the  Board.  After  determining  that  an  action  should  be  reconsidered,  the 
Board  has  the  authority  to  re-hear,  continue,  or  take  action  on  the  item  that  is  the 
subject  of  reconsideration  within  any  limitations  that  are  stated  in  the  Motion  for 
Reconsideration. 

b.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  brought,  and  the  Board's  approval  of  a 
Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  occur,  either  during  the  same  meeting  where 
the  Board  initially  acted  or  during  the  Board's  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting 
that  follows  the  meeting  where  the  action  subject  to  reconsideration  occurred. 
The  Council  may  also  convene  a  special  meeting  within  these  specified  time 
frames  to  address  a  Motion  for  Reconsideration. 

c.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  may  be  proposed  only  by  a  member  of  the  board 
that  previously  voted  on  the  prevailing  side  of  the  original  action  that  was  taken 
by  the  Board  (the  "Moving  Board  Member"). 

d.  The  Moving  Board  Member  may  make  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  orally 
during  the  same  meeting  where  the  action  that  is  the  subject  of  reconsideration 
occurred,  or  by  properly  placing  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of 
a  meeting  that  occurs  within  the  allowed  specified  periods  of  time  as  stated 
above. 

e.  In  order  to  properly  place  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  the 
subsequent  meeting,  the  Moving  Board  Member  shall  submit  a  memorandum  to 
the  Secretary  at  least  two  (2)  days  in  advance  of  the  deadline  for  posting  notices 
for  the  meeting.  The  memorandum  must  briefly  state  the  reason(s)  for  requesting 
the  reconsideration,  and  provide  the  Secretary  with  an  adequate  description  of 
the  matter(s)  to  be  re-heard  and  the  proposed  action  that  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Board  if  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is  approved. 


f.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  that  is  properly  brought  before  the  Board  may  be 
seconded  by  any  member  of  the  Board. 

g.  This  reconsideration  process  shall  be  conducted  at  all  times  in  accordance  with 
the  Brown  Act. 

ARTICLE  IX  FINANCES 

A.  The  Board  shall  review  its  fiscal  budget  and  make  adjustments  as  needed  to 
comply  with  City  laws  and  City  administrative  rules,  and  to  keep  in  compliance 
with  Generally  Accepted  Accounting  Principles  and  the  City’s  mandate  for  the  use 
of  standardized  budget  and  minimum  funding  allocation  requirements. 

B.  The  Board  shall  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  appropriate 
City  officials  regarding  the  Council’s  finances,  where  the  term  “appropriate  City 
officials”  means  those  officials  and/or  agencies  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  who 
have  authority  over  Neighborhood  Councils. 

C.  All  financial  accounts  and  records  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  and 
posted  on  the  Council  website,  if  available. 

D.  Each  month,  the  Treasurer  shall  provide  to  the  Board  detailed  reports  of  the 
Council’s  accounts. 

E.  At  least  once  each  quarter,  the  President  and  at  least  one  (1)  other  individual 
other  than  the  Treasurer,  who  is  designated  by  the  Board,  shall  examine  the 
Council’s  accounts  and  attest  to  their  accuracy  before  submitting  the 
documentation  to  the  Department  for  further  review. 

F.  The  Council  will  not  enter  into  any  contracts  or  agreements  except  through  the 
Department. 


ARTICLE  X  ELECTIONS 


Section  1:  Administration  of  Election  -  The  Neighborhood  Council's  election  will  be 
conducted  pursuant  to  any  and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures 
pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  elections.  The  Council  shall  make  voting  as 
accessible  as  possible  to  its  stakeholders  by  allowing  not  only  in-person  voting  but 
also  online  voting  when  feasible.  The  Council  may  also  consider  allowing  other 
forms  of  voting  such  as  voting  by  mail. 

Section  2:  Governing  Board  Structure  and  Voting  -  The  number  of  Board  seats,  the 
eligibility  requirements  for  holding  any  specific  Board  seats,  and  which 
Stakeholders  may  vote  for  the  Board  seats  are  noted  in  Attachment  B. 

Section  3:  Minimum  Voting  Age  -  All  Community  Stakeholders  aged  sixteen  (16) 
years  old  and  above  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Neighborhood  Council 
Elections. 

Section  4:  Method  of  Verifying  Stakeholder  Status 

Voters  will  verify  their  Stakeholder  status  through  written  self-affirmation. 

Section  5:  Restrictions  on  Candidates  Running  for  Multiple  Seats 

A  candidate  shall  declare  their  candidacy  for  no  more  than  one  (1)  position  on  the 
Council  Board  during  a  single  election  cycle. 

Section  6:  Other  Election  Related  Language:  Not  Applicable 

ARTICLE  XI  GRIEVANCE  PROCESS 

A.  Any  grievance  by  a  Stakeholder  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  who 
shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular  Council 
meeting. 

B.  At  that  meeting,  the  Board  shall  refer  the  matter  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Grievance  Panel 
comprised  of  three  (3)  Stakeholders  randomly  selected  by  the  Board  from  a  list  of 
Stakeholders  who  have  expressed  an  interest  in  serving  from  time-to-time  on 
such  a  panel. 


C.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  of  the  panel’s  selection,  the  Board  shall  coordinate  a  time 
and  place  for  the  panel  to  meet  with  the  person(s)  submitting  a  grievance  to 
discuss  ways  in  which  the  dispute  may  be  resolved. 

D.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  following  such  meeting,  a  member  of  the  panel  shall 
prepare  a  written  report  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  outlining 
the  panel's  collective  recommendations  for  resolving  the  grievance.  The  Board 
may  receive  a  copy  of  the  panel's  report  and  recommendations  prior  to  a  Board 
meeting,  but,  in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act,  the  matter  shall  not  be  discussed 
among  the  Board  members  until  it  is  heard  publicly  at  the  next  regular  Council 
meeting. 

E.  This  grievance  process  is  intended  to  address  matters  involving  procedural 
disputes,  such  as  the  Board's  failure  to  comply  with  Board  Rules  or  these  Bylaws. 

It  is  not  intended  to  apply  to  Stakeholders  who  merely  disagree  with  a  position  or 
action  taken  by  the  Board  at  one  of  its  meetings,  which  grievances  may  be  aired 
publicly  at  Council  meetings. 

F.  Board  members  are  not  permitted  to  file  a  grievance  against  another  Board 
member  or  against  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII  PARLIAMENTARY  AUTHORITY 

The  Council  shall  use  the: 

Rosenberg’s  rules  of  order  when  conducting  Council  meetings.  If  Rosenberg’s 
rules  of  order  are  silent  on  an  issue,  the  Council  shall  refer  to  Robert’s  rules  of 
order. 

Additional  rules  and/or  policies  and  procedures  regarding  the  conduct  of  the 
Board  and/or  Council  meetings  may  be  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII  AMENDMENTS 

A.  Any  Board  member  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  by  requesting 
that  the  Secretary  place  the  item  on  the  agenda. 


B.  Any  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  during  the  public 
comment  period  of  a  regular  Council  meeting. 

C.  Any  proposal  to  amend  the  Bylaws  shall  be  formalized  in  writing  and  noticed  on 
the  agenda  for  public  discussion  and  Board  vote  at  the  next  regular  Council 
meeting. 

D.  An  amendment  to  these  bylaws  requires  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board 
members  present  at  a  duly  noticed  general  or  special  meeting.  All  changes  shall 
then  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  for  review  and  approval. 

E.  Amendments  shall  not  be  valid,  final  or  effective  until  approved  by  the 
Department.  Once  approved,  any  changes  in  the  Bylaws  shall  become  effective 
immediately. 


ARTICLE  XIV  COMPLIANCE 

The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders  shall  comply 
with  these  Bylaws  and  with  any  additional  Standing  Rules  or  Procedures  as  may 
be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  as  well  as  all  local,  county,  state  and  federal 
laws,  including,  without  limitation,  the  Plan  for  Citywide  System  of  Government 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  “the  Plan”),  the  City  Code  of  Conduct,  the  City 
Governmental  Ethics  Ordinance  (Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  Section  49.5.1),  the 
Brown  Act  (California  Government  Code  Section  54950.5  et  seq.),  the  Public 
Records  Act,  the  American  Disabilities  Act,  and  all  laws  and  governmental  policies 
pertaining  to  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

Section  1:  Code  of  Civility  -  The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community 
Stakeholders  shall  conduct  all  Council  business  in  a  civil,  professional  and 
respectful  manner. 

Section  2:  Training  -  All  Board  members  shall  take  training  in  the  fundamentals  of 
Neighborhood  Council,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  ethics,  funding,  workplace 
violence  and  sexual  harassment  trainings  provided  by  the  City  within  forty-five 
(45)  days  of  being  seated,  or  they  will  lose  their  Council  voting  rights. 


Section  3:  Self  Assessment  -  Every  year,  the  Council  shall  conduct  a  self 
assessment  pursuant  to  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  the  Plan.

Hi,  Barbara, 

Hope  all  is  well.  Thanks  for  your  emails  on  this  matter.  When  a  subdivision  application  is 
submitted  by  community  stakeholders  to  our  department  and  has  met  all  of  the  components,  we 
must  send  it  to  the  election  phase.  We  process  the  application  as  an  administrative  function  and 
do  not  determine  whether  or  not  there  should  be  a  Neighborhood  Council.  That  is  up  to 
stakeholders  at  the  election. 

During  the  subdivision  process,  we  do  encourage  the  applicants  to  work  with  the  existing 
Neighborhood  Councils,  but  we  cannot  force  them  to  do  so.  In  this  case,  we  have  been  exploring 
various  options  to  create  a  win-win  situation,  including  mediation.  Please  remember  though  that 
mediation  reguires  all  parties  to  be  at  the  table  and  agreeable  to  the  outcome.  There  will 
definitely  be  an  opportunity  to  mediate  coming  up,  but  again,  we  cannot  force  any  side  to  do  so. 

I  encourage  you  and  those  you  know  in  the  community  to  come  and  share  your  views  at  the 
community  information  meeting  on  Tuesday,  March  13th,  at  6  pm  at  Weyburn  Commons  -  11020 
Weyburn  Ave,  Los  Angeles,  CA  90024,  USA. 

Please  let  me  know  if  you  have  any  other  guestions.

I  see  that  there  continues  to  be  much  frustration,  confusion  as  well  as  crediblity  issues  raised 
related  to  the  proposed  subdivision  of  the  Westwood  NC. 

I  am  wondering  what  your  response  was  to  my  suggestion  that  DONE  dedicate 
resources  to  creating  a  "win  win"  approach  that  would  bring  all  the  factions 
together...  to  identify  gripes,  to  identify  facts  relevant  to  issues,  to  identify  strategies  to 
address  any  issues  that  remain  after  discussion  and  mediation.  (I  have  not  found  a  reply  to  my 
email  sent  mid-month  and  hope  it  was  not  buried  in  my  inbox.)  When  couples  are  on  the  path 
to  divorce,  many  of  those  involved  go  to  counseling  and  attempt  to  make  a  sincere  effort  to 
mend  hurts  and  alter  behaviors  if  needed. 

What  could  possibly  be  the  benefit  to  splitting  up  a  community  with  a  long  and  successful 
history  of  collaboration?  Is  this  a  steam  roller  that  has  but  one  direction  and  cannot  be  turned 
around  or  placed  in  neutral  long  enough  to  seek  reconciliation? 

Proceeding  on  the  current  path  not  only  hurts  the  Westwood  community,  but  it  serves  to  create 
an  environment  of  instability  and  uncertainty  for  ALL  neighborhood  councils  by  creating  the 
impression  that  DONE  is  more  interested  in  birthing  new  neighborhood  councils  at  any  cost  - 
rather  than  supporting  those  that  exist  that  are  doing  a  good  job. 

Yes,  we  can  all  do  better.  That  is  why  the  energy  of  the  UCLA  students  should  be  directed  to 
help  grow  the  Westwood  NC,  not  undermine  it.  By  encouraging  the  students  to  seek  a  separate 
NC,  DONE  has  empowered  the  students  to  seek  a  separate  path  rather  than  learning  the  finer 
art  of  compromise  and  of  working  together  to  make  things  happen.  I  thought  that  DONE  stands 
for  the  Dept,  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment-  not  the  Dept,  of  Neighborhood  Dismemberment.

Dear  Grayce, 

Last  night  I  attended  the  Westwood  NC  to  address  one  of  the  items  (the  Sign  Ordinance)  on  the 
agenda.  Before  that  item  came  up  I  was  drawn  into  the  conversation  around  the  proposed 
formation  of  a  new  (North  Westwood)  neighborhood  council  brought  forth  by  UCLA  students. 

After  listening  to  many  comments,  I  was  compelled  to  add  my  comments  to  the  mix.  As  is  so 
often  the  case,  with  limited  time  to  speak,  there  is  much  more  to  say.  I  am  writing  this 
email  to  you  specifically  because  I  believe  that  DONE  has  missed  an  important 
opportunity  in  this  process  to  realize  the  true  role  of  neighborhood  councils  and  the 
neighborhood  council  system.  Even  more  important  is  the  fact  that  it  is  not  too  late  to 
direct  this  effort  in  a  new  direction  to  work  toward  a  win-win  solution. 

I  write  to  you  as  a  UCLA  graduate,  as  the  parent  of  a  current  UCLA  grad  student,  as  an  active 
UCLA  alum,  as  a  NC  member,  and  a  longtime  Westwood  area  resident.  From  the  very  founding 
of  the  UCLA  campus  in  Westwood,  there  has  been  a  symbiotic  relationship  between  the  campus, 
the  Westwood  Village  business  community  and  the  residents  surrounding  the  campus.  This 
relationship  was  by  design  -  the  Janss  Brothers  whose  development  company  donated  land  for 
the  campus  and  who  designed  the  Village  and  surrounding  residential  communities  knew  that 
these  three  elements  were  essential  to  having  a  successful  community.  That  "town  and  gown" 
relationship  is  what  made  Westwood  what  it  is  today.  To  now  artificially  suggest  a  separation  of 
these  elements  can  be  seen  as  misguided  at  best. 

It  is  extremely  troubling  to  me  to  see  that  rather  than  work  toward  the  forging  of  a  stronger 
Westwood  NC,  capitalizing  on  the  involvement  and  contributions  of  all  stakeholders,  DONE  and 
those  involved  have  instead  decided  that  it  is  a  good  idea  to  start  a  new  NC.  Are  there 
institutional  reasons  why  DONE  would  undermine  an  existing  NC  in  order  to  add  one  more  NC  to 
its  roster?  While  there  may  be  differences  of  opinions  at  hand,  it  is  our  role  to  work  through 
those  differences.  I  heard  many  accusations  last  night  raised  by  the  students  in  attendance  - 
many  which  were  emotionally  felt  but  not  factually  based.  (We  should  have  a  commitment  to 
sorting  through  fact  from  fiction.)  For  example,  last  night  frustration  was  leveled  at  the 
Westwood  NC  for  having  scheduled  NC  elections  at  an  inconvenient  time  given  the  UCLA 
calendar.  The  students  had  no  idea  that  the  NC  did  not  set  the  election  date  and  that  it  had 
been  set  by  DONE.  DONE's  empowerment  of  the  Westwood  Forward  effort,  the  moving  on  of 
the  initiative  toward  election  in  violation  of  required  outreach  and  the  community's  right  to  be 
informed  and  to  have  an  open  and  transparent  discussion  does  a  disservice  to  the  entire 
community.  What  avenues  were  explored  to  increase  student  participation  in  the  current  NC? 
What  issues  have  been  raised  by  the  students  that  the  current  NC  has  not  addressed  (and  if 
there  are  such  issues,  what  is  the  best  path  for  addressing  them)? 

I  attended  a  number  of  the  Westwood  NC  formation  meetings  some  years  ago.  I  watched  and 
listened  as  a  community  of  business  and  residential  and  student  participants  came  together  as 
a  group  to  found  the  Westwood  NC.  The  bylaws  drafted  recognized  the  many  stakeholders  that 
make  up  the  Westwood  community  and  sought  to  balance  the  many  interests.  Those  serving  on 
the  Westwood  NC  share  many  of  the  same  concerns  as  do  the  students.  It  is  unrealistic  for  the 
students  to  blame  the  NC  for  the  lack  of  affordable  housing  in  West  LA,  of  the  nature  of  the 
businesses  in  the  Village.  (And,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  many  Westwood  Village 
businesses  were  hurt  and  left  the  Village  after  the  university  expanded  its  retail  offerings  on 
campus  which  reduced  the  daily/regular  interactions  between  the  campus  and  Westwood 
Village  merchants.) 


It  was  mentioned  last  night  that  the  application  for  separation  as  submitted  was  deemed 
inadequate  by  DONE.  Instead  of  working  toward  a  unified  NC  at  that  point,  I  understand  that  it 
was  DONE  that  suggested  the  annexation  of  a  residential  area  west  of  Veteran  Avenue  to  be 
included  in  the  student  Westwood  Forward  effort.  This  was  done  without  consultation  with 
those  in  the  targeted  area.  How  is  this  possible?  How  is  it  possible  that  a  possible  election 
date  could  be  set  without  outreach  to  all  affected  stakeholders?  And,  why  or  how  could  a 
process  seeking  separation  be  pursued  prior  to  making  every  effort  to  bring  together  the 
unhappy  students  with  those  who  are  involved  with  the  NC.  (I  should  add  that  there  were 
students  in  attendance  at  last  night's  meeting  who  were  supportive  of  the  existing  NC.)  What's 
the  hurry? 


Rather  than  pursue  a  divorce,  it  is  time  to  identify  those  who  can  help  to  mediate  and  work 
through  the  concerns  and  interests  of  the  ENTIRE  Westwood  community.  A  living,  breathing 
community  cannot  be  neatly  dissected  from  a  map  -  moving  lines  to  define  artificial 
boundaries.  Relationships  are  what  define  a  community  and  this  effort  to  form  a  new  NC  does 
not  improve  or  build  upon  relationships.  It  divides  them.  There  are  some  very  compelling 
reasons  to  maintain  a  NC  that  combines  community  and  campus,  "town  and  gown"  -and  some 
of  those  reasons  were  raised  by  student  attendees  themselves  at  last  night's  meeting.  The 
proposed  removal  of  the  Village  business  community  and  the  Persian  business  community  from 
the  Westwood  NC  is  quite  a  radical  idea  clearly  under  the  radar  of  the  vast  majority  of 
stakeholders. 

Many  students  who  attend  college  are  in  the  campus  area  for  a  short  period  of  time;  their 
knowledge  of  the  broader  community,  of  the  city,  of  city  government,  etc.  is  limited.  There  is 
much  to  be  gained  by  working  with  those  who  carry  an  institutional  history  with  them.  And 
they  can  benefit  from  new  ideas  and  new  energy.  All  NCs  can  benefit  from  the  participation  of 
new  volunteers.  Westwood  is  no  different  and  additional  student  participation  could  provide 
many  opportunities  for  new  initiatives  and  strengthened  ongoing  work.  The  Westwood  NC  has 
many  accomplishments  of  which  to  be  proud  (and  it  seemed  that  some  of  the  students  at  last 
night's  meeting  were  completely  unaware  of  the  work  of  the  Westwood  NC). 

My  experience  as  founder  of  the  UCLA  Village  Food  Co-op  (an  organization  that  was  in  operation 
for  over  a  decade  when  there  were  NO  food  stores  in  Westwood  Village)  is  very  relevant  to  this 
discussion.  The  Co-op's  long  term  survival  serving  students,  faculty  and  staff  on  campus  was 
made  possible  by  the  ongoing  year-round  involvement  of  community  members  who  lived  in  the 
areas  surrounding  the  campus.  They  were  there  to  keep  things  going  during  vacation  periods, 
over  finals,  etc.  Those  on  campus  worked  hand-in-  hand  with  the  community  members  and  the 
resulting  organization  was  a  mirror  of  the  Westwood  community.  That  is  the  vision  that  should 
be  held  for  the  Westwood  NC. 


We  often  complain  about  the  dysfunction  in  Washington  DC  with  the  Republicans  and 
Democrats  unable  to  find  common  ground  and  come  together  to  forge  policy.  It  would  seem  to 
me  that  we  in  Los  Angeles  are  no  better  if  we  cannot  come  together  and  work  together  to  make 
the  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  an  even  stronger  entity  than  it  is  today. 

I  urge  DONE  to  call  a  "time  out"  on  the  process  of  forming  a  new  Westwood  area  NC.  Show  that 
we  on  the  local  level  are  capable  of  coming  together  to  work  through  our  differences.  We  do 
not  pack  up  our  buckets  and  shovels  and  go  off  to  a  new  sandbox.  We  learn  to  work  together. 
That  is  the  message  and  lesson  I  would  want  to  give  to  the  students  who  are  involved  in  this 
process.  The  alternative  lesson  is  not  a  very  hopeful  one  for  any  of  us.  There  are  better 
options.

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ARTICLE  I  NAME 

The  name  of  this  Neighborhood  Council  shall  be  the  North  Westwood 
Neighborhood  Council. 

("Council”). 

ARTICLE  II  PURPOSE 

Principles  of  Governance  -  The  purpose  of  the  Council  is  to  participate  as  a  body 
on  issues  concerning  our  neighborhood  and  regarding  the  governance  of  the  City 
of  Los  Angeles  ("City”)  in  a  transparent,  inclusive,  collaborative,  accountable,  and 
viable  manner. 


A.  The  MISSION  of  the  Council  is: 


1.  To  provide  an  inclusive  and  open  forum  for  public  discussion  of  issues  of 
interest  to  the  Council,  including  City  governance,  the  needs  of  the  Council,  the 
delivery  of  City  services  to  the  Council  area,  and  other  matters  of  a  City  wide 
nature; 

2.  To  advise  the  City  on  issues  of  interest  to  the  Council,  including  City 
governance,  the  needs  of  the  Council,  the  delivery  of  City  services  to  the  Council 
area,  and  other  matters  of  a  City  wide  nature; 

3.  To  initiate,  execute  and  support  projects  for  the  physical,  social  and  cultural 
improvement  of  the  Council  area;  and 

4.  To  facilitate  communication  between  the  City  and  Community  Stakeholders  on 
issues  of  concern  to  the  community  and/or  the  Stakeholders. 

B.  The  POLICY  of  the  Council  is: 

1.  To  respect  the  diversity,  dignity,  and  expression  of  views  of  all  individuals, 
groups,  and  organizations  within  the  community  and/or  involved  in  the  Council; 

2.  To  remain  non-partisan  with  respect  to  political  party  affiliation  and  inclusive  in 
our  operations  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  process  of  electing  or  selecting 
the  Board  of  Directors,  Officers,  and  committee  members,  as  hereinafter  set 
forth; 

3.  To  utilize  the  Early  Notification  System  (ENS)  to  inform  the  Council  and 
Community  Stakeholders  of  matters  involving  the  City  and  our  community  in  a 
way  that  is  tailored  to  provide  opportunities  for  involvement  in  the  decision¬ 
making  process; 

4.  To  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  participate  in  activities  of  the  Council; 

5.  To  prohibit  discrimination  against  any  individual  or  group  in  our  operations  on 
the  basis  of  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  gender 
identity,  sexual  orientation,  age,  disability,  marital  status,  income,  immigration 
status,  homeowner/renter/homeless  status,  or  political  affiliation;  and 


6.  To  have  fair,  open,  and  transparent  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  all  Council 
business. 

ARTICLE  III  BOUNDARIES 

The  Council  covers  a  geographic  area  described  below. 

Section  1:  Boundary  Description  -  The  boundaries  of  the  Council  shall  include  the 
areas  within  the  following  lines  of  demarcation: 

A.  North  -  The  south  side  of  Sunset  Boulevard  from  Veteran  Avenue  in  the  west 
to  Hilgard  Avenue  in  the  east ;  and 

B.  East  -  The  east  side  of  Hilgard  Ave  from  Sunset  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Weyburn 
Ave  in  the  south  ;  the  south  side  of  Weyburn  Ave  from  Hilgard  Ave  in  the  west  to 
Malcolm  Avenue  in  the  east;  the  west  side  of  Malcolm  Ave  from  Weyburn  Ave  in 
the  north  to  Wilshire  Boulevard  in  the  south;  the  east  side  of  Westwood  Blvd 
from  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Ohio  Avenue  in  the  south;  and 

C.  South  -  The  south  side  of  Wilshire  Blvd  from  Malcolm  Ave  in  the  east  to 
Westwood  Blvd  in  the  west ;  the  north  side  of  Ohio  Ave  from  Westwood  Blvd  in 
the  east  to  Veteran  Ave  in  the  west;  and 

D.  West  -The  east  side  of  Veteran  Ave  from  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the  north  to  Ohio  Ave 
in  the  south;  the  eastern  side  of  the  1-405  Freeway  between  Sunset  Blvd  in  the 
North  and  Wilshire  Blvd  in  the  south,  excluding  the  Veteran’s  Administration 
property.  The  boundaries  of  the  Council  are  set  forth  in  Attachment  A  -  Map  of 
the  North  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council. 

Section  2:  Internal  Boundaries:  Not  applicable 


ARTICLE  IV  STAKEHOLDER 


Neighborhood  Council  membership  is  open  to  all  Stakeholders.  “Stakeholders” 
shall  be  defined  as  those  who  live,  work,  or  own  real  property  in  the 
neighborhood  and  also  to  those  who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a 
community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a  person  who  affirms  a  substantial 
and  ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood  Council’s  boundaries  and  who 
may  be  in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  educational,  non¬ 
profit  and/or  religious  organizations. 

ARTICLE  V  GOVERNING  BOARD 

The  Board  of  Directors  (“the  Board”)  shall  be  the  Governing  Body  of  the  Council 
within  the  meaning  of  that  term  as  set  forth  in  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of 
Neighborhood  Councils 

Section  1:  Composition  -  The  Board  shall  consist  of  fifteen  (15)  Stakeholders,  who 
must  be  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  or  older,  who  are  elected,  selected  or 
appointed  by  the  Board  and/or  Community  Stakeholders. 

The  composition  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Homeowner  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (1)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  own 
a  residence  that  is  located  within  the  NC  boundaries. 

B.  Renter  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  rent  a 
residence  located  within  the  NC  boundaries. 

C.  General  Residential  Stakeholder  (1)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  spend  the 
majority  of  their  sleeping  hours  within  the  NC  boundaries,  either  as  a 
homeowner,  renter,  person  who  experiences  homelessness,  or  person  who 
sublets  or  otherwise  informally  lives  within  the  boundaries. 

D.  Business  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (3)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  work  at 
or  own  a  business  or  business  property  within  the  NC  boundaries. 

E.  Undergraduate  Student  Member  (1)— Open  to  stakeholders  who  are 
undergraduate  students  at  a  university  or  college  within  the  NC  boundaries. 
Students  need  not  be  currently  enrolled  as  long  as  they  have  been  enrolled  within 
the  past  460  days  and  intend  to  re-enroll  within  the  next  460  days. 


F.  Graduate  Student  Member  (1)— Open  to  stakeholders  who  are  current 
graduate  or  professional  students  at  a  university  or  college  within  the  NC 
boundaries.  Students  need  not  be  currently  enrolled  as  long  as  they  have  been 
enrolled  within  the  past  460  days  and  intend  to  re-enroll  within  the  next  460 
days. 

G.  University  Staff  or  Administrative  Member  (1)  -  Open  to  stakeholders  who 
work  at  a  university  or  college  within  the  NC  boundaries  in  a  capacity  in  which 
they  spend  the  majority  of  their  time  neither  conducting  academic  research  nor 
teaching.  Employee  need  not  be  currently  employed  as  long  as  they  have  been 
employed  within  the  past  460  days  and  intend  to  be  re-employed  within  the  next 
460  days. 

H.  Faculty  Member  (1)  -  Open  to  stakeholders  who  work  at  a  university  or  college 
within  the  NC  boundaries  in  a  capacity  in  which  they  spend  the  majority  of  their 
time  conducting  academic  research  and/or  teaching.  Employee  need  not  be 
currently  employed  as  long  as  they  have  been  employed  within  the  past  460  days 
and  intend  to  be  re-employed  within  the  next  460  days. 


I.  Organizational  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who 
actively  participate  in  a  religious  organization,  educational  institution,  community 
organization,  non-profit  organization,  neighborhood  association,  chamber  of 
commerce,  business  improvement  district,  sorority,  fraternity,  school/parent 
group,  student  association,  arts  association,  service  organization,  cultural  group, 
etc.  that  primarily  operates  within  the  NC  boundaries. 

G.  At-Large  Stakeholder  Board  Members  (2)  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  of  any 
category. 

Section  2:  Quorum  -  The  quorum  shall  be  8  members  of  the  Board. 

Section  3:  Official  Actions  -  A  simple  majority  vote  by  the  Board  members  present, 
not  including  abstentions,  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum  shall  be 
required  to  take  official  action,  unless  specified  otherwise  in  these  Bylaws. 

Section  4:  Terms  and  Term  Limits  -  Elected  board  members  shall  serve  a  two  (2) 
year  term.  Terms  of  office  shall  begin  when  and  be  extended  until  each  election  is 
certified  by  the  City.  Board  members  may  serve  no  more  than  9  consecutive  years 
on  the  Council  Board,  and  may  not  be  elected  to  a  term  of  office  that,  if  fully 
served,  would  cause  them  to  exceed  9  consecutive  years  of  service.  Variances  of 
up  to  5  months  may  be  granted  by  the  Council  Board  to  these  term  limits,  to 
prevent  members  from  being  disqualified  from  further  service  as  a  result  of  the 
City  shifting  the  days  it  holds  or  certifies  elections. 

Section  5:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  primary  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be  to  govern 
the  Council  and  to  carry  out  its  objectives.  No  individual  member  of  the  Board 
shall  speak  for  the  Board  or  otherwise  publicly  represent  a  Board  position  unless 
authorized  to  do  so  by  official  action  of  the  Board.  The  Board  may,  by  official 
action,  delegate  to  any  individual  the  authority  to  present  before  any  public  body 
a  standing  Council  position  previously  adopted  by  the  Board  or  a  statement  that 
the  Council  has  had  insufficient  time  to  develop  a  position  or  recommendation  on 
a  matter  before  that  body.  Such  authority  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the 
Board. 

Section  6:  Vacancies  -  Vacancies  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  using 
the  following  procedure: 


A.  Within  4  days  of  a  position  becoming  vacant,  the  Council  shall  notify  the  public 
of  the  opportunity  to  apply  for  the  open  position  through  its  website  and  any 
other  efficient  channels  of  communication. 

B.  Any  Stakeholder  interested  in  filling  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  submit  a 
written  application  to  the  Board. 

C.  The  Board  shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

D.  The  Board  shall  vote  on  the  application  at  the  meeting.  If  multiple  applications 
for  one  seat  have  been  submitted,  the  candidate  with  the  most  votes  wins. 

E.  The  candidate  who  wins  shall  fill  the  remaining  term  of  the  Board  seat  unless 
an  election  or  selection  occurs  sooner. 

F.  In  no  event  shall  a  vacant  seat  be  filled  where  a  general  election  is  scheduled  to 
occur  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  date  that  a  written  application  is  presented  to 
the  Board. 

Section  7:  Absences  -  Any  Board  Member  who  misses  three  Neighborhood 
Council  Governing  Board  Meetings  within  a  12-month  period,  without  such 
absences  being  declared  valid  and  excused  by  the  President  or  the  Governing 
Board,  will  be  subject  to  removal  from  the  Board.  Members  unable  to  attend  a 
meeting  must  inform  the  President  as  soon  as  circumstances  reasonably  allow, 
stating  their  reasons  for  non-attendance,  whereupon  the  President  may  deem 
their  absences  excused.  Each  Council  Board  Member  absence  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  Council’s  Meeting  Minutes  or  other  manner  of  Council  record  keeping,  and, 
upon  missing  the  required  number  of  Board  Meetings  for  removal,  the  Council 
Presiding  Officer  shall  notify  the  Board  Member  of  the  absences  and  place  on  the 
agenda  the  removal  of  the  Board  Member  at  a  regular  or  special  Board  meeting 
whereupon  the  Board  shall  determine  the  validity  of  the  absences  before  taking 
action  to  remove  the  Board  Member.  Any  meeting  of  the  Neighborhood  Council 
Governing  Board,  scheduled  and  noticed  as  per  the  Brown  Act,  shall  constitute  a 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  determining  Board  Member  attendance. 


Section  8:  Censure  -  The  Council  can  take  action  to  publicly  reprimand  a  Board 
member  for  actions  conducted  in  the  course  of  Council  business  by  censuring  the 
Board  member  at  a  Council  Board  meeting.  Censures  shall  be  placed  on  the 
agenda  for  discussion  and  action.  At  least  a  two-thirds  vote  by  the  Board 
members  present,  including  abstentions,  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum 
shall  be  required  to  take  such  action. 

Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members  -  The  Council  shall  consult  with 
the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney  throughout  any  Board  removal  process.  Board 
members  may  be  removed  in  the  following  ways: 

A.  Petition  by  Stakeholders-  A  Board  member  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
submission  of  a  written  petition  to  the  Secretary,  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of 
the  Board  member  to  be  removed,  ii)  a  description,  in  detail,  of  the  reason  for 
removal,  and  iii)  the  valid  signatures  of  200  Stakeholders. 

1.  Upon  receipt  of  a  written  petition  for  removal,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  the 
matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  the  next  regular 
Council  meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Board  member  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of 
the  attending  Board  Members. 

3.  The  Board  Member  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right 
to  deliver  to  Board  Members  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to 
speak  at  the  Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of 
the  quorum,  nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

B.  Petition  by  Board  -  A  Board  Member  may  be  removed  from  the  Board  for  good 
cause,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  disruptive  conduct;  interfering  with  Council 
business;  violations  of  the  Bylaws,  Operating  Procedures  or  Code  of  Conduct 
following  a  Board  Member’s  submission  to  the  Board  of  a  petition  which  includes: 
i)  the  identity  of  the  Board  Member  to  be  removed,  ii)  states  the  reason  for 
removal  by  identifying  the  violation  of  the  internal  rules  or  procedures  and 
specifies  the  conduct  of  the  person,  and  iii)  contains  the  signatures  of  at  least 
three  (3)  Board  members. 


1.  The  petition  shall  be  delivered  simultaneously  to  all  Board  Members  and  the 
matter  placed  on  the  agenda  and  scheduled  for  a  vote  at  the  next  regular  Board 
Meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Board  member  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of 
the  attending  Board  Members. 

3.  The  Board  Member  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right 
to  deliver  to  Board  Members  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to 
speak  at  the  Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of 
the  quorum,  nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

4.  The  Board  member  being  removed  must  first  have  been  censured  by  the  Board 
once  for  the  same  action  before  a  Petition  by  the  Board  for  removal  shall  be 
considered  by  the  Council. 

If  the  vote  for  removal  is  affirmative,  the  position  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and 
filled  via  the  Council’s  vacancy  clause. 

The  Council  shall  not  consider  petitions  for  the  removal  of  a  board  member  more 
than  once  unless  new  reasons  are  offered  for  removal. 


Section  10:  Resignation  -  A  Board  member  may  resign  from  the  Council,  and  the 
position  shall  then  be  deemed  vacant.  Any  member  of  the  Board  who  ceases  to 
be  a  Stakeholder  is  required  to  submit  his  or  her  resignation  to  the  Board  for 
discussion  and  action  at  a  Board  meeting.  However,  board  members  who  remain 
stakeholders  but  whose  stakeholder  category  has  shifted  may  serve  out  the 
remainder  of  their  term  in  the  seat  to  which  they  were  elected  or  selected  (e.g.  if 
a  renter  buys  a  home  in  Westwood,  or  an  undergraduate  student  becomes  a  grad 
student,  they  could  respectively  retain  their  renter  and  undergrad  seats  until  the 
next  election  but  then  would  thereafter  have  to  seek  seats  that  correspond  with 
their  new  stakeholder  status.)  Removal  of  the  resigning  Board  member  requires  a 
majority  of  the  attending  Board  members 

Section  11:  Community  Outreach  -  The  Council  shall  direct  that  a  system  of 
outreach  be  instituted  to  inform  Stakeholders  as  to  the  existence  and  activities  of 
the  Council,  including  its  Board  elections,  to  find  future  leaders  of  the  Council,  and 
to  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  seek  leadership  positions  within  the  Council. 

The  Council  shall  have  a  standing  Outreach  Committee,  which  will  report  its 
activities  and  recommendations  to  the  Board  monthly  at  the  regular  Council 
meeting. 

The  Council  shall  maintain  a  website  presence  to  disseminate  information  to 
Council  Stakeholders  and  others  interested  in  the  Council. 

In  addition,  the  Board  shall  create,  or  shall  cause  to  be  created,  a  marketing  plan 
to  solicit  participation  from  Stakeholders.  The  plan  may  include,  for  example,  the 
creation  of  flyers,  postcards,  pamphlets  and  other  related  materials.  It  may  also 
include  e-mail  blasts  to  various  organizations  including  a  regularly  scheduled  e- 
blast  to  local  government  officials  and  to  the  Business  Improvement  District, 
Neighborhood  Associations,  Student  Associations  and  other  local  organizations  as 
determined  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI  OFFICERS 

Section  1:  Officers  of  the  Board  -  The  officers  of  the  Board  ("Officers”)  shall 
include  the  following  positions  which  altogether  comprise  the  Executive 
Committee:  President,  Vice  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 


Section  2:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  duties  of  the  Officers  are  as  follows  and  also 
include  such  additional  duties  as  may  be  adopted  by  official  action  of  the  Board: 

A.  The  President  shall  act  as  the  chief  executive  of  the  Council  and  shall  preside  at 
all  Council  meetings. 

B.  The  Vice  President  shall  serve  in  place  of  the  President  if  the  President  is 
unable  to  serve. 

C.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  Board  meetings.  An  Alternate  Secretary 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Board  to  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  as 
needed.  Unless  the  person  serving  as  Alternate  Secretary  is  already  a  Board 
member,  he  or  she  shall  not  have  any  of  the  rights  of  a  Board  member,  including 
the  right  to  vote  on  matters  before  the  Council. 

D.  The  Treasurer  shall  maintain  the  records  of  the  Council's  finances  and  books  of 
accounts  and  perform  other  duties  in  accordance  with  the  Council's  Financial 
Management  Plan  and  the  Department’s  policies  and  procedures. 

Section  3:  Selection  of  Officers  - 

Officer  positions  shall  be  filled  at  the  first  official  Board  meeting  following  the 
election  of  the  board,  each  2  years. 

Section  4:  Officer  Terms  -  The  Officers  shall  serve  2  year  terms  and  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board.  They  may  stand  for  reelection  every  2  years. 

ARTICLE  VII  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

All  Standing  and  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  established  by  the  Board. 
Suggestions  for  committees  may  come  from  Stakeholders  or  from  members  of  the 
Board,  and  all  such  suggestions  shall  be  voted  upon  by  the  Board. 

Section  1:  Standing  Committees  -  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Council  are: 

The  Executive  Committee,  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  The  Outreach  and 
Communications  Committee,  The  Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee,  The 
Elections  Committee,  and  the  Community  Activities  and  Projects  Committee. 


Section  2:  Ad  Hoc  Committees  -  The  Board  may  create  Ad  Hoc  Committees  as 
needed  to  deal  with  temporary  issues. 

Section  3:  Committee  Creation  and  Authorization 

A.  Committee  Authority  -  All  committee  recommendations  shall  be  brought  back 
to  the  full  Board  for  discussion  and  action. 

B.  Committee  Structure  -  With  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
Committee  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and  ratified  by  the 
Board.  Standing  Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  at  least  two  (2)  Board 
members  and  may  include  any  interested  Stakeholders.  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall 
be  comprised  of  3  or  fewer  Board  members  and  may  include  any  interested 
Stakeholders. 

C.  Committee  Appointment  -  All  Committee  Chairs  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  and  confirmed  by  the  Board.  The  Chairs  shall  keep  a  written  record  of 
Committee  meetings  and  shall  provide  regular  reports  on  Committee  matters  to 
the  Board. 

D.  Committee  Meetings  -  Committee  meetings  are  subject  to  and  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  the  Brown  Act.  Minutes  shall  be 
taken  at  every  Committee  meeting. 

E.  Changes  to  Committees  -  The  Board  may  establish,  disband  or  make  changes  as 
needed  to  any  Standing  or  Ad  Hoc  committee.  Any  such  action  by  the  Board  shall 
be  noted  in  the  Council  meeting  minutes. 

F.  Removal  of  Committee  Members  -  The  President  may  recommend  that  the 
Board  remove  a  committee  member.  Removal  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of 
those  board  members  in  attendance. 

ARTICLE  VIII  MEETINGS 

All  meetings,  as  defined  by  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  (California  Government  Code 
Section  54950.5  et  seq.),  shall  be  noticed  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
Act  and  all  other  applicable  laws  and  governmental  policy. 


Section  1:  Meeting  Time  and  Place  -  All  meetings  shall  be  held  within  the  Council 
boundaries  at  a  location,  date  and  time  set  by  the  Board.  A  calendar  of  regular 
meetings  shall  be  established  by  the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  of  each 
calendar  year. 

A.  Regular  Meetings  -  Regular  Council  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  per 
quarter  and  may  be  held  more  frequently  as  determined  by  the  Board.  Prior  to 
any  action  by  the  Board,  there  shall  be  a  period  of  public  comment.  The  Board 
shall  determine  the  length  and  format  of  the  period  as  appropriate. 

B.  Special  Meetings  -  The  President  or  a  majority  of  the  Board  shall  be  allowed  to 
call  a  Special  Council  Meeting  as  needed. 

Section  2:  Agenda  Setting  - 

The  President  shall  set  the  agenda  for  each  Council  meeting. 

Any  Stakeholder  may  make  a  proposal  for  action  by  the  Council  by  submitting  a 
written  request  to  the  Secretary  or  during  the  public  comment  period  of  a  regular 
Council  meeting.  The  Secretary  shall  promptly  refer  the  proposal  to  a  Standing 
Committee  or  the  Board.  At  the  next  regular  Council  meeting,  the  Board  shall 
either  consider  the  proposal  or  create  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  consider  the 
proposal.  The  Council  is  required  to  consider  the  proposal,  or  to  pass  a  motion 
objecting  to  consideration  of  the  proposal  and  stating  the  reasons  for  this 
objection,  at  a  Committee  or  Board  meeting,  but  is  not  required  to  take  further 
action  on  the  proposal. 

Proposals  made  under  this  subsection  are  subject  to  the  rules  regarding 
reconsideration. 

Section  3:  Notifications/Postings  -  Notice  of  a  regular  meeting  shall  be  a  minimum 
of  three  (3)  days  (72  hours)  in  advance  of  the  meeting  and  at  least  one  (1)  day  (24 
hours)  in  advance  of  a  special  meeting.  At  a  minimum,  notice  shall  be  posted  at 
the  Council’s  five  (5)  Public  Notice  Locations  specified  on  the  Posting  Location 
Form  filed  with  the  Department,  on  its  website  (if  applicable)  and  emailed  out  to 
Stakeholders  if  the  Council  maintains  such  a  database.  Regular  and  Special 
meeting  agendas  shall  also  be  emailed  to  the  Department. 


Section  4:  Reconsideration 


The  Board  may  reconsider  or  amend  its  actions  through  the  following  Motion  for 
Reconsideration  process: 

a.  Before  the  Board  reconsiders  any  matter,  the  Board  must  approve  a  Motion  for 
Reconsideration.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  approved  by  official 
action  of  the  Board.  After  determining  that  an  action  should  be  reconsidered,  the 
Board  has  the  authority  to  re-hear,  continue,  or  take  action  on  the  item  that  is  the 
subject  of  reconsideration  within  any  limitations  that  are  stated  in  the  Motion  for 
Reconsideration. 

b.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  brought,  and  the  Board's  approval  of  a 
Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  occur,  either  during  the  same  meeting  where 
the  Board  initially  acted  or  during  the  Board's  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting 
that  follows  the  meeting  where  the  action  subject  to  reconsideration  occurred. 
The  Council  may  also  convene  a  special  meeting  within  these  specified  time 
frames  to  address  a  Motion  for  Reconsideration. 

c.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  may  be  proposed  only  by  a  member  of  the  board 
that  previously  voted  on  the  prevailing  side  of  the  original  action  that  was  taken 
by  the  Board  (the  "Moving  Board  Member"). 

d.  The  Moving  Board  Member  may  make  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  orally 
during  the  same  meeting  where  the  action  that  is  the  subject  of  reconsideration 
occurred,  or  by  properly  placing  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of 
a  meeting  that  occurs  within  the  allowed  specified  periods  of  time  as  stated 
above. 

e.  In  order  to  properly  place  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  the 
subsequent  meeting,  the  Moving  Board  Member  shall  submit  a  memorandum  to 
the  Secretary  at  least  two  (2)  days  in  advance  of  the  deadline  for  posting  notices 
for  the  meeting.  The  memorandum  must  briefly  state  the  reason(s)  for  requesting 
the  reconsideration,  and  provide  the  Secretary  with  an  adequate  description  of 
the  matter(s)  to  be  re-heard  and  the  proposed  action  that  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Board  if  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is  approved. 


f.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  that  is  properly  brought  before  the  Board  may  be 
seconded  by  any  member  of  the  Board. 

g.  This  reconsideration  process  shall  be  conducted  at  all  times  in  accordance  with 
the  Brown  Act. 

ARTICLE  IX  FINANCES 

A.  The  Board  shall  review  its  fiscal  budget  and  make  adjustments  as  needed  to 
comply  with  City  laws  and  City  administrative  rules,  and  to  keep  in  compliance 
with  Generally  Accepted  Accounting  Principles  and  the  City’s  mandate  for  the  use 
of  standardized  budget  and  minimum  funding  allocation  requirements. 

B.  The  Board  shall  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  appropriate 
City  officials  regarding  the  Council’s  finances,  where  the  term  “appropriate  City 
officials”  means  those  officials  and/or  agencies  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  who 
have  authority  over  Neighborhood  Councils. 

C.  All  financial  accounts  and  records  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  and 
posted  on  the  Council  website,  if  available. 

D.  Each  month,  the  Treasurer  shall  provide  to  the  Board  detailed  reports  of  the 
Council’s  accounts. 

E.  At  least  once  each  quarter,  the  President  and  at  least  one  (1)  other  individual 
other  than  the  Treasurer,  who  is  designated  by  the  Board,  shall  examine  the 
Council’s  accounts  and  attest  to  their  accuracy  before  submitting  the 
documentation  to  the  Department  for  further  review. 

F.  The  Council  will  not  enter  into  any  contracts  or  agreements  except  through  the 
Department. 


ARTICLE  X  ELECTIONS 


Section  1:  Administration  of  Election  -  The  Neighborhood  Council's  election  will  be 
conducted  pursuant  to  any  and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures 
pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  elections.  The  Council  shall  make  voting  as 
accessible  as  possible  to  its  stakeholders  by  allowing  not  only  in-person  voting  but 
also  online  voting  when  feasible.  The  Council  may  also  consider  allowing  other 
forms  of  voting  such  as  voting  by  mail. 

Section  2:  Governing  Board  Structure  and  Voting  -  The  number  of  Board  seats,  the 
eligibility  requirements  for  holding  any  specific  Board  seats,  and  which 
Stakeholders  may  vote  for  the  Board  seats  are  noted  in  Attachment  B. 

Section  3:  Minimum  Voting  Age  -  All  Community  Stakeholders  aged  sixteen  (16) 
years  old  and  above  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Neighborhood  Council 
Elections. 

Section  4:  Method  of  Verifying  Stakeholder  Status 

Voters  will  verify  their  Stakeholder  status  through  written  self-affirmation. 

Section  5:  Restrictions  on  Candidates  Running  for  Multiple  Seats 

A  candidate  shall  declare  their  candidacy  for  no  more  than  one  (1)  position  on  the 
Council  Board  during  a  single  election  cycle. 

Section  6:  Other  Election  Related  Language:  Not  Applicable 

ARTICLE  XI  GRIEVANCE  PROCESS 

A.  Any  grievance  by  a  Stakeholder  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  who 
shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular  Council 
meeting. 

B.  At  that  meeting,  the  Board  shall  refer  the  matter  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Grievance  Panel 
comprised  of  three  (3)  Stakeholders  randomly  selected  by  the  Board  from  a  list  of 
Stakeholders  who  have  expressed  an  interest  in  serving  from  time-to-time  on 
such  a  panel. 


C.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  of  the  panel’s  selection,  the  Board  shall  coordinate  a  time 
and  place  for  the  panel  to  meet  with  the  person(s)  submitting  a  grievance  to 
discuss  ways  in  which  the  dispute  may  be  resolved. 

D.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  following  such  meeting,  a  member  of  the  panel  shall 
prepare  a  written  report  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  outlining 
the  panel's  collective  recommendations  for  resolving  the  grievance.  The  Board 
may  receive  a  copy  of  the  panel's  report  and  recommendations  prior  to  a  Board 
meeting,  but,  in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act,  the  matter  shall  not  be  discussed 
among  the  Board  members  until  it  is  heard  publicly  at  the  next  regular  Council 
meeting. 

E.  This  grievance  process  is  intended  to  address  matters  involving  procedural 
disputes,  such  as  the  Board's  failure  to  comply  with  Board  Rules  or  these  Bylaws. 

It  is  not  intended  to  apply  to  Stakeholders  who  merely  disagree  with  a  position  or 
action  taken  by  the  Board  at  one  of  its  meetings,  which  grievances  may  be  aired 
publicly  at  Council  meetings. 

F.  Board  members  are  not  permitted  to  file  a  grievance  against  another  Board 
member  or  against  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII  PARLIAMENTARY  AUTHORITY 

The  Council  shall  use  the: 

Rosenberg’s  rules  of  order  when  conducting  Council  meetings.  If  Rosenberg’s 
rules  of  order  are  silent  on  an  issue,  the  Council  shall  refer  to  Robert’s  rules  of 
order. 

Additional  rules  and/or  policies  and  procedures  regarding  the  conduct  of  the 
Board  and/or  Council  meetings  may  be  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII  AMENDMENTS 

A.  Any  Board  member  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  by  requesting 
that  the  Secretary  place  the  item  on  the  agenda. 


B.  Any  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  during  the  public 
comment  period  of  a  regular  Council  meeting. 

C.  Any  proposal  to  amend  the  Bylaws  shall  be  formalized  in  writing  and  noticed  on 
the  agenda  for  public  discussion  and  Board  vote  at  the  next  regular  Council 
meeting. 

D.  An  amendment  to  these  bylaws  requires  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board 
members  present  at  a  duly  noticed  general  or  special  meeting.  All  changes  shall 
then  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  for  review  and  approval. 

E.  Amendments  shall  not  be  valid,  final  or  effective  until  approved  by  the 
Department.  Once  approved,  any  changes  in  the  Bylaws  shall  become  effective 
immediately. 


ARTICLE  XIV  COMPLIANCE 

The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders  shall  comply 
with  these  Bylaws  and  with  any  additional  Standing  Rules  or  Procedures  as  may 
be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  as  well  as  all  local,  county,  state  and  federal 
laws,  including,  without  limitation,  the  Plan  for  Citywide  System  of  Government 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  “the  Plan”),  the  City  Code  of  Conduct,  the  City 
Governmental  Ethics  Ordinance  (Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  Section  49.5.1),  the 
Brown  Act  (California  Government  Code  Section  54950.5  et  seq.),  the  Public 
Records  Act,  the  American  Disabilities  Act,  and  all  laws  and  governmental  policies 
pertaining  to  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

Section  1:  Code  of  Civility  -  The  Council,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community 
Stakeholders  shall  conduct  all  Council  business  in  a  civil,  professional  and 
respectful  manner. 

Section  2:  Training  -  All  Board  members  shall  take  training  in  the  fundamentals  of 
Neighborhood  Council,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  ethics,  funding,  workplace 
violence  and  sexual  harassment  trainings  provided  by  the  City  within  forty-five 
(45)  days  of  being  seated,  or  they  will  lose  their  Council  voting  rights. 


Section  3:  Self  Assessment  -  Every  year,  the  Council  shall  conduct  a  self 
assessment  pursuant  to  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  the  Plan.

Thank  you  for  correcting  the  rumor  that  we  insisted  on  May  22nd  (she's  also  been  spreading  a 
rumor  that  we  are  also  insisting  that  there  only  be  one  polling  place  and  that  it  be  on 
campus). 

But  while  we  did  not  request  the  May  22nd  date,  we  actually  do  think  it's  important  that  the 
election  be  held  on  a  weekday.  I  discussed  this  with  Andrew  from  the  BID  and  we  concurred 
that  if  the  election  were  held  on  a  Sunday,  that  would  exclude  many  of  the  business  workers 
who  commute  to  Westwood  as  well  as  tens  of  thousands  of  commuting  UCLA  students,  faculty 
and  staff.

Dear  Council  Members  Ryu  and  Cedillo  - 

I  also  support  my  colleagues  in  Westwood,  however  I'm  feeling  a  lot  less  gracious  in  being 
subjected  to  a  4  hour  meeting  where  only  2  commissioners  made  it  thru  the  entire  meeting. 
Thank  you  to  both  Ray  and  Eli  for  that. 

Everyone  must  be  clear  that  this  was  nothing  but  a  box  to  be  checked  off  to  prove  public 
comment  was  done.  DONE  clearly  had/has  no  intention  of  listening  to  or  acknowledging  any  of 
our  comments.  After  sitting  for  2  hours  to  endure  a  presentation  that  included  documents  that 
have  been  available  for  2  months,  we  were  granted  1  minute  each. 

In  addition  to  the  well  documented  and  unbelievable  defiance  of  any  kind  of  protocol  or  ethics,  at 
our  meeting,  Mike  Fong  went  on  recorded  record  stating  that  he  had  requested  and  allowed  the 
signatures  to  be  added  because  "they  were  dated  the  15th". 

But  the  2  bigger  reveals  of  the  night  were: 

1)  Don  Toy  stating  again  on  recorded  record  and  in  front  about  75  people  that  "they  had  to  fill 


out  the  names  and  signatures"  admitting  and  further  validating  our  statement  that  someone  else 
wrote  those  names.  As  an  aside,  in  the  2016  election,  Don  Toy  was  also  behind  the  430  names 
attached  to  one  email  address  (his)  that  proved  to  be  completely  false.  The  only  reason  it  was 
dealt  with  is  because  I  raised  a  stink.  I'm  curious  how  the  audio  turned  out  on  our  meeting. 

2)  And  Deputy  City  Attorney  Carmen  Hawkins,  who  was  witnessed  by  no  less  then  3  people 
attempting  to  get  Don's  attention  to  attempt  to  stop  him  from  speaking?  So  the  Deputy  City 
Attorney  was  colluding  with  the  applicant?  Wow.  I  believe  someone  caught  that  moment  on 
their  phone. 

Exactly  what  will  it  take  for  someone  to  do  something?  A  hundred  people  showed  up  to  oppose 
this  subdivision.  Unlike  the  side  who  keeps  touting  inclusion,  members  from  the  Arts  District, 
Little  Tokyo,  Solano  and  Victor  Heights  attended  and  spoke  showing  what  true  diversity  looks 
like.  No  one  showed  up  from  any  of  our  neighborhoods  in  support  other  than  the  applicants.. 

Council  Members  I  ask  that  you  insist  that  DONE  deny  the  HCNC  application  and  deny  the  Westwood  application  until  all  procedural  and 
legal  issues  are  cured.

I’d  like  to  thank  Grayce,  Mike  and  their  staff,  and  Commissioners  Atkinson  and  Lipman,  for  hosting  the  “informational” 
meeting  this  past  Tuesday,  March  13,  at  UCLA. 


Under  the  applicable  law,  DONE  has  only  two  options  —  either  approve  or  deny  the  subdivision  application.  DONE 
does  NOT  have  the  legal  authority  to  revise,  modify  or  permit  amendment  of  the  subdivision  application  with 
reference  back  to  the  original  filing  date.  Of  course,  upon  denial  the  applicants  can  try  to  correct  and  refile  when  the 
application  period  opens  again  in  the  fall. 


It  is  very  clear  from  the  testimony  at  Tuesday’s  meeting  and  the  various  submissions  that  have  been  made  in  opposition 
to  this  subdivision,  that  this  application  and  DONE’s  process  did  not,  and  does  not,  meet  the  legal  requirements  for  a 
subdivision  —  on  both  procedural  and  substantive  grounds. 


In  addition  to  all  of  the  other  fatalities  that  have  been  raised,  in  their  application  Westwood  Forward  blatantly 
gerrymandered  out  all  the  single-family  areas  of  the  Westwood  community  (as  well  as  splitting  recognized 
communities)  -  as  a  result,  under  that  application  the  remaining  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council  (WWNC)  would 
consist  of  only  four  single-family  neighborhoods  plus  only  part  of  the  Persian  business  community  on  Westwood  Blvd. 
Such  gerrymandering  was  not  permitted  in  the  original  formation  of  the  WWNC  —  instead,  all  elements  of  community 
stakeholders  were  required  to  be  included  in  the  WWNC  (single-family,  renters,  multifamily,  businesses,  university, 
grammar  schools,  students,  staff,  faith-based  and  other  nonprofits,  etc.)  were  required  to  be  included  —  and  it  cannot  be 
permitted  now. 


I  trust  that  DONE  will  in  fact  follow  the  law,  and  deny  this  application.

Update  -  Council  File:  16-1324  Motion  is  no  longer  pending  in  the  Rules,  Elections,  Intergovernmental  Relations  and 
Neighborhoods  Committee.  On  November  30, 2016,  motion  was  referred  to  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Immigrant  Affairs. 

This  motion  is  relative  to  reaffirming  support  for  Special  Order  40.  Since  its  issuance  in  1979,  Special  Order  40  has  defined  the 
procedures  followed  by  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  (LAPD)  officers  with  regard  to  issues  of  immigration  status.  The 
underlying  policy  direction  of  Special  Order  40  has  been  that  a  person’s  immigration  status  alone  does  not  merit  any  police 
action.  This  policy  has  advanced  the  interests  of  public  safety  by  allowing  LAPD  officers  to  provide  law  enforcement  services 
equally  to  all  residents  of  the  City,  including  those  whose  immigration  status  may  render  them  particularly  vulnerable 
victimization. 

Special  Order  40  mandates  that  Police  Officers  not  question  individuals  solely  to  determine  their  immigration  status  and 
ensuring  that  undocumented  individuals  residing  in  Los  Angeles  are  able  to  report  crime  to  the  police  and  participate  in 
investigations  without  fear  of  being  deported.  With  the  election  of  Donald  J.  Trump  to  the  presidency,  Immigrant  communities 
fear  mass  deportations  and  other  disruptive  and  damaging  policies.  The  president-elect  has  taken  an  aggressive  stance  on 
immigration  and  because  of  this  the  Los  Angeles  City  Council  reaffirms  support  for  LAPD’s  policies  related  to  dealing  with 
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undocumented  immigrants,  including  Special  Order  40,  which  ensures  that  all  members  of  the  community,  regardless  of 
immigration  status,  can  interact  with  the  Police  Department  without  fear  of  being  asked  about  their  immigration  status.

An  amending  motion  was  introduced  on  the  same  day  instructing  the  Chief  Legislative  Analyst  (CLA), 
with  the  assistance  of  the  City  Attorney  and  the  City  Administrative  Officer  (CAO),to  include  in  a  report  back  an  analysis  of  the 
application  and  selection  process  for  civilian  members  of  the  LAPD  Board  of  Rights.  The  motion  also  instructed  the  CLA  to 
provide  an  analysis  of  cases,  including  rank  of  charged  officer,  and  how  Command  Officers  and  Civilian  Board  of  Rights 
members  have  ruled  on  matters,  compared  to  the  findings  of  the  Chief  of  Police  after  the  third  year  of  the  program  if  approved 
by  the  voters  and  implemented  by  the  Council.  City  Council  approved  this  item  on  December  15, 2016.

Update  -  Council  File:  16-1324  Motion  is  no  longer  pending  in  the  Rules,  Elections,  Intergovernmental  Relations  and 
Neighborhoods  Committee.  On  November  30, 2016,  motion  was  referred  to  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Immigrant  Affairs. 

This  motion  is  relative  to  reaffirming  support  for  Special  Order  40.  Since  its  issuance  in  1979,  Special  Order  40  has  defined  the 
procedures  followed  by  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  (LAPD)  officers  with  regard  to  issues  of  immigration  status.  The 
underlying  policy  direction  of  Special  Order  40  has  been  that  a  person’s  immigration  status  alone  does  not  merit  any  police 
action.  This  policy  has  advanced  the  interests  of  public  safety  by  allowing  LAPD  officers  to  provide  law  enforcement  services 
equally  to  all  residents  of  the  City,  including  those  whose  immigration  status  may  render  them  particularly  vulnerable 
victimization. 

Special  Order  40  mandates  that  Police  Officers  not  question  individuals  solely  to  determine  their  immigration  status  and 
ensuring  that  undocumented  individuals  residing  in  Los  Angeles  are  able  to  report  crime  to  the  police  and  participate  in 
investigations  without  fear  of  being  deported.  With  the  election  of  Donald  J.  Trump  to  the  presidency,  Immigrant  communities 
fear  mass  deportations  and  other  disruptive  and  damaging  policies.  The  president-elect  has  taken  an  aggressive  stance  on 
immigration  and  because  of  this  the  Los  Angeles  City  Council  reaffirms  support  for  LAPD’s  policies  related  to  dealing  with 
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undocumented  immigrants,  including  Special  Order  40,  which  ensures  that  all  members  of  the  community,  regardless  of 
immigration  status,  can  interact  with  the  Police  Department  without  fear  of  being  asked  about  their  immigration  status.

The  motion  also  instructed  the  CLA  to 
provide  an  analysis  of  cases,  including  rank  of  charged  officer,  and  how  Command  Officers  and  Civilian  Board  of  Rights 
members  have  ruled  on  matters,  compared  to  the  findings  of  the  Chief  of  Police  after  the  third  year  of  the  program  if  approved 
by  the  voters  and  implemented  by  the  Council.  City  Council  approved  this  item  on  December  15, 2016.

Such  a  program  would  have  to  be  based  on  crime  and  cal  I  s-for-service  statistics  which  would  support  the 
need  to  regulate  motels.  This  motion  is  asking  for  a  study  to  determine  whether  or  not  a  police  permit  regulation  is  necessary 
to  improve  the  safety  issues  at  motels  in  the  City.  This  is  a  citywide  concern  and  necessary  steps  are  needed  in  order  to  have 
an  effective  regulatory  system  in  place. 

If  the  Public  Safety  Committee  approves  this  motion  and  any  related  reports  (A  YES  vote)  the  matter  will  be  scheduled  to  go 
before  the  City  Council  with  the  committees’  recommendations.

To  whom  it  may  concern, 

I  write  on  behalf  of  the  roughly  44,000  students  at  UCLA  to  encourage  the  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Empowerment  to  reject  the  Westwood  Neighborhood  Council's  recommendation 
that  its  board  members  terms  be  extended  by  1  year  so  that  the  next  election  would  be  in  2019. 
Instead,  I  would  encourage  elections  to  be  held  in  2018  for  a  3-year  term  to  end  in  2021. 

Our  concern  is  that  the  current  members  on  the  board  (most  of  whom  are  not  students)  are 
acting  in  a  self-serving  manner  to  avoid  electoral  accountability,  not  only  in  this  recommendation 
but  also  in  their  repeated  refusal  to  allow  online  voting. 

Their  last  election  on  just  one  day  on  June  5th,  which  was  at  the  beginning  of  UCLA's  Final 
Exams  period,  was  located  at  1350  S.  Sepulveda,  which  is  about  as  far  as  a  polling  place  could 
possibly  be  from  where  most  of  UCLA's  students  (most  of  whom  do  not  have  cars)  reside  on  and 
around  campus.  When  the  polling  place  would  reguire  most  of  its  electorate,  in  the  middle  of 
their  most  stressful  time  of  the  year,  to  walk  about  40  minutes  each  way  or  else  take  an  Uber 
(which  is  expensive  for  students),  this  presents  a  serious  barrier  to  participation,  which  resulted 
in  just  496  votes  cast  in  an  electorate  of  over  50,000. 

The  current  board  lacks  democratic  legitimacy,  and  our  students  are  being  disenfranchised.  I 
hope  you  will  work  with  us  to  have  elections  in  2018  that  are  accessible  both  in  person  and 
online.
